And knowing that Cardinil MMazzarin 
did with p:itlion deſire a :Cardinals Hat for his 
Brother, then Archbiſhop of 45x, being tra ly 
engaged in his intereſts, having p.omiſed him 
my friendſhip, and devoted him my Services, 
1 did with all imaginable induſtry endeavour to 
find out for what reaſons his Holineſs was fo 
little inclined to it, and after a long diſcourſe 
with him one day about the preſent condition 
of the affairs of Exrope, inſenſibly engaged him 
to diſcover the occaſion that obliged him to con- 
tinue a diviſion ſo prejudicial co all Chriſtendom, 
and which iclay in his power to end with much 
f2cilitie, for I was certain that if he would make 
the firſt ſtep rowards it, he ſhould find the Court 
intirely diſpoſed to a good underſtanding.

1 walked with him the length of the Gallerie 
twice, without making any, and when ( inter- 
preting my ſilence to his advantage) he preſſed 
me to ſpeak, I ſmiled and told him, Thar I wanted 
not Reaſons to oppoſe his, but that as yer I found 
him not in a condition to reliſh them, though 
they were ſo powerful, that 1 was affured they 
would convince him, and oblige him to grant all 
I ſhould demand, and do abſolutely all I ſhould 
deſire, though at the preſent he were of a con- 
trary opinion: He affured me nothins could be 
able co aſter him, that his Reſolution w.s coo 
well grounded : I finiled again, telling him T 
durit ſwear the contrary.

The ſame things were treated on in two or 
' three other Conferences, and 1 every time re- 
turned with ſomething more of hope, ſtill obſer- 
ving the Popes averſion to ſlacken, and receiving 
anſwers more fayourable, Ar laſt being ſent for 
one day, finding him in a very good humour, 
after he had expreſſed a great deal of AﬀeRion 
and Kindneſs for me, and that he hid no greater 
ſatisfation than in my Company, which he would 
enjoy oftener, and ſend for me ar all times when 
his. Aﬀairs permitted, did he nor: apprehend my 


prejudice by it, and that his friendſhip might 


prove contrary to my interelt, the great aver- 
fion of Cardinal 2fazzarin for him conſidered. 
I replied, it was in his power to put an end co that 
averfion, repeating all the Reaſons I formerly in- 
tanced; theſe he now found more valid, and 
ſeemed convinced : The Diſcourſe held with 
him by Cardinal Grima/d, the manner of the Ne- 
gotiations of the Marquis de Fontenay,and of the 
Abbot of St Nich:lu touched him very ſenſibly, 


and were indeed inſpportable. 'They giving. 


out (as he ſaid) that he was ſo great a diſſembler 


that none ought or could depend on his word, 
| | '- and 
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and this he expreſſed with ſo much Paſſion that 
rage drove tears from his eyes: at which yer I 
was not much concerned, Knowing well enough 
he could ſhed them at his pleaſure , and was 
an excellent Actor. However I perlwaded my 
ſelf 1 gainel upon him, and contidently told 
bim, that having diſcovered where he was at” 
tacquable, 1 nog abour my deſign, and 
that he muſt yield, having no more defences 
againſt me ; then asked him, if his predominate 
Paſſion were not revenge, as is uſual with all

you will credit me, ruine their reputation and 
deprive them of all truſt, by diſcevering to the

Sence. He walked twice the length of the Gal- 
ſery ruminating on what I had ſaid, and looking 
pleaſingly on me, told me I had couched him in 
the part that was moſt ſeaſible, cha I obliged him 
in the higheſt, and that unable to denie me any

that I ſuffered my ſelf to be abuſed by his flatte- 
ries, that this would infallibly bring aboue their 
rune. | | 

W hat he and I foreſaw failed not to happen. 
I diſpatched an expreſs tro Cardinal Mazzarin, 


to acquaint him what paſſed, but he gave little 


credic to it, the Miniſters making it appear ſo 
doubrful ; and after the acknowledgements of 
his Obligations to me for concerning my ſelf ſo 
far in the incereſts of his familie, he adviſed me 
rodiſtruſt the Popes proceedings, to obſerve him 
nearer, and not credit lightly, leſt ac laſtI recei- 
ved the diſpleaſure of a diſappointment. That 


for his Brothers journey to Rome, he' could by no 


means approve it, ſince it would be too diſhono- 


rable for him to go thither, and return not made 


a Cardinal, The Lord Peter Max zarin pre-- 
poſſeſt with former impreſſions ' could never 
be perſwaded of this good news, but the Arch- 
biſhop of Air (as men are caſfie to believe what 
they deſire) received my Letter with much 


content, *nd che vivacitie of his remper not 


permitting much refleicn , entertained preat 
hopes, and ſuffering himſelf to be transporred 
wich joy, prayed me to aſſure the Pope of his 
acknowledgements, th:t he would very ſudden- 
ly caſt himſelf at his feet, and in bis brothers 
name ratifie all particulars of our agreements for 
which himſelf would be the ſecurity,and after the 
reception of ſuch- a favour, procure from Fraxce 


whatever could be deſired on his behalf. In the 


mean 
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mean time I ſought to make ſure of the Ladie 
Olympia, in whych I found little. difficultie, being 


well with her, and ſhe already gained by che 


money of the Earl of Og»are, ambitious ro be a 


Cardinal, who doubtful of a nomination from 


Spain, ſaw no readier way to his end than this 
occaſion. He. opened timſelf ro me, and we 
joyned our forces tro make a ſtronger battery, 
preſling on the buſineſs at one and the ſime rime 
with united forces ;. Cardinal  Paycirolle was 
the only perſon hkely, to thwart us, but the other. 
unde: took the bringing him abour. | 


And knowing him a profeſt- enemy to Car 
dini] Mazzarin, I thought the mediation of 
Cardinal Sforz.s, my Cofin and particular friend 
neceſſary; He was deſirous, to engage himſelf 


inthe intereſts of Fraxce, from which he expeRed 


a treatment ſuitabie to his Birth and Merit, and 
ro obtain conl:derable Penſions and Benefices ; 
but Cardinal Grimaldi probably oppoſed him, 
with all his power, apprehending. he might ſtep 
into his place, ro the loſs of a conſiderable part of 
his credit, I undertook to reconcile bim with 


© the MazzarinFamily,to which he had ever been 


contrary: And be on his part contrived a meeting 
between me and Gandinal Percirolic : Now asin 
Rome all enmity gives way to the ambition of 
obtainins the Papacy, upon the aſſurance I gave 
him of removing the Excluſion he feared trom 
France, which alone might be deſtrucive to his 
pretence ( being already ſecure of Spain and 1 
ſtrong party fn the Conclave)bepromiſed in ſterd 
of oppoling to ſecond me : this remoyed ll dif- 
| | _ fieuſties 
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ficulties by the great Afcendent he had over his 
Holineſs inclinations. This negotiation was ma- 
naged with ſo much diligence and ſecrecie that 
it was not diſcerned by the French Miniſters, who 
continuing obſtinace in their opinions diſpatched 
to court advices of very little certainty, 

Having brought things co this pals, I viſited 
Father Serrons a friend of the Archbiſhop of 
Atx, and now Biſhop of 2ſandes, to oblige him 
ro 80 to the Archbiſhop and halten his coming, 
I writ alſo to Cardinal Afazzarin to fend him, 
making my ſelf reſponſible tor the ſucceſs of his 
journey, to which yer he would not conſent, not 
rrulting theſe fair appearances, nor the Popes. 
humour , which he took to be cloſe and de. 
ceitful. | _- 

There needed not many perſwaſions to move 
the Archbiſhop of Aix to the journey, in this 
particular not being ſwayed by his brothers 
Council, ſo vehemently deſirous of what hepre- 
rended, that for it he would have run ali hazards : 
He ſet on therefore immediately, and giving me 
notice by poſt, I inſtantly gave account of it to 
his Holineſs, well perceiving the joy it gave him; 
At the Archbiſhops-coming near Rome the Pope 
commanded me ti2 meet bim, and before he 
ſpoke with any of the Kings Miniſters, aſfare 
him of his Promotion, and that. witbout conſide- 
ration of ſuch diſcourſes as might be made him, 
he ſhould credit me alone, who would be reſpon- 


ſible for all | had pretended, which at bis firſt 


audience ſhould be confirmed ; ang that he had 
had his ſatisfaRionlong lince,if I had been ſooner, 
| al 
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at Rome, or if none but my ſelf had interpoſed 
in his buſineſs, being the beſt and faithfulleſt of 
his friends. After his thanks he conjured me to 
preſs the compleating of what I had fo well 
begun, which I,negleted not. Bur whileſt I 
continued my ſollicitations, there intervened a 
difficulty by a poſt from Spain, bringing news 
that che Catholique King approved not the pro- 
motion of Count Ognate, who deſired of the 
Pope ſome little time to endeavour by mediacion 
of friends to remove the obſtacle, ro which the 
Pope conſented. And ſome apprehending that 
the Pope himſelf was craftily che occaſion of this, 
fo to diſ-engage himſelf of his promiſe ro me 
without imputation , I propoſed co him as an 
expcdient, thit he ſhould go on, reſerving the 
Spaniard in Petto, whom he might afterwards 
nominate at his leiſure, when this d fficulty 
ſhould be removed, and they at Madrid had ' 
made choice of amore apreeable ſubjeR : But 
he continued reſolute to ſend an expreſs, that 


he might give no pretence for Complaint of 


Precipitation. Aﬀter much conteſtation T was 
forced to ſubmit, yet with aſſurance from him 


| that he would by no means fail of performing 


what he had promiſed me, and that in ſix weeks 
(what anſwer ſoever he received, or in caſe they 
maliciouſly detained his Expreſs) he would give 
me ſatisfation, There was a neceflity of ſo 
long patience, and the time being eapired' the 
Archbiſhop defired me to challenge the promiſe, 
Ididit, and his Holineſs fo poſitively confirmed 


me that I found no grounds for further doubr , 
But 
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But yet deferring the Conſiſtoric from time to 
time, the party concerned falling into a greater 
diſtruſt, told me he could not be eaſed of ir, un- 
leſs his Holineſs would poſitively appoint the 
day he ſhould receive the advantage he fo much 
coveted : I went and deſired this favour of him 
as neceſſary to my repoſe and credit, he made 
many difficulties, the like having never been 
pratiſed. But repreſenting to him that if he 
had the kindneſs for me he pretended, he ſhould 
reſtifie it in paſſing by, for my ſake, the ordinary 
formalities. He promiſed me, and performed ic 
in the moſt obliging manner, with which I pre. 
ſently acquainted the Archbiſhop, who received 
the news with all the joy imaginable. The next 
morning, which was Saturday, the Pope ſent one 
of the Secretaries of his Chamber to acquaint the 
Archbiſhop that on Monday without farther de- 
lay ſhould be. a Confiſtory. They that deſired 
not this, as being engaged to maintain thar the 
Archbiſhop as well as my ſelf was deluded, and 
that the Pope would find ſome new pretence for 
delay, were ſenſibly moved, and on Monday ſur. 

priſed, when they heard the Conliſtory wag 

aſſembled, and the Archbiſhop had received the 


: Har, His Holinels immediately ſent me the good 


news, as principally concerned, for which in the 
afternoon I went to give him thanks: and after- 
wards to Complement che new Cardinal, who 
gave me a thouſand embraces, proteſting that 

is whole Family as ' well as his Brother and 
bimfelf had ſo ſeaſible an obligation to me, thac 
I might depend on whatever was in their p—_ 
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of which 1 ſhould ſee effeRual proofs on afl 


occaſions, and for which he would be my Security 
all: his life. | 


That night he went icoguito, to give his Hos. 


linefs thanks, who told him he owed his Promo- 
tion to me alone, wiſhing him to go and ac- 


knowledge it, and withal adviſed that it might 


never be forgotten by himſelf or brother. 
In order to which he haſted ro me, tranſported 
co admiration, which yet will not ſeem extraor- 
dinary to ſuch as underſtand what it is in Rowe 
( unleſs in the Families of Popes or Soveraign 
Princes) to ſee two Cardinals of one Family : 
1 am not able to repeat the terms of his Com- 
plements, roy what he faid to demonſtrate how 
farre he held himſelf obliged, for having ( con- 
trary to the opinion of all the world, ) obtained 
for Lim chat, which the power of France and 
credit of his brother had failed in, and of 
which he had deſpaired. At his taking” leave 
I proffered to wait on him to his Coach, which he 
conjured me not to do, deſiring to avoid all ce- 
remony, becauſe incogniro ; but perceiving me 


follow, he ſer himſelf on a run, and not obſer- 


ving a welt that was in a lictle Garden through 
which he paſſed, having curned rowards me to 
take his teave, as he retreated he fell into it, from 
whence 1 helped him out, not able to forbear 
hughing : He went home to dry himſelf, and to 
bed, where (though he wanted reſt ) I believe 
he ſlept not, leſt at his waking he ſhould 
- impute his good fortune to the illuſions of 2 
dream, Pd | 
The 
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The ſame night he ſent an expreſs to acquaint 


his brother Cardinal Mazzarin with his good 
ſucceſs, and takingupon him to make known the 


obligation he had to me, and my condu in ef- 


feRing an enterpriſe of ſo much difficultie, I 
chought it beſt to leave all ro him, this being 
more becoming than to be my own trumpet; 
and ſo tontented my ſelf to ſend onely a Letter of 
Complement and Congratulation. The anſwers 
we received were ſuch as miglit be expeRedin 
return of ſo welcom a Meſſage. 
The Pope became very well ſatisfied with the 
Orders that were ſent relating to his particular, 
and the Miniſters began to negotiate with him in 
a manner ſo reſpeRtive and obliging, that he well 
perceived all former reſentments were forgotten, 
and that the Mazzarin Family was moſt ſtreight» 
ly addicted to his intereſts, which the two bro- 


. thers would ever ſollicite. He made alfo very 


obliging acknowledgements ro me, and I had 
ſome reaſon to believe, chat what pretences or 
occaſions ſoever intervened, T might depend 'on 
the Proteion and ſupport of France, as well as 
on the Perſon of his Holinefs, The Kings Mini- 
ſters alone looſing as well at Rome as at Court a 
great part of their credit and truſt, nettled to the 
quick, that even in their ſight, and againſt rheir 
ſenſe, ſo importaht a negoriation- had been 
brought to effe&t, conceived an irreconcilcable 
hatred againſt me, ſo much the more dangerous, 
In chat ( nor daring .to pive it vent) they con- 
ecaled ir in order to an opportunity of making. 
me feel its fatal effects, is the impor- 
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' rant Services I afterwards rendered the Crown, 
which they blemiſhed what they poſſibly could, 
and not contented w.th their- vain attempts 
acainſt my reputation, at laſt deprived me of my 
Liberty by a long and hard impriſonment, and 
as much as was poſſible for them brought my 
life into danger, that they might not apprehend 
in me an irreprochable witneſs, of their having 
been too much. led by their paſhons and inter- 
eſts, and to: them ſacrificed the glory and advan- 
tages of Cardinal Aſazzarin and his Family. 
In this very inſtant I met-an occaſion to dif- 
cover what fruit I was to expe of fo much pains 
and hopes (ſo juſtly grounded ) to have the pro- 
reQion of Cardinal Iſazzarin, the good Offi- 
ces and Sollicization of the late Biſhop of Ax, 
now Cardinal of Saint Cecilia, and the Popes 
farour, by the ſurpriſing news which came 'to 
Rome of the tumults in Sic:/ie, and revolt of 
Naples; where IMaſaniello was head, I will 
not enjarge my ſelf co the particulars' of a bu- 
ſinefs ſo fatal ro Spain, and fo extraordinarie 
All Exrope hath been ſufficiently informed, and 
I reſolved in theſe relations to ſpeak of no 
more than IT am my ſelf concerned in, leſt 1 
ſhould be obliged to too great a Volume, not 
pretending to the Hiſtorian, which would be as 
troubleſome, as unſuitable ro my humor-.and 
| _ In theſe Diſorders ] ſuppoſed I might 
ad fair Opportunities of acquiring ;glory, and 


contributing to the advantages of France, which 
hath ever been my prevailing Paſſion, being nw 
turally ambitious and zealous{as L ought) for thar 

2 | : Crown 
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Crown to which I have the honor to be born 
a Subje&t, perſwaded I could no ways better 
employ my life thin for the good of my Ceuntry, 
and prefudice ot its enemies. Being one Eve, 
nins retired with the Baron of Afodexe, in whom 
] had very much confidence, and who was at that 
time Gentleman of my Chamber, I diſcovered 
my thoughts to him, orderins him to ſeek out. 
Captain Perorne, brother of Dominico Perrone 
the famous Bandite, and chief of the Contidents 
of Maſaniello, whom he brought to me in the 
Morning ; Him I deſired to find out his brother, 
and perſwade him that in ſtead of the Cruelries 
he exerciſed in Naples, burning the houſes, and 
g00ds of Monopoliſts, demanding Exemption 
from Cuſtoms and Impoſts, he ſhould rather think 
of rrining the Spaniards, naturally vindicative, 
and under whom the revolers would never find . 
ſecurity or pardon, that he ovght therefore to 
ſeek the ſuccour and proteRion of ſome power. 
ful Stranger , That there was not any in the 
World ſo confidently to be depended on as 
France , who ever gloried in aſliſting the op- 
preſled that had recourſe to her, without any 
other intereſt than the Pepuration acquired by 
| ſo generous aQions. That the C atalonians were 
faithful witneſſes of this, as well as a great partof 
the Princes of Germanic. That he could not 
doubt of her power by Land an4 Sea, which made 
her redoubted and reſpeRed through the World. 
That I would undertake to negotiate in behalf 
of the Neapolitans all Supplies and Aſliſtances 
' they ſhould deſire, and for effeRing this, would 

TE . | C3 render 
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xender my ſelf into their hands an Hoſtage, 
Beſides I would Jabour reuniting the Nobility 
with the people, (without which all attempts thar 
could be made for Libertie would prove. 
yvajn) ſo deprivins their Enemie of all poſſibilicy 
of continuing in thar Kingdom, his principal Sup- 


- port conſiſting in the Nobility; That my name 


and the Family of which 1 defcended would con- 
tribute much to ſo great a deſign, I engaging my 
ſelf in the intereſts of rhe whole Kingdom as 
intirely asif I were a Native, 

He went away (fſatished and won by my Dif- 
courſe) chearfully ro undertake this important Nes 
Sotation, as well affeted- as inftruted for what 
he was to do.. Bute as misfortune would have it, 
his brother being lin, ar his arrival he was ſu: 
ſpeed, and conſequently impriſoned : nothing 


_ diſcour ged by this croſs accidenr, I employed 
two orh-r perſons to Naples, who were allo 


m de Priſ>ners, or (as the Spaniards gave out ) 
pertidiouſly put into their hands the inltructions 
wherewith 1 had diſcharged them. 
Theſe unlucky beginnings in ſend of deter- 
ring, anim iced me to an enterpriſe that appeared 


more glorious in the proſpet of ſo many: 


perils and difficulties, The arrival at Rome of 


Dozs Pepe Caraffa , brother to the Duke of 


Metalome, with ſome other Getitlemen' that had 
made their- eſcape from the Caſtles of Naples 
where they .had been long detained Priſoners 
with great rigour ang ill -\'ge, gave me hopes 
of making uſe of their reſencments, for effeQing 
chat with che Nobility ( whom I knaw to be in. 
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cenſed by continual grievances) which ſo many 
accidents h:d hindered me from bringing about 
wich the people : My endeavours proved not 
fucceſsleſs, and having intirely gained him, he 
reſolved to hazzard his return, chere to ſpeak 
with kis brother, and the reſt of his friends and 
Kindred, and oblige them ro embrace the occa- 
ſion of ſerving me, and revenging themſelves. 
But the peoples averſion for the Nobility in- 
cre:fing by arrtifices of the Spaniards, he became 
an unhappy victime as wel! to it as to the hatred 
_ of Cardinal Filomarin; : Soon after his arrival, 
having perceived his hopes and mine fruſtrated, 
he was maſſicred wich unheard-of cruelties, his 
body torn and dragged through all the Streets : 
Maſanicllo having been txgated in the fame 
manner. Afﬀeer this I ſent a young Captain, 
Grand-Child of Cicio Arpaia, the peoples Ele, 
co treat with him, who was abſolute Maſter, and 
of greateſt credit in the Citie, This unhappy 
Meſſenger me: the ſame fortune with the former, 
falling into the hands of the Spaniards, whoſe _ 
diſtrult augmenting by diſcerning my perliſtance 

in endeayouring by all ways to concern my ſelf 
in their diſorders, kept ſo {tri a guard on the 
Paſſages, that a French man ſervant to Aonfienr 
Deſſinay a Gentleman of Avignon, who had ap- 
plied himſelf co me during my ſtay at Rome, a 
Youth witty and reſolute, (whom I ſent hy Land, 
under pretence of liſting himſelf in their ſervice 
a%a Bourgundian, to give me account of thoſe 
I had diſpatch'd formerly, of whoſe fad fates [ 
was yet ignorant ) was taken near Gaeta, 
h C4 _ my 
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whither he was brought, though after a cunning 
diſcharging himſelf of his Papers, from whence 


| (having ſuffered the torture ordinary and extra- 


ordinary) he was releafed, with Command on 
pain of death to avoid that Kingdom: Finding 
by his return that none of thoſe I formerly ſeqr 


had ſucceſs, I thought my ſelf obliged to try For- 


tune again; and ( two yours reſolute 7ralians, 
whom I gained with Money,proflering to run the 


| Extremeſt hazards for me) ſhe yielded to my 


importunity,and began to beleſs contrary. 

Cicio of Arpaia received my Propoſals with 
much content, imparted them to his friends and 
heads of the people, who hoped XV aples ſhould 
recover her deſired Liberty, by the aſſurance of 
aſſiſtance from Frayce, I rendering my felf their 
hoſtage, and they in my perſon obtaining a 
Leader, to whoſe birth and name all would ſub- 
mit without jealouſie : which was no leſs than 
neceſſary, the Nobility of the Countrey being ſo 
vain and haughty, that every one of them, 
( eſteeming himſelf worthy the Command ) 


would refuſe to obey any of their own Nation, 


or yield him advantages above the reſt. A ne- 
ceſlity appearing to take off the reſpeRt ( which 


. through the higheſt of the Sedition) was conti- 


nued to the King of Spain, I conceived the cer- 
tainet way to engage them to rejeR his yoke, 
and advance to # diſtance might render them 
irreconcileable, was The Pronoſal of forming 
themſelves into a Republique, which muſt needs 
prove an greeabc Lure : the Nobility by it ex- 
p:Qting tlic principal ſhare in the ab 4 
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after the Example of Yexice, and che people in- 
tending to exclude them in imitation of the 
$witzers. So both parties flattering themſelves 
| with hopes of obtaining their deſires, wand 
joyntly endeavour rhe Extirpation of the Spe. 
»iards , after which it would be eafte to ch 

the Government without giving any jealouſie of 
France , which I repreſented to them as obliged 
to their aſliſtance, onely, by its intereſt/of ſepara- 
ting them from Spin, as it had done formerly 
for the Hollanders, who had at laſt obtained Li- 
berty and independence. 

And to teſtifie the zeal I had to ſacrifice my 
ſelf, and hazard all for their ſervice, that I would 
3 pretend nothing from them, but the ſame autho. 
5 rity for my ſelf and Succeſfors that was granted 
$ to the Princes of Orange in the United Provinces, 
| which they have continued hitherto with fo 

much ſplendor and honor. 

The Title of Republique (of which T was the 
firſt Propoſer ) dazeled their eyes immediately, 
and from that day wzs the onely Diſcourſe of 
Naples : My proffers were received with open 
arms , and they ſent me word, that though all

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1 formerly communicated to the Kings Minis 
ſers all parneulars, that they tnight write confors 


 mably; And, whether it were, that they diſ- 
ſembled their thoughts, or really eſteemed me ca- 


pable of renewing the troubles which ſeemed ap» 


 peaſed in Naples, they approved the reſolution I 


had taken, incouraged and preſſed me to go for- 


ward, with aſſurance, that I ought not to doube 


of all neceſcary ſupplies, ſince 1 undertook the 
preateſt Service could poflibly be render'd 
France , by making ſo powerful ' a diverſion du- 
ring her War with Spain; of which, ſhe would 
well know how to-make uſe, and find her adyan- 
rages in the prejudices of her Enemy, whom ſhe 
muſt needs over-power with her Forces, when he 


ſhould be depriv'd of thoſe he drew from ſo po- 


tent 9 Kingdom, which ſupply'd him with more 
Men, Money, Ships and Gallies, than all his other 
Dominions, that therefore, nothing was to be 
omitted, in order to diſpoſleſs him of that Crown, 


and thar it little imported by what meanes. That 


I was looked on as very fit for the enterpriſe, be- 
ing one, that without conſideration of danger, 
would ſacrifice and hazard all for Glory , that, in 
like manner, time would be gained to the Court 
for taking its meaſures, which would venture no- 
thing bur my Perſon, whoſe loſs would be little 
conſiderable.

© The Cardinal of St. Ceci/is, the onely perſon 
I could depend on, weil knowing that the reſt of 
the Arrifters were my Enemies, on account of 
the ſervice I had done him, by which they loſt 
part oof their truſt and credit, undertook ro ſend to 
hisBrether the Memorial hereafter inſerted, ac- 
companied only: by a word or two, referring the 
reft ro what ſhould be diſcerned by its peruſal.

would not be rejected, which would give me op-

miffion-: and, that conſequently to me would be

For the ſecond Objection : Ir is yet eaſter.to 
demonſtrate the Reaſons that obliged me ro che 
conduct I follow'd, and make appear, that I was 
decried without ground, and that my Enenues 
maliciouſly endeavoured to make uſe of it, that 
I might be abandoned , and reſponſible for the 
il! ſucceſs of an enterpriſe, in which 1 haye fo 
comported my ſelf, that my actions being at- 
tentively examin'd, and mv memorials pernſed 

D | without 
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without preejudice, it muſt needs be granted, 
that humanly ſpeaking, more than I did, could 
not have been done; and, that it was neyer 
known before, that one Man alone, could, with- 
out aſtoniſhment, ſo long _ the burthen 
of Afﬀairs ſo embroiled, reſiſt the whole power of 
Fpain, and that of the United Nobility of a great 
Kingdom, & redreſs ſo many Diſorders without a- 
ny ſupplies ; thoſe I juſtly expected being not only 
refaſed, but vaunted, and made appear onely in 
order to diſhonour, and ruine me; and had no 
other effects but to deſtroy that for which I had 


 Haboured, retard all that my addreſs and __— 


had ſer forward, and manag'd to the beſt advan- 
tage, and to encourage my Encmies and Tray- 
tors, by all wayes, to attempt againſt my life. 

' It is certainly admirable, and without example 
in Hiſtory, that, in the midſt of Aſſaſlinations, 
and Tumults, without any in whom 1 could put 
confidence (not excepting my own Domeſtiques, 
who, for the molt part, ſerved me not according. 
ro my intentions; nor thoſe, that had NR 
themſelves to follow my Fortune, who failed of 
their duty ; and, as little the Miniſters of a great 
Kingdom, tor whoſe Service 1 Acted, who con- 
tributed the moſt to my ruine; or the Court, 
whoſe Orders were detained from me, and which 
was prepoſlſeſſcd by reports as malicious as falſe : 
Or a People Vain, Cruel, and Seditious, I 
made War without Powder, Ammunition, or 
Money, with neweraiſed and ill-armed Forces, 
without Canon ot Baggage : and yer cauſed a 
City to ſubliſt five compleat Moneths, the emi- 
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nences of which were fortified, arid in the hands 
ef the Enemy ; Block'd by Sed with a powerful 
Fleer, and-Beleaguer'd by Land with an Amy 
ſtrong, both in Horſe and Foot, Proviſions cut off 
on every ſide; all Elements contrary, continually 
batter'd by three Caſtles; notwithſtanding all 
which I maintained a famiſhed People in RetpeR 
and Obedience; put an end to their Diſarders, 
Murthers; and Plunderings , re-eſtabliſhed Go. 
vernment and Juſtice, and at laſt repoſe and 
tranquillicy, in a-place, where, before my arrival, 
| innocent blood inceſſantly flowed about the 
Streets; Violence was Authorized, Burning and 
Pillaging Houſes not only tollerated; but com- 
manded, with ſuch fatal and Tragical events as 
could not be beheld without compaſſion, horror 
and aſtoniſhment. | 

Did not conſideration of the ſafety of many 
heads that are dear to me, oblige me to ſuppreſs 
the preateſt part of my moſt ſecret negotiati- 
6ns, I could diſcover That would convince my 
Enemies, and thoſe that envy me, and make me 
appear to the eyes of all Eurape, not onely in- 
nocent but glorious, in having by Miracle. as new 
as ſurpriſing; raiſed force out of weakneſs; and 
perſecuted by all the Worid; anddeſlitute of all 
aſſiſtance, my ſelf alone brought ſo difficalr an 
enterpriſe to ſuch. perfeRion, that the Conqueſt 
of the Kingdom of Naples : and conſequently the 
deſtruQion'of the Spams Monarchy, ( of which 
' It is the moſt ſolid foundation ) failed, on no 
other account, but that I was envied the glory 
Of it; and could never obtain ſo much as was ne- 
D z ceſſiry 
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ceſſary for taking in the leaſt fortified place, 
which, mighe 1 have had, it would have fſuffi- 


ced to have compleated ſo extraordinary and 
Slorious a worke, which I undertook without 


any other intereſt than to injoy the honour of 


it, after which I could have vied joyfully, in at- 
ſurance, that through all Poſterity my memory 
ſhould be glorious. But, my ambition giving 
place to my friendſhip, T will not, ta defend 
my ſelf, bring them into the leaſt danger, and 
reſolve ( by publiſhing nothing, but whaci may 
declare without their hazard) to ſuffer my pro- 
ceedings to be condemn'd by ſuch as ( never 
weighing the labor and condut , made uſe of ) 
Judge of things by their ſucceſs, and have nei- 
cher eſteem nor contempt for any , but accor- 
ding to their good or evil Fortune, I hopel 
may be eafily pardoned this digreſſion, which I 
could not poſſibly omit, and on which perhaps 
the diſpleaſure to ſee my ſelf blamed without 
cauſe, hath roo long detained, and tranſporte 
me to too great he2t andreſencment. 
To rerurne tben to that which 1 promiſed to 


make underſtood, I mult ſay, that having at that 


time no other favour to pretend, but leave to ac- 
cept the offer was made me, to Negotiate with 
the Neap:lrans, and devote my felt to their ſer- 
vice, and ſ-crifice my ſelf to their interetts, and 
recovery of their Libercy, I demanded nothing 
but Money, becauſe it was then the only things 


neceſſary to render me conliderable amionpit 


rhem, and pur ite in a condition to be uſeful ro 


their aſſiſtance : Beſides, that they had informed 
me 
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me, that they wanted only a Head to eſtabliſh 
Order amongſt them, that they mighg advan. 
tageouſly make uſe of all thoſe things, which 
(to invite me) they pretended they had in a- 
| bundance, that they apprehended 2ll Forrain 
Powers, and thac I ſhould have given them 
diſtruſt, in providing my ſelf of that which they 
demanded not of me, and that it I had retu- 
ſed to go to them, without Forces that ſhould 
not have depended on their Authority, or the 
ſupport of a powerful Army, ſhould probably. 
ave giyen them jealouſie, thatunder pretence 
of defending them, I intended to ſubdue them 
to France, That it was neceflary to be Ma- 
ſer of their Armes before any farther Declara- 
tion, and, having to do with 1rreſolute People, 
engage them to advance ſome ſteps before 
they themſelves perceriv'd it- Thar, having a 
forme of ' Peace with Spain, it was they that 
muſt renew the War; That it would have 
ſeemed , that France had fſollicited them to a

bly follow,thought ic was beſt ro ſtay for ir, that 
neceſſity and apprehenſion of rnine opening their 
eyes, might force them to have recourſe to the on- 
ly proteRion that could be preſent and uſeful 
to them, that ſo upon their applications, the

| Conditions 5s he belt liked , that it was ne- 
;  ceflary they ſhould apply themſelves to me to 
| mediate for them; and that I ſhould have loſt

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without their inſirugion ; and laſtly, that my 
buſineſs being to. ſaticfie a multitude, every 
particular of which hath a different ſenſe, it is 
nice and dangerous to make advances, ſuch 
affaires þeing often ' ruin'd by precipitation 3 
char, having patience, I ſhould ſee time inſenſ}- 
bly lead them to the point I deſir'd : which 
failed not to happen two Moneths after, no more 
than the preſſures wherewith by their orger I 
follicited the arrival of the Fleer, which had ſo 
little effect, andthe ſupplies I in vain pretended, 
of Men, Victuals, Powder, Artillery and Money ; 
all which ſh.ll be juſtified hereafter. 

I am yet (that I may rectifie ſome diſorder 
which appeares as to time) totell you that it is 
true, that the Cardinal of A;x, who had after- 
wards the Title of Saint Ceci4ha was not a Car- 
dinal when 1 made my firſt diſpatch : but, be- 


' ſides that, he was ſo within a very ſhort time af- 


ter, long before my embarquing for Naples, 


' and his promotion then refolved on, unwil- 


ling to divide the negotiation I had made 
in what related to bim, I thought it a very ſmall 
faulr ro give him the quality of Cardinal by ad- 
vance. Having made appear that this was net- 
ther a miſtake nor default of memory, I returne 
xo my ſtory by the Lettcr he writ to Cardinal 
Afazarm, his Brother, to accompany the Yemo- 
zial I put jnto his bands,

KT ſuffer the Spar Tyrannies, apprehending 
ſevere Chaſtiſement for the attempts they have 
already made towards repoſe and liberty, and, 
finding no ſecurity in the conditions propoſed to 
them, are at laſt reſolved intirely to caſt off the 
yoke, to be enfranchiſed, and become their own 
Governors in forme of a Republique, Bur, be- 
ing ſenſible, that without a head ( after the 
ſame manner as is uſed in Tolland, from which 
that Countrey derives {o great advantages) it 1s 
impoſſible for them ro maintain themſelves : And 
having already learned to their coſt, that they 
cannot chuſe any in their own Countrey ſo.unbi- 
afed, as not to be liable to corruption, or thar 
(the natural jealouſie of the Nation conſider'd,) 
ſhall not acquire as many enemies as emulators, 


have reſolved to chuſe a ſtranger to run their 


fortune with them, who can expe& no ſecurity 
amongſt them, but in the fidelity of his Services. 


| TheDuke of Gi/e being accidentally at Rome, 


Hati ſeemed to the chiefeft and moſt intelligent, 
a Perſon very proper to render them ſo impor- 


_ rant aService ; and that the rather, in regard his 


birth exempts him from the emulation ſeveral 
of that Nation might have for another : thac

After theſe diligences, whileſt I expected the 
Courts anſwers, I thought fic to drive the bult- 
neſs on farther with what ſtrength I could , and 
to this purpoſe ſent to Don Franciſco T yoalte 
General of the Arms of the people of Naples, 
to diſcover whether his imployment would not 
claſh againſt my Pretences, and whether he 
would not make difficulties of obeying me. whe- 
ther he was reſolved co go through with the bu. 
| ſineſs, 
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finefs, and whether he had not ſome ſecret cor- 
reſpondence with the Spariards ? He received 
favorably the perſon I ſent to him, promiſed ſe- 
crecy in the Nepotiation, which he faithfully ob- 
ſerved, and returned, that he faw little aſſu- 
rance in the yain and impetuous humour of the 


people he ſerved, that (their diſunion from the 


Nobility conſidered) litcle good could be done, 
without an expedient to put an end to it, But 
if a French fleet might appear in a condition 
to land Forces and Supplies of all things neceſſary 
co furniſhthe Town with ViRtuals and Ammuni- 
tion, he chought the Spaniards might eaſily be 
driven away , the great averſion of the whole 
Kingdom as well Nobility as People, and the ge- 
nera! wearineſs of their Government con(idered. 
That if I came to head this enterpriſe he would 
very willingly receive my Orders, —— 
what was due to my name and family, for which 
he ever had much reſpe& ; That there was no- 
thing more to be treated on with him, I was 
onely to make ſure of Supplies, and cauſe the fleet 
tO appear : but above all to have a care of dealing

Neither did I omit to hold particular Confe- 

rences with all the Neapoiitans that were in Rome, 

careſting them what 1 poſbbly could, to the end 

that alchough they proved not uſeful to my Ne- 

 Sotiation, they might at leaſt by ſpeaking well of 

- netotheir Countrey-men, by their Letters, and 

reports 
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reports of thoſe that went home , make me 
known and acquire me Friends and Credit, 1 
employed part of the night to:give audience, 
to all that demanded it, to bring me news, and 
thought not the time loſt when after the harken- 
ing to twenty impertinents, I met one from whom 
I gained any light. Afonfieuwr de Fontenay was 
imporcuned with many fabulous relations, and 
intelligences brought him every moment , 
There arrived not a Marriner, that to get a 
reward, did not give him ſome account of the 
diſorders, and ſome fained to be come expreſs 
that had neyer been out of Rowe. And they often 
brought him, what had been ſpoken in the Mor- 


ning inthe Popes with-drawing roome, at St Ay. * 


drew de la val, and the Mincrve , and ſome that 
knew nothing but what had paſſed through 
twenty ſeveral mouths, writ Letters, and dated 
them at Naples, to get.the credit of perſons well 
informed, and that had great Correſpondencies, 
though their moſt important ſecrets were drawn 
from Vulgar report. His humor naturally neither 
free nor obliging , people ordinarily went ill 
ſatisfied from h:m, to give me account of all they 
had cold him;, ſo that among(t many triffles ] 
ſometimes learned things he vainly ſought to. 
conceal from me, and I took great care to pleaſe 
and humor every body, that I might be informed 
of all, and gain the general inclination of the 
N eapolitaxs. 

Amongſt this great. number of intelligencers 
there was at Rome one Loreueo Tonts, of mean 
Birth, but quick wit, who by many intrigues ba- 

. vying 
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vins made himſelf agreeable to the Earl of 


Afonterei, and findins the way to live by this 
induſtry, forſakins his handicraft trade, pave in- 
telligence for Money, and receiving often recom- 
pences, began to live-at his eaſe on what he had 
ſfpired; buc his Patron being our of imploy- 
ment and returned to Spain, he choſe to refede 
at Rome as a ſecure and pleaſant recreat, being a 
place where with a very moderate expence one 
may live honorably. He had applyed himſelf co 
follow Prince wa the Popes Nephew, 
where he practiſed the Artifices and Subtleties 


he had learnedin Naples, and attained the per- 


fecion of the School of the Court of Rome; 
by his means his brother inlaw Augaftino Liero, 
2a youns man witty and of an aQiye and turbulenr 
hamour, had obtained a Company, in the Regi- 
ment of Calabria, which gave him the title 
of Captain. 

Theſe two Perſons muſt not be forgotten, 
each of them having aReed a conſiderable part; 
the firſt with all Induſtry endeavouring wayes of 
making himſelt conſiderable, and ſome innova- 
tion to occyſion them, became one of thoſe 
diſperſers of news, that write to all manner of 
p-ople to procure anſwers, which ſometimes they 
make themſelves , and read} in all Compa- 
nies; afcer having digeſted them into Order, and 
by this means are welcome to the Miniſters of 
Princes, and ſuch others as are Curious, of 
whom they obtain Gratifications, He ſpent 
his idle hours at Ripa, where the Feluccaes of 
Naples and Sizitie, and all others from Sea _— 
aſhore, 
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aſhore, where he made much of the Mariners, 
and gave them Wine, pumping from them whac 
he could ro make his Courc to the Marquis of 
Fontenai: And underſtanding that Tendeavored 
to have a ſhare in thoſe diforders, he came every 
night to inform me what he h:d 'earned, holdin 
this correſponce with me ( as he ſ3id withour 
the others Knowledpe, finding me very ambitions 
ro do ſomething high and conſiderable for the 
ſervice of France, he imagined he ſhould draw 
great recompences from me, and ſo by me or 
Meonfienr de Fentenai mee his fortune. 

He writ very ſolcitouſly to all parts that he 
might be the better inſtructed, and gain credit 
with more ground and appearance, and at {ait 
by his addreſs bec- me neceſlarie, co the Apgenr 
of the people of Naples, to the Ambaſſ:dourand 
my felt. He gave me hopes ot obtaining for me 
the command of the Army, ard I on my par: 
aſſured him of my acknowledgements, and to 
make his brother in law Captain of my Gurrds, 
the more to winthoſe of the C ountry, by entireiy 
putting my ſelf into their hands, entruiting my 
Perſon to a Neap:hten, and toking off the Suſpt- 
tion of my employing French men 2n rhe mott 
conſiderable charges of my kamily : this was ab- 
ſolutely neceffary tor gecting footing amongſt 
them, till authoriſed by my ections, I mipic 
afterwards alter it, and take ſuch courſe as 
1 judsed moit honorable and moſt ſate. 1 gave 
not yet fo grezr irult to Him, that I regleRed 
o her correſpondences, or whaEEver elſe might 
contribute to the deſign I had propoſed. 


I 
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I diſpatched Captain Aup»ſtive to Naples, at 
his return from whence he made me a report of 
its condition, either true or fabulous. It is very 
certain thac the little addreſs of thoſe thar 
commanded , their too preat confidence ill 
grounded the intapacitie as well as malice 
of ſeveral of them in a ſhort time changed the 
face of affairs, ruined the foundations I had laid, 
and loſt all hopes of farther advantapes to the 
people by depriving them of thoſe they had al- 
. ready in their hands, which having been well 
managed, nothing could have been more eaſie 
than to drive away the Spaxiards, take the Ci. 
tadels of the Town, and penerally all the for- 
treſſes of the Kingdom, without one ſtroke {tri- 
king, or ſhedding one drop of bloud, they be- 
ing unprovided of all things neceſſary to defence. 
Very evil Council was follewed during the Cef- 
ſation of Arms, to ſupply all places with Vicuals, 
Powder, and other Ammunition ; ſuppoſing 
by ic to teſtifie their reſpe& to the King of 
Spain, and oblige him to ratifie the Conditions 
agreed on with the Viceroy; which were too 
much to their advantape to be confirmed : this 
yet they were perſwaded to by ſome of their 
Chiefs, gained by the Spaniards, they (to their 
coſt) not in the leaſt ſuſpeRing them. 

Vincenzo Andrea, of whom I fhall often ſpeak, 
who ever played the Traytor with great addreſs, 
having maliciouſly, the ſooner to conſume the 
Corn which remained, ſufficient for four or fe 
Moneths Provifion, cauſed Bread to be made; 
treighing fourty five ounces, and ſold for the ſame 
8 | price, 
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price, as that hal been which weighed but 25, 
and alſo waſted the ſtock ordained for ſupplying 
that which ſhould be. drawn from the Publigue 
Granaries, worth a huudred thouſand Crowns, 
in Liberalities he diſtributed amongſt the Soyldi- 
ers, and Officers of greateſt Authority, ( he ha- 
ving the cbarge of Commiſſary-General of the 
Proviſions) in ſuch manner that art my arrival I 
found but very little, and no money art all ro buy 
more. _ 
Captain Angnſtin gave me account, that at the 
{aſt Muſter chere appeared one hundred and 
ſeventy thouſand men in Arms, aQtive, reſolute; 
and ready for all Enterpriſes, how dangerous ſo- 
ever, and that the .five or ſix hundred hotfe al- 
ready raiſed, by making uſe of thoſe that belong. 
ed to Coaches, in leſs than eight days might be 
made up five or fix: thouſand. That reckoning 
what had been preſerved of the Plunder, Jewels, 
Plate, gnd y Money in the Banks, belonging 
to Perſons either dedared or ſuſpeRed Enemies, 
there might caſtly þe amaſſed three or four mi}- 
| lions of Gold: That there was great quantity of 
Powder, beſides that three hundred workmen 
daily wrought in making more : That rhey had 
Magazins of Mateh, Bullets and Salt-peter, that 
they had ſecured ajl the Copper,and ſach other 
Merttal that could be: found in the. Town for 
caſting Artillery, belides ſfourty Pieces mounted 
in the Carmelires Tower, and at the entrance of 
allStreets and other avenews, by which che Enc- 
my might atrempt ; That the whole Kingdom 
was in Arms as well as the City, and beſides Corn 
| for 
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' for fix Moneths Proviſion in the Granaries, they: 


might have from the Countrey, whieh was of 
their Partie, whac they pleaſed, and in ſuch abun- 
dance as could never fail them, [That the enemy 
had not Forces ſufficient to block the Paſſages; ot 
hinder its tranſport , That they had ne need of 
Strangers, which would give a jealouſie to 
the people, who out of apprehention of be. 
coming ſubje& to a new Authority, might re- 
concile themſelves to Spain, ſuppoſing, chat [rt 
Read of obtaining the liberty they pretended, and 
for which they were ſo well reſolved to die) they 
ſhould only exchange their Chains for new ones, 
which perhaps would prove more heavie : Thar 
if there ſhould happen any diſcourſe of another 
forein Dominton, many different Cabals would be 
formed, which would joyn themſelves with ' the 


Spaniards and the Nobility, ts 'oppoſe that Fai: 


on Which-ſhould ſeem likely to prevail ove? the 
reſt. That they wanted nothing but a head 
to teach them to fight, and eſtabliſh order 
amongſt them ; That if their Forces and whitelfe 
they had intheir hands were well managed, they 
would ſuffice, not onely to drive the Spaniards 
our of that Kingdom, but to make war upon 
them in their own Countrey, and take from them 
S:cilie and Sardinia re-united in the intereſts of 


Naples. That this would be the work but of one 


Campagna, and the Liberty of the Town but of 
a few Weeks ;, That they looked on me as a 
Perſon capable of aRtions ſo eminent; and that 


in fine they ſent not for me to a combar, but to 


victory and triumph, withouc toil or peril, and 
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to make me the moſt glorious of men, in de- 
fending their Liberty, and freeing them from a 
forvitude they had fo long ſuffered under with ſo 
much regret and Impatience. _ 
Knowing the vanity of the Nation. TI did not 
give any firm Belief to all choſe things, yet 1 
could not perſwade my ſelf but there was ſome 
ground for them, neither could I doubt of the 
tfuth of a part, in which yer 1 was diſabuſed 
ina very ſhortcime; but not ill 1 had ſo farre 
engaged my ſelf, that I could not with honour de- 
cline undergoing the | hazard of tht enterpriſe. 
Let all men judge, whether after ſuch hopes,I muſt 
not neceſſarily be very much ſurpriſed, when be- 
ing on the place 1 found an entire want of all 
things, and that I had onely my felt co de- 
pend on. 
In the mean time by the return of my Ex- 
preſs I received news from Court, and Letters 


_ trom Cardinal Afazzarir, which animated and 
' enflamed me more. He ſaid that fo much dan- 


Ferappearing in the deſign I propoſed, he durſt 


not adviſe me to it; but if I reſolved to run 
the hazard, Thad the Kings leave, and ſhould be 
aſſiſted with all things neceſſary, towards which 
I had no more to-do but apply my ſelf to the 
Kings Miniſters at Reme, and take my meaſures 
conjoyntly with chem, co whom he writ to the 
ſame purpole. 

I underſtood notwithſtanding that at thear- 


rival of myExpreſs, I was looked on as Chime. 


rical, all advices from all parts importing, thac 
the diſorders of Naples were ended : _ 
""B the 
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the Spaniards reſolved to ratifie what had been 
demanded, and conſented to by the Duke of 


Arcos, deferring their revenge and reſentments 


ro a time leſs dangerous, in which chey might ob- 
tain their ſatisfaction without hazarding any 
thing, which would be after che concluſion of 
the Peace, then treated on at Munſter with much 
carneſtneſs. I endeayoured by all manner of 
ways to underftand what paſſed and was dif- 
courſed of at the Ambaſſadours, and _— 
the Cardinals of the Spexiſþ FaQtion, of which L 
had moſt exa& intelligence, either by Spies, whom 
I had hired, or by women; and I found that my 
Perſon gave them greater apprehenſion, than all 
the Preparatives of France, And one day 
meeting the Earl of Ognate accompanied 
by four or five Cardinals, I perceived, that (after 


my ſ1luting them) they belzeld me very atten- 


tively, and their Converſation became more ear- 
neſt. That Evening one of the beſt Voices of 
Rome, whom I often went to hear (ing, with 
whom Cavalier Lodi Chamberlain to Cardinal 


| Montalte(who had great power over the inclina- 
tions of his Maſter, and knew all his ſecrets) was 
_ d&ſperateiy in love, at learned of him the 


particulars of that diſcourſe, for which 1 had 
ſo great curiolicy, give me account of it, and 


Told me chat thc Company diſcourſing of the. 


affiirs of V aples,(which were the principal ſubjeR 
of entertzinments in Rome) Cardinal Alboynos 


ſeeing me paſs by cried our, that if the King their 


Maſter muſt tooſeche Kingdom of AX aples,l alone 


| ſhould do him chac miſchuef being capable of the 


. greateſt. 
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createſt undertakings, and qualified to become 
the head of the revolced, who wanted nothing 


#Þut a perſon to lead them on to the moſt deſpe- 


rate —_— and by eſtabliſhing Order amongſt 
them, let them know their own ſtrength, with the 
weakneſs of the Spaniards. To this fome of the 
Company having replied , that I was not fo 
greatly to be apprehended, minding ſo much 
my pleaſure, he ſmiled and told them thar 
Duke Doris had the ſame opinion of the Earl 
of Lavagne, who the night after made himſelf 
Maſter of the Town of Genova, and had pers 
feed ſo difficult an enrerpriſe, had he not been 
unfortrinately drowned in paſling to ſecure bim- 
ſelf of the laſt Galley: that I care not ſhort of 
him either in Ambition or Courage, that I ſur- 
paſſed him in Birth, and deſcended of a Family 
ever ready to execute the higheſt and moſt ha- 
zardons enterprizes; and to conclude, if Na- 
ples muſt be loſt, in his opinion, it could 
not be by means of any other, and added thar 
if they made fure of me; he would be reſpon- 
ſible for che Conſervation of thaer Kingdom. 
That France up him no apprehenſion, but on 
the contrary he ſhould gladly hear her fleet was 
under fail, and arrived in the Hayen of Naples 
before that of Spais; Its appearance (by reaſon 


_ of fron of the French power ) bing the beſt 
an 


moſt afſured way for putting end to the diffi 
culties that kept the people from Reconciliation. 
This he confirmed with ſo many Reaſons, and fo 
refined Politicks that all the Company conturred 


with him, | | 
E 3 This 


immediately ſuſpeRed that 
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This Relation fortified my hopes, and 1 was 
confident ſo intelligent a Perſon ſpoke not with- 
out reaſon, and that my deſign was more ealſig, 

than I imagined it, he having Informations whic? 

I came ſhort of. I therefore reſolved to go 

no more abroad by night, and commanded my 

Officers carefully to vitit what I was to eat and 

drink, being in danger of aff; ſlination and poiſon. 

About this time' a S5ci/ian propoſed to Mr de 

Foxtenay a deſign on the Iſle of Lipari, extolling 

the importance of che poſt, and the facility it 

would give to make advantage of the revolt. of 
Sicily, beſides that it would not be unuſeful for 

encouraging that of Naples. He ſent him to me 
ro examine his overture ( perhaps repenting. to 
have too lightly engaged with me-in the affairs of 
Naples, whoſe execution be thought too ealſie, 
and therefore rather wiſhed in other hands than 
mine) imagining I might make an exchange, and 
apply my ſelf co a preſent attempt, rather than 
£o one which appeared ar  roner diſtance, I 
is man was ſent 

ro me by the Spaniards, who might flatter theme 


ſelves with the ſame opinion, or that they would 


znſinuate him into my acquaintance to ſerve 
them as a Spie, or to be employed on ſome 
attempt more dangerous. I heard notwithſtand- - 
ing all chat he had co tell me, ſlighting the offers 
he made, this Iſle being neither well enough for- 


tified nor of ſufficient conſideration, I cold him if 


he had nothing elſe ro treat with me, he might 
cauſe himſelf co be ſuſpeted by the Spaxi/h Mi- 
niſters, and too lightly hazard his lite if he came | 


_ any more to me, |  & 
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' A few days after we had advice of the arrivaj 
of the Spaniſh Fleet, full of Soldiers, and with 
them che Perſon of Don Fohs of Auftria. The 
people made a derutationto him, and too eaſily 
believed he brought che Ratitication of what had 
been granted them by the Duke of Arcos : and 


.. thac the King his father ſent him to give greater 


authority co the Promiſes of preſerving their Pri- 
viledpes, and more punctual executing all 
that had been agreed in his name: Bur the joy 
that appeared at his arrival was foon .over- 
ſhadowed, when two days after , landing his 
Forces, the Canon of the Caſtles and whole 
Fleet diſcharging againſt the Town, the Spaziaras 


furiouſly entered, every man with a Sword in one 
| handanda Torch in the other to confound all in 
| bloud and fire. The conſternation of this ſur- 


priſe was very great amongſt the people, Burt be- 
ing alittle come co themſelves they all took Arms, 
and vigorouſly oppoſed their Enemies, who fear- 
ing to be over-power'd by the multitude, were 


contented to have poſſeſled all the eminencey, 


and entrenching there, to turntheir aſſaulero the 
defenſive. ” 

By this time the Ve apolitars perceived, but too 
late, that they had been betrayed, and ſuffered 
themſelves to be lulled afleep, in too great a 
negleRt of the ProteQion of France, whoſe ſuc- 
cours were moſt neceſſary, in fo preſſing an ex- 
tremity; they repented that in teſtimony of their 
Zeal and Fidelity for Spain, they had provided 
the Caſtles with ViRuals and Ammunition, which 


' were now employed ina war againſt them,and 
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to batter down their houſes. They a hundred 
times called choſe men Traytors that hindered the 


firing of the mine under Caſtle St E/mo,which had 
certainly sained that poſt, which as the ſtrongeſt 


_ and higheſt abour the Town, did them moſt mi(- 


chief. They were ſenſible of the neceſlity they 
hadofa Head of Birth and Conſideration,(begin- 


ning to diſtruſt Dom FrarciſcoToralte) and how 


uſeful the ProteRion of France would be to 
them, and the need they had of her Fleet to op- 
poſe againſt that of Spair, which being in the Ha- 
ven blocked the Town, and cut off ics Communi- 
cation by Sea, and conſidering all that was neceſ- 
ſary to their defence, they found very little Corn, 
leſs Powder, and that they were indeed unpro- 
vided of all things fit for reſiſting their enemies. 
This deplorable Condition obliged all the Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdom to declare againſt the 
City, and the Nobility that had hitherto conti- 
nued quiet, leaving it, in obſervance of the 
Order of Dom John of Auſtria and the Viceroy, 
retired to take Arms, and all Gentlemen as farre 
as their Credit and Forces would extend, endea= 
veured at their own charge to make Levies of 
Horſe and Foot, to form an Army, and come and 
beſiege them by Land. | | 
This people, that refuſed ſuccours,and thought 
they {tood in need of no man, now begged it of 
211 the World, and publiſhed a Maniteit expret- 
fins the unfortunate Condition to which they 
were reduced, and ſeeking to move Compaſlion 
throughout all Chriſtendom, made a lamentabie 
Relation Of their adventures, how that notwith- 
| ſtanding 
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Randing their Zeal and Fidelicy to the ſervice of 
Spain, the Promiſes had been made, and Capicu- 
lations agreed with them, in contempt of their 
ſincerity and roo great confidence, they had been 
affaulted with unheard of cruelty, their City three 
days and nights b:ttered by the-Canon, to deſtroy 
itand bury them in irs ruines: That they there- 


\ fore conjured all Kings, Princes, Potentates and 
| Republiques to take pity on them, by ſending 


them Supplyes and 4ſliit:nces co refiit ſuch dan- 
gerous Enemies thac pretended to be their Ty- 
rants, and help to free them from ſlayery and 
oppreſſion. They ſent away to Kome immediate- 
ly co move the Kings Miniſters to procure them 
his ProteRion and Succour,conjuring me to come 
to them, and moſt earneſtly preſling the ſending 
the Fleer, beſought me to become their Solicitor. 
No day paſſed in which there arrived not ſome 
Meſſenger from them with new demands ; Torts 
was very much taken up with introducing theſe 
new Envoyes, and 1 writ a Letter to the people of 
Naples, to whom, to humour them, I gave the 
title of Republique Rcjal, which I ſent by Cap. 
tain Auguſtine, who was detained in his Paſſage 
by the Gallies of Genova, but having happily 
about him his Commiſſion for Captann in the 
Regiment of Catabria, and ſhewing ir to the 
Duke of Tarf,ſo well perſwaded him that he was 
going ro do his duty in that charge, that he 
uffered him to go on his Voyage, and carry 
news from me which was received with incre- 

dible joy and applauſe. 
Inthe mean time the Ambaſſidour, Cardinals

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of the FaRion, and the Kings other Miniſters 
held a Council {to which J was called) to con- 
ſider what was to be done in the preſent con- 
junaQure, where it was reſolved to ſend an Ex- 
preſs to Court, to give advice of what paſſed, 
ro preſs earneſtly the equipping and ſending away 
the Fleet, on which I was to embarque as ſoon as. 
I ſhould hear of its arrival at Portolongone. And 
ro make it eppear that ſuccours were demanded 
by the - 405 pang themſelves, it was held neceſ- 
ſary to ſend into Fraxce a Carmelite called Peter 
de 7 aliis, to repreſent their Neceſſities, and im- 
plore Aſſiſtance and Supplies , be having been 
ſent us from Naples to that purpoſe, they ſuppo- 
fing it would take well to have all this demanded 
by one of their own Nation, Thar above all, the 
ſhipping of a conſiderable body of Infantery was 
neceſſary, to land, if it ſhould be defired, Am- 
munition , Money , and fome Veſſels laden 
with Corn, that ſo being in a poſtnre of ſupplying 
all cheir wants, Conditions advantageous to the 
Crown might be negotiated with them. 

All this while there were continual Skirmiſhes 
in Naples, and the people thinking it poor to 
ſand onely on the defenſive, deſigned to retake 
ſome of the Poſts the Enemies had g1ined from 
them. The unfortunate Dom F ranciſco Toralte, 


Prince of XFaſſe, thought beſt to begin by at- 


racquing the Cloyſter of S. C/aye, a place moſt 
important, as being in a Manner in the middle of 
the Town, His Wives affection occaſioned his 
ra'ne, for detaining him with her the greateſt 
part of the time , out of apprehenſion of the 

| |  _ Cangers 
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dangers he was to andergo ſhe increaſed the di- + 
ſtruit had formerly of him, he but rarely-appear- 
ing tothe people, who imputed this retirement, ce 
ro a neplec of their ſervice, or ſome ill incli- 
nation and correſpondence; this cauſed murmu- 
rings againſt his conduR, and defigns againſt his 
life, which his preſence might eaſily have diffi- 
pated. He had cauſed a mine to be made, which 
failing of the entire effect was expected 
from it, refflered him reſponſible for the bad 
ſucceſs, and it was rumored he had cauſed part of 
the Powder to be taken out and Sand pur in its 
place, The flight of OtFavio Margquies fortified - 
the ſuſpitions that were againſt him, ſuppoſing it 
ro have been comrived between them. Think- 
ing to let paſs the firſt furie of the multitude, by 
concealing himſelf, with hope that afterwards his 
Juſtifications would be heard more favorably, 
he was fo diligently ſought after, that the place 
of his retreat was at laſt diſcovered, from whence 
being led and immediately encompaſſed by the 
rabble, being a'comely Perſon and of Quality, 
Witty and naturally Eloquent, he made them a 
diſcourſe of his whole Conduct and the Services 
he had rendered them, in which he was ſo favo- 
rably heard, (having many friends, aud a general 
e:teem and affeQion) that he had in a manner ſe. 
cured himſelf, and mollified and perſwaded all 
- about him, when Gennaro coming in, cried our 
he was a Traitor, that he ought to he beheaded 
and his body dragged through the Streets; This 
being ſeconded by the exclamations of the 7a. 
z4res, who ſought nothing more. than ſuch im. 
i  ployments,

ployments, that ſentence ( as unjuſt as violene Y 
was immediately put in Execution, -They cut off 
his head, and tore out his heart, which ina Silver 
Baſon were carried to his Wife, his body being 
miſerably dragged through the Streets, and by 
the menaces theſe Raſcals made to burn in 
their houſes whoever ſhould oppoſe them, Ge- 
»4ro Was tumultuouſly proclaimed General, in 
recompenſe of fo brutiſh and outrageous an ati - 
on. The Carmelices tower (with whole guard 
he had been entruſted ever ſince the beginning 
of the revolc, becauſe he was Captain of the 
Trained Band of that Quarter, having his Gun- 
ſmiths ſhop over-agaiaſt the gate of ir ) contri- 
buted much to authoriſe his power, and ſecured 


him of a Retreat the moſt conſiderable and im- 


portant of the Town apiinſt tumults, and ſach at- 
temots as might be mide upon his Perſon. Xar- 
co Anthmio Brancacis, a perſon of years and re- 
pute, and an old enemy of the Spaniards, by 
whom he hid been ill uſed without occaſion, was 
choſen M:jor-General. 

Captain Azgufin found all theſe alteratt- 
ons at his return, and addreſſed himſelf ro him as 
well as to Genaro, to preſent my Letter, ſhew 
his Commiſtion, and the Proffers I made of 
ſuecours from France ; This old Gentleman un- 
able to comply with the brutalicy and ignorance 
of Genaro, ſo vigorouſly urged my EleRion, 
that all the people concurred with incredible joy, 
and deputed Niccolo Maria Mannara ( a young 
man of an aQive fpirit, and but lately come into 
the World) to bring me the peoples diſparches,

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" panied by Aiello Falco ( an old Advocate, 
{ /whom. they had given the charge of General 
f the Artillery) and ſome others, by whom chicy 
| alſo ſent Letters to the Marquis of Foxtenay ; 
 Captain' Az2»ſti» came back with them to ac- 
quaint me with what had been reſolved. 
About this time Vincenzo Anarea, ( the con- 
+ fident of the Prince of Maſſa, but much more of 
" the Spaniards) to dilsipate the ſuſpitions were 
had of him,with ſo much Juſtice, drew up a Pro- 
clamation which the Peop'e of Vaples immedi- 
ately Publiſhed, by which, on pain of death, ic 
was forbidden to acknowledge the King of 
| Spaiz, or obey his Orders, with Command to re- 
| ceive none but thoſe of the Republick,in whom 
2 alone che Soveraignty fhould trom that time re- 


himfelf in a condition ſecurely to continue his 
Treaſons, whoſe praRtice he failed not in to the 
laſt, though he eſcaped nor (after divers years 
re-eſtabliſhmenc of the Spaniards) the juſt pu- 
niſhment ordinarily recetved by Traitors in ſtead 
of recompence. 

The Deputies being arrived to offer me the 
Comrnand of their Forces, I refuſed them Au- 
dience, but wiſhed them to carry their Dit- 
patches co Monſieur de Fowenay the Kings Am- 
bafſador, and that I would not ſpeak with them 
but when he ſhould be prefent, that ſol might 
be the better Authorized, in negotiating only 
according to the Orders of his Majelties Min- 
ſters, they the more obliged to procure me 
Supples, and I the better cmabled to _—

ſide; and by this diſguiſing his ill intentions, pur - 
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the Conditions, without which I would not un< 
dertake the Enterpriſe. As ſoon as he had heard 
them, and read their Letters, he ſent to deſire the 


Cardinals of St; Cecilia, Theodols and YVefini, of 
the Faction of France to come to him, with 
whom, as alſo with the Abbot of St. Nicolas, he 
held Council, on fo confiderable an occaſion. At 
length ſending the Sieur L«/archi his Chamber- 


lin to let me know they were with him, and had 
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ſomething of Importznce as well to the Kings - 


ſervice, as my Intereſt to communicate to me, I 
went to know what they had to command me, 
Cardinal Mazarin having acquainted me that I 
Mould hear from them His Majeſties Intentions, 
and that complying with cheir Opinions, I ſhould 
regulate my ſelf by their Advice, in a buſineſs of 
ſo great difficulty. They told me the occaſion 
of the arrival of the Neapolitan Deputies, and 
the eſteem of that Republick for me, making 


choice of me for their General, and Dofender of 


their Liberty: Thatit was an Honor ( _ 
juſtly due co my Merit and Birth) envied by 


many Princes ; and that beſides the impor- 


tant Services in ſuch an employment I might 
render France, for which they well under- 
ſiood my Zeal and ReſpeRt, I was ina way to 
become the moſt glorious Perſon of this Age, 
by the Actions I . was co undertake, by 
how much the more extraordinary, ſo 
much the more glorious. I anſwered, T hat be- 


ing born to no other purpoſe but tro employ 


my Life for the Crown, I was ready to hazard 


all without confideration of the Perils into 
which 
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which 1 went to precipitate and expoſe. my ſelf, 
though not ignorant of them. That my ruine 
would be ineyitable if abandoned, but that] con- 
fided in the proteQion of Cardinal 37azarin, in 
their good Offices and Mediations, and the con- 
cernment Frarce had to aſliſt me ina deſign in 
which I engaged only to — it to her glory 
and advantage. Every one of them with emu- 


: fation aſſured me of all ſuccors neceſſary , The 


Cardinal) of St.Ceci/lia told me,he would ſecure 
me, I ſhould want nothing : that his Brother 
and himſelf had too great Obligations to me, 
ever to prove ingrateful,; and, that I ouphr to 
put an entire confidence in their friendſhip. 
After this Monſteur de Fontenay ſent for the

a time when they thought themſelves in a well 
eſtabliſhed Peace, deſtroying the City with Bat- 
teries of all the Artillery of. their Ships, Gallics 
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and Forts , and entring with all their Forces 
with Torches in their hands, to put all the in- 
habitarits co the Sword , and burn all the Hou- 
ſes. that chis proceeding ſo injuſt and violent, 
had ſo far diverted their inclinations, that they 
were refolved to break the Chain and acquire + 
Liberty by forming themſelves into a Republick, 
for che ſecure eſtabliſhment of their Govern- 
ment ; and, that ſtanding in need of a Head | 
for their defence, and to Command their For. 
ces, the People had appointed them inits Name 
ro come and caſt themſelves at my feet, to con-

well.as Its Armes on all-Publick Edifices, whoſe || 
Founda- | 


Foundations were the eternal markes, as well 
of the Piety as Magnifcence of my Predeceſlors. 
That they believed me too generons to refuſe 
to ſuccor them, that they had many Armes to 
reſiſt their enemies, but wanted a Head to regu- 
l.te their Diſorders, to teach them how to 
fight, and quickly put them in a condition, not 
only to detend themſelves, but drive the Spari- 
4rds out of their Countrey : Thatthere would 
be no want of Soldiers when they ſhould be Dif. 
ciplin'd, and that I ſhould find none that would 
not chearfully die under my Command, and rea- 
dily ſhed his blood to defend his Country, and 
acquire me honor. 

After this they preſented the Letters they 
had for me; bur, ſtepping back, I told them, 
That it was to the Ambaſſador and Kings Mini- 
ters there preſent, to whom they were co apply 
themſelves, becauſe that I ( having the honor to 
be born his SubjeRt ) could not withour | his 
permiſſion and command engage my ſelf in a 
forrain Service, eſpecially in one ſo conſiderable, 
ro which I muſt refign, not onely the remainder 
_ of my life, butalſo my Succeſſors , and that cea- 
ſing (asitwere) to be any longer a Frenchman, 


and become a Neapolitan, ſuch a reſolution was 


not in my:power, owing an abſolute obedience 
to whatſoever ſhould be ordained me in his 
name. Monſieur de Fortenay then told me,that 
I ought to. accept the Offers made me, {ince 
the Fins had not onlv given me leave, but 
thought himſelf obliged by it: and thar he had 
Order to tell me, 1 hat Sacrificing my ſelf for

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the Service and Defence of the Common-wealch 
of Naples, I teſtified my zeal and paſſion for his 
Crown, to which 1 could not render any ſervice 
more agreeable, profitable, or important. 

Then eurning my ſelf ro the Deputies, I told 
them, That after the permiſſion given me,l joy- 
fully accepted the honor done me by the Re- 
publique, in making choice of me for their Ge- 
neral, and Protector of their Liberty : That 1 
would keep alive an eternal acknowledgment of 
a fayour ſo extraordinary and little merited. That 
I would endeavour by my zeal and fidelity 
to make amends for my incapacity ; That I 
would never forſake them, . till 1 had obtain'd 
them repoſe and liberty , that I would expoſe 
my ſelf to all perils, bazarding my. life, and ſhed- 
ding the laſt drop of my blood, whenſoever their 
Intereſt or Honor ſhould be concerned. After 
this I received their Letters, which 1 chink fic 
eo publiſh here, to make appear, that I will in- 
ſert nothing in theſe Memorials, of which I 
have not the juſtification ready.

For my own part I had no other thoughts than 
to fit my ſelf for my departure, and provide all 
things neceſſary that | might embarque as ſoon 
as the Kings Fleet ſhould be in a Condition, and 
place convenient to receive and tranſport me; 
And knowing I could not undertake this voyage 
without Money, T uſed all endeavours to pert 1t. 
I ſent for all the Fyexch Merchants, to drawfrom 
them the greateſt ſummes I cou'd, pivins them 
Security and Bills of Exchange payable at Pars. 
My misfortune would ſo have ir, that the Duke 
of Medena , having taken upon him the com- 
mand of the Kings armies in /taly, and formed 
great deſigns, and: high enterpriſes, wanted it as 
well asI; in fo mich as that he might be ſnp- 
plyed at the appointed time, the Kings Miniſters 
had given them order not to part with what they 
had in their hands : which obliged me to apply 
my felf to the Cardinal of St Cicilia, and Acn- 
fieur de \Fontenay, to get them pernuſlton to treat 
with me : who thereupon ſent for the Sic;:r 
Philip Valenti, and told him he would do the 
Kings acceytable ſervice, and a kindnefs to C:r- 
dinal Mazzarin, in furniſhing me with 40co 
Piſtols on Bills of Exchange which I would give 
him, for whoſe payment they would be Securt- 
ty,

ty, the Crown undertaking to ſatisfie in caſe my 


Family ſhould delay him. He kept this fumme 


readie for me in Gold, to deliver ic at my depar- 
tyre,for fe:r 1 ſhould ſpendparrt of it before I left 
Rome,and ſo oblige them to ſupply me with more, 


it being 1mpoſſjble for me to go wichout Money, 


and the neceſſity of affairs being ſuch that they 
could noc paſs me by, nor retard my voyage 


without entirely ruining them. 


I cannot here forbear mentioning the genero- 
ſity of a woman (though not very pertinent to the 
Subjet I am ſpeaking of) who hearing of the 
care I took to provide Money for this enterpriſe, 
(now no longer a ſecret in Rome) brought me all 
that ſhe had in plate and jewels, and ten thouſand 


_ Crowns in Obligations on the Bank, which with 


thanks I refuſed, it being all the wealth ſhe had 


- acquired by the induſtry and travel of many 


ears. 

I reſolved to ſend to the late Dutcheſs of 
G#iſe, my mother, a Letter of Attorney for dif- 
poſal of my whole eftate, thereby to engage her 
more powerfully to my aſliſtance,deſiring her to 
diſpoſe of all for furniſhing me with the greateſt 
ſumme ſhe poſſibly could, becauſe on ach a ſup- 
ply depended my eſtabliſhment or ruine. 

.T was duly in continual Conferences with the 
French Miniſters and Cardinals of that FaRtion, 
to determine with them of all that was to be 
done for the ſervice and advantage of the Crown; 
but though I preſſed them concerning the con- 
du T was to follow, and demanded what in- 


{iryQ10ns they had for me ? whether after ha-- 
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ving gained eſteem in Naples, on pretence of 
Eſtabliſhing their Republique J ought not to en- 
deayour an inſenfble traverſing their inclinations 
cowards the King? it being impoſſible that the 
Nobility and People, as fnuch ſeparated by inter- 
eſt as affection, could ever fo unite as to form 
the body of a Common-wealth , and govern 
themſelves, without being weary at laſt, and choo- 
ſing a Maſter, this unquiet and turbulent Nation 
having never bcen under any other Government 
than that of a: Monarch, and ( their nacural jea- 
louſie one of another canfidered) could never be 
at re[t but under the command of one alone. 
This was granted, bur ( apprehending ir dange- 
rous to propound to a violent and feditious 
people, a forein power, which they ever appre- 
 hended ) he told me, that the choice was to be. 
left to themſelves of their form of Government 
and Maſter. The imagination alone that the King 
had any thoughts of becoming ſuch, would gain 
their hatred in (tead of their friendſhip, and con- 
tribute to their Reconciliation with the Spaniards; 
That on the other {ide the Pope, without whoſe 
authority no innovation could be made in that 
Kingdom, (he being Lord Paramont) might enter 
intoalliance with the reſt of the Princes of 7taly 
'to oppole it, tearing left France having gotten 
| ſo firm a footing, mph at laſt attempt to ſubdue 
the whole, Thar it would be a ſufficient advan- 
rage tothe King, to cut off from Spin fo potent 
a Kingdom, from which it derived its principal 
forces, and that by the loſs of it France wou!ld 
be as much raiſed above: her as by a conqueſt : 
that 
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that beſides this, ſuch perſons of that Countrey as 
ſought an innovation, to advantage themſelves by 
the honours and imployments of the Kingdom, b 

Governments of Towns and Provinces, which 
they had hitherto with regret ſeen in the hands 
of Strangers, would apprehend to be nothing the 
better, bur rather that they ſhould be impoveri.- 
ſhed and ruined, by the enriching other Countries 
with the tranſportation of their wealth. And 
laſtly reuniting to the enemy all ſuch as on any 
other grounds were againſt ir, the party would 
be ſo much weakned it could not long ſub- 
fiſt. | | 
That for ſuch powerful reaſons I was to en- 
deayour, to diſſipate all I poſſibly could the ſuſpi- 
tions they might have of any fuch chought, giving 
out that. Fraxce never aRed but on Principles of 
Generoſity, alcogether dif-intereſſed, to relieve 
the oppreſled, and procure the Liberty of thoſe 
that languiſhed under the tyranny of their ene- 
mies; That the Spaniards, at what price ſoever, 
were to be driven out of that Kingdom, thar it - 
was no matter what means were ufed towards fo 
great a work; That the King would aſliit whac 
reſolurion ſoever ſhould be taken; That he had 
formerly - conſented to the crowning Prince 
Thomas, in the enterpriſe that was managed du- 
rins the ſiege of Orbite/t5y. That it was indifferent 
to htm who ſhould profit by thoſe revolutions, 
and chat whoſoever fortune favored ſhould have 
his ſupport, alliance, and proteMion, and that in 
this manner, without giving envie or enmitie ta 
any, he thould rerp greater advantages by th- 
| | Nea- 
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Neapolitans than if they became his ſubjeRs : 
That he had formerly refuſed to veritie in Par- 
liament the uniting Caralcia to his crown, that 
he migat not eternizethe war, and deprive him- 
ſelf of the means of giving Peace to Chriſtendom 
| when he ſhould think fit : That therefore they 
had neicher Orders nor Inſtructious to give me: 
that 1 might (according to time and its con- 
junQures) a& as I conceived molt to the purpoſe ; 
that I could not render a more important ſervice 
than the ſetting Naples athberty, and depriving 
the Spaniards of that crown. 

After this the Cardinal of St Cici/ia with. 
drawing with me to a Window, to ſpeak private- 
| ly, cold me; that I was not to have any Conh- 
dence in Maſter de Fonrenay, who was neither his 
friend nor mine, that he had no part inthe ſecrets 
of the Cardinal his brother, of whoſe friendſhip 
and proteQion he aſlured' me, in order to the | 
reat Obligation he had to me: That I ſhould - 
confidently undertake my Voyage, in which I | 
ſhould want-nothing : That I ſhould be aſſiſted | 
with Men, Meney, Ammunition and Viduals,with | 
a powerful Fleer, compoſed of many good Ships | 
and Gal'ies, and to conclude, that France would 
abandon all other deſiprs to ſupport me wil 4 
her whole Forces. | 

We parted after many embraces, equally far:{- 
fed with cach other, be to write his Letters, cf |

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After the reading of which Letter, the faid 
Nicolo Maria Mannara told us, that the condi- 
tion of aff.irs in Naples was changed much for 
the worſe, ſince his laſt Voyage : that by artifice 
Of the Spaniard different reports were every day 
Caſt abroad, to the wonderful conſternation of 


_ thepeople; firſt, they endeavoured to perſwade 
them they ſhould receive: no ſuccours from 


France, then that I nevgr intended co come and 
head their Armies ; and that my deſigne of 
expecting the Fleet to embarque on, was bur _ 
a Specious pretence to free my ſelf from the en- 
SiSement I had. made, and the word I had too 
lightly given of coming to ſerve them ; I under- 


\ ſtanding that they would be abandoned, and 


that there was too little honour to be acquired, 


and too much peril to be undergone in this enter- 
priſe. That Lewes de Ferro, who had taken upon 


himſelf the qualicy of Ambaſſadour of Fraxce, 
had offered them, in the Kings name, a million of 


Gold, fifty ſhips of war, thirty Gallies, ten Veſſels 


laden with Corn, fifty pieces of Canon, twelve 
thouſand foot, and four thouſand horſe, with am- 
muaition ſufficient for above two years : Thar I 
was coming to put my ſelf into their hands as 
Hoſtage for all theſe things, and that he would 
Sive himſelf up as priſoner co ſecure them with 
the price of his head, in a word making ſuch ex- 
orbitant Propoſal; , as appeared incredible and 
ridiculous. That Geznaro was accuſed to have 
been too eaſily perſwaded of theſe: chimerical 
ſuccours : That the people loſt all hope of af- 
fiſtance, and their ſpirics were ſo dejeted, a 

> they 
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they were ready to throw down their arms (ha- 
ving no more courage to defend themſelves) that 
they might no farther exaſperate the Spaniards 
againſt them, And although the apprehenſion 
of their revenge were very great, many perſons 
flattered themſelves, that they might eſcape ir, 
ſuppoſing the puniſhment would tail onely upon 
the leaders. That many Cabals were already 
 formedinthe Town. That the rabble were ob- 
ſerved to make parties in the Streets to murmure. 
That nothing was heard but cries and lamenta. 
tions, and in a word, all poſſeſt with deſpair and 
deſolation. That notwithſtanding all this, it was 
generally believed that at my appearance amongſt 
them, they would recover their wonred vigour 
and courage, being by it confirmed that France 
would not forſake them, leſt ſhe ſhould ſo expoſe 
2 perſon of my birth and conſideration ; that 
they would yet take Patience for fourteen or fif- 
teen days, but in caſe the Fleet appeared not by 
thar time, they would yield, reſolved to defend 
themſelves no longer, and ſeek their own ſecu- 
rity in delivering up their Leaders. 
__ Thisnews ſurpriſed us all, well knowing the im- 
poſſibility (what diligence ſoever could be uſed ) 
of the Fleers preciſe arrival within that time. 
For (beſides that the equipping at Toxlon was 
not yet compleated ) had it been ready to ſer 
ſail, the incertainty of the winds, and perils of 
Navigation, (the Winter ſofar advanced,) would 
not admit a fixt day for its appearing before Na- 
ples. Mannara was ſenſible of the truth of what 
we ſaid, but withal repreſented, that having to 
G 4 do 
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_ dowith a multitude, turbulent, ſeditious and im- 
parient,ir was impaſlible ro ſway them by reaſon. 


That they muſt be convinced by ſomething pre- 


ſent and effeRual, becauſe rimorous and incre- 
- dulous perſons are not eaſily encouraged, That 
' my preſence alone could have fo p:ear effects, 


and that durins the joy conceived th-reupor, it 
would be eafie ro make the people of Naples, nay 


© evyenthe women take arms in order tothe moit 
_ deſperate attempts. That their hatred ro Spain 


might cool, bur never be extinguiſhed, and 
that there was none that would not (under my 
command ) expoſe himſelf ro death, and ſhed 
the laſt drop of his bloud for the ſifery and liber- 
ty of his Country. We reſolved to diſpatch at 
that very inſtant an expreſs, to haſten the coming 
of the Fleer, and I offered to go the next mor- 
ning to Portolongowe to attend ir, and embarque 
as foon as it ſhould appear, gaining ſo three or 


fonr days time, that would have been ſpent in gi- 
vingme notice of its arrival, and my Journey af- 


ter receipt of the advice ; And that if there were 
any other poſtibility of my getting to Naples. I 
would make no difficulty ot any hazard thereby 
to re-1ncourage them, wiſhing rather to die than 
ſee the Joſs of fo favourable a conjuncure 
( which could never afterwards be recovered ) 
for rendering to Fraxce ſo important and cxtra- 
ordinary ſervice. - © | : 

AMannays anſwered that if T would take fo 
brave a reſolution, it was eafie for me to enter 
Naples, in ſpighe- of any hinderance from the 
Ships and Gallies of the Spun; Fleet, that there 
hn Fe | - Dota were 
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were ſmall Feluccis fo lighc and nimble, chac 
neither Gallies nor Brigantines could ovettake 
them, of which there was already experience, 
not one of thoſe which had been ſent ſince 
the arrival of rhe enemies fleet being loſt, ei- 
ther going or coming ; Thar if I would make 
uſe of them, he would ſend that very night for 
a number ſufficient ro take me in with afl my 
train, and that they ſhould arrive within three 
dayes. ; | 

The Cardinals þegan to look one upon an. 
other, uncertain whar reſolution 1 would take, 
roo clearly diſcerning the danger, it being very 
hazardous (though I eſcaped the enemy ) to ex- 
pofe my ſelf to the fury of chat Sea, the Naviga- 
tion whereof is more to be apprehended than 
of any other Coaſt of the Mediterranean, efpeci- 


ally in the Moneth of November, the time in 


which there ariſe in the Baies, wherewith ic 
abounds, moſt furious rempelſts. X{cnſicwy ds 
Fontenay ſeeing the neceſlity of my pailing, and 
not venturing to counſel me direRly ro ir, ſaid 
chat in cffe& theſe Feluccas were fo happy, and 
their Mariners of fuch experience , thac there 
was little peril in truſting to them, and that the 
paſſage was ſo ſhort, char taking a ſeaſonable 
time (which chey well underſtood) there was 
ſcarcely any thing left ro fortune. I ſmiled and 
looking upon him, ro!d him, that if he deſired to 
have me attempt this paſſage, he had no more to 
do, bar to tell me that it was uſeful ro the Kings 
ſervice, and that T eould not do any thing more 
aprecable, proficable or advanrageous to France, 
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If ſo, never any man expoſed himſelf to greater 


_ and more evident danger than I was ready to 


undertake that inſtant, becauſe I gloried in under- 


Nanding the peri] and contemning ir, and that the 


facility of enterpriſes deprived chem of their rel- 
liſh. I rold him finally that to ſerve the King 
I feared nothing, but would venture all with joy, 
and preſently ordered Nicelo Maria Mannara 


to ſend for Feluccas, and to let the people of 


Naples know, they ſhould ſuddenly ſee me 
among them , armed for their defence, or I 
would dic on the wiy. He then fell on his knees 


_ togive me thanks in the name of the people, to 


whole proteAtion I was going, and particularly of 
Gennaro whoſe life I ſaved, ic being impoſkible 
for him to preſerve it above a very few days, un- - 
leſs my preſence freed him from the danger he 
was expoſed to, and which was decreed againſt 

him, in caſe the Fleet appeared nor in fourteen 
days, or if my arrival were delayed. The Am- 
baſſadour thanked me in the Kings name for the 
zeal and paſſion that obliged me to (o frank a 
hazarding my ſelf for the intereſts of his Crown, 
and aſſured me to recommend my reſolution 
according to its merits, ic being indeed very ex- | 
traordinary : The Cardinals as ſurprized made 
the moſt obliging expreſſions, and flattering me' 
on the aQion I undertook ſo generouſly, aſſured 


 methat by it I ſurpaſſed all the Hero's of Anti- 


quity , and tranſcended thoſe of ancient Rome. 
I] was told afterwards by the ſame deputy that 
they wanted Powder in Naples; and therefore 
reſolved to take with me al] I pollibly could, _ 
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he aſſured me that with my preſence, and this 
preſent ſupply, thoſe of France with the arrival of 
its Fleet would be expected patiently. I preſſed 
an immediate diſpatch of the poſt they had re- 
ſplved to ſend to haſten it, it being but reaſonable 


' that my ſo reſolute embarking my ſelf on the 
Feluccas, ſhould rather advance than retard its 


diſpatch, ſo to leave me the leſs time in that dan- 
- ger into which I ſo voluntarily caſt my ſelf. 

W hileſt Manmara went to write to Naples, the 
Kings Minjſters and I fell into diſfourſe, and they 
not forbearing to commend me ; .I told them, 
that if what I went abour were an aRion ſo wor- 
thy, it could got fail of acquiring me great creſt 
and authority in the opinion ot the Neapelitans, 
and that when I ſhould be eſtabliſhed by other as 
important ſervices, which I hoped very ſhortly 
to render them, 1 ſhould be jn a condition to per- 
ſwade them to any thing, and they of contra- 
dicting nothing of my Propoſals ; that then 1 
might negotiate their refigning themſelves to the 
King, and chat I would cauſe ſo ſudden a perfor- 
mance of ſuch a reſolution, that the Pope and the. 
reſt of the Princes of 7:aly, what jealouſie ſoever 
they conceived, ſhould want time to oppoſe it. 
They anſwered me as they had done before at 
our other Conferences,that the King was ſo farre 
from any ſuch thought, that he would not be ſo 
much as believed capable of it, that there wss 
too little to be got, and too much to be hazarded 
by ſuch a propoſal. That the choice of a maſter 
was to be left to the Kingdom of 1V aples, and to 


fortune, That all (the Spariard excepred ) were. 


alike 


s 
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alike to France, that nothing more was to be 
thought onthan the driving out him, (as they had 
formerly ſaid, and the reſt to be left to time and 
hazard, | 

I propoſed afterwards to contrive the EleRion 
. Either of the Kings brother, or of the (ſince de- 
ceaſed ) Duke of Nrleance ; They told me the 
| laſt was old, incommoded by the Gout, and of 
little aRivity; that he loved repoſe, and would 
never quit Fraxce to m_ in a Kingdom where 
the Crown was 1l! ſetled, and where he muſt be 
forced to be continually with his ſword drawn to 
ſapport it. That for the Kings brother, his in- 
fancy would hinder the people from fixing their 
| thoughts on him, ſince many years muſt paſs be- 

fore Fe could be in a condition to protec or go- 
vern them. I anſwered that his few years were 
in my opinion to his advantage, that by being 
bred up in the Conntrey he would acquire its 
faſhions and cuſtoms, and ſo would afterwards 
paſs rather for a Native than Stranger. That du- 
ring his Minority I might govern under him, 
which would be done eaſily and without reſi- 
ſtance, the Neapolitans having been ſome time 
accuſtomed to live under my command, and to 
receive my orders. To conclude, that I aſſured 
my ſelf (in cafe they approved this buſineſs ) 
T ſhouſd with time bring it to effet. They 
told me they had received noorders in this par- 
ricular ; that they durſt preſcribe nothing to me 
not knowing the « ourts intentions; that there 
was no more to be thought on but to gain the 


people liberty, and let them afterwards — 
cc! 
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ſuch form of Government as beſt pleaſed them; 
that what reſolution ſoever they took, the King 
would approve it, being refolved to protet them 
without intereſt. Whar inſtruions then (faid 1) 
 haveyoutogive me? I deſire good and pundy- 
al Orders, that I may in nothing diſpleaſe, bur 
ſerve the King as much to his content as I hope 
todo to his adyantage. They anſwered, manage 
well the war, and. drive the Spariards out of the 
Kingdom of 1Vaples, and for all elſe, regulate 
your ſelf as you ſhall judge to beſt purpoſe, and 
as you ſhall find good or cvil ConjunRures, Im- 
mediately after your arrival draw out 6000 foot 
and 2000 horſe to poſſeſs your ſelf of ſome poſt, 
which opening the way from hence to I apler, 
will give us cafje convenience of correſponding, 
that we may a@ in Conſort, receiving often in- 
| telligence from each other. We have only two 
advices to give you; the firſt, That you yield no 
precedence to Don Fohn of Auſtria, what buli- 
neſs ſoever you negotiate with him, and the 
ether, That you never looſe the reſpect belongs 
to you; the multitude often abuſing the good- 
nels of their Governours; and when one is ſo 
unfortunate as to fall into contempt, it is very 
difficult to riſe again; we muſt noc therefore 
ſuffer to be dallied with, nor make our ſelves 
roo common, Theſe were all the Inſtructions 
1 could obtain from the Kings Miniſters ; and 
ſince my departure, not receiving any other ors 
ders, it is an injury to tas me, that] would haye 
made my ſ{clf independant, ſince I never enter- 
rained any other thought, bur ro pleaſe and ſerep 
the 


_ 
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_ the King, andin ſpight ef all the tronbles that have 


in his name been ſec afoot againſt me, I have con- 
rinued firm in my reſpeR and fidelity, and ( in- 
tirely abandoned, as 1 have been ) choſe rather 
ro hazard my life and liberty, than accept the ad- 
vantageous offers his enemies made me, as ſhall 
appear in the Continuation of theſe Memoires, 

In the mean time reſolved to ſend away the 
Sicur de Tilli, to the end he mighr ſolicite all 
ſuccours I wanted, and follow the Negotiation 
with which I had encharged him : promiſing to 
fend a poſt after him, (which 1 did, ) ro overtake 
him on the way, and aſſure him of the day of my 
embarking, not ſuffering him to depart till he 


 ſhouldhave feen me at ſea. I appointed him to 


paſs by Proverce, and from thence ſpeedily to re- 
mit to Rome part of the Money I had deſigned for 
my expence, and for paying all my debts, leaving 
for ſecurity the greateſt pare of the Family I had, 
with order to my Steward nar to £2 from thence 
till he ſaw every man ſatisfied, and preſently after 
ro come to me; ſince out ofthe ſumme I received 


from Yalerti I could not take ſo much as would 


be neceſlary for ir. - 

Although the Arrival of the Siear de Tilly,and 
all effe&ted by ir, happened not till long after my 
coming to Naples, that 1 may not confound the 
Coherence of my Narration, I think beſt to place 
it here. He was received with much Joy by all 
my relations, and with afſurances thacI ſhould be 
aſſiſted with whatever was neceſſary, and chart all 
ſhould be hazarded rather than I want any thing: 
Cardinal Afazarin prepared by his brothers 


io 
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diſpatches, received him very favourably, and ha- 
 ving commended and approved my zeal and reſo- 
lution, promifed I ſhould be ſupplied with all 
things, that he would take a particular care of ir, 
and make it his own buſineſs. That I ſhould have 
aſſiſtances greater and with more expedition than 
TexpeRted; in ſhort, he found the Court in as 
favourable inclinations for me as I could deſire. 
My relations cried me up the honour of our fa- 
mily, and the moſt glorious of all thoſe that had 
hicherto born our name, and ſupported it with 
ſo much ſplendor and reputation ; but notwith- 
ſtanding all theſe fair Promiſes, and high and 
great expeRations which never had effeR, 
1 was at laſt unhappily abandoned by all tle 
. World. 


I though fit before my departure to ſound the = 


Popes inclinations, and. ſee if. the friendſhip s1 
had promiſed me were firm and ſolid enoug 


ro prevent his oppoſal of my deſigns : and whe- 


ther the conſideration of Spais would not hinder 
him from being favourable to me, by concerning 


himſelf in an affiir whoſe good or evil ſucceſs de- 


pended much on the part he ſhould rake, by the 
| balance his authority would give to fuch fide as 
he ſhould diſcoufage or proteR.' I ſent to de- 
mand audience, which he granted me with plea- 
ſure, our of the curioſfitie he had to know the par- 
ticulars of all that had been negotiated. I ren- 
dered him anexa& account of all that had been 
treated on to thar time, and defiring his Councel 
touching the condu@ 1 wasto follow, he, told me 
] ought £0 ler looſe the reins tothe carriere df 
2 my 
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my good fortyne, which he deſired to fee eſta- 
'blifhed with ſplidity, and minded me, thar havin 
many things to fear, I ought to have a continya 
diſtruſt, and my cyes ever open, not neglecting or 
contemning the ſmalleſt chings, which might all 
be of concernment to me, ſince no miſadventure 
could happen to me which wauid colt me leſs 
than my life, tar I ſhould nor depend on the 
Miniſters of Frqxce reſiding in his Court, the 
greateſt parc. of whom were not my friends, and 
'who jn order to cheir own advantages would give 
_ qur, that þy their negotiations and ary 5. 0 
were the aythors of all the good events procy- 
red by my diligence and danger ; That iq caſe 
'T found it eaſie to. cauſe the whole Kingdom tp 
revolt, they would atcribute it to the diſpoſition 
of the time, and the general hatred' of the Speni/h 
Government; that they would perſwade them- 
Rives thac any other as well as I might have done 

'the ſame, and by this elevating their bopex, . 
. would uſe cher gndeayours co blajt my fame, and 
obſtru4 che: eſtabliſhment of my authority , 
That unknown to me they would Tnanage ſecrec 
negotiations, and form a hundered cabals contra- 
Ty t9 me, endeayouring to gzaintain diviſions 
to profi by them. Thar they, would cauſe the 
Fleet to appear without ſending me afliſtance, 
* c1yfe ſupplyes ro be ſhewn bur gor delivered, ip 
the end char the deſpairing people might by ne- 
ceſſicy be compelled to caſt chemſelyes into the 
arms of France, and ſubmit co her. That this de- 
ſign, which thay would not fail jo underrake, 
would deſtroy the buſincls, ang: precipitate me, 
$ know.

. That all 7raly would oppoſe the Eftabliſhment 
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knowing as he did the nature of char people, who 
are much greater enemies to the French than 
Spaniſh authority, becauſe of the violent and im- 
petuous humor of our Nation, and that onely 
from this might ariſe the deſolation of that King- 
dom, and the re-eſtabliſhment of all things in 
their firſt condition ; That I ought to diſtruft 
equally both crowns, of which the leaſt ſaſpeRed 
would do me moſt miſchief, That the difference 

between the Nobility and People would hinder 
' all my Progreſfions; thac I ſhould be able to 
effe nothing trill I had reunited them, that this 
ought to be my onely care and principal employ- 
ment, which if I could compaſs, the conqueſt of 
that Kingdom was infallible ; That he could af- 
fure me thart the Nobility were more incenſed 
and more defirous of Liberty than the people, 
.though chey diflembled their true reſentments : 


| of the French, and would be fayonrable to thac 
of a particular Prince; Thar on this foundation 
.I was to build my hopes, and regulate my pro-. 
ceedings : That he loved not the Spanierds fo 
much as was imagined ; That he would look on 
all as an indifferent father, without concerning 
or declaring himſelf on either ſide. That the 
rigors and vexations under which chat whole 
Kingdom long proaned, had drawn down the 
_ Indignation ot Heaven, the effeQs whereof per- 
| haps were now athand ; That divine vengeance

glory ; That be offered me his Prayers, which he 
would continually pour out for the preſervation 
of a perſon fo dear to him, and for whom he had 
the ſame tenderneſs a father hath for his beloved 
fon : and ar parting, after he had'given me his 
bleſſing, embracing me with tears in his eyes, 
told me, Thit he was indifferent who hereafter 
ſhould preſent him the whice Nag , which he 
would as willingly receive from my hand as any 
other. | - | 

I beſought him yet to. hear a word I hadto 
fay to him, (which I thought neceſſary, the better 
to ſound his intentions, and diſcover his moſt ſe- 
cret thoughts ) and expreſſing my acknowledge- 
ments for his many favours during my ſtay at 
Rome, and giving him a thouſand thanks, I aſſu- 
red him that if he had any deſign of making ad- 
vantage by the prefent revolutions, and reunite 


N aples to the Papacie, which by yery good right 


belonged toit more than to any whoſoever, I was 
ſo much. devoted to his ſervice, that I proffered 
my interpoſal and aſliftance, deſiring no other 
recompence than the glory of ſerving him ; to- 
wards which I thought to find great facility, in the 
preſent diſpoſitions of the Nobility and People of 
that Kingdom, He thanked me for my good af- 
feRion, and told me, he was now too old to ex- 
ped time for fo great a deſign; That it would be 
the ruine of his family, and draw more enyy, and 
powerful ennuty againſt his Relations, than they

his death. Thit the example of Pal the fourth 
made him wiſe : -and in fine, that he would nor 
begin ſo gre>ta work to leave it imperfeRt : That 
his ambiczon was moderate, and' ſought not for 
his Relations more chan ſuch a competent fortune 
as they might maintain ; That he was ob. iged to 
me for the kindneſs of my offer ; but that he 
would not at all concern himſelf in any thing

Save me his png. Having kiſſed his feet I 
rook leave, aſſuring him that' as ſoon as 1 ſhould

with the knowledge, conſent, and order of the 
King, as he had promiſed, and punRually per- 

formed the day after my embarking. 7 
That night Idefired the Ambaſſadour and the 
reſt of the Kings Miniſters to ſend ſome one to 
continue with me on their behalf to take charge.

complaints were made of me at Court, and ac 
which ſuch as loved me not would have taken 
occaſions to my prejudice. All the diſpatches 


I made from Naples were in Italian, which was 


excepted againſt, as if I pretended to . ſepa- 
cate my ſelf from Fraxce, and make my ſelf in- 
dependant, refuſing to make uſe of that Language, 
Bur irmay eaſily be underſtood that this was a 
pure effe of neceſlity, and not of choice, the 
preſſure of affairs that lay on me night and 
day, gave me not time to write with mine own 
hand, and in this I was forced to eaſe my ſelf by 
the affiſtance of Sjewx Fabreni, who taking only 
my Orders and Conceptions, to write them 
down, could do it in oo other than in thac 
Language was known to him, beſides all which 
having to do with diſtruſiful people 1 was forced 
to ſhew them all my diſpatches , which they 
could not have underſtood in French ; This is 
fo innocent and convincing that { need no longer 
juſtife my ſclf of ſo, frivolous an accuſation :

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My Palace was filled with Neapolitan Mari- 
ners, and every hour of che day I ſent them 
co ſee if there were any appearance of fair wea-. 
ther, and che winds ſerling ſo as to carry me 
ſpeedily to Naples, where I moſt impatiemly-des 
fire to be, but I was nine dayes in this conti- 
nual expeQation. One Evening they came to 


tell me of the arrival of a Felucca : my defire 


of news cauſed me to ſend for the Mariners, who 
acquainted me that they hid brought with them 


an old advocate . called Franciſco de Pafti, co ne 


gotiate ſomething on behalf of the Repub- 
Iique. Afonfienr de Fontenay concealed from 
me as well his Arrival as his Negotiation, of 
which I ſeemed to him to have no knowledge 
nor ſuſpition, learning by this what I was to ex- 
pet from him, who began wich me ina faſhion 
ſo diſobliging, hiding from me affairs in which 
] had ſo great concernment. Franciſco de Pgfs 
at his returh acquainted me with all things, and 
I think, ſhame obliged the Ambaſſadonr.co make 
this a ſecret to: rhe, not willing” I ſhould per- 
ccive how eaſily he ſwallowed whatſoever was 
propounded to him. It being the opinion of 
ſome in Naples, that to haſten the Kings Sup- 
ples, they muſt in ſome manner own 2 fab- 
jection to him, they had ſent this honeſt man 
to_ offer a yearly cribute co France, which 


-would more haye offended the Pope than a 


pretence to the Sovereign power, and dif-ob« 
liged him by accepting an offer ſo unreaſon- 
able, at a time when fe might be uſcful to che 
acquiring a Kingdom, | 
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In the mean while his Propoſal was re- 


_ eeived with open arms ; but kept ſecret as a 


myſtery, and Monfienr de Fontenay thought by 
it to have rendered to France a ſervice of 
extraordinary importance , not remembring 
that CHARLES the eighth, very ambi- 
tious and very wiſe, had formerly refuſed ic, 
Knowing well that a Kingdom owning bur 
one ſupreme Lord, cannot pay tribute ro two

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He Felucca's of 1 aples baving attended 

| me ſeven or eight days at Fiumicize, the 
peoples Envoies vety much preſſed my 

_ departure, the Town ( as hath been al. 
scady ſaid) being reduced to ſo great extremity, 
ſo divided, and ſunk in hope and conrage, 
that they reſolved to return to the Spanih Obe. 
dience, and yield themſelves with their Leaders 
co mercy, in caſe that by Saturdey che ſixth of 
November the Kings Fleet appeared nor, or they 
were not in ſome- other manner relieved. The 
' neceflity of my preſenice there, giving me greater 
aſſurance -of being ſupported in ſuch an enter- 
priſe with all chat: ſhould be neceſfiry. 1 made 
a ſhew of ſome coolneſs for executing a de- 
ſign ſo hazardous; being laid wait for by the 
whole naval power” of Spain, and' befides Ships 
and Gallics, by a great number of 'Felucca's and 
Brigantones. The Kings Minilters - perceiving 
that on my paſſige alone - depended the Con- 
tinuationor Concluſion of the revolr of Naples, 
made uſe of all expedients to recommend to me 
the- importance of the ſervice 1 ſhenld ' render 
the Crown in ſagrifiging my ſclf ro its incerefts_ 

" and 
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and the honour I ſhould acquire by ſo extraor- 
dinary an action. And underitinding the eſteem 
and friendſhip 1 had for Sir Xexelme Digby, en- 
charged with the affairs of the Qeen of Great 
Britain at Rome, conceived him very proper to 
perſwade me; I pretended to yield to his rea- 
ſons, provided they aſfured me in the Kings 
name, to ſend his Fleet ſuddenly to Naples to at- 
tend my Orders, and with it all ſuch afliſtance 
as | had demanded. | 
Theſe juk Propoſals haying been conſented to 
in the name of his Majeſty by /Monfiemr de Fon- 
revay his Ambaſſadour, the Cardinals Theodels, 
Urſini, St Cicitia, and the Abbot of S Nicholas 
his Miniſters at Rome, (Cardinal D'EFe the Pro- 
tecor of Fraxce being then abſent, ard Cardinal 
Grimald; at Aſedena to negotiate with that Duke) 
I engaped my ſelf to enter Naples, to revive 
their ſpirits, and continue them. 1D arms till the 
arrival of the Fleet, and -that nothing but my 
dezch ſhould prevent performance , to which 
purpoſe I would be gone, as ſoon as the wind 
appeared ſetled for my paſſage. And though 
they were all of opinion that I ſhould embark 
diſguiſed; I jadged ic woyld:he eafie to kill me 
by the way, the Spaniards not-wanting Spies to 
give them notice of the time and manner of 
departure, and therefore defiredthe Ambaſſador 
to command all the Frexch that were in Rome to 
take horſe and accompany me, eſteeming thisnot 
'onely more honorable but more ſafe, becauſe :I 
could not be attacqued but by. a cpn(iderable ho- 
dy, which the Pope would not ſuffer; ta be drawn 
cogether in his Nominions, wean'ſ- 
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Wedneſday the thirteenth of November at my 
_ riſing, having notice given me by the Sailers be- 
longing to the Felucca's that were to.tranſpore 
me, chat the wind was come about and ſeemed 
ſetled, to continue fair ſome time, having gone 
and ſatisfied my felt in it, I gave accomprt to che 
Ambaſludour, and told him 1 would be ready co 
f0 away immediately atter Dinner. Having 
heard Maſs and given Order for all that was ne- 
ceſlary towards fo precipitated a Voyage, after 
Dinner , quitting. my Court habit, for ſuch as 
ſuired with a Camp, I appeared.in Buff, and 
publiſhed co all whom che news had inviced to 


me, that'l was going for 1V aples, firmly :refolved 


either to periſh or drive thence the Spaniards. 
The: Ambaſſedour carried me in his Coach as farr 
as.Saint Paxl's, accompanied by the Abbots of 
S. Nicholas and bz. Fenitlade, and followed on 
hot{eback by allthe French that were in Rome,

In' this equipage 1. paſled. croſs the Spani/s 
Piazza, tO let the Spaniards {ee that occaſions of 
feriing my King requirkog it, 1 gloried in decla. 
ring.my ſelf their enemy. After my Devotions 
before; the miraculdbns. Crucifix of S. Paul's 
Church, I cook leave of the Ambaſſador, and 
getting on horſeback, my 1 rumpet ſounding, be 
San my march ſtreight to-F iumiciue, Where ar-

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all, which number was made up of the Envoies 
of the people of Naples, ſome Officers, and five 


_ orfix of my domeſticks; and Captain Andres 


Portaro who commanded the Felucca, in which 
1 went my ſelf, repreſenting that it would be 
oyer-charged if I egook with me a Chamberlain 
and a Trumpet, I removed the latter to another 
Veſſel. My. little Fleet was compoſed of three 
Brigantines and eight Felacca's, four of which 
were laden with ſix thouſand weight of Powder 
I had bought at Pals (a Sea-town belonging to 
the Duke of Bracciano) to carry to Naples, ha- 
ving been- informed thar the people wanted it. 


I carried alſo four thouſand Piſtols, which did me 


=pod ſervice, as will appear hereafter, itbeinpthe- 
onely ſumme I-could obtain from abroad; quring 
the whole ſpace of tive moneths, wherein Imain- 
rained my felf without any ſupplies, unleſs two 
thouſand Crowns brought me by. the remainder 
of the Servants 1 left at Roe. 04 af) 
On Th«rſday about four in the Morning 1 ſer 


fail, the weather favourable: and ſomewhat fhaep, 


and gave 4 Servant, called Calee my diſpatches 
for the Court; with order to-tet them know he 
had ſeen meembarque, and that the: next news. 
to be expeRted of me was my death or arrival ae 
Naples, About Noon we diſcovered rwy' Bris 
gntines with Span; Colours, and ann 2

found they were Sicil;ans, laden with-Limons 
and other Fruits for Rowe : I could learn nothing 
of them, chey not having touched at Napler; and 


let chem ſteer on their courſe' conditionally. thar 
they 
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they ſhonld give account to the Ambaſſador of 
the time and place of their meeting me. Abour 
four inthe Evening I diſcovered the Iſle of Pons, 
from whence at the ſame time I ſaw two Gallies 
come forth, who made a ſmoke as a ſignal to 
three other that were at Terracize, who imme. 
diately anſwered them, and the whole Coaſt be- 
ing by ſuch ſmoke advertiſed of my Paſſage, five 
other Gallies lying in Gaets made themſelyes 
ready to oppoſe ic. I preſently called together 
all the Felucca's, to give them order to ler me go 
alone, forbidding them to follow me, as ſuppo- 
ſing the Gallies would purſue the greateſt num- 
| ber, and mine being alone would be leſs obſerved 

. and followed. At tre ſame time I cauſed mine 
- toſtrike ſail, and row near the ſhore, whoſe ſha- 
dow (night approaching) would ſecure me from 
being ſeen by the Gallies. The Seamen were of 
opinion, that coming near Gaeta we ſhould pur 
out to Sea, but I cauſed them to ſteer right upon 
Rolands tower, that ſeeming a friend I might ger 
a great way off before they diſcovered the con- 
trary, and their Gallies could weigh Anchor. I 
paſſed fo near the Caſtle, that I anſwered the 
Sentrie, that 1 was an Expreſs ſent to the Vice- 
roy, butin ſtead of coming to Anchor in the Har- 
bour I pur off, and then the Gallies made them- 
ſclves ready to follow : But a ſtrong wind ariſing, 
and driving right into the mouth of the. Hayen, 
hindered them; what endeavours ſoever - they 
made, from getting out. I would have taken the 
advantage of this freſh gale for ſertirg ſail; and 


getting 
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getting forward, but we loſt our Maſt and hard- 
ly eſcaped overterting | 

Two Waves ſplit two Rudders one after the 
other, ſo thar being fain to m ke uſe of an Ore in 
their ſte:d, with a great deal of coil and dinger, 
we pafſed the Bay, and were glad to find our 
felves under ſhelter of the Land. 

At day break we were near the Iſle of 1/chia, 
where the Sexmen would have perſwaded me to 
ſeek a retreat,to paſs che diy. and make the eaſier 
entrance into Naples by night : but 1 oppoſed, 
apprehending to be diſcovered, either by the in- 
fidelirv of ſome of them, or ſome other un- 
thought of accident”, and ſo fall into the ene- 
mies hands without ſtriking ſtroke ; Fear ma- 
king them obſtinate in their opinion, I was for. 
ced to draw my ſword, and compel them to row. 
Soon after we diſcovered the City of Naples, 
and the Spar Fleet riding before it: and that 
I might the becrer reſolve what was to be done, 
I mo"t exactly informed my ſelt what poſts were 
poſſeſſed by the enemy, 2nd inquired who was 
maſter of the ground, both above and below the 
City. Then 1 commanded them to ſteer right 
with the Admiral that c-rried the fl:g, that I 
might be unſuſpeRted and ſo grin time to paſs, 
before they could launch their long Boats »nd 
Shalops. When I was about twice canon ſhot 
from the Admiral, in ſtead of ſteering ſtreighe 
co the Town, I took my courſe lower, towards 
the, Greek Tower, that the Felucca's of Chiay 
and $ Zxty might not cut off my way: and to 

Lye 
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ive notice to the Town of my arrival, I com- 
manded the Mariners, even whileft they pafſed 
through the Spani/> Heer, ro cry our that I was 
aboard and ſtanding up on the poop made a ſign 
with my Har, to cauſe rheir foot ro draw our, and 
receive me at my landing. I was immediately 
purſued by all Veſſels with Oares thac the ene- 
my could poſlibly caſt into the Sea, and fired on 
by all the Artillery of the Caſtles, Haven, Ships 
and Gallies. I fell in with the Shore a leagne be» 
low the Town,and ordering the Muſquetiers that 
were ſent to receive me, to pive continual fire 
upon the cnemies Boats, that preſſed me hard, 
coaſted Rieſene and Poytici, and would not land 
till (under favour of this sKkirmiſh, arndſ{t rhe 
noiſe of all the enemies Canon) 1 arrived at the 
place of the Cavalerice, in the ſuburbs of Lorerto- 
There leaping a ſhore, Friday the fafreenth a- 
bout eleven a clock, I was received with the in- 
credible applauſes of an infinite number of peo- 
ple, who having, for a good ſpace, carried me in 
the air, at length mounted me on a fair Courſer 
provided for me, on which I made my entry into 
the Town, where I alighted at the Chureh of our 
Lady of the Carmelites, to give thanks for the 
good ſucceſs of my paſſage. 

The joy of the-people 15 inexpreſſible, as well 
as the reſpects and teſtimonies of affetion they 
rendered me, which extended even to admiration 
and idolatry, burning incenſe at the noſtrils of my 
horſe, but that which ſeemed to me moſt extra- 
ordinary and of happieſt Omen was, that of (o 
innumerable a multxude afſembled to ſee my 
| : landing, 
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landing, there was not any one hurt by more than 
a thouſand Canon ſhot from the Caſtles, Haven, 
Ships and Gallies. Maſs being ended, Gennare's 
brother in law came to make me a Complement 
in his name, with excuſes for his not meeting me, 
as not thinking himſelf ſecure out of the Carme- 
lites tower, where with much impatience he at- 
tended me. I went immediately and found him 
on alittle terraſs, at the entrance of his lodging, 
where by a Complement, ill enough expreſſed, 
2s farre as Ins ignorance and incapacity would 
permit, he teſtified his joy to ſee me, for had 
I not arrived, he was the next day to have been 
delivered to the Spaniards, and conſequently to 
death ; of which his fortune reſpited the exe- 
cution onely for ſix or ſeven Moneths, Many 
people were aſlembled to be SpeRators of this 
interview , whoſe circumſtances might well 
enough incite curioficy. I was not a little ſur- 
prized at the blindneſs of the people of Naples, 
to have choſen ſuch a man their General ; his 
perſon ſeemed to me ſo extraordinary that I can- 
not omic (with the loſs of as little time as is poſ- 
ſible) to give you his piture, He was a little man, 
very ill made, and very black, hiseyes ſunk in his 
head, ſhort hair which diſcovered large ears, a 


- wide mouth, his beard cloſe cut and beginning 


to be gray, his voice full and very hoarſe,he could 
not ſpeak two words without ſtammering, ever 
unquiet, and ſo very timorous that the leaſt noiſe 
made him tremble. He was attended by a matter 
of twenty guards of as ill men as himſelf.” He 


wore a BufFcoat with ſleeves of red Velyet and

Scarlet Breeches, with a Cap of Cloth of Gold of 
the ſame colour on his Head, which he hardly 
took the pains to take off when he ſaluted me z 
he had a Girdle of red Velvet furniſhed with 
three Piſtols on each ſide; he wore no ſword, 
but in ſtead of it carried a great Blxnderb in his 
hand. His firſt Civility was the caking off my Har, 
and in ſtead of it cauſing to be brought me in 
a Silyer Baſon fuch a Cap as his own, and then 
raking me by the Hand led me into his Hall, 
whoſe doors he very carefully cauſed ro be ſhut, 
with moſt ſtri& Order to his Guards to let none 
enter, leſt they ſhould cut his throat, As ſoon as 
we were ſeated I preſented him Monſieur de 
Fontenay's Letter, with aſſurance (as I had been 
ordered) of the proteRion of Fraxce, and ot 
the coming of the Fleet, and all ſuch Supplyes as 
the Neapolitens ſhould ſtand in need of towards 
attaining their Liberty, and deliverance from the 
Spaniſh oppreſſion. He anſwered me with muck 
more ſatisfaction than eloquence, and having 
opened the Letter I delivered him, ran it ovet 
with his eyes, and having turned upwards every 
one of the four ſides, caſt it to me again, telling 
me he could not read, and deſiring me to ac- 
quaint.him with its Contents, 
Whileſt this paſſed, ſome body knocked at the 
door as if they intended to. break ir down: this 
cave us an alarm, and the cry from without men- 
tioning the Ambaſſadour of Fraxce that was deſi. 
rous to ſee me, the door was opened, and prepa- 
ring my ſelf to go and receive him with the cere- 
mony due to his charaRer, 1.-was amazed Fra 
1 | ee 
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ſee a man without a Hat, his ſword drawn, two 


_ great Chapelets like a Hetmites abouc his neck, 


on the one whereof ' he ſaid he prayed for the 
Kirp, and on the other for the People, who 
caſting himſelf down at his full lenpth , and 
throwing away his Sword, embracing my legs 
kiſſed my feet; with much adol raiſed him up, 
and was doubtful whether I ſhould give him 
ZAonſfienr de Fontenay's Letter, which treated him 
with the quality of Excellence , and the Kings 
Ambaſſador, ſeeing in the perſon of Siewr Lewss 
del Ferro rather the figure of a mad man broke 
out of Bedlam than of the Miniſter of a preac 
Crown, but ſuppofing he might have ſoine con- 
cealed g9o0d quality that I had not yet diſcove- 
red, conſidering the great credit he which en- 
charged me with thac Letter; affured tne he had 
acquired amongſt the people, I thought my ſelf 
obliged co deliver it, left I might be blamed for 
not executing punRually what had been en- 
joyned tne. : 

We heard a great noife in the Street, occa- 
ſioned by a tumult of ſuch people as demanded es 
ſee me; to ſatishe their curioſity I went to a win- 
dow, and Gennaro having cauſed to. be brought 
me in-two Baſons, two Baps of Money, one of 
Gold and the other of Silver, I caſt ic amorgſt 
the people, and whileft they were at cuffs about 


| Sathering it up, I thoughe ir was time to call fo? 


Dinner, having eaten nothing ſinte ry departure 
from Rome, becauſe of the roughneſs of the Sea. 


Gennaro made excuſes for the ill cheer he ſhould 


Sive me, not daring, fox fear of poiſon, to make 
ufe 
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vſe of any other Cook than his Wife,at improper 
for that imployment as perſonating the Lady of 
quality. She brought the firſt Diſh, having on a 


Gown of Skie-coloured wrought Satin embrg.- 
 dered with Silver, with a Farthinpale, a Chain cf 


Jewels, and a fair Necklace of Pearl, with Peti- 


.. ants of Diamonds in her Ears, all plundered 


from the Dutcheſs of Matalone : and in this ſtate- 
[ equipage it waspleaſant to ſee her dreſs mear, 
coure diſhes, and divert her ſelf in the afternoon 
with waſhing and ſmoothirig Linen.. I invited 
Lewis del Ferro, as Ambaſſador, to waſh and ſit 
down with us; But Gemwaro told me, Sure I was 
not in earneſt, for he had wont to uſe him like 4 
dog; and whenl called for drink, he fetched ir, 
ſaying, it belonged onefy to him to ſerve me, be- 
cauſe of his quality : He preſented me the Cup 
on his kriees, which when I would rior permir, 
Gennaro told me he ferved hjm in the Tame man- 
ner, which preſently after I ſaw verified. Didtier 
Jaſted not long, and all things were ſo naſtie an 
fnſavory, that had. it not been for the Bread, 
Wine, Sallad and Fruit, which wete indeed excel: 
lent, I had run liazard of ſtarving. _ .. _ 
_ Ariſing from Tablel deſired che Magiſtrates of 
the Town miphr be ſent for, and the Council, 
which, by vi a of tris incapacity, tiad. beenaſ- 


ſigned to Genraro, conſiſting of one perſon of 
every quarter, and called Exprelles by the peo» 
ple, the Generaſ Officers and, Colonels; with al! 
others that had any authority, that T might in- 
form my ſelf of the condition of affairs, and 
( withoit Toſs of time ). provide for all things 
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which gave all tbe reſt of che Town apprehenſion 
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that might be neceſſary, redreſs diſorders, put 
my ſelf ina condition to make a vigorous defence 
againſt the Spaniards, and gain tjme for the ar- 
rival of the Fleet, and the ſuccors I had given this 
Sreat :- Hong to expect from the Kings power- 


ful protection. h 

1 found therc remained Viuals for no more 
than twelve. or fourteen days z That the Stock 
deſigned for buying more had been maliciouſly 
conſumed : That of the hundred and feventy 
thouſand men 1 was made believe at Rome I 
ſhould find in arms, there were ſcarce four thou- 
ſand-foot, and three hundred horſe in a condi- 
tion to do ſervice, diſpoſed into Regiments and 
particular Companies, under incapable and in- 


experienced Officers: That the reſt of the people 


being wearied out would no longer bear arms, 
and that the ſmall number ' imployed on the 


- Guard, every one of his own quarter refuſed to 


ſtay the night on their poſt, unleſs they received 
daily pay ; That there was no more Powder 
but what. I brought with me ; That there was 
no money ; Thar the diviſion and enmity be- 


' tween Gennaro Anneſe and Pepe Palombe chief 


of the Concherie, (accuſing each other of trea. 
ſon and correſpondence with the Spaxierds, and 
that not without ſome ground, as I afterwards 
diſcovered ) was arrived at ſuch a height, thac 
they thought of nothing but their entrench- 
ments, and keeping exaRt Guards againſt each 
other, for fear thoſe of che quarter of the Com 
cherie ſhould attempt on thoſe of the Market : 


that

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that its ſack and ruine might be the effeR of this 
il underſtanding, of which the enemy would nor 
fail co make his advantage, 
Whileſt I informed my ſelf of the bad condi- 
tion to which the Town of Naples was reduced, 
two things happened of very great conſideration, 
and capable to ſurprize and aſtoniſh any man, 
that had not reſolved himſelf againſt all extre. 


A Butcher one of the City Captains, called 
Zommo Ropolo, a man ſeditious and yiotent, broke 
down the door of the chamber where we were 
at Council, and coming up to Gemnare,and calling 
him Traytor, with all his force gave him three 
or four blows on the neck, which was bare, with 
the flat of his hand, ſwearing he would cur off his 
head, from which nothing detained him buc my 
preſence, and the reſpet he bore me. Gemaro 
caſt himſelf at his feet weeping, and embracing 
his knees, begged: his life. I interpoſed to make 
them friends, and did it as having authoritie, 


| ſending Fowmo Ropylo to his quarter, which Tpro.. 


miſed to viſit the next morning, as well as all the 
reſt of the City, appointing him inthe mean time 


/ ro keep good Guards. 


As ſoon as this difference was reconciled, and 


. we had retaken our places for continuing the 


Council, we were interrupted again by a great 
goiſe of a concourſe of people with ſuch cries and 
lamentationsas made it evident ſome notable mif- 
chief had happened : It was a famous Baxaits 
called 7 acomo Roffo, who having marched out of 
N aples three or four days before, with about x5 

: 13 _ hun- 
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bundred foot, and three or four hundred horſe, 
co keepthe Town of St A»aFajio,and ſome others 
at the foot of the Mountain of Sema, from 
whence great ſupplies of Corn were had, againſt 
' the body of the Nobility, had been ſo fiercely 
charged, thar the greateſt number of his men 
bere cut in pieces, and ſeveral taken Priſoners ; 
the few that eſcaped with him, all hurr, and he 
himſelf with two cuts of a Sword, one on his 
face and the other on his head : This ſad 
SpeRacle gave ſo great aſtoniſhment, that, had 
not the people been encouraged by my arrival 
they had probably laid down their arms. The 
Duke of Matalons, Earl of Converſano, Prince of 
Ottains, Dom Ferrante Carracciolo , and other 
Gentlemen, having vigorouſly purſued the rour, 
even to the ſuburbs of the Town, the people 
found themſelves ſhut up, without hope of ob- 
caining any more Proviſions from abroad; This 
nahappy Combat having cauſed all ſuch places as 
held tor them to change 11de, and even thoſe who 
[oooaable tro thera thae. very morning, ) had 
* facilitated my landing, and without whom I could 
not have avoided falling into the hands of the 
enemy. Let all men judge by this condition 
in which I found things at my arrival, whether I 
had not need of an extraordinary reſolution ngx 
to be dejeRed at ſo many undiſcerned accidents, 
finding nothing without my ſelf to depend on, 
being abandoned by.all the world, and generally 


unprovided. of .all that was,neceſfary to the de= 


fence of a place in which I was blocked up. 
| The reſt of the Day was ſpent in Council, 
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every manent interrypted hy the arrival of thoſe 
| Gennaro had ſent out to plunder ſuch hauſes, as 
he had been told would afford good booties, by 
concealed Plate or other moveables of value, this 
being bis chief imployment : in the mean time 
leaving to chance the condut of al! other affairs, 
ſo that weroſe nat till the night was farte ſpent, 
yet without my getting any better information 
of the condition of the Town, the force of its 
etroaps, or its neceſlities, than at the inſtance of 
my arrival; By this I judged I was toexpect no 
other light than what I could gain my {elf by 
. Care and vigilance, | : | 
I paſſed the remainder of the Evening in 
receiving the Complements of many particular 
perſons without diſcovering any thing bur an ex. 
tcaordinary confuſion, and a general incapacity in 
all the chiefs, whether civil or militarie. Their 
hatred of the Spaniards was no atherways ex- 
preſſed than by injurious Speeches, and their 
\ wearineſs of haying been ſo long in arms was fo 
-great, that no man would tzrry all night at the 
* advanced Poſts, unleſs very wellpay'd ; the richer 
ſore cauſing their duty to be done by poor miſe- 
rable wretches, themſelves going home and lying 
at their houſes. - 
I could not diſcover who had the preateſt au- 
thoricy, the Captains of every quarter comman- 
ing withont dependance on one another ; and 
| had not acquired their charges either by meric 
or capacity, but onely by having talked lowder 
and made more noiſe than their feffows : Gennaro 
bimfelf a 45 auch General as he waz, was re- 
ER 14 ſpeci 
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ſpe&ed by no body, though feared by reaſon 
of the train he had acquired out of the ſeum of 
the people, and principally of the market-place, 
ro whom he gave liberty to plunder, His eleion, 


neither having been made by the City-Council, | 


por approved by any of its inhabitargs, (as all in 
private reported ) but by five or fix hundred 
bare-foored Boys, who rambling about the Town 
with a long: Staff and Hook art the end of it 
with a Fagot, offered a hundred inſolencies to 
the Citizens, threatning to fire the: houſes of all 
ſuch as refuſed ' to comply -with them. Theſe 
Eazars, for that was the title this rabble pave 
themſelves, had a kindneſs for him, becauſe he 
ſuffered all manner of licentiouſneſs, even to an 
unpuniſhable loſs of reſpeft to-himſelf every 
moment, and becauſe they had ſeen him for- 
warder than any elſe in affronting the unfortunate 
.DonExanciſco T oralte, whoſe body he cauſed to 
be inhumanely dragged through the Streets after 
his death. By chis may eaſily be judged how farr 
his perſon was to be depended on, and whether I 
deſerved nat pity to ſee my felt engaged in ſo 
great a diſorder, without knowing either whom 
to diſtruſt, or in whom to put confidence. | 
 Itbeing now very late ard I wanting reſt, eve- 
ry one retired, and 1 had a Supper brought as un- 
handſome and diſtaſteful as my Dinner, it laſted 

:not long,and inquiring in what partthey had pre- 
pared me a bed, I was not a litthe ſurprized when 

Gennaro told me I ſhould lie with him, hiving 

refuſed this as much as poſtiblyT could,ourt of pre- 

rence of not incommoding his wife by taking her 

place, 
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place, he told me ſhe ſhould lie ona Quilt: before 


the fire with her Siſter, and that it concerned his 
ſafety to ſhare his bed with me, without which 
his enemies would cut his throat, the reſpe& of 
my perſon being the onely means to ſecure him 
from that danger, whoſe apprehenſion had fo 


 ftrongly prepoſleſt him, that he awaked twenty 


rimes in the night in diforder,and with tears fn his 
eyes embracing me, beſought me to ſave his life, 


and ſecure him from thoſe that would muriher 


him. He conduRed me to lodge in his Kitchin, 
where 1 found a very rich Bed of cloth of Gold, 
and at the feet of it in a Cradle a little Blacka- 
more ſlave abont ewo years old full of the Small 
Pox : a great dea] of Plate both white and 
uilt, heapsd @p in the middle of rhe Room,many 
Cabinets half open, our of which tumbled 
Chains and Bracelets of Pearl and other Jewels, 
ſome bags of Silver-and ſome of Gold balf ſcat- 
tered on the ground, very rich Houſhold-Stuff, 
and many fair Pifures thrown up and down 
diſorderly, which made ſufficiently appear what 
profit he had made by plundering the houſes of 
the richeſt and beſt qualified Perſons of the 
Town; though he conld never be induced to 
aſſiſt the people with the ſmalleſt part of it, either 
ts buy Ammunition or Victuals, for paying the 
"Troops already raiſed, or making new. Levies ; 
This put me in arape, co ſee my felf in want of 


every thing , and yer to have fo conſiderable 


Supplies at hand , which 1 might make no 
uſe of. z, 


Qa the other ſide of the Kitchin were all ne- 
ceſlaries 
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ceſſaries in great Quantity, which had been plun- 
dered in ſeveral Quarters, with all manner of 
arms, all in an extraordinary confufion. The Pre- 
ſents and Contributions he daily received of all 
manner of Veniſon and wild Fowl powdered, 
and all the Walls tapiſtried with whatever is 
edible. —- 

This was the ſumptuous apartment prepared 
for entertaining me, and where eyen oppreſſed 
fvich ſleep, I thought of nothing but a ſpeedie 
unclothing my ſelf co get inta bed. Lewss del 
Ferro would ſuffer none to come near to pull off - 
my Boots, maintaining itbelonged to him alone 
to do me all manner of Services, but I refuſed him, 
till Gennars adviſing me to let him do it, cauſed 
his own Stockins to be pulled off co give me ex- 
ample,which I afterwards followed withoug Con. 
croverſie, and got into Bed as faſt as I could, 
Gennaro catne preſently to. lie down by me, and 
ſetting a candle on ES. bed, and unbinding his 
legs to dreſs it , I asked if he had received any 
wound ? He anſwered, that being naturally re- 
pleat, and full of humors, a Phyſician his Friend 

1ad adviſed him to make uſe of a remedy, Ifor- 
bear to name, left its mention offend others ſto- 
macks as much as its ſight <d mine. 

You have heard now how I pafſed the firſt day 
of my arrival in Naples , and my reception, 
whoſe difagreeable beginning (the firſt Creifel 
of ſleep over ) made me paſs very thought- 


fully the remainder of the night , with many 


refleions on the preſent condition of my affairs, 
and the dangers 1 was to undergo, But at laſt, ha-

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ving reſolved my (clf againſt all events whatever, 
I expeRed day with extreme impatience, that I 
mighc begin t9 work all things neceſſary as well

third, that the people came out of their houſes to 
pread their Cloaks and Tapeſtry under my horſes 
cet; and the women with perfuming Pots, the 
oorer ſort on tiles, burning incenſe; with gene- 
ral proteſtations they had no more fear ſince 
was cometo their aſſiſtance, and that acknow- 
fedordg me the author of their Liberty, they wert 
feſolved to live and die with tne, and to ſacrifice 
their lives and fortunes co thy intereſt ; 
Theſe demonſtrations of affefion were in the |

Taking me by the hand he ſed me into a very 
fair appartement, where we ſate down, and all ha- 
ving avoided the room, and feft vs alone, we con- 
tinned in private Confererice an hoor and half] 
Several Complements having paſſed oneach ſide, 
he expreſſed a prear affeRion for the people, 
whoſe liberty he hoped by the powerful prote- 
Gion of France, and infinitely extolled my zeal 
for coming to venture my lite in ſo juſt a cauſe, 
That thefe could not be a fufficient value put up- 
on my reſolution, which had contemned fo many 
| dangers as I was to undergo, and attempted ſo 
hazardous a paſſage, He j. dv all char Had 
happened 
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happened from the beginning of the Revolutions, 
and blawings the Spaniards condudt, ſaid, he firm. 
ly believed Heaven would deliver ſo confide-

from the oppreſſion it had hitherto languiſhed 
under, and which could be no longer continued 
without irs final ruine, That I was the inſtru- 
ment made uſe of for finiſhing a work ſo greac 
and pious.

a near alliance with me : The good parts I dif- 
cerned in him, his wit and prudence obliging ne

without ſuch frequent Chaſliſements , it was 


umpoſsible to prevent his extravagancles. 
Having been a Witneſs of thts worthy exe- 
cution , as I returned to the Hall 1 had notice 
that the Cardinal was coming to viſit me; I - 
went to meet him, and we .continued halfe 
an hour in private Diſcourſe , and he being 
troubled at what had been reſolved at our laſt 
enterview, endeavoured to alter me, but I 
perſiſting and alledging the fame Reaſons , he 
durſt no longer contradit them, and went a- 
way very fſollicitous how his excuſes would be 
received by the Vice-roy, which in the Night 
he ſent him by a Gentleman, who brought 
back Word, That the Spaniards were diflatis- 
fied with him, and highly complained ; that by 
what he was to do on the morrow , he would 
eſtabliſh my Reputacion, and be inſtrumental 
to a conhdence between me and the People. As 
foon as he was gone I ſupt and went to Bed, 
with the ſame diſguſt, and in the ſame man-

Having paſſed in this order from the Car- 
melites-Tower tothe preat Church, with the load 
Applauſes of all rhe People, and all reſtinioties 
of Aﬀeion, ReſpeR, and Joy imaginable. T 
= Ka alighted 
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alichted , and was met by Cardinal Filomarji- 
»; at the head of his Clergy, who, after a 
Complement of the Obligations the City had to 
me for coming to undertake its defence, con- 
duced me into the Churches Treaſury, where 
he preſented me the Head of Saint Germayo the 
Patron of: Naples; and let me ſee (not without 
Admiration) the continued Miracle of his Blood, 


which preſerved in a Viol, diſſolves at the 


approach of his Head, and as ſoon as ſeparated 
from it congeales again ; this I then ſaw, and 
many times ſince, not without aſtoniſhment : 
from thence I went and took my place with 


| Gemnaro, On a Carpet ſpread before the High- 
Alcar: and the Cardinal having on his Pontifi- 


cal Habit, and being ſeated in his Archiepiſ- 
copal Chair, Gennaro kneeling before him, pre- 
ſented him the Sword that was to be conſecra- 
ted, which he drew, and after ſuch Ceremonies

made by the eldeſt of the City Captains. For 
anſwer I proteſted nnto them that I would lay 
down my life for their concernments, and thar 
TI would never abuſe the authority they had pi- 
ven me, with which I held my ſelf to be infinite- 
iy honored : and laſtly, conſulting with them 
by what means we might get in Proviſions, and 


receſtabliſhplenty; They told me that of Wine 


there 
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there was ſo great a quantity, that it was fold for 
a Piſtol the Tun : That Butchers meac and falred 
meats were fo farr from augmentins in price th:r 
they were fallen lower, and that in a long while 
no want could be of them, no more than of 
Poultry, and all other ſort of Victual, which 
.would come in abundantly , as ſoon as the 
Countrey ſhould have knowledge that I com- 
manded their Forces, and that this would oblige 
all of them to declare : Thar the onely thing that 
was wanting, though indeed the moſt neceffarie, 
was Corn, of which ſome quantity might be had, 
if the Stock deſigned for buying it had not been 
waſted : I offered them two thouſand Piſtols for 
their aſſiſtance in ſo preſfing a neceſlity, which 
I cauſed to be immediately delivered our of the 
Money I brought with me,till I conld ſupply them 
with more conſiderable ſummes, or till I ſhou'd 
have forced open a paſſage whereby to receive 
Proviſions from abroad. We concluded thar 


Bread ſhould be ſold ſomething dearer than 


the Corn coſt us, by that ſmall profic to increaſe 
the Stock I gave them, and that it was better to 
forbear leſſening the price of it at preſent, than 
to be afterwards obliged to raiſe it, In the mein 
time our Felucci's plentifully furniſhed us with 
fiſh, and all manner of herbs, fruits, and roots, on 
a the greateſt part of the Inhabitants uſually 
eed. : 
The chief of the Army came afterwards to 
_ make their Complements, and having given chem 
order to bring the next Morning at my riſing the 
names of all Officers, and a Roll of ſuch perſons 
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aswere in arms in the Town, of whom I intended 
to take a review, they told me that powder was 
wanting on all their Poſts, not having where- 
withal ro defend them ſhould the Spaniards 
make any attack that night, I inſtantly ordered 
ſome to be delivered, and commanded Amells 
Falco General of the Artillery to cauſe two thou- 
{and weight to be ſent to Gennaro for defence of 
the tower, and the relt to be carefully laid up, to 
give me an cxaR account, and deliver none with- 
out order under my hand, the little remainder 
obliging me to ſo cautious a management. 
Having diſmiſſed the Officers, 1 ſent for the 
Counſel, and having received and anſwered their 
Complements on the ſame Subjet in the ſame 
manner, we fate down to deliberate on the pub- 
lique affairs. Gennaro took his place next me, 
whoſe perpetual diſquiet obliged him to inceſſant 
riſings up to receive advice of ſome plunder wes 
to be made, or to lay up ſuch as was broupht in. 
He perceived us incommoded.by this, (it being 
neceſlary to beginagain all difcourſes that every 
moment were interrupted) and defired me not to 
mind him, this preſence beins little neceſſarie, and 
chat he complied with whatever we ſhould re- 
ſolve. Our beginning was the limiting bis Au- 
rhority and mine, and it was concluded that 1 
thould. abſolutely diſpoſe of all thar related to 
war, and that the Officers and Souldiers ſhould 
have no dependance but on me alone. That he 
ſhould take upon him the civil Government, yer 
not to ah any thing without advice of the 
_ Lowncil, which ſhould be aſſembled on all man- 
—. ner 
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ner of occurrences, where I ſhould fir Preſident, 
and hold the firſt place, Thar in caſe of my ab- 
ſence 1 ſhould receive Advertiſement of ali Deli- 
berations, which ſhould not be executed wichour 
my aſſent and participation. That his power in 
the Town, having never been owned by the reſt 
of the Kingdom, ſhould extend no farther; And 
thac all Declarations , Manifelts, and Proclima- 
tions, which ſhould be ſent into the Provinces, 
ſhould be made and publiſhed in my name 
onely. 

And laſtly, it was reſolved that all Militarie 
Officers ſhould rake new Commiſſions from me, 
| and (the extreme want of Proviſions conlidered) 
| that I ſhould be beſought to draw out the great- 
| cit force could poſſibly be made both of Horſe 
ar. d Foor, to atrempr the* regaining of the Sub. 
urbs of which the greater parc were poſlcſſed 
by the Enemies, to make my ſelf Maſter of the 
Field, oblige the Countrey to declare for us, and 
open the Paſſages which were blocked up, fo to 
bave Communication with the reſt of the King- 
dom, and principally with thoſe Provinces from 
which the City had wont to derive irs ſubliſtence, 
And when I repreſented that Levies in order to 
this could not þe made without Money, and 
enquired from whence we might draw ſuch 
ſummes 2s ſhould be neceſſary, Gexmmaro was mo- 
ved to furniſh us, the publike Treaſurie being ex+ 
bauſted , Upon his refuſal I offered to make this 
expence, as farr as thelictle Stock 1 had broughr 
with me would extend, They told me I ſhould 
od Arms ſufficient in the City, cauſing ſearch to 


be 
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be made amongſt the Inhabitants, the meaneſt of 
whom had wherewithal co arm four or five per- 
ſons. And it being repreſented that thoſe thac 


kept Guard at the ſeveral Poſts (though with 


convenience enough, becaufe every one was in 
his own quarter ) tired with this duty which they 
thought inſupportable, becauſe it laſted ſo long, 
would no more perform ir without pay, it was 
reſolved to ſeek all expedients for a remedie, and 
that all ſuch as had any advice to give me in or- 
der to it ſhould be heard ; and that in the mean 
time I wou:d not be wanting my Self ro conſider 
of it, that ſo we might avoid the miſchief threat- 
ned us by the cooling of the old hatred againſt the 
Spaniards, now no longer expreſſed butin words, 
thac ſo every one might do his urmoſt for de- 
fence of his liberty, eſtate, life and honour, 

I was alſo beſought to ſend a Manifeſt through 
the whole Kingdom, to declare that I came to 
N aples with no other intent than to procure li- 
berty and drive away the. Spaniards, bythe afſu- 
rance I brought of the powerful affiſtance of 
France, which would very ſuddenly ſend a potent 
Fleet with all neceſſary ſupplies, and: which, to 
avoid giving jealouſie, ſhould land no Forces but 
ſuch as were demanded, the King having no de- 
ſign to invade the Kingdom, or make himſelf 
its Maſter, but onely to deliver it from oppreſ- 
fion ; it having ever been the cuſtom of France 
ro aſſiſt without intereſt all ſuch as groaning 
under Tyranny have recourſe to her (this being 


of the higheſt conſequence to remove the di- 


firuſt the Spaniards maliciouſly infufed into the 
- x minds 
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minds as well of the Nobility as People of Na- 
ples, naturally enemies to all forein dominion ) 
and that of this no certainer teſtimony- could be 
required than my Order to come amongſt them, 
and engage my felt in their ſervice by fo ſolemn 
an Oath, which diſcharging me of all other Obli- 
gSarions, as nearly concerns me in their intereſts 
as if 1 had been born in their Countrey. They 
told me afterwards, that in order to my greater 
Authority, and to open a way for ſuch of the No- 
bility as were willing to re-unite with them, by 
knowledge of ſome one to whom they mighe 
apply themſelves, ( their vanity not fuffering 
them to make any Addreſſes to Gennaro, becauſe 
of the meanneſs of his Birth) benceforward re- 
miflions and Graces ſhould be diſpenſed by me 
alone. Some of the moſt violent exciaimed at 
the word Nobility, and ſaid, they ought to ex- 
tirpate them all, that ir was they pofſeſſed the 
Countrey and cut off their Proviſions, who after 
having on all occaſions joyned with rhe Spa- 
:ards to oppreſs them, had now taken arms in 
order to their final ruine, that but rwo days ago 
had routed their Forces, and cauſed many families 
to wear Mourning for the loſs of their Relations, 
and particularly that the Prince of ontefarchio 
had cut . off their Water. Upon this diſcourſe 
Genzaro taking his place, propounded to go to 
the Cloyſter, where were four of his Siſters, 
and cut off their heads to ſend him as a token, 
or at leaſt (to be revenged on him ) cauſe them 
to be raviſhed, and abandoned to the Skum of 
the people, I replyed, that was not the way to 

| reccver 
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recover the water he had deprived us of, bur that 
I would take upon me to give him notice of the 
danger from which I had ſecured his Siſters, which 
peradventure my authority might another time 
come ſhort of, and that all was to be feared from 


_ anexaſperated people, whom he ought not to . 
drive to deſpair, and that giving alarm in the 


- Cloyſter of whar theſe poor Ladies were to ap- 
prehend, they would \gladly make uſe of all their 
credit with him, for the obtaining that which we 
demanded, on which depended their Lives and 
Honours, which he could not refuſe had he the 
leaſt affeRion and kindneſs for them, 

This advice was generally approved, and at- 
tained ſnch ſucceſs as I expeRed, and for whar 
co-cerned their great hatred for the Nobility, 
I gave them to underſtand that ic having no other 
 toundation than the miſchiefs already received, 
and which for the future they apprehended from 
them, to pretend to ruine, and maſlacre them as 
Irreconcileable enemies, was to engage them to 
worſe, and re-unite them inſeparably with Spain, 
who without their aſſiſtance was not ina condi- 
tion to do us much hurc, ſince it was the Nobility 


were Maſters of the Field, and that cut off our. 


Proviſions; if we could therefore once ſeparate 
them from the Spazi/h intereſts and engage them 
in ours, the whole Kingdom would declare for 
us, After which it would be caſte for us _— 
up the Spaniards in their Caſtles to ſtarve an 
force them toyield: and that ſo in a ſhort time 
we ſhould arrive at the height of our wiſhes, be- 
ing delivered from all forcin power, ang in con; 


_ dition 
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dition to form our Republique, and raiſe it up to 
be as conſiderable and potent as that of Je/- 
land. 

All yielded to my Reafons, and conjured me 
to Jabour in ſo imporcant a deſign, and to this 
purpoſe to ſend for all ſuch Gentlemen as were in 


| Town, to pive them aſſurance of my good inter- 


tions, and order them to pive notice of them to 
the reſt of the Nobility, 1 would not make any 
expreſſions of my joy, for having obtained ſo im- 
portant a point towards the Publique fafery, and 
my own particular, left I ſhould render my ſelf 
liable to the peoples jealouſie, who (ever inclined 
to the worſer fide ) defire that which is pre- 
judicial to themſelves, and concealing my fatiſ- 
eo; replied , that underſtanding the natural 
vanitie of the chief of their Nobility, 1knew they 
would become inſolent if they found themſelves 
ſought to, and looking on themſelves as too con- 
ſiderable, imagine we could not ſubſiſt without 
them, which would cauſe them'to exaR from us 
inſupportable conditions : but if they thought 
fir, I would let them know that bur. for me, 
their eſtates, perſons, and families were in con- 
tinual danger, and that I would ſtill continue my 
endeavours for their preſervation , Thar if th 


chought good to joyn with us, I aſſured them 


they ſhould find in our Republique conditions 
worthy their Birth. That the common intereſt of 
their Countrey obliged them to this concurrence 
for driving away the - common enemy. Thar 
they as well as the people wore Chains which 
were to be broken, and that when ever they 

| ſhould 
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ſhould take ſo good a reſolution, they ſhould 
find me ready with open armes to receive thern, 
and ſacrifice my Life for their Intereſts, which 
Honour, Reaſon and fove of their Countrey , 
ought to render inſeparable from thoſe of the 
People. | 

The Managing this Important Aﬀair was left 
to my diſcretion, and the Councl riſing, every 
Man retired, and having ſupped il! and: ſlen- 
derly, 1 went to make a diſpatch, to give the 
Courr,and the Kings Miniſters at Rome advice of 
my arrival at A aples, and all that paſſed fince,and 
having furniſhed the ſame Felucca that brought 
me, fayotred by the mght, I fent a ſervantcalled 
Bourdeaux to tupply the omiſſons might hap- 
pen in my letters, and ro give an exaQ account 
of all things -whereof he had been an eye- 
witneſs, | | 
| Monſieur dr Foxteray had been fo ftronply 
prepoſſeſt by rhe Fabulous Relations made him , 
- of the Forces. of the People of Naples, that (ima- 
Sining there was no want, either of ViQualls, 
Ammunition; Mony, or Men', but onely of a 
Head that- with Authority, giving remedy to 


their Confuſions, after aneſtabliſhment of ſome 


Order, -might make a profitable uſe of all ad- 
' vantages) He had encharged me to draw out 
five or fix thouſand Foot, and ewo thouſand 
Horſe, to open a paſſage, and make a free cor- 
reſpondence between Rome and Naphes : 1 
thought it neceſſary ( by making him under- 
ſtand the crue condition of Afﬀaires) to let him 
ſee the impoſlibilicy of exeenting ſo- great a 
ceſign 


de ee ati «oboe 
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Deſign, being ſo farr from ir, that I was at 
the point of ruin, unleſs powerfully and ſpeedi- 
ly ſuccored ; which obliged me to write him my 
wants more at large, that being ſenſible of them 
he might become my Solliciter, But (whether 
it were that he credited more the Chimerical 
diſcourſes of ſome Neapelirans, or that he was 
ill affeted towards me , the cauſe whereof I 


know not, or out of delire to appear conſide. 


_ rable, by ſeeming better informed at Reme of 


what paſſed at Naples, then I that was upon the 
place, -or that flattering himſelf in ſome ſecrec 
intellipences and negotiations with perſons 
( rhough without his knowledge) employed by 
the Spaniards, who decried my conduct, and 
gave him jealouſie of the credit I daily acqu 
red, or imagining that any other might have 
done what I did, and perhaps more; and that 
I owed my Authority leſs to my own addreſs . 
and care, then to the irreconcileable hatred the 
N eapolitans bore the Speriards, on which 
though on a deceitful bottom, he grounded greacr 
hopes of rendering himſelf neceflary) he began 
to complain of me, as if, to avoid dependance, 
and ſuch orders as I might too frequently re- 
ceive, I would not (by opening a paſſage) e- 
ſabliſh a more eaſie correſpondence betwixc 
us : and, without excuſing me , on account of 
the difficulties of Navigation in ſo tempeſtuous 
a ſeaſon, and the obſtruction of the paſſage of 
Felucca's, by a Fleet compoſed of fo many Ships, 
Gallies, and ſmall Veſſels with Ores, which I 
ſometimes vainly attempted ten dayes together, 

| zccuſed 
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accuſed me for not writing to him; though 1 
omitted no opportunity , unleſs in ſuch inſtants 
in which only 1 could gain advantages, or ſome 
enterpriſes of war; or my aþſence from Town 
prevented me, He detained all. my diſpatches 
for the Court that came to-his hands, all Or- 
| ders and Letters that were ſent me, in fo 
much , that in five Moneths I never could re- 
ceive any other, hat ſuch as were brought me 
by ſome of my domeſticks. He give informa- 
tions to my prejudice; which I perceived at the 
arrival of the Fleet, bythe jealoulie had of me, 
and the endexvours to deprive me of all credit; 
and prevent my performing ( which I could 
have done without difficulty) A&tions ſo glori- 
. ous and advantagious to the Crown , induſtri- 
ouſly Crying me down as a Perſon Chimeri- 
cal, that ſuffering my ſelf to be blindly tranſpor- 
ted by Ambition, ſought nothing but my own 
eſtabliſhment, imagining te ſubliſt on my own 
bottom, and to ſtand in need neither of Prote&t!- 
on nor ſupplies. He endeayoured in the ſame 
manner to poſſeſs rhe moſt Fatious perſons in 
Naples, that he might render me odious. In- 
tertained a correſpondence with Genraro, and 
in a word ſought my ruin by all manner of 
wayes; as if 1 had been the greateſt Enemy of 
France. 

Theſe intrigues I quickly diſcovered , for the 
oreateſt part of the Meſſengers he employed be- 
ing Soldiers of the Gairrifon of Piombino, and 
Frenchmen, and conſequently having greater 
kindneſs for me than h:m, liſted themſelves - 
re 
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the Troops I levied, and bringing me theif 
packets, delivered them not. till I had opened 
and ſealed them again, On the other fide, I 
had taken care to win all perſons that were a- 
bout Gemmaro, even his wife, who ſometimes 
furniſhed me with part of his Mony, of whom 
I ſhould have obtained confidetable fumms, 
had he not perceived the loſs, though he could 
not gueſs by whom it was takeri, and ſince he 
could nor read , there being a neceſſity he 
ſhould truſt ſome body , they who peruſed 
his Letters, - gave me an inſtatir account of 
them; By fuch lights it was caſte to direAt'my 
reſolutions. 

Though this day would have ſeemed toilſome 
ro another, it was agreeable ro me, becauſe 
had employed it proficably, and in fo ſhort 4 
time advanced Aires, I reaſonably thought 
might have proved the worke of fome weeks- 
ſo that nor ſtaying for Supper, which deſery'd 
it nor, I went ro Bed, as well to repoſe, as at 
my eaſe co recolle& what I had done, and was to 
do the day following , where I had found 
great content, had it not been for the tfouble- 
ſome Company I was forced to ehdure. I put 
Gennaro in mind of his Promife, to give liberty 
ro Lewis del Ferro, which he rod me ſhould be 
done in the morning, and afterwards bidding 
him good-night , feigned my ſelf very drowſie, 
to avoid ſo unfatisfaQory and irrational an en- 
tertainfment, a 

The next morning, Monday the eighteenth of 
November , 1 aroſe very catly, and went to the 
hey L 
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C armelites, there atlei ure to conferr with ſuch 
Officers as 1 had appointed ro meet me. I hey 
informed me of. che number and imporcance of 
the Poſtes ( beſides the 3 Caſtles ) that were 
poſſeſſed by the Spaxiards in the Town, what 
Regiments they had, as well of their own Nati- 
on, as Italians and Germans , what Horſe, and 
how diſpoſed of, the names of their General 
Officers and Colonels, the manner of their keep- 
ing Guard; what particular Officers Command- 
ed in every quarter, and generally of all things I 
was concerned to know, Afterwards they told 
me, That we could make ſtate of no more than 
three thouſand and five hundred Foor, and two 


. hundred, or two bundred and fifty Horſe, the 


reſt having been ruin'd in a fight againſt the No- 
bility the day of my arrival, but that in caſe of 
extraordinary neceſlity, I mighr liſt whatI plea- 
ſed, the People being all Araied, and ready for a 
ſudden Exploir, provided the occafion laſted not 
long. They gave me the N:mes of the Colonels, 
Serjeant-Majors, and Captains, thar had the 


| Gu:rd of the Quarters, or advanced Poſtes, who 


being to take new Commiſſions from me, were 
not backward in bringing in their Memorials. 7 
enquired alſo after the moſt intelligent and cre- 
ditable perſons, to employ in making my Le- 
vies, and reſolved not to loſe this Morning 
which I had deſigned for taking a review of 
all the Ferces, and of all the Streets we had 
entrenched againſt the Enemy; to remedy 


what I ſhould find amis, and ſecure our ſelves 


better : Being ready to take Horſe, 1 was _ 
| + | the 
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the Council was aſſembled at Gennaro's. This 
being contrary co the reſolution had been taken, 
that I ſhould be alwayes Prelident of ſuch zs 
ſhould be held whil't 1 was in Town, I ha- 
ted thicher ro enquire the reaſon of ſuch a 
Novelty, which was, that the Sieur de Cerz- 
[antes had procur'd ir, to give account ( as 
he ſaid) of a Commillion ſent him by Mon- 
fieur de Fontenay, and preſent his Letters of 
Credence. After his offers ro the Council of 
the Kings ProteRion and aſſitance, he be- 
gan to blame my flackneſs , for not having 
attempred to open a paſſage for bringing in 
haiſions . and told them, That had be been in 
my place, they ſhould have come in abundant- 
| ly. He vaunted his former Employments, and 
wanting neither wit nor eloquence, had almoſt 
perſwaded thoſe that heard him, that he was as 
great a Captain, as Afarquis Spinula , or the 
Princes of Orange , impudently concluding 
that he was Ambiſſidor of France, _ 
that as ſuch he participated of her truſt and 
ſecrets, and that himſelf alone was encharged 
with her Orders : pretending by this Artifice to 
make himſelf. Camp- Maſter-General, {/ and to 
neceſlicate me not to refuſe it, having Gemnars, 
the Council, and People on his ſide) which he 
knew he ſhould never obtain from me, that 
looked on him as too tinworthy in Birth , 
merit and experience ſor an Employment 1 
reſerved to invite to us ſome one of the greatelt 
Nobility in the Kingdom, that had been a Soul- 
dier, and whoſe quality and capacity might be 

| | L 2 more 
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more uſeful and creditable to me. C dt ; 


was the Son of a Preacher of Sawmur ; and 
the Marquis of Fors, whoſe Tutor he had been, 
made him Lieutenant co the Colonels Compa- 
ny, in the Regiment of Navarre, after whoſe 


death he lefr the Employment; He had Cou- 


rage, but was moſt extravagantly vain. Adifference 
he had, impertinently enough, in the beginning 
of the Queens Regency , with Monſieur de 
Caxda! obliged him to leave the Kingdom, 
and go for Swedex; here Queen Chriſtina, ha- 
ving a value for Men of parts, had ſome conſi- 
deration for him, becauſe of the excellent 
Latine Verſes he made, in which few of this age 
equalize him ; having obtained of her a Com- 
miſſion for a Regiment which was never raiſed, 
he returned into France with the quality of Co- 
lonel and her Agent: but ſhe having learned 
how little he was eſteemed, and her ſelf on his 
account in ſome manner lighted , diſcharged 
him. Preſently afcer this he went for Rome, and 
Siving out that his diſmiſſion happened 'on no 
other account, but the intention was diſcovered 
in him of changing his Religion, he ſought a Pen- 
ſion of the Pope, and having abjured his former 
delief, and daily preſenting as well to him as to 
the chiefeſt and ableſt of the Cardinals, excellent 
Latine Compoſitions, put himſelf in a poſture of 
pretending to ſome favour, He often viſited 
AMenfienr de Fortenay, and made his regular Court 
to me, that we might do him good Offices. 
In this condition # was at the time of my 
paſſing to Naples, and when I deſired of the 

| | - Am- 
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Ambaſſadour ſome one to keep the Ciphers 
(wy then no French Secretarie) he recom- 
mended this man to me for want of another ca- 
pable of ſuch an employment. The eaſineſs he 
diſcoyered in the Kings Miniſters qualifying 
Lewrs del Ferro with the title of Ambaſſadour, 
perſwided him, that he meriting it more than 
the other, could not be refuſed it, eſpecially if it 
appezred he had pained credit enough to main- 
eain ſome cloſe intrique, and work my ruine, 
which perhaps he had diſcovered they were de- 
firous of. I had been cold coo that in his paſſage 
from Rome, he let ſlip, to the: Siewy D'orillac, a 
Gentleman belonging to me, (who reaſonably 
enough feared 1 might be taken Prifoner, havin 

heard no news from me ::) that though ſuch a 
misfortune had happened, the Kings ſervice 
ſhould ſuffer little by it, himſelf alone being ca- 
pable of ſupporting the weighr of the Neapoli- 


_ ranaffairs, how embroiled ſoever, till the arriyal 


of the Fleet. .. 

This diſcourſe held with one of my Domeſticks 
ſufficiently diſcovers the judgement of the party, 
He was much ſurpriſed at my comiog into the 
Council. where declaring that I cook it very 
il chat they deliberated on any thing without 
my knowledge, they made many excuſes, thar 
they could not refufe receiving the Kings Let- | 
ters, nor hearing whit his Ambaſfadour had to 
fay to them. 1 ranred Ceriſavtes for his inſo- 
lence in taking upon him thar citle, and threatned 
him with ſevere puniſhment, if in his life he any 
more committed ſuch a folly direaly contrary = 
| KE9J the 
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the honour of the Crown, turning to ridiculous, 
in_ the eyes of all EZxrepe, that character by 

which particular perſons repreſent Soveraigns. 
He went away in a great deal of Confoſion, yer 
he had fo farre infatuated the whole Aſſembly 
by his plauſible diſcourſes, that with one conſent 
I was heſought to make choice of him for Camps * 
maſter general, This I refuſed, notwithſtanding 
all inſtances could be made, as of too preat pre- 
judice to my Honour in all places where he 
was known; it being as important to me as to 
the people, to reſtrain ſuch incroachments, which 
would give our enemies too great advantages, 
and roo many occaſions to contemn us, Aﬀtere 
wards I got on horſeback and went to make 
the review, which by this unexpeRted occaſion 
had been delayed : I had little ſarisfaQtion in ir, 
finding (as hath been ſaid ) bur three thouſand 
and five hundred foot, and two hundred and fifty 
horſe, the greateſt part of whoſe Officers ne- 
ver ſw any other War than that which tad 
been raiſed in their City ſince the firſt Revolu- 
tions, where the Confuſion and Diſorder had 
been ſo great, that ic were mare ſignificant to- 
wards underſtanding the profeſſion, to forget . 

ina make uſe of what they had ſeen. I vi- 
ficed alſo all the Poſts that were fortified and 
entrenched, and though naturally I want not 
g__ for reporting what I have ſeen, it will 
be jmpoſlible for me to recite ic, the whole be- 
ing (o irregular and extraordinarie, that I muſt 
acknowledge I can make nothing of it. There 
Were cuttings off at the eng of every ſtreet thar 
| | fronted 
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fronted the enemies works. The crenches in 
ſome places were made of Fagpgots and Barrels 
filled with Earth, flanked onely by the houſes, in 
which ſometimes the Spaniards were polleſt of 
the Garrets and Cellars, and the people of the 
other Stories. In other places all w2s very dif. 
ferent, Souldiers were placed behind Chimneys, 
and where the Streets were narrow, they were 
croſſed by Planks, which give Communication 
from the Roofs of the Houſes, where for the 
moſt part the Gutters were made the fields of 
Battel. Onely the Cuſtom-houſe, the Gate of 
Albe, and two or three other Poſts were in a 
00d condition, they having been accidently 
provided with ſome Officer that had ſerved in 
Flanders, at /Ailan Or in Catalonia. 

When I recollet what I ſaw that Morning, I 
cannot bur ſtill admire how the Town held out 
againſt the .Spariards, and am confident ir muſt 
needs have been reduced before my arrival, had 
it not been either by reaſon of the incapxcity of 
the greateſt part of their Officers, who obtain 
their Charges from- the Viceroys before they 
have ſeen any thing, and are very ſuddenly ad- 
vanced, by reforming many under pretence of 
giving them Penſions, and this in ſuch manner 
that in the time of the Duke of Medina de los 
torres one Company of foot in one day had ſuc- 
ceſfively ſeven Captains; or the want of reſolu- 
tion in their Councils., -or their fear of being 
over-powred by the multitnde, or elſe that wan- 
ting Proviſions, they forbore to undertake any 
thing, till che. Spring ſhould give them facility 
Fo : L4 * and 
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and ſecurity of Navigation, to bring them plenty, 
leſt they might be overcharged with too many 
mouths, and ſo conſume the little that remained 
for preſervation of their Caſtles. I added to 
theſe extravagant Fortifications whatever I could 
imagine uſeful, and made them ſecure againſt 
Surpriſes, unleſs by Treaſon. 

1 began my Levies by a Company of-three 
hundred Fowlers, who being the beſt mark(- 
men in the World, 1 placed them on the tops 
of Houſes, in all the Garret windows, and ber 
hind the Chimneys, but principally in the Steeple 
of the Cloyiter of St SebaFtian, from whence 
diſcovering the backſide of the Gate of St Spiro 
( the moſt important of all the enemies quarters, 
and kept by Spanziaras) they killed all- Officers 
that went to and fro with Orders; ' at my hours 
of leiſure I went every day thither to enjoy this 
pleaſure, till the Canon of St: Elmos Caſtle drove 
me away; One day Dox Fobn of Auftria and the 
Earl of Ogzate, pailing in Sedans, the men that 
carried them were killed ,, and they forced to 
make haſte to ſave themſelves afoor. Theſe ex- 


| pert fellows did them infinite miſchief, and in 


five moneths time knocked down an incredible 
number of their Officers. | | 

I gave out Commiſſions for five Regiments, 
of which 1 gave one to Siewy Perez ( wha had 


- ſerved in M'ilas and: Catalonia, and been hurt at 


the defence of the Cuſtom-houſe, which he kepe 
with a great deal of honour) and who is yet with. 
me, the others to Sierr Caftalde, Sieur Antowio 
g Calco who had been Lieutenant af the C _ 
| | Maſter 
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maſter General in the Spanriſs ſervice, Sieur nas 
Dominico an old Souldier, and to Pepe Palombe. 
I made one alſo of Dragoons, which having but 
evo Companies raiſed, | gave their command te 
Harco Piſano. 1raiſed alſo one hundred guards 
 andthree troops of horſe, all at my own expence, 
and appointed, Onofris Piſacans, Carlo Longo- 
bardo, and Ciczo Batimiello, perſons in whom I 
confided, to ſearch what arms were in all the 
houſes, and to give me account on the Market- 
place at three a clock where I would expeR 
them. Being told of a diſorder about the Vi- 
cairie I haſted thither, and found Lewss del Ferro 
followed by Boys and others of the Raſcalitie he 
had drawn together, who, having brought Lad- 
ders. were with Chiſfels breaking down che Arms 
of the Emperour Charles the fifr, which Rood 
over the Gate: The people that had an extra- 
ordinary reſpe& for his memory were in a tu- 
mule, which I appeaſed by caufing him to be 
clapt into a dungeon in Irons. I commanded the 
arms to be ſet up anew, and on. pain of death 
forbad the like inſdlencies, or ro drag the King of 
 Fpains piQure through the Streets, or ſtab ic with 
Knives ; on which agcount I caſhiered the Regi- 
ment of the Larares, ems, onely the compa- 
ay of Pome, who commanged it, and had been 
more obedient to my Orders than.the reſt, and, 
had not only accompanied Maſanelt in the firſt, 
revolr, but had taken the Duke of Arcos by the 
Beard, I cauſe& wo fuch Raſcals to be whipe. 
whom I found tearing with hooks the pours 
trakure of the Catholike King, being of opinion 
chat 
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that how fierce a war ſoever we: make, we are 
not to forget a reſpet to Majeſty, which ought to 
be always facred. 

1 am not inſen{ible that ill offices were en- 
deavoured to be done me at Court on this occa* 
fion, though my proceedings cannot be condem- 


ned by perſons of Honour, the. Spaniards them- - 


ſelves, though they extremely hate our nation, 
not havivg demoliſhed that which in the princi* 
pal Quarters of the City preſerves the memorie 
of che Freych Government. 

Preſently afcer Dinner I went to the Market- 
pl:ce to expeR account of my Orders, where I 


met a remark3b'e adventure, which tended co my * 


Sreater authority and _—_ They to whom [I 
had given Commiſſion brought me account of 


fuch Arms as they had found; but a Butcher cal- 


ted Michael de Santi, a man ſeditious and info- 
tent, accompanied by five and twenty or thirty 


perſons like himſelf, who were his ordinary fol- 


lJowers,came rudely to complain to me, that he 


was not uſed with, ſuch reſpeR. as belonged to - 


bim,che ſearch for, Arms having been made in his 


houfe as well as amongſt the other Inhabitants, 


I rold him it had been done by my Order, and 
that IT underſtood not on what account he 

tended to be exernpted. He told me he was 
Camp-Maſter General. I deſired to know how 
long he hid been poſſefſed of. that charge, and 


who g:ve it him, and whether he had ever been: 


2 Souldier? He acknowledged be had not, and 
that he had no experience, but that he had taken 
thic charge upon himſelf, that he would receive 


3 
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a Commiſſion from no man, and'that this was 
the ſlighteſt recompence the important ſervices 
he had rendered the people merited, for having 

driven the Nobilicy out of the Town, whoſe enc- 
my and perſecutor .he' had declared himſelf. 
I forbid him any longer to aſſume that Quali- 
ty, which I reſerved for a Perſon of greater con- 
fideration, and that he ſhould content himſelf 
with che conimand of his Quarter : Upon which 
anſwering me arrogantly and with too little re- 
ſpeR, I threatned that it he perſitted, 1 would 
cauſe him immediately co be hanged on the Gal- 
lows thac was in the Market-place. Having with» 
drawn into the middle of his rabble , where he 
thought himſelf ſafe, he began ro grumble, that 
] had not been above two dayes in IV apes and 
would already play the Maſter, and brageing; 
that he had cut off the head of Don.Pepe Caraf- 


{e, brother to the Duke of Alatalove, and cave. ..

ſed his Body to be dragged through the Streets, 


ſaid, he would uſe me in the ſame manner, if-I 


roo much vexed him: I was then up+n a black 
S$pariþp Horſe, very vigorous, which I ſpurred 
right upon him, and crampled him under feet in 
the middle of bis Company. Suppoſing one 
that uſed- fo little Ceremony, would certainly. 
hang him, poſſeſt with fear \ he got on his 
knees and begged his life, proteſting. ever af- 
ter to have all manner of ſubmiſſion. and reſpeR 
for me: I pardoned him, but with aſſurance, 
that if he ſhould ever be again ſo inſolent, I 
would make him an example. All: that were 
preſent ſeemed ſyrpriſed at*this. Action, _ 
| that 
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that I apprehended not the danger to which 
IT might have expoſed my ſelf, to v-hom, (mi- 
ling, I anſwered, That I hada natural contempr 
for the rabble, and that when God framed x 
Perſon of my quality, he imprinted ſomething 
on his forehead, could not be beheld by'ic 
. without trembling. 

Afﬀerwards came an Apothecrry ro demand 
Juſtice of me, becauſe the Souldiers he had till 
then Commanded, weary of Obeying him, had 
on their own Authoriry made choice of another 
Captain.l gxve'them a great repriment, and com- 
manded them to obey him as they had done for- 
merly : And, -in anſwer to fome Complaints 
they made of his ill ConduR, he impu 'ently'to}d 
me they lied. I was in choler, and perceiving 
that by ſuffering ſuch things 1 ſhould every day 
fall from the teſpe& due to me, gave him pe Che 


on the head with my Cane, that laid him army 


feet, which he kiſſed in acknowledgment of 'his 
faulc, and fearing ſomething worſe , thought 
himſelf happy to ſcape ſo eafily, and that he was 
very much behoſding to my moderation: 'He 
ſerved me well and faithfully ever after, and his 


| Souldiers obeyed him without having any diffe- 


rence with him, which ſeemed very extraordi- 
nary to me. | Oh 
The moſt preſſing Afﬀair that lay now upon 
me, being to provide for the ſubſiſtence of thoſe 
that guarded our Poſtes, who, would no longer 
have fatigue without pay, having thought on 


a hnndred expedients, I fixed on one, which 
ſeemed the moſt ready, and moſt fure , which 


was, 


bs 


was, to appoint the Mint-Maſter, and all his Of- 


ficers, to bring me to Gemmaro's a Furnace, to try. 


whether their Money were of the true Allay. All 
things being ready for this purpoſe, I went,and 
diſcovering the abuſe, of which this ſort of Peo- 
ple never fail, threatned to hang them as Coyn- 
ers of falſe Money ; which they , not without 
reaſon, apprehending, I was a long while inflexi- 
ble to the entreaties of all that ſpoke for them, 
and made them accept it as a great mercy, to 
puniſh them onely in the forteiture of their 


Salariesand Profirs co the Publick-uſe, for as long 


a time as I ſhould think good. 

The great quantity of Plate that had been 
Plundered from che firſt inſurreQion of AZaſſa- 
nie, which they that were Maſters of con- 
verted into Mony, confider'd; we found we 


might make Eſtate daily, (counting one day with 
| another) of five hundred Crowns. I appointed 


this ſtock for prying the Forces I had in the 
Town, which not onely proved ſufficient, but 
ſerved for thoſe alſo, which from thac day ro the 
day of my Impriforment, I maintained in the 
Field, wich ſuch ſucceſs as you ſhall hereafrer 
hear off | 

| Unwilling co continue any longer uſeleſs, 2nd 
without ſome ation, whoſe ſplendor might gain 
me reputation, I cauſed an exrraordinary draw- 


goof two thoufand commanded Foof®f rhe 


of all the Quarcers, chat 1 might make ad- 
vantage by the intelligedce 1 had of the Ene- 
mies negligence on two conſiderable Poſts, cal- 


led the. Afortellegand St. Charles. 1helſe — 
chem 
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themſelves very ſecure, becauſe covered by ©t- 
Elmos Caſtle, and Lantignana and the Yomero 
which are ( as it were ) two Suburbs , ha- 
ving till then held for them, bur now had 
ſent to aſſure me, they won!d declare for me,and 


take Arms on my firſt Order. I. fent them 


one.in Writing by Serjeant Major de /a Cave, 
who commanded a Body of ſix hundred Men, 
drawn from a Town of the ſame name, whoſe 
Inhabicants bave in all Apes had the reputacion 
of the beſt and hardieſt Souldiers of the King- 
dom; I would not go my ſelf rowards that quar- 
ter, leſt I might give ſuſpition of my Deſign, of 
which the Enemies, by their Spies, might have 
received advertiſement. 

As ſoon as it was night, I headed my two 
thoufind men in the Market-place, re:dy to 


March: when it ſhould be time. 1 deſigned 


rwo attaques, one near the Cuſtom-houſe, and 
the other by the Cloyſter of St. Clare, to buſie 
and divert their Forces, by apprehenſion that I 
was ready to ſecond either of them, where I 
ſhould ſee moſt facility, and appearance of 
ſuccelss The Cavaiols or men of /a Cava 
were in the interim drawn near St. Charles, 
to-fall on as. ſoon as I ſhould give the Signal, 
which 'was a Musket three times fired; five 
hundred' Muſqueteers of Yomero and Lamigna- 
4 were to ſecond them, and I to be at the 
ſame time at the head of my two thouſand 
men, to force the Spaniards from all they were 
poſſeſt of in the Town,excepr the Caſtles ; Theſe 
ewo Poſts, when gained, playing *on their _

and cutting off all their other quarters, which 
was not difficult-to effeR, the incapacity of the 
greateſt part of their Officers conſidered, and 
the aſtomſhment and confuſion that would be. 

A tundred 
men were to fall on firſt, and {ſeconded by the 
like number) to 2dvance farther as ſoon as the 
Work they h:d formed ſhould be poſſeft, and 
in a condition to ſecure them from being cur off; 
the ſame thing was afterwards to be done from 
Poſte to Foſte : and thus, without any great ha- 
zard of Ven, I might have ſucceeded in ſo 
handſome an enterpriſe. | | 

The fignal was to be given at four in the 
mornings, and I expeRing the time wich much 


_ *- impatience, that of my Menwas fo much great- 


er , that they began the attaque two houres 
fooner, before thoſe that ſhould have ſeconded 
them were come up, or I knew how to bring 
them ſfuccor. The great firing I heard, ſoon. 
Save me notice of their precipitation, I loſt no 
rime in beginning my March, which I had bue 
juſt done, when ] had newes by an Officer, dif- 
patched to me in all haſte, char St. Charles was 
ſtormed, with the Death or Impriſooment of five 
' and thirty Reformadoes that kept it. The en- 
couragement of this good ſucceſs gave me a 
great deal of |oy, which was roo much allay'd 
a quarter of an hour after, when 1 underftooff 
that my men, two farr tranſported, by the little © 
oppoſition they met, going on withour minding 


whether they were ſeconded or nor, ate | 
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the 17orteles,and ſome other Fortified Poſtes, & 
paſſed on to the Gardiole, and St. Annes Chappel, 
which are near the Vice-roys Palace, who was ſo 
ſurpriſed, that he abandoned it, and inall haſte 
made to the New Caſtle : Had my Orders been 
followed, ſothat I might have come timely in, 
the Spaniards ſeemed driven out of Naples, the 
Caſtles accidentally beirg provided with no more 
then four and twenty houres ViRuals, and their 
communication cut off. But, my men dazeled 
by their good fortune, fell ro plunder, and en- 
rer houſes; which, the Regiment of Naples 
mmny without reſiſtance re-poſleſt the 
Poſtes we had gained, but diſorderly abandoned; 
and of three hundered men they took, they 
| killed ſome, hanged ſeven or eight, and ſent the 
reſt a plentiful recruit to their Gallies. Y: 
This ſenſibly rouched me, and made me re: 
Sret the want of a Body of well-regulated 
Troops,who, having more obedience, would not 
have expoſed me to ſuch a diſpleaſure, under- 
derſtanding that we ought not to preſs for- 
ward till ;we have made our ſelves ſecure of 
our retreac, Vexed to the Soul by this misfortune, 
T refolved not to retire, till I had attempted 
ſomething elſe , and co this purpoſe, having 
put ſuch Troeps as I had with me in battalia, 
in the Piazza that is before Cardinal Filomarini's 
Palace, I drew out two bodies, one to attaque

The people murmured extremely and 
dereſting the. malice, cried out, Long live the 
Dake of Guiſe our ProteRor, for whom we will 
Jpend our lives and fortunes, and facrifige our 
wives and children; and more to win them by 
a ſoft and compliable comportment, I granted all 
Pardons of Criminals that were demanded of me, 
and continued ſome days to do ſo, not finding in 
my heart to put any to death- But this people ac- 
cuſtomed to Bloud and Maſlacres, were delirous 
of ſuch SpeRacles, and finding by their diſcourſe 
and murmyrings,.that it was time to make my 
ſelf feared, ( it being told rme as I. paſled the

before had not avoided bim-, but 'obliged me 
againſt my will to ſee him paſs ) gave him his life 
at the ſuit of his Wife and Children, ſaying it ws 
not-reaſonable he: ſhould die ſipce bis good for- 
tune had brought him to my preſence, par- 
dons being naturally inſeparable from the eyes

. Vincenzo Andrea thinking onnothing but his 


_ treaſon, ſecretly endeavoured to give Gemaro jea- | 
| louſie of the authority I daily acquired, to which 


he was very much diſpoſed of himſelf by finding a 
diminution of his reſpet , and Vrncewzs daily 
complained to me of bis brutality, ignorance, 
floth and avarice, which would ruine all at Jaſt 
if I took not the whole conduct upon me. he 
under-hand encouraging diſorders and plunders, 
and omitting nothing to obtain his ends. An 
accident happened that gave bim a great deal of 
joy and hope, which yer broughc on no dif- 
altrons event as he had expected: Three Cap- 
tains of the Regiment of Sebaſtian Land, witty 
his Serjeant Major , who had the Guard of the 
Gate of Albe, the moſt ſaſpitious and conſiderable. 
of all-we had, commanding the eaſieſt and moſt 
to be apprebended paſſage of the town (a$afters: 
wards.appear'd by the: application the 5 priniardy 
made for buying it of hun, by which _—_— 
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laſt became Maſters of all and reduced Naples, 
and conſequently-the reſt of the Kingdom to 
their obedience ) came to-:complain ro me of 
che impriſonment of cheir Colonel, and enqui- 
ring of them whether the- enemies had made any 
Salle, or there had happened any Skirmiſh, they 
rold me no, but that Gemars had clape him up 
for oppoſing his plundering a- houſe in his quar- 
ter, contrarie to the Proclamation I had made for 
prevention of ſuch violences. Going therefore to 
the Carmelites Tower, very much incenſed for fo 
unreaſonable an aRion, I ſent the $erjeant Major 
and two of the Captains to cauſe the Guard to be 
doubled, leſt the enemy ſhould make advantage. 
by this accident, and cook onely one of the Cap- 
tains with me. I found Gennaro with the Council 
and ſome of the City Captains, and other Chiefs 
of the people, who met me and rudely told me 
he knew what I came about, and' that I was not 
ro concern my ſelf imthar affair. 1 went into the 
Hall where they were aſſembled, and uſing him 
with all the contempr that belonged to his condi- 
tion, moved by a juſt indignation raiſed by his 
imprudence, and the hazard to which he expoſed 
the whole Town as well as my Perſon, without 
once looking on him, and walking up and down 
the room [ told him, ke knew well enough that 
the. command of the Army belonging to me, all 
milicary perſons offending were to be puniſhed 
by-me;, -and that upon any dif-ſatisfaRtion he 
/ needed onely make his Complaint, and T ſhould 
do-ſuch.right as 1 judged convenient. That he 
ſhould have a'care hereafter of doing as head 


done, 
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done, for I was refolved not to ſuff-r it, Vhit 
I being entruſted with the ſecurity of the Towr: 
my !{onour and Life depend-d on it, which he 
ought no: to hazard by his paſſton and humeur, 
Thar the tile of Protetor w1is not given Ine tO 
ſuffer my ſclf to be ill uſed, and conremned 1n 


ſuch a manner. Tha: it was not juſt that a perfor . 


of my condition, after the neglef of ſo many 
dangers . ſhould be every moment itr:tionally 
expoſed 19 ruine, where no honor«ble occaſion 
preſented it fell, He gave me an infolent an- 
ſwer which moving me to reply, that perſons {0 
brural and inſolent were not worthy to be com- 


manded by ore of my quality; Throke my Staff 


on my Kre?, and caſting away the pieces io: 
him, I renounced the charge I had taken vpot 
me, and aſſured him he ſhouid be reſponſible ſoft 
all ſech miſchiefs as would infallibly folloy, for 
the loſs of the Eſtates, and Liyes of all the In}a- 
bicants, the hononr of their Families; the ſocking 
and deſolation of their Ciry and whole Kinzdom, 
which I abandoned to the crucl Venseance of 
the Spaniards : That T'would itninediately feck 
felucca's for my'return, to leayea place whets'i 
was ſo little valued, and whete nothing could be 
acquired but infamy in ſtead of the honour I 
h-d propoſed to my ſelf: That 1 ould not ſuffer 
a failing of the reſpe& belonged to tne, eſpeci-Iy 


by ſuch 2s he, and that I tad a great mind beſore 


my departure to make him an example,atid cauſe 

him to be thrown out of the Window. 
Ail that were preſerit offered thernſeſves to 
perform this, be in the mean time weeping, and 
| . £ill11ng 
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caſting himſelf at my feer, which he often kiſſed, 
beggins my pardon, which was in like manner 
done by bis Wife and Brother-in-law, with a 
thouſand demonſtrations of fear, and as many 
Proteſtations for the future to be more obedient 
and ſubmiſlive to.me than the meaneſt perſon in 
the Town. All the Company on their Knees, and 
with. tears in their eyes, beſought me to take 
again the.command, they having no hope but in 
me alone, being for eyer ruined if I laid aſide the 
defence of their liberty. 1 yielded to fo many 
entreaties, and another Staff being preſented, 
accepted ir as. a mark of the uthority I re- 
aſſumed. After this I had much ado to hinder 
thoſe that were preſent from killing him, ſo'greac 
were their animoſities, 1 ſent back Colonel Lands 
to his charge, ordering him for'tbe future co ap- 
ply himſelf co it, with: the. ſame -panRualicy, vi- 
gSilance and zeal as formerly, of which he gave 
me all ſuch Promiſes, asih's Obligation and che 
Friendſhip 1 had.,ever expreſſed for him' re- 
Gn. i. SE | 
In the mean time Pepe Palombe at the head of 
thoſe of the Concherin, Matheo Dgmore followed 
by all Lavinare and the adjoyning quarters, and 
all thoſe of the Market-place in Arms, with loud 
cries and a furious tumule demanded the perſon 
of Gennaro to be delivered to them, that they 
might cut off his Head, and afterwards hang him 
_ upby the foot, by that Example to teach the re- 
ſpe that belonged to me. I went down to pa- 
cifie them, which my appearance immediately did, 
after the aſſurance I gave them of my SatisfaR:-

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on. They often-times called me their Father and 
Defender, with tears conjuring me not to-aban- 
donthem, ſince without me they could not hope 
deliverance from flavery, recommending ro me 


the preſeryation of their Livesand Fortunes,with 


the honour of their Families, 


This inſolent penitent not thinking himſelf ſe. 


cure, beſought me to prote him againſt che fu- 
ry of the whole Town, and publiquely kneeled 
down before me to beg his Life, where { em- 
braced: him and commanded the people, ſince I 
had pardoned him and looked on him as the beſt 
and faichfullelt of my Friends, to love and value 


him as formerly, I raking into my proteRion his | 


intereſts and ſifety againſt all men. In this man- 
ner I made uſeful ro me- an accident that might 
probably have given me much trouble and dan- 
ger. He'retired into his Tower, and I got on 
horſeback to ſhew my ſelf to the people, and 
viſit the condition of the Poſts, and vigilance of 
the Guards, that I might have nothing to feat 
in the night. As I paſſed by S* Lawrence's Cloy- 
ſter,T heard a noiſe in a Palace thar belonged to a 
Perfon of Quality, and ſent an Officer of my 


.Guards to enquire the occaſion, Who returned 
- with word that fifteen or ſixteen perſons were 


plundering it, I commanded him- to bring the 


chief of them to me, whom I asked whether 


he had not knowledge of my Proclamation , by 
which the pillaging of any Houſe was forbidden 
on pain of death. He told me Yes, but ir being 


reported that arms were hidden there, he went 
_  toſearchby authority of an order ſigned by my 
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ſelf and Vincenzs Andrea. 1 demanded it, and 
finding my hand counterfſeit:d, ſent for a Prieſt 
out of the'Cloylter to confeſs htm, and immedi- 
ately after,cauſed him to be hangcd art the B:rrs 
of a Window. This prompt Juſtice drew a ihou- 
ſand Benediftions on me, and fo terrified all ſuch 
as till then had ſecurely commicted the like out- 
rages,that no more of them were ever atterwards 
heard of inthe Town. 
| I very ſeriouſly applyed my ſelf to negotiate 
1 ſome intelligence with the Nobility, and ordered 
all ſuch Gentlemen as were in Town, to meet me 
the next Morning at the Carmelites, in order to a 
Conference I delired to hold with them : they 
| failed not of coming, nor I of an extraordinary 
| careſſting them all, 1 told them that having come - 
to Naples to no other purpoſe but to free all the 
Kingdom as well as the Town from the rigorous 
Domination of Spaiz, I thought it a happineſs to 
me tobe ina condition to be uſeful to the Service 
of the Nobility, and that I was already ſuffictent- 
ly recompenſed for all the dangers I had under- 
gone, by having had the good fortune to ſecure 
the Houſes and Goods of many perſons of Quali- 
ty, from the fury of the people, more exaſperated 
againſt chem by artifice of the Spaniards, and for 
want of underſtanding what was profitable and 
neceſlarie for themſelves than out of any parti- 
eular averſion, That I was very deſirous to find | 
ways to reconcile them, ſince their intereſts oughc | 
to beone and the ſame, that they ought to be 
equally concerned in Liberty, which I could not 
acquire to the people without the Nobilities re- 
a. ; caving 
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ceiving advantage by it, That they both made 
up one body, in which the Nobility ought to 
poſſeſs the higheſt place, and preſerve the Rank 
and. Prerog.ative God and Nature had piven 
them. Thar a Perſon of my Quality could ne- 
yer forget the eſteem belonged to Gentlemen, 
and that my actions ſhould hereafter make evi- 
dent, that 1 knew very well how to By a diffe- 
rence between perſons of Birth and the Vulgar. 
Thar there was not any one amongſt them bur 
ought to rejoyce for the falling of the authority 
into my hands, ſince in place of the out-rages 
they had formerly ſuffered, they ſhould find in 
me all civility, courteſie and piſſion to ſerve as 
well all of chem in general as every one in par- 


ticular. 
This Complement was as welcomely received 


as really and unfainedly made, and accompanied 


by thanks for the fivourable effeRts they had 
already enjoyed, by my having treed all the 


Gentry from oppretlion, and danger of the 


plunderings and inſolencies of the common 
people, To which I replyed that I had done no- 
thing yer could merit their good opinion, but 
was confident that when time ſhould preſent me 
an opportunity to diſcover the ſincerity of my 
' Intentions, they would own themſelves to be 
in ſome manner obliged to me, and thar though 
I ſhould fail of acquiring their perſons, I could 
not but hope ſome ſhare in their eſteem and 
\ friendſhip, and that how nearly ſoever they de+ 
pended on Fpaiz, it ſhould tranſport them no 
farcber than rheic duty obliged them , becauſe 

IE they 
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they muſt needs yield ſomething of their hearts 
and inclinations to the care and pains I would 
take on all occaſions to do them ſervice, I then 
acquainted them that I daily expeRted che French 
Fleet, ro depend on my Orders, provided with 
all things' necefſary to the enemies ruine, in 
which apprehending they might be involved, I 
conjured them to open their-eyes, and provide 
for their fecurity and advantage : I beſought 
them to make ſerious refleftions on it, to'give 
account of the true condition of affairs tothe reſt 
of their order that were abſent, and to aflure 
themſelves they might entirely relie upon me 
in all their Concernments ; That for what re« 
mained, being now abour ſertling the Govern- 
ment by formingir into a Republique, they ſhould 
not exclude themſelves, nor ſuffer it to be framed 
ſimply popular, which would 'be much to their 
prejudice, and very difficult to be remedied after- 
wards; That I del:yedthat buſineſs all | poſſibly 
could.to give them time to tike a good reſoluti- 
on. That they had no longer to do with a 27a/a- 
»iello nor a Gennaro, but with one that tenderly 
loved and-y2lued them, and that would always 
preferr their inter-ſts above his own : that they 
therefore might and ought to have an entire con- 
fidence in me. That 1 adviſed them to aſſemble 
themſelves, where I would be reſponſible they 
mighr with freedom and fafety treat of their at- 
fairs, and take their meaſures in te preſent con- 
junqures, becinſe ſomething poſſibly might hap. 
pen would make it roo late. I warily obſerved 
the Countenances of every one of them, fo to 
ts | - penetrate 
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penetrate into-their moſt ſecret thoughts ; the 
greateſt part ſeemed cheartul, ſome(asIimagined) 
moved by my diſcourſe, and all of chem gener.lly 
had ſomerhing of inclination and eſteem for me, 
che Prince of /a Rocca Colin to Cardinal Filo- 
marinz excepted, who, though he rendered me 
all manner of reſpes and civilties imaginable, 
by his coolneſs ſufficiently &ſcovered I was never 
to truſt him, of which at laſt I had but too great 
experience. 5s | 

T wasquickly after ſenſible of the effet of this 
conference, which drew news from all parcs, and 
which (after che conſideration of what | had told 
chem) cauſed the greareſt part of the Gentry 
to wiſh me well, and deſire my preſeryation, ſince 
on me alone depended their Eſtates, Perſons,and 
Families. I ſent a Complement to the Princeſs of 
Maſſa on the lo's of her Husband, which had fo 
ſenſibly moved me, with offers ro her Self and _ 
Children of all that could depend onmy Autho- * 
riry and Credit: excuſing my ſelf that the 
weighty aff:irs that lay upon me, prevented my 
Perſonal paying her thoſe Civiliries. 

I went often to Maſs to the Nunneries, where 
were Ladies of Quality, and viſicing them at the 
Grate,defired them to ſend to their Relations all 
manner of Complements and offers in my name, 
and deſired them to give me notice of all chings in 
which I might oblige and ſerve them : In a word, 
1] omitted nothing in my power that rended to 
gain the Nobility, without whom I knew the 
Spawiards could not ſupport themſelves, their 
C onjunRion making their principal force, and 
| DT 4 which 
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which was moſt likely to give me danger and dif. 
ficulry, Being one day at one of the Cloiſters, I 
deſiredto ſee the Princels of Sens and her daugh- 
ters, tO whom 1 made my Compliments, as to a 
perſon animaed againſt the Spaniards by the 
Death of her Husband, and thar by conſequence 
would be very glad to draw off trom their ſer- 
vice all her Relations, and engage them with 
me. I thought it alſo good Policy to ſhow 
ſome kind ot conſideration for the memory of 
Maſaniells, te having laid che firſt foundarion of 
the liberty of Naples ; and cauling his Widow 
to be found out, who was reduced to the extre- 
melt neceſlity, I took particular care for aflitt- 
ins ber, which I continued to the time of my 
impriſonment , which was very acceptable to all 
the People. | 

In the mcan time want of Vicuals neceſlita- 
tins me to hazard all for making a way for ther 
entrance, I reſolved co take the field, and attempt 
Averſa , though with very great difficuity, and 
fictle hope. I prepared to March the Tweltch of 
December , with my Regiment Commanded by 
Fepe Palombe , that of Facemo Refſo, which con- 
ſiſted of one thouſind Muſquegers, and two 
others, which I afterwards gave to Sieur Peyes, 
and de Mallet, and that of Antonio de Calco ; 
with the Companies of Omfrio Piſacani, Carlo 
Longobardo. and Batimicllo, making about four 
hundered Maſyueriers, and all my Infantry three 
thonſand five handered, or four thouſand Men ; 
of which fifteen hundered were not Armed, and 
zhe greatelt part of them w.thout Swords, - 
| - re 
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ried only Staves hardened at the end in the fire} 


Beſides theſe, there were four or-five hundered. 


Lazaves, who carried long Poles with Iron 
hooks, with which they pretended to attaque the 


Cavalry, and pull the Horſemen ourof their 


Saddles. Aniello de Falco Commanded the Ar. 
tillery, which conſiſted of four Field-pieces, with 
proportionable Equipage. Having no more 
than four handred pound of Powder, to make 
a greater ſhow I carried ſome Barrels of 


Sand, a Malteſe being Commiſſary, The Ca» 
_ valry conſiſted of the Company ot my Guardes, 


of thar of General Cicio Ferlingere Commanded 
by his Lieutenant, himſelf difabled by the gour, 
of Gennaro, to whom Horacio V aſſabo was Lieute- 
nant, thoſe of Anarea Rama, Rocco, Damiane , 
and the brother of Auguſtin de Liecto, who mighr 


make five or ſix hundered Horſe. The Sieur 


Doorillac my Servant, that was to Command 


my Troop of light-Horſe, did the duty of Lieute- 


nant-general of the Horſe; Philip Priguani, an 
Advocate, was Commiſlary General , and the 
whole Bady under me to be Commanded by the 


| Baron of Moder, in quality of Camp-Maſter- 


General : Bernardo Spinto was Judge Advocate. 
This little Army had its Rendezvouz in a large 
Plain without the Gate of Capxa, at the end of 
the Suburbs of St. Anthony, where, drawn in Bat- 
talia, it expeted me to March the Twelfth of 


December at two in the Afternoon ; bur, a con-. 


ſiderable accident cauſed me to differ my de- 
parcure till the next morning, Gn. 
' Whilſt my Servants were yet at Dinner, 

_ went 
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went inte the-Market-place, and while I cauſed 
Arms to be given to a new-levied Company.of a 
handred Men, Thad advice,that the Enemy; (not 
| without reaſon, ſuppoting 'my abſence would 
cauſe ſome: diforder ) attacqueyf the Poſtes of 
the Cnſtom-honſe,of St. Bartholomews-Ifle, and 
Vifita Pawveri,. and were become Malters, ha- 
- vins found them unprovided, thoſe that were 
entruſted with. the Guard having abandoned 
them to gb home and Dine at their own Hou- 
. ſes. 1 immediately ſent the Company that was 
upon the place, to oppoſe them, and Orders to 
my Servants to get a Horſeback, and continue 
ready to follow me, and galloped to the Capuar 
Gate, where 1 ordered the Baron of /odene to 
draw ent five hundred Musketiers , under the 
. Command: of Colonel Anthonuio de Calco, and 
ſent for. the three hundred Cavaie/es that re- 
mained (vn -wbom I could ſafely depend, and 
who ſerved. me with a great deal of courage 
and ſucceſs in this occaſion) to make all haſte 
towards me, and returning as ſwiftly as I went, 
placing my ſelf at the head of my Servants, and 
ſome tzw others the noiſe had drawn to me, 
making in all about forty Horſe, marched 
freight to: the Enemie, The Company I ſent 
out of the Market-place being not gone farr, [ 
quickly oyertook it, and having paſſed two 
Streets, and arriving at the Celleria, a place very 
ſpacious, eſpecially in thar part of it which is near 
the Fountain of the Serpents,and as it were in the 
middle of the Town,I ſaw three hundred Jraliav 
Reformado's, who began to put themſelves in 

order, 
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order, and had their firſt Rank of Partiſans. I 
charged them vigorouſly, and having broken , 
purſu'd them as' farr as the Cuſtom-houſe, and 
alighting from my Horſe art a little bridge 1 was 
fo paſs, fell pel-mell in amongſt them, and drove 
. them from that Poſte with a very- great ſlaugh- 


ter ; they endeavoured to lodge themſelves in 


ſome ruines, from which 1 alſo drove them. 
All my Troopes being come up, they again en- 
deavoured to entrench themſelves, and my Men 
briskly repulſed them : but the Fight growing 
warme, my Powder began to fail, and 1 ſent for 
ſome to Gernaro, who ſent me a Barre), but be- 
fore it came;, we were conſtrain'd to oppoſe 
with our Swords and caſting of ſtones, the at- 
tempts they m3de upon us with good Muskers , 
which laſted above a preac halfe hour : ar the 
end whereof, taking advantage of my want of 
Ammunition, they made up the Worke they 
had undertaken. In this extremity I gave or- 
der to Colonel Melone, with five hundered Mus- 
ketiers to re-take the Iſland of <t. Bartholomew , 
which he did with little reſiſtance; and after- 
_ wards cauſing him to fall our into the open field, 
followed by three hundred with Swords in their 
hands, teavinp the reſt to guard what had been 
regain'd, I ſent him to cur off the enemies re- 
treat, and endeayour' to poſſeſs himſelf of the 
Cultom-houſe of Corne, I drew out Anthorio 
ae Calco, with' two hundred Muſqueticrs to 


drive them out of Y; ifta Pauveri : And in the. 


mean time went up into one of the Roomes 
yet in our poſſeſſion, where cauſing Oyl, which 
| — ik 
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I found in great quantity, to be made hot, 
breaking through a Wall, I. made it be thrown 
upon the Enemy; and makiag uſe of pitch'd 
Ropes and Faggots, which had been reſerved to 
attempt the burning ſome ſhips, they could no 
longer reſiſt, and were forced to retreat, by 
which I preſerved the Town, that without my 


_ diligence and vigour had been toſt , the Enemy 


having entered and advanced wichin two ſtreets 
of the Market-place. 

Having ſecured all there, T went to V;/ira 
Paveri, which we had re-caken, bur not thinking 
it enough, I giined a whole ſtreet, and ad- 
vanced a Worke as farr as the Jtalian Play- 
houſe, and finding that ſome Spaniards were 
Poſted in the upper Rooms of the laſt houſe, I 
made uſe of the Powder I had ſent for, and 
which was but then broupht me, ro blow them 
up, where they loſt twelve or fourteen men. 

In all this occaſion, which laſted above two 
houres, one of the hotteſt and moſt obſtinate 
chat had bcen ſeen in Naples , there were but 
two or three ſ[1in on my (ide, and five or fix 
harc : and, by confeſſion of the Spaniards, du- 
ring the time of my Priſon , they had ſix ſcore 
Reformadoecs killed, or dangerouſly wounded, 
moſt of them by Swords. This a@ion very 
much reincouraged the People, by whom I was 
received with extraordinary applauſes. 

The Spaniards taking to heart this dayes mis- 
forrune, actribured irs effe& only to my preſence , 
and ( ſuppoling me gone out of the Town) ho- 
ped to revenge themſelves in the night, _ 

eat 
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that the People, in ſtead of providirg ſor their 
defence, would employ themſelves in Rejoy- 
_ cings, they therefore filled up the places of ſuch 

Officers as had been ſlain, held in readineſs a 
confiderable body, and abour eleven a Clock 
ſmartly aſſzulted the Cuſtom-houſe : But, un- 
derſtanding of what importance it was to us, on + 
the conſervation or loſs of this Poſt the fate of 
the Town depending , I had vifited it about nine 
or ten that night, . which occaſioned their find- 
ing the Guards doubled and very exac, and were 
nor a little ſurpriſed ( immediately after the 
begining of the skirmiſh) co learn my arrival by 
the Souldiers Exclamations of long live his High- 
neſs -our Protector. This cauſed them to faint 
and retreat, leaſt the night might prove as vn- 
fortunate to them asthe Day ; They diſcharged 
their choler by firing their Canon, of which 
they were quickly weary, finding they ſpent 
their Powder tn vain. In the mean time ;- in 
cheir ſight, I finiſhed the making upour breaches, 
which 1 had begun before dinner, and put this 
Poſte in a condition to fear nothing but Trea- 
ſon, and indeed after this they never durft 
attempt it, Afterwards I went to reſt, that | 
might be ready in the morning to order f 
things neceſſary for our defence, and the man- 
ner in which the Council were to4R, for putting 
all in ſo ſecure a poſture, that the enemy mighc 
attempt nothing, in the time my abſence might 
_ them they ſhould find all things 
eaſie. | | 

The next morning , being the thirteenth of 

| | December, 
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December, at. Day-break, I got. on horſeback 
to, viſit the Poſtes and Quarters of the Town,and 
leave ſuch orders as ſhould - be...neceſlary, I 
gave the Command of the Cuſtom-houſe to 
Colonel clone, with a Serjeant-Major, and Cap- 
cains and Souldiers under him; All the neighbour- 
ing quarters E likewiſe took under my Authority, 
as the Iſle of St.: Bartholomew guarded by'a 
Captain, De Porto and Vifra Pawveri by a Ser+ 
Jeant-Major -. Colonel Poxca. had the Guard of 
St. Clare, and a Serjeant-Major- of the lower 
end of C edrangulo. St. Dominico Soriam Nas 
entruſted to Colonel Hannibal: Brancaccio ; 
Mount Olz:vere to a Serjeant-Major ; The Gate 
of Albe and St, Sehaftians-Cloyſter,: ro Colonel 
Sebaſtian Lani ,- thee Corrt-Ditch to Captain 
Cicio Coſta; : St, Dominico and: St; Aniellj to rwo 
other Captains. ; Saint' Gemnaroes Gate , and the 
Virgins Suburbs to Colonel Diega/Paſſero, The

general of the Proviſions) to Vincenzo Ardvea, 
T onno Baſſo, Aniello Porcio, Amhonio Scacciaven- 
to, and Amugyſtino Mole, and recommended to 
this laſt;: in whom I had' entire confidence, ito 
Jook after'all-niy Concernments , to give 'me 
punQual. advice of all chings, and oleh what- 
ſfoever might be undertaken to my prejudice, 
which would be eaſie for him, he being a perſon- 
very aQive, intelligent and dextrous, really de- 
voted to-me, for whom he had an extraordinary 
zeal and affetion, = | 
All theſe 'but neceſſary ,precautions havine 
ſpent more time than I expeRed, night coming 
on, I could do no more than take up my lodging 
in the Saþurbs of S. Anthony, to be the readier to 
be gone next Morning, being the fourteenth of 
December at day break.” However I firſt cook my 
leave and the' Benedictions of Cardinal Fihbma- 
rizs, and viſited the holy Retiques of Saint Ger- 
tare. I relgaſed Ceriſaxter from his Confine- 
ment to: his. Chamber; with .permiſſion to fol- 
jow me:into the: Field: and: ſending for him in 
the Evening! after a. repriment, and advice to 
make a:go9d uſe of what. had happened ro him, 
he cold me, thar-that which ſo importunely preſ- 
fed him to.a;fudden ProviGon for his fortune was 
bis apprehenſion leſt the Fleet might bring-ſome 
one by the Kings order to take his place, and the 
Cyphers from him); which would be extremely 
to'his prejudice, by the loſs of his Credit and 
ReſpeR, in ſuch manner that if his fortune were 
| no 
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not made before, it would afterwards be very 
difficult, he added, that I was in the like hazard, 
being employed only out of pure necellity for 
want of another, that I was not beloved; that 
they were jealous and diſtruſtful of my exalta- 
tion, and thar 1 ought no leſs then he to haſten 
ro an eſtabliſhment, ſince ſome one might come 
with the Fleet capable of poſſeſſing my plzce. I 
mult acknowledge,” that the often' compariſon 
he made of bim and me, was as difpleaſing ro me 
as ir was neither , juſt nor reſpeRive : So that I 
replyed, he had ſome reaſon to be troubled, be- 
cauſe there were a great many perſons capable 
of the employment he- had abont me, and that 
world accept it without conſideration , whether 
he were diſpleafed or ſatisfied :* but that my

But, withour that, if any one ſhould have rhe

ſhould nor. piſs unpuniſhed ; and that whoe- 
ver they were, they ought ro conſider well be- 

fore they expoſed thernſelves to ſuch a bazard, 

withour bringing me-an Order, to which hy =

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ſpet and fidelity would prevent any reply, be- 
ing incapable of any other p:\ſion then chat of 
_—_ my Maſter, and obeying his pleiſurcy but 
that Iknew very well how to vindic:te my (elf 
againſt ſuch as ſhould outrage me withonc 
' ground or reaſon, and that 1 ſhould aſſured- 
ly be much more apprehended and feared 
then he could be by fuch as deſigned to be- 
reave him of his imployment. ' 

Let the Wotld judge if this anſwer contains 
any thing contrary to reſpe& and fidelity, yer it 
was imputed a Crime, and looked on as a Me- 
nace againſt ſuch as ſhould come to negoti*te 
on behalfeof the Crown, were it that my words 
were not faithfully reported, or that they endea- 
voured to pervert their meaning, = 

A few dayes after, the realicy of tny Inten« 
tions appeared, and my reſpe&s were juſtified 
by my Comportment with the Abbot Beſch:, to 
whom I :performed continual civilicies out 8 
confideration of the C hataRer- be bofe. of 
the Kings F nvoy, though 1 was fully informed 
he endeavoured my ruine by manyintrigu:s,nay, 
managed a conſpiracy againſt my life, ſerving 
init the Spgriayds, (ro whom 1 certainly knew 
him to be a Pentionet ) to the prejudice of

Before I went, 1 diſpatched Commiſſions to 
ſeveral Zanditi, who had drawn together, and 
deſired that they _—_ take ' Armes throngh 
the whole Kingdom :. theſe are a fort of Peop 
very proper for inſurreRions, but that comm 
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fo manydiſorders and outrages, that they ruine 
all whereſoever.they paſs; and who afcerwarus 
are uſually made Sacrifices to the publick hay 
cred, the affeRion of the People being: regained 
. at the price of their heads, afcer they have per- 
formed all ſuch ſervices as.chey are cav bc of, 
They regard neither word nor, oach in, their 
capitulations, nor make any diffcrence in the 
uſage of ſuch Towns and Places as yield volun., 
rarily, or are ſtormed by force; with them the 
example of Fathers 1s to be followed, who 
burn the Rods after the CorreQtion of their 
Children, 1 cauſed Papowe to March by. the 
Garig/iano, with two Gentlemen of the Family 
of Darerzo,who in a ſhorc time made themſelves 
Maſters of all thercabours, and. (after many at- 
tempts) of Seſſa, and the Tower of Sperlonga , 
where Captain Peter of Piemont was left Com- 
mander. The Sieur d& Laſcari marched tp- 
wards Fond: , of which he - poſſeſſed himſelf ; 
Aſarcello T zrſo into Calabria, Pietro Creſcentio 
cowards Afonte Fuſcolo, The Earl of Y aplie 
and Zfatheo C briſtinno into the Country of Barie, 
and 14azotra into Baſilicata, Sabats Paſtarit 
into Apulia: other Bandites into Abrazay, 
where afrerwards many other Perſons declared 
for. us, whom I ſhall nominate aad ſpeak of in 
. time and place,  Palizo PaFeng commanded toe 
wards Salerno, Paxl of Naples, and the Vaſſals ; 
towards St. Severizo,. Nocera,' , La Cava, and 
 Avellino,and I fent them for this purpoſe the C- 
vaioles that continued yet in Neptes :, It gave 
_preat aſtoniſhmcac to the Spevienss ro ſee them-

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ſelves attacqued on all ſides, and-I drew foge- 


' ther ſo numerous forces, that in leſs than a

Moneth the whole Kingdo 11 declared for me , 
and all the Towns came in, except ſuch as had 
Caſtles and Ciradels, and the whole Nobility was 
neceſſitated to have recourſe ro me for ſife- 
Suards,and ſecuring their Lands and Houſes from 
Plunder ; in which I took all care imagin' ble, 
thac I might gain them, and when they were 
forced to: abandon all, wiſhed them co ſend 
People of their own :to preſerve their rerits 
and moveables : this wrought ſo much on 
them, that they afterwards fought againſt me,with

gene view of them. Returning to my Lodging, 


found there the Marchioneſs' of Araviave, a 


Lady of Qmlity , who' came to defire a ſofe- 


guird, which Timmediately appointed her, with 
. ; a 
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a Coach to return, ſhe having come a Foot in 
very ill way, and as bad weather : Beinga wi- 
dow, and having two Sons well grown, ſhe 
delired leave to ſend them to Naples to 
their Relations, with ſome Mony aid Jewels, to 
which I conſented with a Paſſeport for their 
ſecurity, ſhe going away extreamly ſatisfied with 
my Civilicics, and reſolved, as ſhe aſſured me, to 
uſe all her endeavours to giin me her friends 
and Kindred, | 

I had brought with me an Aazg»$fine Frier, 
very well known to all the Nobility, as having 
been Companion to Father Andrea d* Avallos, 
afterwards a Biſhop, brother of the Marquiſs 
of Yaſte, called Father Thomas Sebaſtian, very 
much affe&ed ro me, and who being a man of 
partes, nughc be uſeful ro me in my negotiation. 
He rold me, there lived hard by a Gentleman 
called Yincenzo Carafa, a very underſtanding 
perſon, and preat enemy of the Spaniards, who 
could eaſily negotiate with the Nobility that had 
retired into Averſa, I appointed him to bring 
him to me next morning at my riſing : After 
this, being informed that there was a great 
Town called St. Ciprian, about halt a Leagie 
off, from whence the Enemy had received a 
great deal of Corn, and where yer there 
might remain twelve or fourteen thouſand ſacks, 
1 ſent for Facomo Reſſo, who, as a famous BÞ ax- 
ditoz knew very well the way, and had a great 
credir amongſt that People; I commanded him 
with his Regiment, which conſiſted of a thou- 
ſand good Men, co March thither the next 
O 3 morning 
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morning at day-break , which | might eafily be 
done without any fear of the Enemies Horſe, 
the Country being broken with Ditches, and tra- | 
 v.rſed with Trees; that without making any 
halr, or ſuffering himſelf to be amuſed by light 
skirmiſhes, or ſmall partes, which would que- 
ſtionleſs be ſent after him, he ſhould make thither * 
as faſt as he could, and entrench himſelf ſo as to 
keep ir, till 1 could convey all the Corn to Na- 
ples, His imprudence in not obſerving my Or- 
ders, engaged me the next day in a very dan- 
Scrous Combat, which yet had no other effe& 
then to gain me honor, and an opportunity 
which I to well managed, that ic proved the 
Fountain of all the good ſucceſs that afcerward 
arrived to me, and went very near to give an 
irreparable loſs to the Spaniards. 
' Vincenzo Carafa was with me the next morn- | 
ing at my riſing, whom (to ſecure him from | 
ſuſpition) I had ſent for by four of my Guards, 
1 ſhuc my! ſelf up with him an hour and 
halfe, and was aſſured that the Nobility, being | 
greater Enemies to the Spaniards than the Peo- 
ple, did more paſſionately defire to ſee them- 
ſelves delivered. from their Government , but 
char rheir hatred for the Moulticude , and their 
apprehenſion of becoming ſubjet to them, 
was the only conſideration relirained them 
from attempting the ways of Liberty : | ſpoke 
to him all ſach things as 1 thought might be ac- 
 ceptable, and free him from his diſtruſt; very 
${:d to underſtand my intentions, he aſſured me, 
I ſhould nat find any of the Nobility that would

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not joyfully have recourke to me, own me 
as cheir head , and readily obey all my Or- 
ders : After many embraces I ſent him to 4- 
verſa, well inſtructed, and well affeted with a 
Paſſeporc, under precence of retiring with choſe 
th..c were alre:dy there, and cauſed him to be 
accompanied by Father Fhomas Sebaſtian, who 
preteaded he came thither ro give account to 
ſome of che Gentlemen of their particular Af- 
fairs entruſted ro bis managing. I very much 
depended on this negotiition, of which I con- 
ceived great hopes : but, by reaſon of the in- 
diſcretion of Vincenzo Carafa , who was too 
_ eager and palltion:ce, chongh ſomerking was ef- 
fected, yer not all that I expeRed:; He was 
very favourably reccived and heard, but open- 
ing himſelf ro roo many, was made Priſoner, 
for which 1 wis very lorry. | 

I was but juſt ſer down to Dinner, when F4- 
como Reſſo ſent me word he had mer ſome Scouts 
of the Enemies Horſe, and purſued them to, 
the Portes of Aver/a, where he had engaged 
them with conſiderable advantage : ſo as if I 
immediately came to him, he affurcd me of 
taking ic. I was ſo ſurprized by this extra- 
vagint news , that riſing haſtily from the 
Fable I threw it down, and cauſing inſtantly ta 
found to Horſe, reſolved to hazard all to fave 
him, and prevent his Regiment from being cut 
in pieces, it being the beft body of Foot I had; 
I ſent him order to come off, whilſt I attacqued 
fuch Troops as I reaſonably imagin'd the Enemy 
would ſend to meer me.co hinder ory diſengaging. 

kim, & cur off his retreat. —K 
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I commanded the Baron of Afodene to place 
at the head of my Quarter, which I had en- 
rrenched, two pieces of Canon charged with 
carthiges, and to ſend me five hundred Musquet- 
tiers, to ſecure all the ſtreight paſſages by which 
T was to retreat, and to keep all the reſt of the 
foot in arms in the Quarter, as well for its ſe- 
curity, as to be ready ro march where I ſhould 
have occaſion for them, not doubting to receive 
a repulſe, knowing that there were in Averſa 
abour three thouſand horſe. I cauſed D'orillac 
ro draw out the Horſe Guard , with orders to 
take a view of the enemy, to endeavour to 
amuſe them by a Skirmiſh, to give me immedi- 
ate notice of their march, to have a care not to 
engage himſelf too lightly, and gain me time to 
put my ſelf in order of Battle in the high way 
from Averſa to Naples, which had on each fide 
two great Dirches, as is uſ.al in Flanders, the 
Countrey being all divided into little Cloſes, on 
whoſe Borders grow Fruit-trees, encompaſſed 
with Vines, as in many parts of Priedwont and 
Lombardie. T left my Infantry in the plices in 
which I thought ic would be moſt neceſlary, and

looking behind him, crying out that he was very.

Philip Frignani, Commiſſary general of the 
Horſe, who had a little bloud on his hand, 
c:uſed by a ſcratch of a Nail on. the Pommel!

he ſhed char blaud with joy for my ſervice, as be 
would do all thic remained whenſoever there 
ſhou'd be occaſion, and char he was ſhot 
through the Reins with a Carebinze, I ſent him 
into the Quarter co be dreſſed, which was the 
onely thing he defired.

' Next morning at my riſing Father Thomas 
Shaſtian gave me accolint of the misfarrune of 
* ** which ſenſibly ſtruck me; told. me of the 


FaRion that ſpread, it ſelf awongſt all the No- 
-þility, and the inclinations he diſcovered in them. 
; which ſecmed very favourable : and gayc me 
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hope that I had begun to ſow a good ſeed, 
which being cultivated, would in time produce 


an advantageous harveſt. 
In the mean time foly Lewis Lanai, and 


the Trumpet I had ſem fo Averſa, being arri- 


ved there, were a while detained without the 
Gates, till all chings might be pur in fuch a po- 
ſture as was defired might be reported to me ; 
After which, they cauſed them to enter, and con. 
ducted them ro the great Church, which was 
hung with mourning, and a great many Lights, 
All the Nobility and Officers of their Army, 
moſt of them in mourning Clokes, being aſlem- 
bled to aſliſt at the Service was made for the 
Sieur D' Orillac , with the ſame Honours and 
Ceremonies that are due to the General of an 
Army. They all told my Trumpet, that by whar 
they rendred to his Memory, they teſtiffed their 
ſorrow for his fatal accident, and their diſavowal 
of the brutal ation of the Spaniard, that killed 
him in cool blood, after he had been taken Pri- 
ſoner and diſarmed : Encharging him to make 
me a true report of what he had ſeen, and af. 
fare me that they would Treat with a preat 
deal of civility all Frenchmen, eſpecially ſuch as 
belonged particularly to me, but that rhey maſt 
deal in a different manner 'with the Neapelitar 
People, who had uſed them fo ill, and on all 
occaſions had fo little refpe& for them, thar 
they could Treat them no other wayes then as 
mad Dc gs. That for the Ceſfition, rhey wil- 
lingty ccnfented to it for two dayes, for burying 
the dead, though on their {ide there was but a 


very 
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very ſmal{ number , and that choſe on mine 
were unworthy of Sepulture; but that they in 
the Town, and I in my Quarter, would be two 
much incommoded by the corruption of ſo ma- 
ny bodies, which, for the common incereit ic 
was convenient to lay under-ground. Thar for 
the: Conference I demanded for ſerling Quar= 
ter, they would afſemble to take a reſofution, 
and return anſwer within two houres. That 
time being expired, they made choire of che

Whilſt all theſe matters were repilating ; 1 
went to hear Maſs at the Church of Ja/ene; and 
the Curate coming to-meet me, at the head of 
all the Inhabitants in Armes, and followed by all 
the Priefts, preſented me a State, which I refuſed; 
notwithſtanding the immeaſurable ambition of 
which 1 have been accuſed, neither did Iever 
atcept it during my being in that Kingdom , 
though very often offcred me. 

At thy return from Maſs they Broupht me a 
Spy, who, having paſſed throygh the Quarcer of 
St. Antimo, cane from thence to mine, where he 
vas taken attentively obſerving all patticulars, 
and havihp about him concealed Letters, I cau- 
ſed him to be delivered to the Audiror-general, 
with Order, as ſoon as his proceſs ſhonld be 
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made, to hang him by the High-way: Aﬀest 


Dinner; I took; Horſe, to make ule of the liber- 
ty of the Ceſſation, for a diligent conſiderati- 
on of theground we fought on the day before- 
and -whil't I looked out at the Window. 1n ex- 
_ peRation of my. Horſes, I ſaw: Aichael de Sam 
155, accompanied by eight or nine Perſons, en- 
ter the Court of my Lodging; he hardly .gave 
himſelf the pains of ſalucing me, and alighting to 
come, to me, was very much ſurpriſed, when at 
the head of the Staircs the Captain. ot my guard 
Arreſted him, in my Name, with two of his 


Companions, where making a ſhew of reſiſtance, 


and my guardes going about to kill him, ſurpri- 
zed by-.tear; he 'wepr, and. ſuffered himſelf 
to be diſarmed with his followers: I cauſed 
them al] -ro be impriſoned; himſelf in a Dunge- 
on;-with: Irons on his hands;and feer ; I ſent 
immediately to examin him,: cauſing the Pieces 
of my: Paſſeport he had -torne and trampled on 
to be preſented to- him , . he: acknowledged his 
inſolence-iand-begged his life, - which 1 would 
not condefcend' to, reſerving him for an exam- 
ple .of diſobedience, and want of reſpe, and a 
Sacrifice to the Nobility , for acquiring their 
affection, by revenging the death of Dows Pepe 


Carafſa, whom he had ſo inhuraanely murther- . 


ed,' and; whereof. be continually boaſted. His 
Companions declared, that he atone, contrary to 


their ſenſe, had cauſed the Sons of the Marchio. 


nels of - {ttavzene tO be! Arreſted;' and that 


when they .minded him of the reſpe&t due - 


ro my Paſs, he cold them, He owed none, and 
none 
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none would pay me, and accompanying bis inſo- 
lencand injurious Language with ſuitable aRtons, 
' tore the Pafs and trod on it, ſwearing he. 
would uſe me in the ſ.me manner if he had me 
in his power. Theſe things were juſtified againlt 
him not onely by them, bur by two ſervants of 
the Marchioneſs of Arraviane, and the Marſhal 
general of the Army waom he had rafhly ar- 
reſted. 

I cauſed all the Money and Jewels had been 
taken from the Gentlemen to be reſtored, pardo- 
ning his compinions, as guilry of no other crime 
but following him. 

The rancounter I had with him on the Market- 
place two days after my arrival, the arrogance of 
his words, joyned to the contempt and hatred he 
had expreſled againſt me, made me judge he 
might probably have deſigned ap:init my lite. 
and thar I might by him diſcover others that had 
the ſame intentions, I therefore ordered he 
ſhould be put on the Rack, which at firſt he 
ſuffered with ſome conſtancy, bur ir laſted no: 
long, ere he confeſſed he had reſolved co kill m2, 
and waited only an opportunity ; that he had 
once failed in attempting it, And that his great 
averſion for me proceeded not from his affection 
_ to the Spaniards but his rage 251inſt all the No- 
bility, whom he would gladly deſtroy even to 
the Jait min, and cut them in pieces as he had 
cruelly done the brother of the Duke of Xſ:ta- 
lone, being ſorry for his death on no other ac- 
count, but that he had not done as much to him; 
That he looked on meas their Friend and Pro- 
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te&our, that would never ſuffer any Violence to 
be done them; and that this was the onely reaſon 
why he would have deſtroyed me, that he might 
afrerwards have ſatisfied himſelf in what related 
to them. In two or three days time his Proceſs 
was finiſhed, and he condemned to be beheaded, 
his head ſer upon a Poſt, and: his body hung by 
one foox, according to the cuſtom of puniſhing 


Murtcherers and traitours. I cauſed his Execution 


to be deferred, in expeRation of an occaſion of 


making ule of it to the Nobility, and drawing. 


ſome advantage from it. 

Returning then to the anſwer was brought me 
from Averſa, it obliged me to ſend back my 
Trumper with the ſame 'Lewss Landi, to tell the 


Duke of Adria from me, that 1 had refolved to 


have ſent the Baron of Modena Camp-maſter ge- 
neral, to conferre with ſuch as ſhould be nomi- 
nated by them, for the ſerling quarter betwixt us, 
but having with much ſatisfaction heard that he 
was pitched on for that treatie, I thought my 
ſelf not too good to meet in ſuch manner as we 
fhould agree on, whoſe choice I left to him, ſo 
farre depending on his word, that I would come 
with a number of followers equal to his, to what 
place ſoever he pleaſed to appoint me. 

My civility was very well received, and an- 
ſwered with all imaginable gallantry. But fearing 
the .Spaniards might prevent this interview, 
which , if they got notice of it , would give 
them a great deal of jealouſie, and looking upon 
It as very neceflary to the execution of my de- 


ſigns, I ordered the ſaid Lands, to agree of the 
. oyſter 
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Cloyſter of the Capuchins of Aver/a, equally di-- 


\ ant from the Town and my Quarter, that either 


ſideſhould bring for their ſecurity one hundred 
and fifty-horſe, and two hundred Muſquertiers, 
co guard the avenues; and that they ſhould ad- 
vance Courts of Guard and Sentries t@ prevent 
ſurpriſal : that rhe croops of neither ſide ſhould 
come nearer the place where we were than five 
hundred paces, That each of us would come with 
our Swords and Piſtols, and accompanied by ten 
perſons, with an adjutant for carrying orders to 
our men, when it ſhould be neceſſary tor them to 
advance or retreat, as we ſhould judge it conve- 
nient; that neither ſide ſhould bring above a 
dozen Lacquies for holding the horſes, and that 
we would meet the eighteenth of December at 
two in the afternoon at the appointed place. 
iany Gentlemcn deſirous of ſeeing me were. 
Competitors for 'accompanying the Duke of 
Anadria, and after many Conteſtations the lotfell_ 
on Den Fabyitio Spinell, Don Scipio Pirnatells, 
Den Carlo Caetamo, Carlo Marullo a Knight of 
Malta, Don Ceſar ae la Marra, Foſeph Papa'ette 
Captain of Horſe, 7chn Facob Afﬀati Baron of 
Canoſa, Don Franciſco de T aſſis a Spaniſh Knight, 
and the Adjutant General Battrimiello. 1 broughe 
with me the B:ron of Afodene Camp-maſter ge» 
neral, the Siear de Ceriſantes, the Sirur de T ail- 
lade, Auguſtin de Lieto Captain of my Guards, 
Antonto T ontz a Gentleman of Rome, the Stear 
Deſſinar of Avionon, Oneffrio Piſſacany , Fomo 
St Apcllina Maſter of my Horſe, Cicio Dbatti- 
willo, Aniclle as Falco General of the Artillery, 
P 4 "and 
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and Pepe Palombeto carry my orders, as my Ad- 
Jutant general), : ; 
The day being come of my obtaining that 
which 1 had molt paſſionately deſired ever ſince 
my entrance into V aples, that I might in perſon 
found the thoughts of the Nobility, and face to 
face emplay the beſt of my addreſſes for winning 
them co me, I prepared my ſelf with as much joy 
as hope, that this conference could not fail of a 
So00d effet : for I ſhould either gain them by 
my Civilities and Arguments, or raiſe ſuch a jea- 
Jouſie of them in the Spaniards, as to cauſe them 
by diſtruſt and other 111 uſage in time to force 
them to have recourſe to me, and caſt themſelves 
into my ams. I ſent for the two Officers I had 
takenat the laſt skirmiſh, and whom I had uſed 
very civilly, and atter I had commended their 
valour, and teſtified an eſteem for them , pro- 
pounded to thern to take entertaiment with me, 
rempting them by great promiſes of adyantage, 
but chey anſwering that the fideliry of Burgan* 
dians had been ever inviolable, and that they 
would die in ſervice of the King whoſe SubjeRts 
they were born, I cold themthat as I muſt needs 
Jovethem theleſs, I could not but eſteem them 
the more, that it was bur juſt chat having been 
made Priſoners by my hand, they ſhould reeeive 
the advantages ot my Courteſte, that they were at 
Libercv, and might return, and cauſing their arms 
and horſes to be given them again with ſome Mo. 
ney., 1 ordered them to be accompanied by a 
trumpet, who was to Sive me notice when the 
Duke of :4»4yix cook horſc,that I might come to - 
Our 
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our rendezyous at the ſame time with kim, ha. 
ving diſpoſed him to more willingneſs for gran- 
ting us quarter, by the example 1 bad: given of 
Civility co Priſoners of War, Thoſe men chinking 
they could never ſufficiently extol my bounty, 
ſpoke ſo much of it, that all their troops were 
readie to disband for my ſervice. | 

| In the mean time 1 ſent to view all about the 
C apuchins for fear of an ambuſh, andto viſit care- 


Fully their Cloyſter: I drew out all my forces 


both Horſe and Foot at the head of my Quarter, 
ſecured 3ll paſſages that were favourable tom 
retreat, and kept my ſelf ready to march wi 
the number agreed on, at the firſt news ſhould 
be brought me. It was notlong before they came, 
and marching within a thouſand paces of the 
place of our Conference, I halted, and ſent to viſie 
thoſe Gentlemen, who doing the ſame to us, and 
being aſſured of the intepricy of each other, we 
mer,our Guards ſtaying act the diſtance agreed on 
berwixt us... D 

The Duke of Adria alighted when he came 
within thirty paces, 1 did the ſame, and we en- 
countred wich open arms, and after many em- 
braces and teſtimonies of eſteem and affection, 
He preſented ro me thoſe that accompanied him, 
as I cauſed him to be ſaluted by all that followed 


me: After which he expreſſed his joy to have 


been made choice of for this Conference, and his 
obl-gation ro me, for coming in perſon in ſtead of 
ſending, which was an honour he received as he 
ought, and of which all his life he would pre- 
ſerve the memory with gratitude. I _— 
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that underſtanding his birth and merit I neither 
could nor ought ro do leſs, being very well in- 
formed of the antiquity and randeur of the fa- 
mily of Caraffa, whoſe chief he was, and whoſs 
ſplendour he ſupported by his courage and virtue, 
and many other perfe@ions which acquired him 
a general eſteem, that I with Paſſion coveted . 
his friendſhip, and came exprelsly to beg ic, He 
added that his curioſity for knowing my perſon 
had been ſatisfied two days before, when I was 
ſo near him with my Sword in my hand, that he 
eaſily then obſeryed all the lineaments of my 
face, that honour might have been acquired by 
coming nearer me, but that I was ſo dange- 
rous an enemy, that his curioſity could not be 
ſatisfied without difficulty and extreme danger; 
That he had ſeen me do things ſo extraordinay, 
that there was no need of asking my name, ſince 
all the Nobility concurred with him, that ic muſt 
neceſſarily be I, no other perſon inthe world be. 


ng capable alone to continue a combat, aban- 


doned (as he in the high way had thrice ſeen 


me) by all my troops in confuſion, without any 


pafſion remarkable in me but an Extraordinary 
fierceneſs agiinſt a great body of Horſe that 
came upon me, and indignation not to be fol- 
lowed, Thar if I were at the head of men 
gallant enough to accompany me in the dan. 
gers I led them to, he believed I ſhould find 
nothing difficult, nor that any force could be 
capable of reſiſting my courape. That he could 
not ſee me ſo ill ſeconded withaut ſome dif. 
pleaſure, that he had given me ſome teſtimony of 
| reſpeRt 
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reſpe& and affeRion, when to prevent my death 
or Impriſonment ( one of which could not 
have been avoided ) I might have obſerved 
he came to the head of his Traops and com. 
manded them to halt, that they might nor ſa 
fiercely engage themſelves againſt me. 

To a Diſcourſe of ſo much Gallantry I reply'd, 
that my reſpe& for all the Neapolitan Nobility 
had like to have coli me dear, becauſe it was ra- 
ther my ambition of gaining their love and 
eſteem that gave me courage and boldneſs, then 
the blood derived from my Anceſtors ; and that 
I ſhould have been aſhamed, if at my firſt ap- 
pearance amongſt them, my Face had not been 
as eaſje to hive been remarked as my Perſon, 
Thar the Example of what I ſaw ſo handſomely 
done by them, obliged me to imitate it, that ſim» 
pathy might produce ſome kind of inclination 
for me. That | well perceived how he had 
ſought to oblige me, and acknowledged ir, with 
deſire to preſerve its memory all the dayes of 
my life, though I was inno very great danger , 
being well ſeconded by my foot, as, to my re- 
| gret, I had made appear to the colt of ſome of 
his Comerades. To which, replying, That he 
was ſorry to ſee me at the head of a Rabble un 
worthy of ſuch a Leader, whoſe virtues equa- 
11zed his birth, and that deſerved to be better 
followed : I anſwered with a great ſigh, That I 
might eaſily be ſo, if himſelf, with the reſt of the 
Nobility, would reſolve to ſee me fight for their 
Liberty, and employ my life to deliver them from 
the Chaines they bore, roo heavy to be ſuffered 
any 
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any longer: Perſons of their quality and con- 
rage nor being borne to die ſlaves, bur live with 
ſach Honour, Advantages, and Prerogatives, as 
Heaven deſigned them co, in giving them ſo illu- 
Kſrious extraRions. He replyed, Ie was their 


+ Glory to ſpend their lives for the ſervice of a 


King, whoſe Subjects they were borne: thar 
their fideliry made the Empire of their maſter 
eaſic, and that no yoke can be heavy that is born 
with pleaſure, and without regret, thar they 
could not ſpend their lives better then: in the 
chaſtiſement of a Rour of infamous Rebels, thar 
endeayoured to ſhake a Crown, of which ho- 
nour obliged all Gentlemen to be the ſupporters, 
and himſelf as the moſt zealous to give example 
to the reſt. 

] ſaw we engaged our ſelves too far for a pub- 
flick Diſcourſe, and hoping a more eaſie diſcove- 
ry of his thoughts in particular, making a ſign 
ro thoſe of my Retinue co entertain his Compa- 
ny, I propoſed to him to go into che Church, 
where after our Prayers, we ſate down on a 
Bench, and bepan a converſation more free and 
more importanc : He told me, that with tears of 
blood, he lamented to ſee a Perſon, for whom

Maſter, Geusaro being the lead, whom perſons 
of quality would rieyer own : that he thought 
me too generous to pretend to adviſe them to it, 
and that they had roo much vanity to ſub- 
mir to Peaſants they had till then alwayes 
trampled on: ' That this were not to acquire 
liberty , but become ſlaves to the meaneſt 
of the multitude, whoſe hands(with ſotrow and

You may anſwer me that the execu- 
tion of this projet is very difficult as long as yout 
oppoſe it » which I fhall grant yon, and more, 
that poſtibly you may prevent ic : but this ean- 
not be done without great effuſion of bloud, the 
deſtruQion of your families and ruine of your 
eſtates; with the deſolation of the whole King- 
dom, which you will make a Stage of war per= 
haps for many ages, whereas reuniting both the 
bodies of the State in the ſame intereſt, as it is 
unnatural for them co be divided, liberty and 
enfranchiſement from che tyrannous dominion 
of Spain will be the work bur of a few weeks 2 
And as you are to receive greater adyantages by 
it then the common people, it is but reaſon that 
you take your ſhare of the pains and travel; 
neither would it be honourable for you to ſeave 
them all the glorie chat you might acquire all 
the profit , In ſuch a caſe none but my ſelf would 
have any thing co pretend, having the command 
of their Forces in my hand, which I will ſhare 
with you now, that I may do the fame hereafter 
by ſuch advantages of fortune as will follow ir; 
'Do not imagine that I would by this perſwade 
you to caſt! your ſelves at their feer, I hate the 
multitude coo much, and love perſons of quality 
too well to be capable of ſuch a thoughe. If the.

ly be rid of him, for I give you tny word 
that at my return to Naples I will take it 
from him, and you ſhall underſtand ic to be 
wholly inmy hands; I promiſe you that 1 will |

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not be there eight days before you ſhall hear 


that I am maſter, and no orders but mine 
ſpoken of: Matters are ſo well diſpoſed towards 
this that no man is in a condition to oppoſe it, 
I have ſo farre gained the affeRion of the better 
ſort,andam ſo much feared by the vulgar, that I 
am more abſolute than you formerly ſaw Xſaza- 
ziello. When affairs ſhall be in this condition, if 
ou think good to have recourſe to me, you 
[l alwayes find me ready with open arms to 

\ receive you, with all manner of ſervices and teſti- 
monies of eſteem and friendſhip , and to remove 
all unwillingneſs, know that 1 am an enemy to. 
diſorder, inſolence, and tumult ; that I will cauſe 
them to ceaſe, and re-eſtabliſh repoſe and juſtice, 
cauſe to be given to perſons of Quality the re- 
ſpe that ſuits with them, and hold the vulgar in 
ſuch contempt, ſabjeRion and dependance as be- - 
| Tongs to it, and in which it was ever held before 
the revolutions, I will puniſh all Incendiaries, 
and ſuch as are accuſtomed to plundering houſes, 
I will facrifice to the reſentments of their Rela- 
tions, all ſuch as have dipped their hands in the 
bloud of the Gentry, to put a beginning to which 
T keep in irons Uichael de Santis, who cruelly 
mafſacred Don Pepe Caraffa, Iwill ſacrifice him 
co you and your family, and before ſix dayes are 
over, you ſhall ſee his head on a Poſt at the gate 
of Averſa, and his body hung by one foot on a 
tree on the High-way ſide. Theſe are the teſti- 
monies I will give you of my credit and authori- 
ty, as well as of my affeQion for the Nobility, 
and the deſign I have of ſeeking your good a

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by. rendring you all manner of ſervice; hopin 
withal when you ſhall fee ſo many .things ft 
feaed more for your intereſt than mine own, you 


will conſider your: condition and prevent , your 


being involved in the ruine of the Spaniards, 
and labour, as prudence ſhall require, to make 
your advantages by them. 

Afterwards I told him that 1 commended his 
zeal and fidelity for Spais, though it would _infal- 


libly be rewarded with ingratitude, chat they 


might aſſure themſelves all ſervices they did for 
her would be reputed as crimes, becauſe the re- 
fined Politicks of her Miniſters would oblige her 
to deſtroy thoſe ſhe could not recompence ac- 
cording-to their merits, and whoſe reſentmerts 
ſhe muſt afterwards fear, which would reaſon1- 
bly draw on her hatred and ingratitude. Thar ic 
was much eaſier to cauſe the ruine of a Kingdom 
than,to preſerve and maintain ir againſt the de. 
crees of Heaven and general Revolutions, and 
that the Spaniards would not runa hazard of de- 
pending qQn the hymours of the Nobility, wha 
mighe at their pleaſure deprive them of the 
Crown they had with ſo much Generoſity and 
Courage ſupported ; That they knew very well 
there was not any that had not been ſtabbed in 
Lis boſom, and highly outraged by their injurious 
_ uſage. That the fares would got think 
themſelves obliged þy their arming , nor af- 
ſen. bling ſo. conliderahle troops for them, which 
had hicherto prevented their being driven away, 
and preſerved them all their Garriſons ; that all 
tbis wauld þe attriþured co their hacred againſt 
P, "4 LL. 
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the;common people, and revenge for their inſa- 
lence in plundering their houſes, and reſent- 
ment of the bloud of their Relations ſo barba- 
rouſly ſpilled. In a word, that the Council of 
Spain fears all, and is obliged by nothing, pu- 
niſhes but never rewards, looks on all as ene- 
mies whoſe power gives jealouſie, apprehends 
Revolutions, and ſtudies to deſtroy all that are 
Capable of making them, and out of its natural 
diſtruſt applies it ſelf ro prevent thoſe it takesto 
be in'a condition to do hurt,if they have a mind: 
That I was ſorry to ſee all the Nobility in this 
danger, and him as moſt powerful and confide- 
rable, more than any other. That he was to 
underftand he ſhould make himſelf criminal by 
great and generous .:Qtions, and that his ruine 
as. well as that of all his Companions was in- 
evitabte, becauſe they ſhould either be miſera- 
bly involvedin that of the Spaniards, or molt 
certainly deſtroy themſelves in ſettling the others 
affairs, and re-eſtabliſhing their authority, no- 
Fhing being able ro ſecure them againſt their di- 
truſt and ſeverity; That no faults were venial 
with them , that whatſoever gives chem jealouſie . 
(often raiſed on no foundation ) they call deſign 
and treaſon; that they ſhould be looked on as 
more guilty than the revolted people, by oppofing 
their infolencies, and endeavouring, as they did, 
to ſettle the general diſorders of the Kingdom, 8& 
revent its toral ſubverſion. That the Spaniards 
diflimulation was too well nnderſtood to be con- 
fided in,and that after many fair words and ſpe- 
cious 7ppearances, the time would come when 
| they 
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they ſhould feel the effeRs of their cruel Ma« 
ximes , without knowing how to avoid 
them, —= | 

He reliſhed all my Arguments, and could da 
no leſs then yield to them ; anſwering that 
he had very well conſidered all 1 had fo ju- 
dictouſly repreſented, but that he would conti- 
nue as he had begun, andeven to death comply 
with his obligations : the greateſt you have, ſaid 


T is, the preſervation of your Country, and pro- 


_ it from final ruine, and the whole Nobili- 
ty, and your own particular Family from periſh» 
ing miſerably - and you will be blameable to 
eternity; if having it in your power to prevent 
ſo many miſchiefs as threaten you, you obſtinate- 
ly d*aw on your head Famine, War, Murthers , 
Condagrations and Plunderings, and ſo become 
the deſtroyer of your Country, when you may 
make your ſelf the reſtorer, You bepan not the 
inſurreRion, bur not being able to allay it, you 
ought to make uſe of it far procuring repoſe 
and liberty. 

The Spaniards alone will be blamed for this 
Revolution, their injuſt and violent condudt ha. 
ving acquired the general hatred of the People, 


and their negligence and weakneſs depriving 


them of the meanes to ſecure themſelves from 
their reſentments, ſo that you abandon'them not 
till they had firſt abandoned themſelves and 
you, to the violence and brutality of a deſpair- 
ing multitude. Are you obliged to impoſſibili- 
ties in the behalf of thoſe who have ſuffered 
themſelves to bewver-powered for want of fore» 

Qs fight 
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fight, and precaution againſt a miſchief, one may 
' fay they wilfully pulled on their ewn heads, ſince 
sfrer ſo many reiterated advices, they would 
rot change their conduct? Can you alwayes 
maintain at your own chaxze the Troops you 
have, raiſed in a War thae probably may laſt 
long ?. You will ſoon be exhauſted, receiving no 
rents from your Lands,: which I ſhall not al- 
wayes -have a power to ſecure from ſpoiling, 
nor your houſes from demoliſhing , when ob- 
ſtinate againſt al] reaſan, and contrary to your 
own Intereſts, you ſhall continue in Armes a- 
gainſt me: and when neceſſity ſhall compel 
you to'lay them down, you will be undone, and 
become inconſiderable to each party, being nei- 
ther in a conditian to aſſiſt, nor prejudice, Pre- 
vent by prudence this inevitable inconvenience, 
by which you will loſe your reputation and cre- 
dit, I demand not your joyning with m2, it 
would nor become you to do it fo lightly, nor me 
to propoſe it, fince I have a particol:x care of 
.your honour, - I would have you firſt ſee per- 
formed what I have promiſed : you will there- 
fore do well to go every one liome for preſer- 
yation of your Eſtates, and gain time to con- 
template. the courſe of Afﬀaires, and make yſe 0 
' them to your adyantage. I fhill have great 
cauſe of fatisfation in you, and the Spaniards 
none of Compl.int, when you ler them know, 
you have dore all that was poſſible for them; 
that you have raiſed and, maintained Forces at 
your own charge, which for want of Money 
you can no lovger keep together, That you 


go 
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g0 home to endeayour to raiſe more, and ſeek 
to preſerve that little of your Fortnnes that re- 
mains, having ſpent the reſt in their Service. 1 
will not only give you fafeguards, but the 
Command of your Towns to ſuch as you fhill. 
nominate; ſince under the Conſtellation that 
now predominates, the ſmalleſt Village muft 
have a Captain. and make War. I will prevent 
all talke of a Republick, till ſuch time as you 


ſhall be in a capacity of entering upon thac 


part of the Government that belongs to you , 
and of giving your opinion for the manner of 
eſtabliſhins it. EL ne 
My opinion ſaid he (and all the Noblilities) is, 
that a Republique being no wayes ſuitable co 
us, we neither can, nor ought to hearken toit; 
we will never ſuffer the People to ſhare the 
Authority with us; and we are naturally of an 
humour ſo turbulent and vain-glorious, that it 
is impoſſible for us co look one upon another in 
an equality ot power. 
There will infallibly ariſe Diviſions , Jealou- 
fies and hatreds, to the ruine of the Country : 
Weare born under Monarchy, and cannot ſub. 
fiſt without a King, A Soveraign Authority 
muſt be Guardian of our repoſe and quiet, pa- 
cifie our Diflentions, and reconcile our Enmt tes, 
to this Nature and Education incline us, which 
ſuppoſed, we muſt of neceſlity reſolve to loſe 


.our lives and fortunes, for continnins us under 


our Kings Authority how violent ſoever, we 
are habituated to it, and believe that of France 
would not be more moderate, and that we 


ſhould 
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| ſhould not gain, but might poflibly loſe by the 

Exchange: We ſhall ſtill ſee our Countrey at the 
feet of itrangers, our Employments, Offices,and 
the Government of our Towns and Provinces in 
. - their hands, our VVealth will as formerly be 
tranſported into another Countrey, which will 
| be enriched by our Impovyeriſhment, and we 
ſhall ſtill be enforced to Court and kneel to a 
' Vice-roy, of no greater birth than our ſelves. 
By this you may perceive we ſhall no wayes 
better our condition; beſides, that the Span 


_ .- humor ſuites more with ours, the Frexch being 


_ tooairy for People ſerious and jealous as we na- 
_ turally are. | | 

I replyed, That he had no reaſon to diſtruſt 
France , who contributed her affiſtance and 
power to give the Kingdom of Naples liberty , 
without other intereſt then the Glory of ſucco- 
rins the oppreſſed, as ſhe had done to the Princes 
of Germany that had recourſe to her ProteQi- 
. on, and deprive her Enemies of a Crown from 
whence they derived the beſt of thoſe Forces 
char reſiſted her ViRorious Armes :. That the 

King two well underſtood his Intereſts to pre- 
rend to be their Maſter, by which he might poſ- | 
ſibly incurr their hatred, but moſt certainly the 
jealoutie of all the Princes of 1taly, who would 
; on that account enter into a League againſt him, 
ſo as he ſhould by it draw great inconveniences 
- on himſelf withour any advantage ; That doing 
the contrary , he ſhould win the hearts of all, as 
well Nobility as People, by driving away their 
common Encmy, and afterwards leaving them » 
| tne 
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the liberty of chuſing ſuch a Maſter as ſhould beſt 
pleaſe them, if it be ſo that they cannot be with- 
out one, who ſhonld be obliged to depend -on 
him for his ſupport, ſo that their common Inte= 
reſt ſhould alwayes unite their Naval Power, 
which would be in a condition to ſubdue that of 
the Spaniards, enfeebled by all acceſſions thar 
had been made to Frarce; and to take from 
the whole Kingdom the diſtruſt chey might have 
of ſo potent Succors, the Fleet ſhould alwayes 
lic ready to attempt whatſoever 1 ſhould judge 
adyantageous, withour landing any thing, or any 
manTtill I demanded it, that this was the Order 
wherewith 1 hada particular charge to acquaint 
them : ſo that himſelf and all his friends ought 
to be ſatisfted and perſwaded, that if they muſt 
; change Maſter, it ſhould be for no other then 
' ſuch as themſelves made choice of, which might 
i be one of their own body. if ſuch a one could be 
- found, for wham the reſt of the Nobility had 
eſteem enough, to obey him withour repining : 
Thar if they ;defired 2 ſtranger, we had ewa 
Princes in France, one the Kings Uncle, moſt. 
diſcreet and prudent, who loving repoſe, would 
be very fſollicicous ro preſerve it to them ; the 
- Other his Brother, yer a Child, of great hopes 
_ who by being bred amongſt them, and ſeaſoned 


with the humors and cuſtomes of their Country, 
it would be as if they formed a King after-their 
own Model; which is no ſmall advantage. That 
if any particular reaſon thwarted their choice of 
one of theſe Princes, «ly, or at leaſt the reſt, of 
Europe might preſent others; and chag whom? 
E RE = — 
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ſoever they ſet on their Throne, ſhould be own- 
ed, approved, and aſliſted by France. 

He told me, There was no need of ſeeking 
them a Maſter, ſince they had one already, uns 
der whom they hoped to continue, and to whictt 
end they would ſpare no endeayours ; but if 
any of the Nobility ſhould be convinced by my 
reaſons, which he acknowledged to be powerful, 
he would not be the firſt in ſuch a compliance, 
nor till it ſhould be made apparent to all the 
V Vorld, that he was compelled to it by inevita- 
ble neceſlity, as being out of condition of doing 
otherwiſe. That if they mult reſolve to ſubmic 
themſelves to anether, it could be to none of 
their own Country, fince every man would in 
ſuch a caſe pretend, not as believing himſelf to 
merit it, but that he might not give place w 
any of his Companions , whoſe exaltation he 
would never ſafer. For the two Princes I had 
propounded , they were no wayes proper for 
chem, the firſt being incommoded. with the 
+ Gout, and of little activity, they Randing in 
need of a Prince vigilant and vigorous, to de- 
' fend the liberty he ſhould acquire them} for 
the other, beſides that he was too young to go- - 
yerne them, the King his Brother dying withour 
_ children, or they failing, they muſt become uni- 
red ro te Crown of Fraxce, the onely thing they 
feared, nothing being capable to makethem take 
Armes contrary to their duty, but the hope of 
freeing their Crown from dependance on any 

'other. He told me afterwards, Thar. they 
- had no great inclination for the Princes of = 
| # i 
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/y; that they ſhould rather make choice of a 
meer ſtranger, the gallantry of whoſe aRions 
| had acquired their elteem and affeRion, I an- 
ſwered nothing to this Diſcourſe, ir being too 
complaiſant and flattering. Afﬀer this he ask- 
ed me if the Credit 1 had amongſt the Peo- 
| ple gave me any hopes, and whether I thought 
the Crown of Naples might ever depend on 
their ſupport, favour, or eleRion: if fo, that 1 
extreamly miſtook, becaufe the Nobility would 


_ periſh in oppoſal of all their determinations, 


would never have dependance on them , nor 

fubmit ro the Authority of a man, that ſhould 

owe his Fortune to them, and miphr believe 
himſelf obliged to them for it. 

I anſwered him, That my ambition was too 
moderate for fo high imaginations, that I was 
rot ſo vain to flatter my ſelf with expeRation 
of a Dignity I was unable to ſupport. 'T hat 1 
would not ſo expoſe my ſelf to tortune, whoſe 
inconſtancy I roo much apprehended , neither 
was I deſirous to mount to a height, a fall 
from whence might coſt my honour and life, or, 
' where the laſt of theſe being preſerved ro me 
by an extraordinary effet, 1 muſt paſs the re- 
mainder of it in eternal ſhame and ſorrow , 
but if, (contrary to my expeQ-tion,) 1 ſhould 
ever attain any advantage, I would receive it 
from none but the Nobilicy, that I might owe 
' it to them, and be by ir engaged to uſe my 
uttermoſt endeavour to reſtore them to their 
wonted fplendor, and the Vulgar to that de- 
pendance and ſubjeRtion wherein God and Na- 

ture 
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ture had placed them, and reaſon required they 
ſhould continue, That I would endeavour to 
revenge them of all outrages had been done 
them, and ſeverely and exemplarily puniſh the 

Authors. To conclude, that I would pretend 

ro nothing high and glorious, bur by.the Duke 
of Andria, to whom only I would be obliged, 
that, if I ever came to attain the firſt place in 
his Country , the ſecond might be his, ſha- 
ring with him and his friends all Honors, Char- 
es, Profits, and Governments of the King- 
dom. 

Hereturned me his thanks, but aſſured me; 
That he neither believed, nor wiſhed matters 
ſhould ever come to ſach a paſs, perſwading him- 
felf I ſhould never get Forces ſofficient to drive 


away the Spaniards , arid that he doubted not 


but that the Nobility had enow, as well as ſuffi. 
cient courage and fidelity , to preſerve to the 
King their Maſter a Crown he had inherited 
from his Anceltors, and to which Heaven and 
thetr Duty had made them Subjedts. 

I beſought him, conſidering the inclination I 
had todd them all manner of Services, to ac- 


quaint me with their reſolution, in caſe neceſ- 


ſity compelled themn to take any, and I promi- 
ſed to give him notice of the arrival of the 
French Fleet, and the ſupplies I expeed ; and 
when 1 ſhould have deprived of all Authority 
Gennaro, and the other heads of the People, who 
were ſo odious to them, and taken on my ſelf 
the managernent of all Afﬀairs ; to remove the 
difficulties that interpoſed betwixe them and 


their 
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their intereſts; and after a thouſand Proteſtati- 


ons of friendſhip, and as many embraces we 
went out of the Church to meet the company, 
where we returned to a Converſation lefs ſerious 
and more gallant. 

F asked him in preſence of all thoſe Gentle. 
men, if the brave Cavalcer I remarked in the 
skirmiſh two days ago were not the Prince of 
T orello, whoſe Gallancry gave me a great eſteem 


- forhim, yet. againſt whom I thought I had ſome 


cauſe of complaint, becaufe of his refuſal ro ex- 
change a Buller with me, when I invited him 
ro it, as if he thought there had not been honor 
enough to have been acquired in that ram 


- contre. 


 Hetold me, it was the Prince of JFfinorvine 


who had befonghe him to make me his com- 


plements and excuſes, for not accepting a combat 
that would haye been fo glorious to him: but be. 
ſides that he had already fired both his Piſtols, his 


unwillingneſs to engage me by reafon of the 


approach of his Troops (whom he could not re- 
frrain,) and the Cowardice of mine (who in ſtead 
of ſuſtaining the ſhock would undoubtedly have 
fled and abandoned me, as he had ſeen them do 
before) forced him to refuſe the hononr I pre. 
rounded, by which 1 ſo highly obliged him char 
ſhould never looſe the memorie but remain 


my ſervant all the days of his life I received this 


Complement with ſach acknowledgements as its 
allantry merited, and befought him to cell him 
1n my name that he very much obliged me, and 
that I thought j had cſcaped a very great danger,

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it being in my opinion extremely hazardous to 
encounter a perſon of his Valour, | 
Don F abritio Spineli ſaw amongſt my Horſes 
a gray Courſer he very much eſteemed, and 
»that had been taken out of one of his Houſes by 
ſome Troops that ſerved che People, I offered to 
reſtore him, which he would not accept, ſeeming 
very well ſatisfied, that he was in my hands: 
And the Duke of An4ria told me that the Spa- 
niards being naturally diſtruftful , would have 
been jealous of his receiving ſuch a courteſie 
from me. He looked on a bay Horſe of mine as 
very fſaitable to a Set of Coach-horſes he had of 
the ſame height and colour, which I offered and 
he refuſed for the ſame reaſon his Camerade had 
done the other : and I commending a dapeled 
Sray of his breed, on which he came, he very 
much preſſed me to accept him, I thanked him, 
but would not propound a truck with mine, 
to which: he would have been willing, becauſe 
it came in my head to fend it to him the next 
Morning, which I did by a Trumpet, with the 
other to Don Fabritio Spinelli,who returned them 
_ with this Meſſage, that I did not creat them as m 
Friends and Servants, becauſe there was as ca 
malice as generoſity in the preſent I went about 
to make them, and it looked as if I intended to 
raiſe a jealoulie of them, ſo to compel them, out 
of apprehenſion of the danger to which 1 ex- 
poſed them, to ſeck their ſafery with me. | 
., Many obliging Diſcourſes were made on each 
ſide, after which, the night approaching cauſg

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view I had gained much on their inclination and © © 
friendſhip, which might in time produce good 
effe&s. And though the principal cauſe of ir 

was to ſettle quarter betwixt our Forces, Ipar- 

poſely forbore ſpeaking one word of it, to give 

the Spaniards the greater jealouſie of ſo long and 

ſecret a conference, where nothing was mentio- 

ned of the ſubje& thar cauſed it to be deman- 

ded, this punRually ſucceeded as I imagined :

hearts. 

Art my return I heard the joyful news of the 
arrival of the French Fleet, the more acceptaþje, 
in that it had been reported, that the fame teth- 
peſt, which 1 ſaw before my eyes, the day before 
my departure, breake in pieces two Spaniſh veſels 
in theroad of Naples, had ſcattered and deſtroy- . 
ed ſeveral of our Ships, The prop GENE | 
joyed ar its appearance, and the "SpaHards as 
much ſurpriſed, who expeRted it not, raking it at 
firſt for ſupplies ſent to them, and which they;

The Spaniſh Fleet was at anchor, thei 
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unmaſted and no men aboard , ſo thaw 
which came on with a freſh gale

| been. I cannotiimes 
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unportant ' and: eafie attempt: was not made, 
which the Spaniards could never bave recovered, 
bur this I can [ſay, that in the time of my.

| avoided if ours had come on: all that were 


aboard our Fleet grant this, yet none can alledge 
a reaſon or excuſe for this fault, nor can tell to 
what to attribnte it. 

The next Morning at my riſing, the Abbot 
Baſqui came to me, and having delivered all the 
diſpatches he had for me, which aſſured me of 
. the ſatisfaRtion, the newsof my paſſage had given 
che Court, and that in Confirmation of the Pro-' 
miſes 1 had made to the people,pt 1 eples, of the 
proteQtion and powerful affiſtance of trance, the 
Fleet was ſent to ſupply us with whatſoever we 
ſhould defire, and land whatever we ſhould have 
occaſion for, whither Men or Amimunition; he 
at laſt proffered me the account of what he 
brought along: and coming to particulars, I af- 
ked him with what Money we ſhould be fupplicd, 
and defired that forme body might be landed to 
take cliarge of it in the Kings name, and diſtri- 
bute it according to my Orders, aſfuring him that 
it. ſhould 'be managed with all care, and that I 
would not fuffer any unprofitable expence to be 
| made. He told me there were five hundered 
thouſand Livers, but that not being able to ronch 
at Genora T0 receive it, they had onely the Bills 
of Exchange, ſo that ] was to take it upon my 
creditin Naples, and that it ſhould: be puntu- 
ally reimburſed at Genowe on fight.

belonged to the Duke of Breze, and that of 
Aonficur de Manicamp, there being no other 
perſons fit to be employed on horſeback. 

I had demanded fourſcore thouſand weight 
of Powder, but was fain to be content with 
fourty., which were promiſed me with: Match 
and Buller proportionable.. I had alſo demajs 
ded Pikes and Muskets for. Foot, Sadles,Bridles 
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and Piſtols for two thouſand horſe , but would 
have abated one half. And whether it were they 
had not time to ſhipthem, or had forgot them, 
they told me they had brought none. They con- 
ſented to lind me ten Pieces of Ordnance. Ar 
Iiſt having acquainted the Abbot Baſqus with 
the condition of all affairs ſince my arrival, and 
S1yen him account of my Negotiations with the 


Nobilicy, whoſe re-union with us was ſo necef-. 


fary, and which i held infallible, as foon as they 
ſhould hear 1 had received fo powerful ſuccors, 
and that the Fleet was at my diſpoſal, He told 
me the Fleer and all the ſucconrs were ſent to the 
people of Naples, and were to obey him that 
commanded them, and that had the principal 
authority in the City. I replyed chit was T, 
fince the ſupplies and command of the Fleet re- 
lated to War, and the people had given me the 
fame command over their Armies, as the Prince 
of Orange had over thoſe of the United Ne- 
therlands , and more the title of Pretetor of 
their Liberty, with the diſpoſal of all Military 
affairs which depended on me alone. He re- 
plied that Gemmaro was chief and General:ſrmo, 
and that France taking him to bave the abſojute 
power inthe City, he could addreſs himſelf to no 
other, I alledged his incapacity, want of Ex- 
perience and ſmall credir. That he medled with 
fictle or nothing, beſides that it was unſafe to 


truſt him, he having evermore ſome ſecret cor- 
'reſpondence with the enemie,and ſuffering him- 
_ "elf ro be guided by unconfiding. perſons; in a 
"word, that 1 bad acquired the truſt and eſteem 


of 
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Of all the people, of whom I diſpoſed according 
to my pleaſure. | 

When (ſid he) you ſhiil have made appear 
your abſolute authority inthe City, that you are 
Maſter, and your Orders onely obeyed , Ad- 


_ dreffes ſhall be made onely to you ; but cill then 


J muſt of neceſlicy negotiate in the name of 
the King with him thar hatch bitherro ſeemed ro 
hive the greateſt command, I aſſured him he 
ſhould be ſatisfied the next Morning, and that 
retarning to lie aboard, I would give him ac- 
count of it by a Gentleman I would ſend to 
thoſe that commanded, to complement their 
arriyal. inform them of the condirion of affairs, 
demand the ſuccours of which we were apreed, 
andTI wanted: deterring ic ill I could do it in my 
own n:me and the peoples, as the head ofthem, 
having deprived Gennaro of his authority, that 
co this purpoſe I would return co Naples as ſoon 
as I had dined. ” 

I thencommanded Pepe Palombe, On:ffrio Piſ- 
ſacani, Carlo Lengobardo, and Cicts Battirmiello, 
as perſons in whom I confided, and that were ne- 
ceſſary for the execution of the deſign 1 had un- 
dertaken, to march thicher with their Compa=- 
nies; and leaving the reſt of the troops under 
the command of the Baron of Medere, I orde- 
red him to continue the blocking up of Aver/a, 
by keeping poſſeſſion of the Quarters | had taken 
of 7uliana and Saint Avtimo, with charge to give 
me notice of all alterations thar ſhould happen, 
and to attempt nothing without my Orders, 
which I would punQually ſend him every day: * 

| "BI alter 
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afrer Dinner I went to Naples, where I was re- 
ceived with extraordinary applauſes, my reputa- 
tion and credit having been augmented by the 
fame of the paſſages of the skirmiſh of 4wer/a, 
and by the exceſs of joy in which I found the 
whole Town, for the arrival of the French 
Fleet, and performance of the Promiſes 1 had 
made in the Kings name of a powerful and 
ſpeedie ſaccour. | 
Gennaro was overjoyed, not ſo much with-the 
ſhare he took of thar of the Publick, but our 


of hopes of re-eſtabliſhing his authority, by the 


aſſiſtance and ſupport the Abbot ZBa/qzi had pro- 
miſed him, who made ir his great bulinels ta dif- 
unice us, and diſorder the Town, in fuch manner 
as became a Spie and Penſioner of Spain, which 
he was, though entruſted, in quality of. Agent, 
with all the »Firs of France. 1 calked for a treſh 
horfe and immediately viſited all the Poſts, to ſee 
their condition, and take account of all that had 
paſſed in my abſence. . 

 Aﬀeerwards I commanded Pepe Palombe and 
| Matheo d' Amore to be in arms next Morning 
ia their quarter by nine a clock, and Oneffrio Piſ- 
ſacani, Carlo Longobardo, Cicio Battimicllo, Ca- 
prtam Cimmo, Ignatio Spagznola and Graſſullo de. 
Roſa, to be at the ſame hour in Battalia, at the 
heads-of their Companies In the Market-place. 


The Council baving acquainted me with all thae 
happened whileſt I was out of Town, I prayed. 
them to come to. me in the Morning between 


eight'and nine, that I might communicate to 


them an affair of extraordinarie Concernmenc,. 


and 
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and Vincenzo Andrea, having, as he uſed to do, 
entertained me with diſcourſe of the ignorancc 
and brutality of Gemaro, which diſordered all, 
and would cauſe the final ruine of the people, if 
(out of Charity) I-took: not the entire autho- 
rity into my hands, with the condue of all affairs; 
ſuffering my ſelf co be a good while preſſed up- 
on, I ſeemed at laſt to be perſwaded, and to take 
my Reſolution out of Compliance with his 
thoughts, ſo to engage him the more firmly to 
ſupport a deſign of which he believed bimſelf 
the Author, and to which he ſuppoſed he had pi- 
ven me the firſt incouragement. I bid him good 
night, and that he ſhould nor fail to be with me 
berimes inthe Morning, that I ſtood in very great 
need as well of his Council as Credit for putting 
in execution what I had undertaken,and of which 
he had cauſed me to reſolve. After Supper I 
went to Bed co repoſe in expeRation of the Mor- 
ning, which was to open the moſt happy and 
glorious day of my life, as I ſhall ſhew by whac I 
attempred with ſucceſs, and by the ſolid eſtabliſh- 
ment of my Sovereign Authority, which I con- 
tinued ro the day of my Impriſonment, with 
greater reſpet and ſubmiſſion of the people of 
Naples than they ever ſhewed to the perſon of 
any of their Kings.

That I, had ob- 
ſerved. that; all Gentlenita were very well af- 
feted towards me, and confided in me, the

Upon al! which I deſired. them. freely, . and 
without any by-reſpeRts to . give me their ad- 
vice, being reſolved to acquieſce in their opi- 
_ nions whatſoever they might be, They were 
all unanimous , .and did not only. approve my 
reſolution, but with one yoice - befought me no 
longer to delay the putting it in execution; that 
being at the brink of ruine, and no ſafety viſible 
without this. expedient, they and the People, for 
whoſe good intentions they would be reſponſible, 
were reſolved to ſpend their : lives and fortunes 
for the eſtabliſhment and preſervation of my 
Authority. rt 

Seeing things in ſo fair a way , I command- 
ed all Officers. to be at the head of their Men 
in the Marketplace , and all Captains of the 
ſeveral quarters of the City to aſſemble the Peo- 
ple to attend my Orders; I ſent the Sieurs A#- 
ronio Scacciavento, .and Augyſtizo Mello, to go in 
the Peoples name and mine to.Gerinaro, to give 
bim thanks for the -pains he bad till chen ta- 
ken, in maintaining che Town, and preſerving it 
in ſo good a wo free from the cruel and 
violent Dominignof the Spaniards; bur, it be- 
ing. now. time to eſtabliſh; Order in Naples , 
and finiſh -what had been begun ſo happily, na« 
ture having not given him an intellet and ca- 
pacity ſufficient for the ſupport of ſo weighty 
Aﬀarres, General. Applicatians had been made 
to me to undertake them; That it was time 
tpr bim totbink of repoſe, after ning III 
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ſo longand uſefully, in recompence whereof we 
offered him the Government of the New Caſtle 
as ſoon as we ſhould be Maſters of it, the Title 
of Duke or Prince of one of the beſt Towns 
chat ſhould be confiſcated, and Fifty thouſand 
Crownes Revenue to him and his Succeſſors - 
That nothing ſhould be done without his ad- 


' vice; That he ſhould have the ſecond pl'ce in 


the Government and Councils, where, in my 
abſence, he ſhould be Preſident ; That, in 
confideration of the great number of enemies 
he had made in the time of his Adminiſtration, he 
ſhould be allowed Guards, and permitted to 
carry them about with him ſor his ſafety. That 
if he ſeriouſly conſidered theſe offers, he oughr 
to be well fatisfied in the acknowledgments 
of his Services, think it a happineſs to ſee his 
fortune ſo well eſtabliſhed, and himſelf diſch 'rg- 
ed from the burthen of Afﬀairs;' of which he 
was not capable, and rejoyce to be ſecured 
from ſo many perils and accidents which had 
hicherco threatned him , by an honourable re- 
ſignation of that Authority which the People for 


| very important reaſons, could nor, nor oughre 
| not any longer to ſuffer in his bands ; that, if 


he did not this voluntarily, all meanes would be 
uſed for compelling him to it ; that we ſhould be

Theſe Gentlemen repreſented all this co him, 
with a great deal of eloquence and efficacy; 


bur he, whoſe timerous nature would on his

ing himſelf ſupported by the French Fleet, and 
animated by the conference - he had held with 
the Abbot Be/qui, infolently reply'd , That he 
would continue Maſter, and knew very well how 
ro maintain his Authority ard Power. This 
Anſwer being brought me, I preſently got on 
Horſeb3ck , ;ollowed by my Servants and ſuch 
Frenchmen as I had about me, the number of 
whom was increaſed by the Sicurs de Mallet and 
Vilteprenx , Captains in the Regiment of /z 
Atette , Perſons of Merit and Valor, who 
were come from the Garifon of Portolongone 
with Letters of Recommendation from Mon- 
ſieur de Fontenas for employment ; by the Sieurs 
de Beanvais, de Aprement, de La Serre, and the 
Knight de La V5{elctre, ( ſome of which came 
from Reme, and others from Yexice, whom the 
defire of ſerving in our War, and following my 
Fortune , had invited ) and accompanied by 
Vincenzo Andrea, and the chief of the Coun- 
cil, came into the Market-place ; where, having

ſons before alledged, and deman@&d, Whom 
they would have Command in NN apits, Gennars 
or my ſelf; they anſwered with great Cries , 
That chey would no wore hear of Gemnare, a 
man brutal and incapable; that they would

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General ſhout in my favour, and with an uni-

I cauſed the noiſe to ceaſe, telling them, . 
My Ambition was more. moderate, that the 
time of makings themſelves a Maſter was nor 
| yet' come, that the Spamiardy muſt firſt be. 
driven away, that ſo precipitated a reſolution 
would infallibly cauſe their Ruine 'and mine , 
by drawing on me the envy : of all Europe, 
and depriving us of all the Supplies we expet- _

thence (very much ſatisfied in their affeRion). 
I went into the Concheria, Lavinare, and gene- 
rally all the Quarters of the Town, where all 
paſſed after the ſame'manner, and in a faſhion 
yet more Wliping. . | . 

. The greFronnd I was fain to 'make cauſed 
me to come very: late ro the Convent of Saint 
Lawrence , where all deliberations are made 
thact concetn the Afﬀaires of the Kingdome, I 
cauſed the Bell ro be immediately Rung, to 
Aſſemble the Magiſtrates, the Military and City 
Captains, and the Cotincil: When they were 
come together, I told them I had ſent for them, 
10t-to ſeek of them the Authority, and adſolute

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Command the People with one Voice-had alrea- 
dy conferred .upon me, bur, co advertiſe them , 
that, having accepted it, they ſhould publiſh ic 
to-all men, forbidding chem , on pain of their 
Mves, to receive or acknowledge any other Orders 
then mine: That I would like a good Father 
Prote& all ſuch as ſhould comply wich their duty, 
and faithfully obey me ; - As, on the other ſide, 1 
ſhonld not fail ro - puniſh all thoſe that for the 
future failed of the reſpeRt they owed me. 
 Aﬀer this I diſmiſſed them; and was told 
thatGexmmaro made a great Commotion amonglt _

?2ining them Liberty, I anly went about to 
change their Fetters, and impoſe heavier then 
the Spaniards had” hitherto detained them iv. 
Night being too farr advanced to po to appeaſe 
this Tumulr, accompanied as uſually with inſc- 
tenee and diſorder, I deferred it till the morning, 
and in the mean time fent to Gemnaro, to conlider

I 
aroſe very early, and many Gentlemen of the 
moſt conſiderable of Naples came to wait on 
me, amongſt others, Mſazille C aracciols, Marco 
Antonio Brancaccioand Bartholomeo Griffo, hom 
I intended ro make Colonel of my Guards, be- 
cauſe he was a perſon of Quality, and an old Sol- 
dier, of great merit and experience, and Aſa- 
zillo Cracciolo Camp-maliler-General, who was 
very well born, and of great ability, that had car- 
ried Armes all his life with much honor, and an 
Irreconcileable enemy of the Spaniards, by whom 
he Id been very ill uſed: but, the People ha- 
ving a diſlike of them, this intention had no 
effeQ, I thinking fit to have ſome reſpe& for 


their averfion, Bur, I kept ſtill near me old 


Aarco Antonio Brancaccio, whole Counſels I fol- 
lowed on all important occaſions, which ever ſuc- 
ceeded well, deriving many advantages from my 
confidence in him. 

Abour eight a Clock I went to Maſs, after 
which I ſpoke to the People, who heard me fa- 
yourably, and by their Anſwers, Cries and 
Acclamations appeared yet more affeRed to 


and more reſolved co make me their King, 


then waging, go%, I' with the fame rex- 
ſons diſlwaded them, tel-ing them, 1 was reſol- 


ved to retire, and abandon them, if they per- 
ſiſted in that cthouphe, 1 got on horſeback to 
go to St. Auſtins, followed by above twenty 
chouſand People, where I heard the Magiſtrates 
of che City, and the Council were war gr 

eing 
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being the uſual place where they are wont to 
deliberate, and making a ſtand under the win- 
dows of che room where they were at Council, 
] ſent the Captain of my Guards co enquire whac 
they were doing, and let them know that having 
acquainted them with my intentions, it w.s to 
very little purpoſe for them to imagine they had 
any thing to determine on; That all the people 
had owned me, by whoſe g-neral acclamations 
they might eaſily underſtand cheir pleaſure; That 
if they went about co caſt in any difficulty or 
qualification, I had no more to do bur looſen 
the reiggs to the people, whom I had much ado ' 
| to reſtrain from chrowing them all out at the | 
! Windows. They demanded a little patierce, by | 
! which I ſhould be ſatisfied of their obedience 
| and zeal, arid immediately after they brought me | 
the reſulc of their Conſultations, ſigned by all that

were preſent, by which they declared me Duke 
| of their Republick fo: five years, with-an abſo- 
! lute and ſovereign power , which was approved 
' by the conſent and applauſe of all the people. 
Afeer this I went into the Markert-place, where

__ ,  witha ſtrange cumulc, I rid up to them and de-

an entire Liberty, and to ſee their Country 
without dependance on any other : thar they

be by their ſubjeRion to the French, whoſe do- 
minion would be equally rough and inſupport- 
able ; that they ſought proteQion and ſuccours, 
but not ſubjeRtion ; and when they deſired af- 
Gſtance, they thought it ſhould have been given 
them without any other intereſt then the en- 
feebliſhment and ruine of their enemies. 1 
endeavoured to diſabuſe them, and reAifie this 
miſtake which had no foundation, telling them 
_ that Frarce had no ſuch intention, that of this I 
was ſnfficiently aſſured, having received Orders 


' to engage tie contrary { as I had already done) | 


and that Commiſſions were not given to per- 
ſons of my Quality to be afterwards diſavowed, 
by giving the lie to ſuch things as they had been 
commanded to declare in behalf of a Crown, ſo 
_ exa&in executing whatſoever it poſitively pro- 

miſes, and ſo religious in obſerving its faith. 
 ThatI was a pledpe they ought entirely to truſt 
to, 3nd thar L would never have zccepted the title 
of ProteRour of their Liberty to become inſtru- 
mental to the loſs of it, 

Anſwer was made that they ſhould have no 
ſuſpition nor diſtraſt of me, were I not born a 
Frenchman, but that they had reaſon to appre- 
hend allf om a perſon that muſt preferre the in- 
tereſts of his Country above all other concern- 

ments.

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ments. I anſwered them, that what they doubred 
' was not the intereſt of my Country, bur how- 
ever thatI embraced none' but theirs : the Oath 
I ſo —_— made at my acceptance of the 
command of their Armies having diſcharged 
me from all others, making me =E to be: any 
longer a Frenchman and become a Neapolitan, 
of which they needed not doubr, ſince I did it 
not without the permiſſion and order of my 
King, who then diſcharged me of whatT owed co 
him by his approbation of my engaging my felf 
in their ſervice. One of the moſt mucinous per- 
ſiſting to tell me, that I could not ſeparate my 
ſelf from my affetion ro my Country, where 1 
had my Birth, 1 replyed I was born in the Felxcca 
that brought me to Naples, beyond which 1 took 
cogniſance of nothing, This anſwer being an- 
expeRed fo agrecably ſurpriſed them, and was ſo 
welcomely received , that they made a great 
ſhour, and cried out altogether that they would 
liveand die with me, and reſolved never to ac- 
knowledge any other Maſter. 
From thence I went to the Carmelites, where 
I found Gemraro, who aſtoniſhed ar my good 
fortune, and looking on himſelf as without ſup- 
port or partie, waited for meat the Church-gate; 
ell informed of all that had paſſed at Saint 
Lawrence, Saint Anu#ins, and the Market-place: - 
He fell on his Knees before me to begs parden, 
beſeeching me to grant him the advantages I bad 
offered him over-night, and cafting his ſtaff at my 
feet, which I ordered him to re-aſſume in qual:y

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power before publick Notaries, which we both of 


us ſigned on the rail of the high Altar, cauſing 
the chief of thoſe that were preſent to ſign alſo 
as witneſſes, after which 7: Dem was ſung, and 
we heard Maſs together; at his defire I cauſed an 
inſtrument to be drawn up of all the Priviledges 
and Advantages I bad granted him, and with a 
thouſand acclamations and ſhouts of joy,returned 
into the Convent, and carried him to Dine with 
me in my apartment. At the end of which 1a- 
z3llo C aracciolo,repreſenting that the Kings breed 
of Horſes was entirely ruined, I gave him order 
to return all Mares that had been taken away, 
inwhich 1 was ſo punQually obeyed that very 
few were loſt, and that they might be afterwards 
preſerved with greater authority, I made him 
Maſter of the Horſe, a charge time out of mind 
poſlefſed by thoſe of his family, and particular! 

by the Marquis of Saint Eraſmo his Uncle, hich 
afterwards obliged him to be more aſliduous 
about my perſon. 1 then ſent for Anguiftins 
Aells a famous advocate, and preat friend of the 
Nobility, having managed the affairs of the prin- 
cipal of them, and ordered him to pive them 
Rotice of all theſe good ſucceſſes, of the arrival 
of the Fleer, and that they ſhould now have the 
fatisfaRion of making no addreſſes but to me 


alone, who had the ebſolute authority and might 


call my ſelf Maſter, that therefore they needed 
no longer apprehend the inſolencies of the rab- 
ble, having in me a Protectour not only powerful 
but fo great a friend co their Intereſts, After this 
I cauſed Letters to þe written to all parts of rhe 
EE ng WES | King- 
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Kingdom, and Manifefts to be ſent to all the Pro- 
vinces, with ſuch ſucceſs, that very ſhortly after, 
in 2 manner all the Towns, except ſuch as had 
Gariſons, ſent to aſſure me of their obedience, 
and expreſſed extraordinarie Joy, that they were 
to own no other authority but mine, which x 
crook all the care imaginable to render juſt and 
acceptable , ſtudying to oblige every body, and 
acquire a general eſteem and affeRion, in which 
I had very happy ſucceſs. | 
I cauſed to be prepared a great preſent, com- 
poſed of all manner of refreſhments, ard what- 
ever could be found in a great, rich and proud 
City, that had yet for ſome Moneths ſuffered by 
Revolutions and War, with which twelve: Felnc- 
ca's were laden, to ſend to thoſe that commanded 
the Kings Fleet, wich accountof the preſent con- 
dition of Naples, the renunciation made to me 
by Gemnaro of his authority, my eſtabliſhment in 
it by the general conſent of the people, and the 
title that had been given me of the Duke of the 
Republick, with that of ProteRour of its Liberty, 
and Generali//ims Of its Armies, on which ac 
count I could no longer doubt but the Fleet was 
to receive my Orders, ſince the Abbot Baſqes 
had aſſured me, they were to be received from no 
| other but ſuch a perſon as ſhould be head of the 
people, and abſolute maſter of the Town , that 
chis diſcourſe obliged me to attempt what 1 had ſo 
happily effeRed, and to eſtabliſh my authoricy on 
the ruines of that of Gennars. | 
The Siexr de T asllade, ro whom I had given 
his Commiſſion, was alſo to make my Comple-

ments tothe Generals and all particular Officers, 
and to preſs in my name the landing all ſuch ſuc- 
cours as two or three days before I had agreed 
on wkh the ſaid Abbot Baſchi ; but I wasforced 
to deferte his departure by the Fleets removal 
out of ſight of the Town to burn, as it did, five 
ſhips of che enerny that rid at anchor under 
Ceftdlemare , the Commanders ſeeking by this 


lictle aRion, to effacethe ſhame of not having ar: 


their firſt arrival taken-pr deſtroyed the whole 
Fleet of Spain, as they mighc ole and withouc 
hazard have done, if they had pleaſed : which 
would have pat an end to all, and compelled the 
Vieeroy and all the Spamiards to yield to diſcre- 
tion;\ being generally unprovided of all things, 
and after ſo conſiderable a loſs out of polſlibility 


of receiving any fuccours from abroad. They 
now ſhipped what men they could, and weighing 


anchor -went to-fighe the French, who had wil- 
fully neglected to conquer them when they were 
in no condition to defefid themſelves : in fine 
the fight began which laſted five or fix hours, 


| but without any conſiderable advantage on either 


ſide, nothing being done but firing their Canon 


. without boarding, of which I will not trouble my 


felf ro make the recital , its particulars being 
known, and I reſolyed to relate nothing bur 
what 1 am my ſelf concerned in, The Spaniards 
retreated, one part of them to ſhelter themſelves 
under Caſtello de l' Ovo, and the other ro anchor 
in the Haven of Zaia. 

As ſoon as the Kings Fleet returned within 
fiehe, I ſent the Sirmr de T aillade tO acquit _ 

c 
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ſelf of the CommiſſionT had given him, and de- 
wand in my hame the fourty thouſand weight of 
Powder had been promiſed me, with the reſt of 
the Ammunition, the landing eighteen hundred 
foot, ſuch of the Queens Guards and Regiment 
of Monſieur de Manicamp, as they had given me 
hope of, ro mount on horſeback, and for recep- 
tion of the ten pieces of Canon, for which I had 
cauſed Ponts to be made ar the point of Peſlippe. 
All cheſe things they conſented co, but performed 


not. Ialſo encharged him to deſire che Generals 


and chief Officers of the Fleet to come aſhore 
where 1 would entertain chem at Dinner, to con- 
ferre with thema of all ſuch things as we were to 
do by confent, eſpecially of an attacque upon the 
Spaniards who had not forces ſufficient ro man 


all their forts, ſo chat either they muſt abandon 


their ſhips, or elſe would become ſo weak in 
both places by dividing their power, that they 
muſt neceſſarily looſe the day, with their Fleer 
and all they were poſſeſſed of in the Town, if 
by Sea and Land we fell upon them at one and che 


 ſametime. But as Land conduR muſt be regulated = 


with reſpeRt to Sea affairs, which depend on the 
wind, I would-expe& a ſignal from the Fleet, and 
be in a readineſs to fall on as ſoon as 1 ſaw it pre- 
pare for fighe. 

The Siexr de Taillede returned with many 
fair words and promiſes, of all I had ordered him 
to demand in my name, and the Abbot Zaſqsi 
came to me accompanied by Father de 7abzis, tor 
a more particular regulation of all affairs wich 


me; I received them joyfully, expeCting co find 
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| an entire ſatisfaRtion 1n this Conference , but I 
=. diſcovered that he ſought nothing elſe but -pre- | 
tences of complaint againſt me, and char there | 
was no intention of giving me. ſuccours. He of. | 
fered to land the croops which 1 moſt earneſtly 
deſired, but demanding Money without which 
they would not one]y be ufelefs, but altogether 
prejadicial and deſtruRive, he anſwered he had 
none to give me, becaufe the Bills of Exchange 
upon Genoa could not as yet be complied wth. 
I told him if the troops were landed without 
Money to pay them, it would be'impoflible for 
me to contain them within the Bounds of Diſct- 
| pline, and that-imagining themſelves to be in a 
conquered Countrey, and a new War, 1 ſhould 
not be able to prevent their plundering and 1- 
centious living, Souldiers being kept in order by 
puniſhment onely ,. which cannot be inflicted 
when they are anpaied ; and that ſo their inſo- 
lence and exceſſes would not onely incite the 
hatred of the Countrey againſt the French Na- 
tion, but having to do with a cruel and out- 
rageous people , finding themſelves ill uſed by 
thoſe from whom they expected afliſtance, they 
would cut all their throats and mine amongſt the 
re{t, and ſo we ſhould become an infallible means 
of re-eſtabliſhing the Span; authority. | 
' Fo prevent ſuch-an inconvenience, I told him 
I knew very well there was great gaming, and 
'a great deal of Money in the Fleet, and that ir | 
would be eafie to make a purſe of two thouſand | 
Piſtols, with which I would be ſatisfied in ex- | 
:pectation of greater ſummes, and that being able 
6 | (0 
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to pay the men I demanded eight or ten days, 


I would endeavour in that time to drive the 
Spaniards out of the Town, and poſſibly mighc 


_ take oneof the three Caſtles, and by buſying all 


their forces on Land make them leave their Fleet 
fo difarmed that it might be all burnt or tiken. 
He anſwered me, that the Fleet came away in 
ſuch haſte, that all were in ſuch a manner unpro- 
vided, that he could not ſupply me with ſo much 
as a hundred Piſtols, to which I replyed, it being 
ſo, he needed not think of landing any troops, 
ſince I could well enongh ſubſiſt without them, 
and would have patience till he cauſed Money 
to come, without which, in ſtead of getting ad- 
vantage by their landing, I ſhould looſe the ho. 
nour of France, beſides that it would infallibly 
coſt me my life, and procure the enemies ſuch ad- 


vantages as they were not ina condition to hope 


for. 
From this anſwer occaſion hath been taken to 


complain of ine, and to ſay, that I refuſed the 


ſaccors were offered me, that I might have no 
dependance on France; ſuppoſing I could ſubſift 
without her. But let Rick as will rake pains to 
conſider theſe things without paſſion judge, whe- 
ther my comportment, or the manner where- 

with they dealt with me were more blameable. 
Aﬀer this I demanded Powder, and they pro- 
miſed ir, and ſending Felxcca's ro fetch it, they 
rerurned them with ſix and thirty Barrels, thirty 
of which were for Gennaro to ſupply the Carme- 

lites Tower, and onely (ix for me, giving me ho 
of the remainder of the fourty thonſand wages 
which 
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which I never coald obtain, For Artillery my 


|.  Ponts were not well enough made to ſatisfie the 


Officersof the Fleer, who ſaid, they could nor 
hazard the Canon inthem till chey were mended, 
which I cauſed to be done but to no purpole. 
For Bullets and Match there was not any more 
mention made of them, 

The Abbot Baſqzi propoſed to me to go | 
aboard the Fleet co ſpeak with the Generals, 
which, beſides that I could not do it with honour, 
a Governour never going out of a place that is 
beſieged, being entruſted with the ſafety of the 
' Town, the command of the Gariſon, and an 
authority.over the whole Countrey, it bad .nei- 
ther been handſom nor reaſonable,thar I ſhould 
| have hazarded the lofs of Naples, whileſt a con- 
trary wind might have hindered my return 
to remedy the diſorders my abſence ſhould have 
cauſed, the reſpe& of my perſon and preſence 
alone maintaining a turbulent and fſeditious peo- 
ple in duty and obedience. But had I wanted all 
theſe reaſons, he made his propoſal to me in a 
faſhion ſo. farre from being perſwaſive, that 
it tended rather to give me diſtruſt and jealouſie : 
ſo thar I perceived he had no other end chan to 
do me ill Offices, by giving our (as he did at his 
return) that I had not onely refuſed all the aſli- 
ſtances propoſed, bur that 1 declined all corre- 
ſpondence and commerce with the Officers of the 
Fleet, and he was beſides ſo malicious that be 
cauſed me to. be told by Father de 7aliis, as a 
friendly advice, that I ſhould have a care how I 
went aboard the Fleet, ſince there _—_ 
order 
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order and deſign to arreſt me. The ſame father, 
by the ſame inſtigation, gave out, that he had 
diſcovered that I had an intention at the enter. 
tainment I would have made at Poſ/ippe, to have 
detained the. Officers that ſhould have come 
aſhoge as hoſtages, till ſuch time as they ſhould 
have given me the aſſiſtance I had demanded, 
and they promiſed me ; "This artifice was made 
uſe of to break all Communication between us, by 
which we might have diſcovered all the deceits 
of this Gallant; and by it I was ſufficiently con. 
firmed in what I well enough anderſtood before, 
that he was a Spie and Penſioner of Spain - of 
which 1 believe, every man that attentively con- 
ſiders bis comportment is perſwaded as well as 
my ſelf, and judges him. rather to have been a 
Spaniſh than French agent , bur I have more 
ſolid proofs, For the Nobility ſending to know 
whether the Fleet had .order to depend on me, 
and that if ſo, they would declare for us, and] 
returning anſwer it had, he went the ſame nighc 
to Gewnaro, to give him aſſurance they were to 
obey nane but him, which the next day he 
| liſhed, to ruine my deſigns, and cauſe all the Ne. 
bility to re-engage in the ſerviceof Spazs, rather 
chan become ſubjeR to the inſolence and bruta- 
lity of Gennaro. | 
One thing happened which had like to have 
made me looſe all patience; ewo ſhips laden 
with Corn coming to the Spariards, were taken 
by our Fleet within our ſight, at which I was ex. 
tremely glad, beijeving Heaven bad miraculouſly 
ſent them to relicye our necellities, but. they 
were

were carried to Poxtolongone, and we put off with 
flight excuſes, and hopes of their return from 
_ day today. Their malice went yet farther, for 
the Abbot Baſchi telling me the Fleet wanted 
Biſcuic, and defiring me to furniſh them till the, 
arrival of that they expeRted from Provence, 
and with ic plenty of Corn for us: though 1 had 
but three weeks Proviſion, I cauſed half of it to 
be baked, which being done and it become in a 
manner uſeleſs, he lefc it on my hands, telling me 
a ſhip had lately brought ſome to che Fleet, fo 
that now they had no occaſion for it. 

Afﬀer this he made me a very ridiculous pro- 
poſition, to give the Protection of the Kingdom 
of Naples to the Cardinal of St Cecilia, to which 
I anſwered that I wastoo great a ſervant of Car- 
dinal Mſazarin his brother, to conſent to a 
thing ſo contrary to his honour, which would 
make him the ſcorn and table-talk of Rome, by 
. . becoming ProteRour of a Republick could paſs 
for no other than chimerical, becauſe as yet 
but onely in Idea, He perverted alſo this judi- 
cious anſwer, and made uſe of it to ſpread abroad = 
that I was not onely the enemy of France, but of 
Cardinal Mſazarin and his Family. | 

Vincenzo Andrea, a cloſe adherent to .Spair, 
conſpired with him to lay a ſnare for me, which I 
preſently diſcovered and avoided ; it was that 
co ſhew the abſolute eſtabliſhment of my autho- 
rity, I ought to coin Money, and not ſuffer that 
of che King of Spain to be any longer current, 
thar ſo they mighe render uſeleſs the little Money 
I could make my ſelf maſter of. I ſeemed to ap- 

| | prove 
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| Prove this advice, and cauſed ſome Silyer and 
| Copper to be coined, but with this precaution, 
that in a thouſand Crowns not above fifty bore 
the ſtamp of the Republick,the reſt that of Spaix, 
but with a date of the former year : On which 
account they ſought to prejudice me, bur m 
reaſons appeaſed a little tumult that was raiſed 
on this occaſion, and thought it beſt to forbear a 
vanity that might put us in a condition of ſtar- 
ving. 
They ſought to bring another inconvenience 
upon me, from which 1 freed my ſelf with re- 
ſolution and vigour, Gennaro followed by a nu- 
merous rabble came tumultuouſly to demand of 
me the pardon of Aſichael de Santzs, who was 
very much beloved in the town, for the agreeable 
ſervice he had done the multitude , during the 
firſt tumults, in cutting off the head of Dom 
Pepe Caraffa,and cauſing his body to be dragged 
abour the Streets, repreſenting to me, that if I 
put himro death, ic would be thought that I ſa- 
crificed him to the reſentrents of the Nobtlity, 
for whom I ſhould expreſs ſo great an affeftion 
thatit would make the people deſpair. I anſwe- 
red that his puniſhment was important towards 
the ſupporting my authority, his temerity and 
inſolence having been too exceſlive and publick 
to be paſſed by. He told me his pardon was 
ſought by them all, and that the refuſal of a re- 
quelt they were ſo zealous in would cauſe a gene 
ral infurre&ion. I replied, that 1 was not of an 
humour to be compelled to any thing, the conſe- 
quence whereof would be dangerous, that 1 
| would 
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would accuſtom the people to bear me more re: 
ſpe, and come on their knees to beppe ſuch 
- 0d as they ſought of me, and not fancy they 
ſhould oblige me to a condeſcention by fear, that | 
this too bold proceeding ſhould haſten his death, 
contrary to my intention, for if they had gone 
to work more moderately, and with greater re- 
ſpe, I would have given them his life, That 1 
valued not tumults, having credit and reſolution 
enough to appeaſe them, continue the Town in 
its duty, and cauſe ſuch to be puniſhed as went 
about to make any commotion, and thar if I 
Heard but the leaſt murmuring, I would cauſe the 
Gallowſes of the Market-place to be furniſhed 
with the moſt violent and mutinous. That they 
ſhould learn to know me better, and the manner 
of applying theraſelves to me, and calling one of 
my Guards, I, in their hearing, commanded him 
to carry order to Bernards Spirito, the Auditor 
general, to cauſe Afichael de Santis to be con- 
fefled, and immediately after executed on the 
High-way that goes to Aver/a, and to ſet up a 
Poſt there, and place his head upon it, and hang 
his body by one foot on a tree, with an inſcripti- 
on that had cauſed him to die as a perſon ſedi. 
tious and bloudie, a diſobeyer of my orders and 
contemner of my authority. This was punQu- 
ally executed to the great ſatisfaction of the No- 
bility, whoſe affeRion for me was much increaſed 
by the exact performance of my promiſe, and my 
care to revenge and content them, after which 
diſmiſſing thoſe that came to plead for him with 
ſo much inſolence and imprudence, I rid a and 

own 
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down the Town to ſee what effet the menaces 
had been made me mighe produce ; bur I found 
the ſame teſtimonies of affcRion and reſpeRthat 
were uſual, without any mans daring to complain 
or open his mouth on this occaſion, 

A while afrer the Abbot Baſchi viſited Gen- 
”aro, Whom he thought incenſed by the little 
valueI had for him and his interceſſion, and con- 
ſulring with him the means of ruining me, pro- 
miſed him in order to it the afliſtance of Frarce, 
and the re-eſtabliſhment. of his Authority. 
They admitted none to this ſecret Conference 
but Tomo Baſſo, and ſome others of their adhe- 
rents, with Doctor Franciſco Pati, a man of 
whom they had no jealouſie, who at Rome with- 
out my privity, two days before my departure, 
agreed with /Monfienr de Fentenay to bave ren- 
deredthe Kingdom of V aples tributary to France, 
and had ever after held a ſecret correſpondence 
with him. 

About five next Morning the ſaid Franciſco 
de Pati came to demand audience of me, and ca- 
ſting himſelf on his Knees at my bed-ſide, gave 
me account of all particulars that had paſſed be- 
tween Gennaro and the Abbot Baſch;, what he 
had negotiated with 1onfienr de Fonrtenay, and 
generelly all the ſecrets of their correſpondence, 
of which he promiſed me punRual advertiſc- 
ment for the future, deſiring, in recompence of 
this important ſervice, the charge of Preſident in 
the Chamber 'of accounts: The Abbot Baſqui 
coming to viſit me at my riſing, I told him Iwas 
very much ſurpriſed at the manner of his pro- 

| ceedins 
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ceeding, which could be no other if he were paid 
by the Spariards, and intended their ſervice, 
At this be was out of countenance and changed 
color, and began to enter upon many juſtificati» 
ons, with a thouſand proteſtations of affe&tion 
and ſervice; to which I replyed, that he ſhould 
not deceive me by fair words, that though I ac- 
knowledged him to have great abilities, Fe came 
ſhort of chat, and was of coo heayie a Philiog- 
nomie to over-reach me, that though I believed 
he had fiudied MMachiavel, if I entered into com- 

tition of wit with him, ic ſhould be with fo re- 
fined Politicks, that 1 would in two hours pive 
him ſuch Commentaries, as he ſhould not inter- 
pret with ten years ſtudy. He told me he under- 
ſtood nothing of all this diſcourſe, which I was 
willing to explain to him, by declaring that I had 
notice of his moſt ſecret intrigues, his negotiati- 
ons with Gennaro, and their deſigns againſt my 
authority, libertic and life, which he impudencly 
attempted to deny. But he was altogether out 
of countenance, when I gave him the particulars 
of all that had paſſed, of the meansthey intended 
to uſe for putting their intentions in execution, 
and nominated ro him all perſons that had 
knowledge of this plot, he ſeemed very much 
diſturbed, yet fortified himſelf on the negative, 
but was entirely confounded when I declared to 
him that I was informed of all theſe things by 
Franciſco de Pati and told him the recompence 
T had given him for ſo eminent a ſervice, and that 
if he defired it, I would ſend for him to juſtifie all 
eo his face. His ſpeech failed him, and he was 
{o 
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 o polleſt by fear, that he thought his life at an 
_ end, hut I recovered him by aſſurance that I bore 
ſo great reſpeR to his CharaQer of the Kings 
' Agent, that whatſoever he had attempted againſt 


me, in ſtead of reſentments he ſhould receive 


from me all manner of Civilities and Services, 
That I would oblige him to acknowledge that 
I had preater zeal, pafſion and fidelity for the 
ſervice of France than himſelf, ſince his en- 
deavours tended all to the re-eſtabliſhing the 
Spaniards, and ruining an enterpriſe ſo advan- 
rageous tq the Crown, by contriving the de- 
NruRion of the moſt zealous, faithful and dif. 
intereſſed ſeryant it ever had, and that in deſpite 
of all his malicious arrtifices I would continue 


ſuch, reſolved to ſacrifice my life for its ad. 


vantages and glory : that I was aſſured ſo infa- 
mous proceedings would be diſayowed, and that 
it was not by the Courts orders that he aRted in 
fucha manner: and that there was no need to 
have recourſe to ſo extraotdinary wayes for 
overthrowinp my fortune , and oppoſing my 
eſtabliſhment, for if the Court had any diſtruſt 
of me, or would not have me continue any 
longer at Naples, on the firſt order figned by 
his Majeſty, or the leaſt ticket under the hand 
of Cardinal Aſazarzis, I would go away withour 
conteſt, to give accothe; of my ations, pre- 


ferring the glory of obeyitig and complying : 


with my duty, tothe higheſt and moſt ſolid: 
eſtabliſhment I conld expe from Fortune, He - 


was ſorry to find me fo ſubmiſſive, becauſe he 


wanted a pretence to prejudice 'me : but ha» 
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ving dealt fo ill with me, he was careful not to 
give a true account of my conduct ; but on the 
contrary did me all the 1! offices he poſſibly 
could, to prevent my being aſſiſted, and cauſing 
me to be abandoned by all, ſo to haſten the ruine 
of a perſon he had too highly offended to expe 
any pardon, and that would ever be an irre. 
proachable witneis of his infidelity to Fraxce. 
He continued two days in Naples after this, 
in which he negleted not che purſuit of his 
deſigns, as will appear by the remainder of this 
diſcourſe. He plotted to cauſe me to be killed in

doing it, that ſo he might ſeem unconcerned in 
an accident, which would be attributed onely to 
the fury of Saga ate, and tumultuous multi- 
tude, he reſolved, caſting off his mask, to cauſe 
me to be poniarded by a conſpiracie of ſeventeen 
perſons, the heads of whom were Torn Baſſo, 
Salvator de Gennaro, and Petro Damico, per- 
ſwading them that as an enemy of Fraexce I was 
the cauſe the people received no ſuccours from 
thence, which would ſupply all cheir wants abun- 
dantly as ſoon as it ſhould have knowledge of 
my death, and that without this the Fleet had 
order to abandon them. I had ſome jealouſic 
of this plot, and engaged two perſons, who 
ſeeming very much diſſatisfied and animated 
LL oo, againſt” 


blies, and gave me punRual advertiſement of all 
reſolutions that were taken. : 

Thar very night chey drew a great many peo» 
ple into arms inthe Market-place, and ſen a like 
number into the Carmelices Cloyſter where I 
lodged, and I was ſurpriſed to ſee ( whileſt I 
was in conference wich the Abbot Baſchi) the 
Magiſtrates of the Town and Counci/ come in, 


who demanded to ſpeak with me of an affair of 


the higheſt conſequence for the publick good. 
Vincenzo Andrea having met them as if by acct- 
dent, Towns Baſſo was their ſpokesman, a man 


eloquent, hot headed, and violent. He told me. 


the people had ſatisfaQion in my conduR, with a 
very great ſenſe of the extraordinary ſervices 
T had rendered them; bur che eſtabliſhment of 
a Republick being ſo neceſſary, he beſough: me 
to lay the firſt foundations; That { ſhould con- 
tinue the qualitie of Duke, and General of their 
Forces, with the title of ProteRour of their Li- 
_ berty, which I had ſo well deſerved, but that 16 
was time to form a Senate, without whoſe ad- 
vice and deliberation nothing ſhould be ated or 
undertaken ; for whileſt the whole authority 
was in my perſon alone, I ſeemed either a _ 
or a tyrant ; that the jealouſie of rhis woul 

draw upon me the hatred of all men, becauſe it 
would look as if 1 had rather a deſign to ett- 
flave the City and Kingdom than to deliver therg 
from Captivity. 
This captious diſcourſe ſurprized, bur did not 
 aſtoniſh me, and canſed me in an inſtant to re- 
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ving dealt fo ill with me, he was careful not to 
give a true account of my conduct; but on the

others of chat Cabal; would have me looked 
on as the tyrant of MN aples, rather than as the 
reſtorer of her Liberty, and in caſe he failed in 
this, which he thought the handſomeſt way of 
doing it, that ſo he might ſeem unconcerned in 
an accident, which would be attributed onely to 
the fury of - an outrageous and tumultuous multi- 
cude, he reſolved, caſting off his mask, to cauſe 
me to be poniarded by a conſpiracie of ſeventeen 
perſons, the heads of whom were Tex» Baſſo, 
Salvator de Gennaro, and Petro Damico, per- 
ſwading them that as an enemy of France I was 
the cauſe the people received no fſuccours from 
thence, which would ſupply all their wants abun- 
dantly as ſoon as it ſhould have knowledge of 
my death, and that without this the Fleet had 
order to abandon them. I had fome jealouſie 
of this plot, and engaged two perſons, who 
ſeeming very much diſſatisfied and animated

againſt me, had admittance into all their aſſem- 
lies, and gave me punRual advertiſement of all 
reſolutions that were taken. | . 

That very night they drew a great many peo- 


ple into arms in the Market-place, and ſent a like 


number into the Carmelires Cloyſter where I 
lodged, and I was ſurpriſed to fee ( whileſt 1 
was in conference with the Abbot Baſchi) the 
Magiſtrates of the Town and Council come in, 
who demanded to ſpeak with me of anaffair of 
the higheſt conſequence for the publick good. 
Vincenzo Andrea having met them as if by acct- 
dent, Towns Baſſo was their ſpokesman, a man 
eloquent, hot headed, and violent. He told me 
the people had ſatisfaQtion in my conduR, with a 
very great ſenſe of the extraordinary . ſervices 
T had rendered them, but the eſtabliſhment of 
a Republick being ſo neceſlary, he beſought me 
to lay the firſt foundations; That i ſhould con- 
. tinue the qualitie of Duke, and General of their 
| Forces, with the ticle of ProteRour of their Li- 
berty, which I had ſo well deſerved, but that it 


was time to form a Senate, without whoſe ad- 


| Vice and deliberation nothing ſhould be aRted or 


undertaken ; for whileſt the whole authority 


was in my perſon alone, I ſeemed either a wy 
or a tyrant ; that the jealouſie of this woul 
draw upon me the hatred of all men, becauſe it 
would look as if I had rather a deſign to ett- 
flave the City and Kingdom than to deliver then 
from Captivity. | 
This captious diſcourſe ſurprized, buc did not 
aſtoniſh me, and caaſed me in an inſtant to re- 
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colleR all that my intelle& could furniſh me with- 
al, which was augmented by the neceſſity of im. 
mediately freeing my ſelf from ſo dangerous 
and ſhppery a {pps 9 there being much to 
be apprehenJed on either (ide, fince if I refuſed 
what was ſo preſlingly demanded of me, I could. 
not eſcape death by diſcovering an intention to 
become a tyrant, and if I yielded ro what was 
deſired I ſhould afterwards be but a ſhadow 
without credit and without power, All had their 
eyes fixed on me, expeRing my reſolution with 
impatience, not mas that being ſo unpre- 
pared,I could take any advantageous to me, nor 
avoid a danger ſo evident, and in a manner one 
and the ſame to which fide ſoeyer I inclined. I 
anſwered them ſmiling, that I thought my ſelf 
extremely happy, in that the ſervices I had hi- 
therto endeavoured to render the people were 
acceptable,but that my ſatisfaRtion was redoubled, 
to ſee the paſſion with which they endeavoured 
to form themſelves into a Republick, that they 
might recolle& thac I was the firſt propoſer of 
this manner of Government, and which I moſt 
earneſtly deſired to ſee effeted as the moſt ad- 
vantageous reſolution we could take. That to 
this no man alive ſhould be more forward, be- 
cauſe on its eſt: bliſhment depended the repoſe 
and liberty of che Country. That we were ſeri- 
ouſly to conſult and a&.in order towards ir, but 
that all Zxrope, and Rome eſpecially, having their 
eyes upon us, we ought to proceed with ſo much 
juſtice and reaſon, that at leaſt we might not be. 
. come ridiculous, great affairs depending much 
on 
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on reputation, which ought jo ſuch a manner co 
be husbanded, chat nothing mjght be done from 
which the enemy ſhould derive advantage, who 
would carefully obſerve all our ſteps, to make uſe 
of all our failings, which could not be ſlight, our. 
ſafery or ruine depending on our good or evil 
condut; Thar there were ſeveral ſorts of Re- 
iblicks, and that we qught very ſeriouſly ro con- 
ider, before we made our choice, which of them 
would be moſt adyantageovs to us, and moſt ſu- 
table to the humour and diſpoſition of the Cour- 
try. That popular Government had — 
Pon but was not without defeQts ; Thai bot 
ownand Country were certainly moſt inclined 
eo it, but yet the Kingdom of Naples numerous 
in Nobility, generous and haughty, and that had 
hitherto had ſo great a ſhare in che Government, 
I held it very dangerous to exclude them, be. 


_ cauſe deſpair reconciling them to the Spaniſa in- 
- rereſts, we ſhould not without a great deal of 
difficulty reſiſt their united powers ; That their 
number being ſo great we could neither drive 


them all our, nor deſtroy them ; That none of 
them were wichout many friends and dependants, 
by whoſe means they would cauſe dangerous di- 
vitions amongſt us, and give birth co fo many 
diſturbances as e':tire ages would not be able to 
overcome ; That deſpairing people are to be 
feared above all other, who. would leave nothing 
unattempted for preſervation of their honors, 
lives and eſtates, chart we were to fight againſt a 
renewing Hydra, That I could not diſcern what 
Mou'd oblige us to precipitate our ſelves into fo, 
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many perils, not onely difficult but impoſſible to 
be maſtered, which would draw on the enmity of 
Rome, which we ought ſeriouſly to conſider, be. 
canſe in a Government where the Pope was the 
ſupreme Lord, a general ſubverſion could not be 
made without /his participation and conſent, 
which we ſhould never obtain, by the oppoe 
ſition would be made by the Intereſt of ſome 
of the Nobility, nearly allied to ſeveral of the 
moſt powerful Cardinals, and principal Lords of 
that Court; That this manner of Republick 
would never ſuit with us, it being more reaſon- 
able to weaken the Spaniards than fortifie them 
with thoſe whoſe valour and conſideration made 
up all their power, and who no leſs weary than 
our ſelves of their cruel dominion , would have 
no other thoughts ( when ſafely they might ) 
then to a& conjoyntly with us towards repoſe 
and liberty, and employ apainſt thoſe that equal- 
ly oppreſſed us, their lives and fortunes to free 
themſelves from the tyranny they had ſo man 
years languiſhed under. That therefore I thought 
we oughtto endeavour to regainthe Nobility, by 
lectingthem underſtand they may find advantage 
and ſecurity with vs. 
My reaſons were applauded by all, and all 
granted they were not to be excluded from the 
zovernment , and that a- popular Common- 
wealth by the difficulty of its eſtabliſhment, 
would halten our deſiruRion. I told them there 


-appeared to me no leſs inconvenience, ſhould it 
canſiſt of the Nobility onely, who would tyran- 
pize the people, having too freſh a remembrance 


of 
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of the outrages received, ſecing irs hands yet 
ſtained with the blogd of their Relations ; That 
they would never forget the plundering their 
goods, burning their houſes, and laying waſte 
their Lands, but would employ -the credit and 
authority ſhould be ſetled on them in particu- 
lar revenges, That in this manner the Spaniards 
might indeed be ruined, but the people would 
acquire only Chains in ſtead of the Liberty 
pretended to, and be treated with greater crueſ 
ty than they had ever: been by the:enemies, for 
whom they had ſo great horrour and averſion. 
They all cried out with one voice that this would 
be ſo farre from givingeaſe, that it would adde to 
their ſofferings, and was therefore to' be no more 
mentioned ; but that they ſhould ſettle in the 
choice of a mixt Republick, in which'the Nobility 
and People ſhould have equal authoricy, I an- 
ſwered that I ſaw yet many difficulties, becauſe 
we could not of our ſelyes take a refolttion of 
eſtabliſhing ic, wichoue firſt confulting' rhe No- 
bility, having firſt ſeparared chem from the Spa- 
*ards, and reunited them with us, it being unjuſt 
( Heaven having beſtowed upon them'fo many 
advantages above the people) that the people 
ſhould give them the Law, and withouc them 
form a Government, in which they. ought to 
have the beſt ſhare, That therefore before any 
thing were concluded on, we ought to give them 
notice of what we were about to do, that their 
intereſts might oblige them ro come and give 
their opinions in an affair in which they were 
principally concerned, |

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\. They then told me that as Duke of the Re- 
publique'I ſhould write to ſummon them to 
come and deliberate of the Government we were 
' fo ſetup, and to conſider together the readieſt 
and ſecureſt ways for reſtoring Peace and Liberty 


to the whole Countrey. I am ready, faid I, todo 


all that you ſhall order me on this occaſion, bur I 
fore-ſec ill conſequences upon this reſolution, 
which may become troubleſome to you, and 
which I hold my ſelf obliged to repreſent, that 
you may . not. hereafter: reproach me to have 
brought upon you ſuch inconveniences as I ſhall 
have much ado to free you from ; We ſhall give 


the Nobility too great preſumption by addreſs 


ſing our ſelves to them as neceſſary: all; of thar 
body will believe we diftruſt our ſelves, as un- ble 
to reſiſt our. enemies, unleſs ſupported, by their 
valour and authority, and ſo ſuppoſing we can- 
not be: withouc them, they will hold the. Knife 
at our throar, and exa& ſuch conditions as we 
cannot with honour, nor ought not to- grant 
chem, of which th2 refuſals exaſperating them 
againſt vs, will more ſtreightly unite them with 
our enemies, whileſt they imagine us ac the point 
of deſtruction. 

My opinion therefor: is that a Manifeſt be 
publiſhed, by which - I will declare, that having 
been choſen Duke of che Republique , 1 with 
open Arms attend all ſuch as will have recourſe 
rome ;- that this title as well as that of ProteRor 
of their Liberty, as ſtreightly engages me to the 
1ntereſts of the Nobiliry as people, Thar I bave a 
like conſideration for chem, yer with reſpeR to 

_ the 
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the diſtinRions of their Births and Qualities, and 
like a good Father, though I tenderly love all my 
Children , put. a difference between the reſt 
and him that hath the Priviledge of Elderſhip; 
Inthis manner I invite all to apply themſelves to 
me, reſolved 'to:treat them according to their 
different merits, and give to all,in the eſtabliſh- 
ment I intend of a Republick, che Qualities and 
Advantages that Deſcent and Vertue ought to 


regulate, ſo impoſing conditions upon fiich as 


preſent themſelyes, in ſtead of receiving any 
trom them; And as the Nobility are to be 
looked upon'in three ſeveral Conſiderations, we 
on like manner muſt govern our ſelves in ſeveral 
manners: There are ſome Gentlemen that have 


Ned well with this Cicy and with their Tenants, 


and that by their diſcreet Comportment have 
gained the general eſteem and affeRion, we can- 
not do too much towards the advantages and 
o00d uſage of ſuch; there are others that have 
81ined the affeRtion of the people of Naples, 


and yet wracked and tyranniſed their tenants, 
ſuch muſt be obliged ro change conduR, and a 


good underſtanding muſt be made between them 
and their tenants, leſt by gaining the former we 
looſe the latter, -and interpofing my authority, 
muſt engage them to a punQual performance of 
what ſhall be promiſed on either fide ; The 
third ſort alike odious as well in their own Coun» 
trey as the City, by reaſon of a continued violent 
and outrageous Comportmert, are not neverthe- 


| leſs ro be excluded from ll hepes of pardon, 


for thac would of neccility compel them to 
an 
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an inſeparable Conjunfion with our enemies; 
it will therefore be better to oblige them to ab- 
ſent themſelves for a time, leaving to them the 
injoyment of their eſtates, not recalling them till 
they have ſuffered a kind of baniſhmenc, for ex- 
piation of their faults, which ſhall be longer or 
ſhorter according to the probability of their 
amendment. 
Every part of this diſcourſe had its applauſe, 
and I was befought to a& conformably to ic 
-as ſpeedily as could be poſſible. I undertook it, 
but repreſented that it would require fome time, 
precipitation rather ruining than advancing af- 
fairs of thisnature: Toxno Baſſo, having as the 
reſt, approved my diſcourſe, cold me, there was 
nothing more juſt nor reaſonable : but as tie 
ſtablihment of a Republick muſt neceſſarily be 
2 work of timeyhe: thought it neceſſary to begin 
teamediately to form a Senate, I ſmiled at this 
and gave him'to underſtand, thar a Senate beirp 
the body of a Republick, the eſtablifhing the one 
was no leſs than the eſtabliſhing the other , That 
we were firſt to conſider in what manner ic oughe 
tobe regulated; of what number of Senatours it 
ſhould conſiſt, and how many from every Pro- 
vince; whether every Town ſhould have one, 
and how many the City of Naples, with a thou- 
fand other things that could not be determined 
on'a ſudden; and beſides thar, he knew that 
wo: hay the lighteſt tax upon the Country, the

chatthat of Naples alone conſiſted of fix Cham- 
| bers of the Nobility, and thirry two Ottines of 


the 
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the People, without which it was icaperfeRt, That 
to deliberate on an affair of the preſent impor- 
tance,ſuch a general afſembly was much more 
neceſlarily te be called, which for the preſent was 
abſolutely impoſflible ro us. 

| Hecould not deny whac I had ſaid, and there- 
fore propounded to make Vice-Senators for the 


preſent ; I told him it had never been heard of 


to conferre the exerciſe of ſuch charges as were 
not in nature; but that I perceived ( judging me 
incapable to govern withour Council ) all his 


diſcourſe tended to no other end than to form

ſince I neither had nor ever ſhould have any 
other deſign than to make thoſe of France ef- 
fequil whatſoever they might be. He aſſured 
me he had noinſtruRion relating to this particu- 
lar, and that all that he knew was that the King 
pretended nothing more than to ſee the Spa- 
ard; driven out of Naples, they looſing the 
Kingdom, it was indifferent co him into what 
bands it fell, becauſe he ſhould from that derive 
a fufficient advantage. ] know not whether 
he was no better informed of the deſigns of 
France, or whether he would open himſelf no 
farther to me, that he might have ſtill pretence 
ro complain of my condua ; but this is a prear 
truth, thatT could neither from him nor any of 
the Kings Miniſters reſiding at Rome ever learn in 
what manner they deſired I ſhould comporr my 
ſelf. So that they neither c2n nor ought with ju- 
Nice to blame my aRions, which they would never 
regulate, __ His 
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His fear thac I might comply with the Officers 
of the Fleet, and give them particular informa- 
tions of all, obliged him with all poſſible care to 
prevent thelanding of the Gentleman the Duke 
of Richeliew ſent to complement me, ro which 
purpoſe he cauſed tim to be mot ſollicitouſly de- 
rained aboard another ſhip, thar he might not 
return to the Admiral till the Fleet was ready to 
ſer ſail, which evinces that it was not my faulc that 
I had no correſpondence with the officers, which 
_I earneſtly deſired. | 
. They ſent me word that for want of water 
. they ſhould be forced to ſet ſail, if Iprovided 
them nor, wherefore I preſently ſent them eighe 
Felncca's to fetch it , but this number being 
choughr inſufficient , they took ſo ſlight a pre+ 
tence to go for Portclongone, having done no 
other thing but expoſed me to a thouſand dan- 
ers, from which, 1 may ſafely ſay, Icſcaped not 
without a Miracle, and had I not before eſta. 
bliſhed an extraordinary confidence in the 


| people, I ſhould have been torn in an hundred 


pteces, when they found themſelves fruſtrated 
of all the ſuccors I had 'pgiven them cauſe to 
bope, with ſo great Jcobobiliry for which 1 was 
ſecurity, yet there remained now fo more but 
my perſon aloneto aſliſt chem. es 

This powerful Fleet would not contribute to 
the deltruction of Spain, which had been infal- 


lible by raking or burning all irs ſhips, which art irs 


arrival were found ar anchor, unarmed, and .un- | 
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rook twoſhips laden with Corn in my ſight, and 
ſent them 40 Portolongone, refuſed me the litre. 
Money I demanded for cauſing thoſe troops to 
ſubſiſt , whoſe landing I preſſed with ſo much 
importunity, furniſhed me with ne more but fix 
Barrels of Powder, and gave me no manner 
of aſſiſtance bur by the arrival of the Knight de 
Fourbin, the Baron de la Garde, the Knight of 
Gent, Sonllac, ae Glandeveze, Baron Durand, 
_ Saint Maximin, afterwards Quartermaſter of my 
Guards, and Beauregard an Officer belonging to 
the Artillery, and uſed all poſſible endeavours 
ro prevent the coming of theſe to me. I leave 
it to be judged if an other man, ſeeing himſelf 
ſo wretchedly abandoned, would not have loſt 
all courage as well as all hope 2 And whether 
I ſtood not in need of an extraordinary reſoluti- 
on to reſiſt ſo ſpightful a fortune, and of as great. 
addreſs to ſecure my ſelf from fo apparent dan- © 
gers? Notwithſtanding all which, this deplora- 
ble conditton renued my vigour, and ſeeing that 
all depended on my perſon, I employed my felf 
with ſo much care and fervency, that I did not 
onely avoid my own ruin, but came very near 
cauſing that of the Spaniards, which will appear 
' to ſuch as attentively read the remainder of theſe 
Memoires, whoſe verities are ſo extraordinary | 
they will to many ſeem fabulous. —. 
I ſent next Morning for the Magiſtrates of the 
Town, and thoſe which till then had formed the 
body of a Council, and told them I had intelli- 
gence that ſome amongſt chem conſpired apainlt 
my life, and had by night aſſembled themſelves 


in 


| 
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in a Church to deliberate on ſuch an attempe ; 
Thar being unwilling co dip my hands 1a bloud, 
I pardoned them with all my heart, conditionally 
that they repented, and took a different conduct, 
bur if they obſtinately perſiſted in that wicked 
deſign, they ſhould feel the effects of my juſtice 
and rigor, ſince they neglected thoſe of my good- 
neſs and clemencie ; with the aſſurance | gave 
them not onely to blor out of my memory fo 
deteſtable a defign, but neither to affect nor value 
them the leſs for the furu:e; All were ſurpriſed 
at ſogreata moderation, thoſe char were guilty 
faid little, the reft beſeeched me to nominate 
and puniſh them ſz verely, they being unworthy 
of pardon; and chat if my goodneſs permitted 
me not to do ir,1 ſhould leave chem to the people, 
whoſe ſeverity would terrific all perſons capa- 
ble of ſuch rreacheries, and that ſuch an example 
was due to the publique, in whoſe name they 
conjured me to it on their Knees, I anſwered that 
if the Confederates in ſo black a reſolution had 
any honour let, they would be moved by my 
Clemency, and become affeRionate and faithful 
ro me, bur if rhey periiſted they would tire my 
patience, and I ſhou'd cauſe them to be puniſhed 
according totheir deſerts. 

The night following they met again in another 
Church to conſule a ſecond time on their enter- 


_ priſe, The next Morning I ſent for the ſame per- 


ſons, and told them the ſame things I had done 
the diy before, that their ingratitude had wea- 
ried me, and having pardoned them twice, if 
they a third time. fell into the ſame faule, no- 

V2 thing 
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thing in the World ſhould be capable to ſecure 
chem from my juſt revenge ; In ſtead of altering 
their deſign, they contented themſelves to 
change the place of their meeting, of which 
having notice, I inſtantly ſent Officers of my 
Guard to ſecure them, and two of the ſeyen- 
reen, for ſo many they were, demanding to be 
brought co me, that they might declare the 
whole Conſpiracy, I ſent for them,where caſting 
themſelves at my feet, they begged their lives, 
and give me account of all chey knew. 

* By their Confeſſion I was informed that the 
Abbot Baſ/qui had told them I was an enetny 
to'the Crown of France, that I came to Naples 
not onely without its participation, but contrary 
co its orders, and that I was the cauſe the people 
received no ſupplies, that for this only reaſon the 
Fleet had neither landed Men, Ammunition, nor 
Atrillery, and ſent to Portolongone the two ſhips 
laden with Corn, that had been taken in fghr 
of the Town, That others were ready to be 
ſent from Provence with all manner of Supplies, 
as ſoon as they ſhould have rid Fraxce of an 
enemy and rebel, and their City of a Tyrant, 
who under pretence of procuring them Repoſe 
and Liberty, endeavoured nothing but to gain 
credit amongſt chem, that be .might afcerwards 
the more eaſily oppreſs them, and obtain the fi-- 
preme authoriry : Thar defire to be aſfitted with 
all-things neceſſary to drive away the Spaniards, 
made them reſolve to remove the onely ob- 
ſtacle, that deprived them of the ſupport and 
proteRion of France ; thar their deſpzir, by 
ſceinp 
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ſeeing themſelves abandoned , and the aſſurance 
of receiving all manner of ſupplies in abundance 
had cauſed them to ſwear my deſiruction and 
undertake to ponyard me. That there were ſe- 


 venteen in the Conſpiracy, but that Tom Baſſo, 


Salvator de Gennaro, and Petro d' Amico were the 
moſt violent, and the heads of the enterpriſe, 
Thar there was beſides theſe a Prieſt called Ca 


milo Todino, and a Notary called Caldedins, na- 


ming afterwards all the reſt, which I remember 
not, it being fo long ago, but that for themſelves 
they ever abominated this aRion, concealing 
their own thoughts to diſcover thoſe of others, 
and afterwards to give me account of all, that 
I might remember I had ordered them to ſeem 
diſſitisfied with me, and to engage amongſt ſuch 
as were ſuſpeRed to be ill affeRted. I did not 
onely pardon, but acknowledged my ſelf ob- 
liged to them, for freeing me from ſo great a 


\ danger, which in time and place convenient I 


would remember and reward. I then cauſed 


| Paper and Ink to be brought them, and com- 


manded them to write down what they had 
declared ro me, and ſubſcribe it: after which 
I ſent them Priſoners to the Vicary, and ordered 
the Auditor general to. take the examinations 
of the reſt,and to confront them with thoſe two 
which 1 had pardoned,. putting them on the 
Rack onely for forms ſake, to make their de- 
poſitions authentick, according to the cuſtom of 
the Country. The Confederates being. all pre- 
ſented to them, reproched: by their Conſciences, 
they neither made an abſolute denial, nor entire 
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Confeflion: Account was brought me of all that 
had paſled, and conſidering the conſequence of 


this affair, and that theſe wretches would nor fail 
ro introduce France into their Confeſſions, and 


impute to irs-orders that which proceeded onely 


from the malice and: diſloy-lry of the. Abbot 


Baſqui, | commanded the Auditor General to 
SIVe "the Heads of the Conſpiracy the torture or- 
dinary and extraordinary, and when they began 
to confeſs, cauſe the Notary, and other Officers of 


Juſtice, to avoid-the room, and write their De- 


poſitions with his own h: 1nd, that they might be 
kept ſecret, ſo to conceal from the people all 
they ſhould ſay of France, which might produce 
ſome bad effeR, by the pretence that ſhe was con- 


cerned 1n this diſhonorable action, ſo contrary to 
. the humour and cuſtoms of that Country, and of 
' which the Abbot Baſchi was the onely author, 


being c:pable of and accuſtomed co the like villa- 
nies, "and baving undertook: this. to ſerve Spain 
advantageouſly, by diſprraging France to the 
Neapolitans, and making her. ſuſpeRed of autho- 


riſing an aſſaſſination, in which ſhe was no ways 
concerned. Tinno Baſſo at firſt ſeemed conſtant 
under the torture, buc preſſ:d by violence of 
, pain, and more by remorſe of Conſcience, he 


trom point co point confirmed the depoſitions 


, of the two perſons I had pardoned, and added 


many very conſiderable circumſtances, and a- 
mongſt others, thit in one of the Convents of 
the 7acob;ns, in the © hamher of a DoRtor he na- 


_ med, they ſhould find a Maniteſt he had drawn 


up to publiſh as on as I ſhoujd have ben: poni- 
arde 
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arded in Juſtification of the aQisn, and to mike 
it appear neceſſ:ry, and undertaken only in order 
tothe ſervice of France, and advantages of their 
Countrey , which could on no orher account 
obtain ſuch ſuccours as were neceſſary tor ac- 
quiring Repoſe, Liberty, and Enfranchiſement 
from che oppreſſion of che Sp.cmiards ; And that 
having ated on no other account but that of 
affection to his Country , it muſt needs have 
been glorious to have taken away the life of a 


_ tyrint and diſturber of the publick quier. I ſent 


preſently ro ſeek this Manifeſt which was 
brought me, to the ſame ſenſe and in the ſame 
manner expreſſed as he had told us. The de- 
poſitions of the reſt of the Conſpirators were 
conformable, bur to avoid effuſion of ſo much 
bloud, I expoſed none but the three Chiets to 
the rigor of Juſtice, cauſing the relt ro be de- 
tainedn Priſon, till i got opportunity of baniſh- 
ing, and ſending them by Sea out. of -the King- 
dom ; The Wives and Relitions of the con- 
demned came with their hair diſheveled, and 
tearing their faces with their nails, according ro - 
the cuſtom of the Country, to moye me to com- 
paſſion, and caſt themſelves at my feet to beg 
their pardons, which I refuſed and could not have 
made good, though 1 had inclined to ir, the 
people were ſo incenſed againſt rnem; and ha- 
ving reicerated their attempts two or three 
days together, wichour obtaining any thing, they 
at laſt beſought me that execution might not be 
made in publick. I ſe:med unwilling to grant 
this, and ſuffered my ſelf ro be a while impor- 
V 4 tuned 
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tuned to it, though 1 had before reſolved it, to 
prevent their publiſhing at their death, ( what 
the Abbot Baſch; had falſly informed them of ) 
that I was an enemy to Fraxce, and the cauſe ſhe 
ſent no ſupplies, and that ir was for ber ſervice, 
and with her participation that they had under- 
takento poniard me, which 1 knew to be falſe, 
and was unwilling it ſhould be believed, or indeed 
ſuſpeRed. As ſoon as their heads were cut off 
they were ſet upon Poſts in the Market-place, 
and their bodies hung naked by one foot, the or- 
dinary puniſhment of Traito:s, with inſcriptions 
importing that they had been execnted as mur- 
derers, diſturbers of the publick quiet, and 
Conſpirators 2gainlt me, This cruel Spectacle 


was very fatisf.Rory to the people, and their joy 


was no lefs to ſee me delivered trom fo great pe- 
ri}, which gave them ſo much horrour andappre- 
henſion, as redoublcd their affeRion and kindneſs 
for me. 

After this I diſpatched the Sjewr de Taillade to 
Court, to give account of ſuch Negotiations as I 


had gone through, of the poſture in which I] had 


put all affairs, of the demands I had made of ſuch 
ſuccours*as the Fleet might have provided me 
with, of which I hid received an abſolute refuſa) , 
of the ill comportment of the Abbot Zaſqur, 


of the convincing proofs I had that in ſtead ot 


ſerving France, he had done nothing elſe but 
ſupport the intereſts of Spain, and endeavour my 
particular ruine as well as thar of Naples, and the 
Conntry depending on it, of the Commotions he 
had incited to deſtroy me, of the artifices he uſed 


for 
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for attaining his end, of the ridiculous propoſal 
he made me concerning the Cardinal of St Ceci/14, 
of his obſtruRting the Reconciliation with the No- - 
bility ; and in fine,of his Conſpiracy for killiug me, 
with the Cauſe I had to complain of my fuccels- 
lefs endexvours towards a correſpondence with 
the Officers of the Fleet, the want of which was 


_ maliciouſly imputed to me, as well as the omiſli- 


on they made art their arrival of deſtroying the 
Spaniſh Fleet, which might have been eff Red 
with as much eaſe as little danger, laſt of all T 
mentioned their abandoning me after they had 

conſumed half my Proviſions, without ſupplying 
me with one grain of the lading of two Veſlels 


_ of Corn, they took from the enemy in my ſight, 


which had incenſed the people ro the height of 
rage, and wou'd have cauſed me to have been 
miterably maſſacred, had I not been poſſeſſed of 
ſo greit a credit amongſt rhem, that] couid aſſure 
my ſelf to' continue our affairs withont falling 
into a worſe condition, till the return of the 
Feet: That T beſoughr Cardinal  1fazarin, on 
whoſe Friendſhip and ProteRion I thought. I 
might ſecurely depend, to diſpatch immediately t9 


me conſiderable ſupplies of Corn, Men,Money, 


Artillery, and Ammunition, without which it was 
impoſſible for me to ſabſiſt any longer , bur if I 
might receive them T would engage to render the 
King ſervices more: important than were ex- 

pected from me, and in a ſhort time deprive - 
:Spain of the Crown of Naples. I gave bim very 
exa& Inſtrutlons of all he was to negotiate on 
my behalf with the ſaid Lord Cardinal, and my 


Rela- 
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Relations, whom I encharged him to preſs to 
ſupply me with Money, as ſpeedily and largely 
as w:s poſſible, becauſe on ic depended my (:tety 
or ruine. Above all I commanded him to follicit 
Cardinal Mazarin to ſend Inſtruftions how I was 
to comport my ſelf, that I might not fail of ob- 
ſerving his Orders, and teſtifying by a blind obe- 
dience, my fidelity, zeal and reſpeR for the 
Crown of France. I ordered him to paſs by 


Rome to communicate all things with Monſieur = 


de Fontenay, and deliver him my Letters. 

In the Chriftmas Holy-diys the Bandits I have 
formerly mentioned, encouraged. by the hope 
T had given them of taking Awver/a, and preſence 
of the Army, fought with greater vigor and ro 
better purpoſe. The Spaniards attributed ro my 
care and vigilance whatſoever happened to their 
diſadvantage, and thought my conduct ha4a 
greater ſhare in my ſucceſſes than my fortune. 

The Prince, of AMontefarchio lick of a quartan 
Ague went home ſome days before. he had been 


ſuſpected to hold correſpondence; with me, which 


yet was no other than his acknowledgements, for 


my having ſaved his Siſters from the peoples fury, - 


and permitted him to live ac quiet rn his houſe , 
Their jealouſies increaſed when retiring into 
Apalia for ſome particular aff:irs, to ſecure dis 
houſe from being pillaged in his abſence, I ſent a 
Commiſſion to one of his ſervants ro command 
not only it, but all the 1iirza's of his other 
Lordſhips. In this manner I dealt as often as 
poſſibly I could with all the Nobility, to preſerve 


them cheir Eſtates, gain their good will by ſuch a 


Pros 
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ProteQion, and increaſe the Spaniards diſtruſt of 
them, from which I expeRted yery bappy Conſe- 
quem i. - ---:- A 

. I was likewiſe informed that, Polizo Paitena 
had poſſeſſed himſelf of Salerno, and marched 
to attacque' Scafatta, whole Conqueſt would be 
of extraordinary importance.to me, by making 
' me maſter of the River of Sarxe, and .the ſeyen- 
teen. Wind-mils, that made the Enemy ſybfiR, in 
the Caſtles and:Quarters they , were, polleſſed of 
in the Town, receiving all their, Meal from.chence. 
I was alſo tald; chat: Paxl of Naples. hid made 
himſelf Maſter of. Ave/tino, and, raiſed Men for 
more conſiderable enterpriſes.., Fapaz;, who till 
now had done nothing-bur run up .and down the 
- Country, and plunder on the banks of Garilawo, 
accompanied by the..two Brothets of Daretzs, 
. had taken the owns of Sefſa,, Itri, and the 
Tower of Sper{ongy, a Polt very cpnlidgrable, as 
being on. the: Sea-lide {I he: Siewx 4p. Laſcars 
| Nephew of the great Maſterof falta, whom 1 
had ſent to him, took in the City,of Fezg5, arid 
this little body of an ney begame conliderabje 
enough to be maſter-of the Fie)d,. and ip, fuch 
a manner black the Town and Caſtle of Garg, 
that it cut off its correſpandenge. with, the, reſt of 
the Kingdom, and prevented jis, receiving.any 
' more ſuccors by land. Pictzo,Creſcentio, with 
ſeven or eight hundred men be had drawn toge- 
ther, aſſaulted. Adowrefuſculo, the Capital City. of 
_ the Province that bears that name, and Seat of a 
Preſident, which is the title they: give to gover- 
nors of Provinces, whom he forced: to quit it, 
EE» and - 
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and took it in a very ſhort time, his troops aup- 


' menting from day to day. 


Sabato Paſtore gave me advice from Apalia 
that he was ſo ſtrong that nothing could reſiſt 
him in the field from executing ſome conſiderable 
deſign, and I ſent him order to march ſtreight to 


the City of Fogta, a place famous for its fare, 


worth fix hundred thouſand Crowns revenue, 


which conſiſts only in the Toll of Cattle, which 


paſs the Winter in the Plains of Apslia, and in 
che Summer g0 to ſeek their Paſture in the Moun- 
tains of Abrxzz9o, of this he poſſeſſed himſelf in 
a very few days, and afterwards of the Cities of 
Luſcitaand Tron Fi, 


 Inonepart of Ca/abria Trxſſardo having made 
himſelf ſtrong began to be feared, and forced 
ſome places of importance, that made difficulty 


of declaring with us: and another part of the 
fame Province demanded a Commander in Chief 
and ſome_ French Officer with him: I ſent a 
young advocare called Paris, a man of reſolution 
and vigor, accompanied by the Siexy de la Serre, 


who was no lefs fucceſsful than others that in 


other places fought under my Commiſſions. In 
Baſilicata, and the land of Zarr;, the Earl of 


- Vallio and Matheo Chriſtians, drawing people 


together, made conſiderable Conqueſts, amongſt 


'others of Alramara, Matera, Gravina, Caſſan, 
- and Bitento, The Banditi began alſo to ſtir in 


Abruzzo, and many perſons ſent to deſire Com- 
miſſions of me; The ſucceſs of my own men 
ws no leſs fortunate ; but as it arrived latter, 


| The 
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The Spaniards daily receiving ſo bad news, be- 
gan ſeriouſly to apprehend their ruin, ſeeing all 
things ſucceed ſo happily with me, that I effected 
wharſoever I undertook , and imagined they 
could no longer pur contidence in the Nobility 
with whom ch-y were jealous I hada very goo 
underſtanding, and particular correſpondence. 
To confirm them more in this opinion the Duke 
of V airara caſting off his diſguiſe, ſent to deſire 
of me a Commiſhon for Camp-maſter General 
in the Country of Lavero bordering on the Popes 
rerritory. The Duke of Yieteri, whoſe lands lie 
near Salerno, did not ſce how he could preſerve 
them without joyning with me, and arrived about 
this time at Naples to aſſure me of his ſervice and 
obedience. Many other perſons of high Birth 
and the moſt wealthy of the Kingdom, whoſe 
names it would be too redious to particulariſe 
here, having withdrawn themſelves into the City 
of Benevento, ſent expreſsly tro complement me 
in very obliging terms, which the Spaniards moſ 
vehemently reſented. 

I thought I was not to continue idle my ſelf, 
and drawing troops together in the City, whom 
I cauſed to be met by the 1ilitias of Necera and 
1a Cava ſent to attack the Greek Tower, which 
the Enemy had regained from us; it wzs taken 
in- four and twenty hours, and from thence ſene 
co beſiege the Caſtle of the Annunciarion, givin 
the command of that Leaper to Colonel elle. 
mM: The Spdriards ſending co its aſliſtance che 
Galley of Saint Francs, the flaves that were in 
it revolted, took the Captain priſoner, and ran 


4 
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it aſhore in the place where three days before 
char of T ereſia had done the ſame thing. This 
Caſtle held out chree days, which reſiſtance vex- 
ing me, I reſolved to go thither in perſon, bur at 
my arrival fourid the enemy had abandoned it in 
the night. Hiving taken the Annunciato , I re- 
called the troops that had beſieged it, to ſend 
them away the next day to attempt Caſtelamare, 
by which the Spaniards received their Proviſions, 
not getting any thing from Capza, and Gaera, be- 
ing ſo unprovided that from thence nothing 
could be expected. But -Wellir bein very ne- 
ceſſiry in Napl:s, where he did the duty of 
Camp-mafter General, being the eldeſt of our 
Officers, I gave this imployment to the S;ear de 
Ceriſantes, a French Commander having been de- 
fired of me. He took upon him the condue of 
this [ictle body, which being drawn up ready for 
march mutinied; and. demanded Mony. I ſent to 
promiſe it and appeaſe the diſorder, but the Soul- 
- diers forgot their reſpeR for him, threatning to 
Kill him if he preſſed them any farther. He 
came to acquaint me with it that 1 mighc redreſs 
it. I went iminedidcely, and perceived the muti. 
niers at my coming up to them blow and cock 
their matches, who preparing to fire upon me, 
preſented their Muſquets ; 1 fiercely d-manded 
who they were that diſtruſted my Promiſe, and 
' refuſed ro obey me; One of them firſt anſwered 
thar he was one, and the reſt'generally did in- 
ſtantly the like, I ſpurred righr up to him and run- 
ning my ſword through his body killed him. Are 
there any more, faid I, defirous of dying by my 
hand? 
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hand? a Camerade of the others ſaid, Yes, he 
was; I replyed , You deſerve it not, but ſhall 
ſuffer that of the Hang-man, and ſeiſing upon 
him cauſed him to be diſarmed, and his Con- 
fefſion taken by the Regiments Chaplain, made 
him be inſtantly hanged on a tree. The reſt aſto. 
niſhed at my Reſolution, layed down their arms 
and begged pardon, I then commanded them to 
march, and ſhewing them Money that I had 
brought for them, told them that as a puniſh- 
ment for their diſobedience they ſhould receive 
none in three days. After which I went along 
with them a quarter of a League, and then re- 
turned to the Town, where I drew out fome 
men to ſeiſe /a Cerra, a Paſs of very great Con- 
cernment to us, and ordered Pax! of Naples 
to attacque the Town of Nola, which yielded in 
few days, ſending to make capitulations with 
me, which the ſaid Paul of Naples did not ob- 
ſerve, for which, as well as for his many other 
crimes, he vas ſometime after puniſhed. 

Gennaro and Vincenzo uniting, made uſe of this 
favourable conjunRure to ſer on foot the moſt 
dangerous encumbrance I met with whileſt I was 
at Naples, from which, having freed my ſelf 
with vigour and addreſs, 1 drew ſuch advantage 
from it as augmented my reputation, They 
cheriſhed underhand the averſion the raſcallity 
had for the better ſort of Citizens and civiler 
people, who by reaſon of the inſolencies ſuffered. 
from them, juſtly hated them. The later of theſe 
by whom the greateſt part of the Virgins ſuburbs 
was inhabited, were called black Cloakes, and 
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the ordinary ſort of people rook the name of 


Lazares at the beginning of the Revolutions, 


as the Revolters in Flanders formerly had done 
that of . Beggars, thoſe of Guicnne that of Earers, 
thols of Normandy of Barefeer, and of Beanſſe 
and Soulongne of iVooden Pattins. Theſe La- 
zares that day which was the moſt glorious of 


my life, grown inſolent by our good ſucceſſes, 


went into the Virgins Suburbs peopled by thir- 
ty or fourty thouſand inhabirants, ro demand 
Money ( on occafion of the publick joy, ) of 
the >lack Cloaks with greet inſolence, and a 
Gentleman anſwering that their pill:gings had 
not lefr them in a Condition to beſtow libera- 
lities, one of the rabble replied, he ſhould give 
him ſomeching or he would pull off his beard, and 
attempting it, the Gentleman killed him with a 
Poniard, and got into his houſe , Theſe Lazares 
enraged at the death of their Companion, ſent 
preſently for afliſtance to the Marker-place, and 
the other Quarters, from whence there came run- 
ning three or tour thouſand people, and a furious 
Skirmiſh was begun, yer with diſadvantage to the 
Lazares, who, beſides the body that made head 
ag1inſt them in the ſtreet, were fired on out of 
the Windows. News of this being brought me 
as I roſe from Dinner, my firſt care was to ſend 
ro double our Guards, fearing the Spaniards 


would not ler ff p ſo handſome an occaſion of ma- 


king advantage of our diſorder : Ad then 1 fent 
Onofrio Piſacani with his Company to endeavour 
ſome means of remedving this unlucky accident. 
I hiſtened after my ſelf tollowed by my Guards 
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and three or four of my Servants, having diſpoſed 
all the reſt on our ſeveral Poſts, co be ready for 
whatſoever might happen, and to ſend me notice. 
I took along with me Mazilh C aracciolo Malter 
of my horſe, who might do me good ſervice, be- 
ing a diſcreet perſon, beloved and eſteemed by 
all che Citizens, and capable of prevailing with 
thoſe of that Suburb, and che Nobility inhabiting 
ir. I wore that day a Suit of the Iralian faſhion, 
the onely one I made during my whole reſidence, 


which for want of Cloth not to be had in the 


Town, was of green Grogram of Naples em- 
broidered with Gold, which being very glitte- 


 ringand remarkable, was neceſſary co make me 


diſtinguiſhed ar a diſtance, Ar my arrival I found 
Onrfrio Pisſacan; hurt in the hand by a Muſquer 
ſhor, who cold me there was a ſtrange diſorder in 
the Suburb, that he had cauſed the gate of che 
Town to be ſhur, to prevent the great concourſe 
of people, which coming from all parts, increaſed 
the tumulc, and rendered it more difficult ro be 
appeaſed. I made a ſign with my hand to tho 
people, who flocked together to hear me, and 
that I might put an end to the difference, forbad, 


on pain of life, that whole day to pronounce et- 


ther of the words, Black, Cloaks or Latares, to 
mention treaſon or call any man rebel, all which 


would only have tended to a greater exaſpera- 


ting mens minds. 
I had ſcarce given over ſpeaking when I ſaw 


four or five Raſcals 6ragging a Chirargion, who, 


very unluckily for him, wore black that day, be- 


cauſe of his Profeſſion, and calling him rebel, 
X traitor, 
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traitor, and black Cloak, went about to kill him 
before my face; whilelt he caſt himſelf. ar my 
ſlirrup very much affrighted, a Butcher with a 
creat Knife coming to cut his throar, I broke m 
Cane with a blow I gave himon the head, which 
laid him along at 1:y feet, anther crying out 
thar the people wonld not ſuffer themſelves to be 
treated in ſuch a manner, I rid over him, and 
ſending chem both to priſon, threatned to have 


| them hanged before night, 1 had another Cane 


given me, which 1 broke upon other Mutineers, 
doing the like till ] had diſpatched four, which 
allayed the tumulc, and brought all the Zazares 


to b-gg my pardon on their Knees. At laſt 


cauſing the City gate to be opened, and leaving a 


- Euard upon it, I took along with me Matillo Ca- 


racciclo, Farther Capece, and two or three Gentle- 
men to carry Orders, and coming into the ſub- 
urbs found the Lazares and black Cloaks fight- 
ing, two or three thouſind men on either ſide, I 
called out to the people ro make me way, and 
paſſing through the midlt of them, placed my 
ſelf between the two bodies, making ſign with 
my Hat to cauſe them to give over firing, which 
was done immediately, and with fo great refpeR, 
thit without any more acts of hoſtility , they 
with great actention hearkned to what | hid to 
command them. Taking hold of the occaſion 1 
told them, that with much ſorrow I perceived 
that all the pains Icould take for reuniting the 
hecrer and meaner ſort of people proved vain, 
b - the great animoſity which on the ſmalleſt oc- 
ca{zons broke aut between chem, ar a time when

one and the ſame intereſt obliged them to one 
nd the ſame inclination, that che Span; op- 
preſſion concerning them both, chey ought both 
to have the ſame deſires of deliverance, and both 
joyn their endeavours to mine, thar chey mighc 
obtain liberty, and their {idings being the greateſt 
obſtacles:T met withal, put an end co them, to 
which I had ill then vainly endeavoured to per- 
ſwade them, by repreſenting their intereſts, to 
which they ought to ſacrifice their animoſicies, 
if they loved Sole Country; but now in fine 
perceiving my reaſons and admonitions to be ſo 
little valued, 1 muſt neceſſarily have recourſe to 
more violent remedies to contain them within 


 thebounds of their duty, and that I was fo ſen- 
ſible of this laſt diſorder, that 1 would uſe the ut- 


termoſt rigour by a great example to prevent any 
other of ſo dangerous concernment, of which the 
enemy would not have failed to have made ad- 
vantage without the preventions I had made uſe 
of, I commanded two Wheels and four Gal- 
lowſes to be ſet up in the middle of the Suburb, 
by the puniſhment of ſuch as ſhould appear to 
have been the cauſers of this C ommotion to 
rerrifie others: at the ſame time I ordered all 
the black Cloaks to withdraw into the Convert 
ot Saint Aſary of Health, and ſent Afazillo Car 
racciolo and Father Capece my Conteſlor to go 
with them to take particular information of 
what had paſſed, and of the beginners of this 
diſturbance, and to bring me account of it, after 
which 1 would declare my farther intentions, 


I was immediately obeyed, and they all wen 
| X 2 to- 
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toward the place I had appointed them, after ha. 
ving forbidden both ſides, on pain of their lives, 
co commit any a& of Hoſtility : From them 
eurning to the people, 1 gave them a ſevere re- 
priment, for having undertaken to right them- 
ſelves in ſtead of applying themſelves ro me for 
Juſtice, by ir hazarding the whole Town had 1 
not provided againſt all attemp's that might 


| have been made, whileſt every man was bu- 


fied in his particular revenge, abandoning the 
publick defence to fatisfie private animoſities: 
Then demanding that they which began the tu- 
mult might be delivered into my hands in or- 
der to their puniſhment, it was found they were 
all ſlain, chance having become their executio- 
ner. I ſent an order to Aiello Porcio Auditor 
general to take informations on all ſides, that 
I might afcer order what ] ſhould judge neceſ(- 
fary. I cauſed the gate of the Town to be 
opened and the people to' return, enjoyning all 
co retire to their dwellings, and lay down their 
Arms, which was done in a moment, and then 
ſhurting the Gate, left my Guards there , ex- 
preſfsly forbidding any to be ſuffered co return 
into the Suburbs. 

Aaxillo Caracciolo and Father Capece came to 
render me account of what they had done 
amongſt the b/ack Cloakes, ro whom I preſently 
went, to give them alſo a repriment, bur different 
from that of the common people, telling them 
I was much furprized at this tumult, expeRing 
more diſcretion from people of quality, of whom 
the greateſt part were Gentiemen ; That under-

Nanding the inſolence of the Zazares they ſhould 
not have concerned themſelves with them. 


"That they ought to have retired into their 


houſes, and given me notice of the diſorder, 
without taking arms : painſt thoſe rchor had not 
any; Thar I would prefently have come in and 
done them juſtice, cauſing the greateſt mutineers 
of that rabble ro have been whipped through the 
Streets, That I beſought them for my ſake to be 
more diſcreet another time, and that I would 
have a parcicular care to ſecure them from all in- 
ſolencies. That it there were any amongſt them 
affeRed to the King of Spain, they ought ro con- 
ceal their inclinations better, which beins uſeleſs 
co his ſervice, onely brought them into danger, 
hazarded the honour of their families, and pro- 
y oked the plundering their houſes, from which 
I would ſecure them, provided that by too in- 
diſcreet a zeal, they diſcovered not themſelves ſo 
farre as would bind up my hands, and deprive me 
of occaſions of ſerving them according to my in- 
tention; and that (ſince the preſervation of my 

rſon was neceſliry to all they heid moſt dexr in 
the World, they ought ſeriouſly to concern them- 
ſelves in it, and not every day expoſe me to new 
dangers, their Lives and Honours depending only. 
on my ProteRinn ; of which ſince my arrival 
they had feen ſo many teſtimonies in ſo many 
different rancounters. 

They heard me with as preat patience as ſub- 
miſlion, and proteſted never to loſe the memo- 
ry of their Obligations to me, and that owing me 


ai), they would employ all they had in the World 
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for the ſafety and preſervation of my perſon, for 
- which they would offer up their Vows and Pray- 
ers continually. In efeR — moſt of them 


were concerned in the re-eſtabliſhment of Spas, 


the greateſt part of their revenues being ſettled 7 
on the taxes, and that they had a deadly hatred 


for the common people, who had fo earneſtly 
ſooghr their ſuppreſſion, and highly affronted 


them, they were ſo ſenſible of the obliging way 


I made uſe of in what concerned them, that ndt 
only they and their who'e Families mentioned 
me in their Prayers, but conceiving their ruine in- 
ſeparable from mine, they moſt ſollicitouſly 
watched for my ſafety, diſcovering to me all 
Conſpiracies were made againſt my life, and ad- 
vertiſing me of all ſuch deſigns of the Spaniards 
as might be dangerous to my perſon, I gave 
them aflurance they might every one go home 
and continue there without fear, ſince I cook up- 
on me their Defence and Protection. 

Preſently after I got a horſeback, and rode 
about the Suburbs, to ſee all things ſerled in re- 
poſe and ſecurity, and gallopping as faſt as I could 
rowardsa Street where I heard a Muſquet fired, 
I met a Gentlewoman weeping, who caſting :her 
ſelt on her knees before me, demanded juſtice 
for the death of her brother, whom a Souldier 
belonging to a Company I had met in that Street, 
had killed with a Muſquet ſhot as he ſtood at his 
Window, I demanded of the Captain who it 
was that notwithſtanding my prohibition had 


| ſhot, it having been done not farre from him, and 


he replyivg he knew not, laying hold on his Belt 
| I 
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I cauſed him to be diſarmed, and delivered himto 
one of my Guards, telling him his life ſhould an- 
ſwer for the fa of his Souldier, and commanding 
Father Capece to alight to confeſs him, 1 ſ-nt for 
the Hang-man, whom 1 had cauſed to be brought 
into the Suburbs, by the terrour of his preſence, 
to hold all in reſpeR and duty. The Captain at- 
frighted begged his life, with aſſurance chat he 
would deliver the Souldier that was guilty, which 
he did immediately, and the truti of it being 
confirmed by other teſtimonies , I made the 
Captains arms be reſtored him; and comman- 
ded him as ſoon as execution ſhould be done, 
at which 1 would have him be preſent, to return 
with his Company into the Town, The Criminal 
afcer his Confeffion having been hanged by my 
order at the birrs of the Window of the deceaſed, 
his death was immediately revenged, and his 
ſiſter (as much as poſſibly could be) comforted 
by ſo ſpeedy jaſtice, Arlaſt havins rid round the 
Suburb, and hearing a noiſe ina honſe in a by- 
lane, I haſtened thither, and ſaw Serjeant Major 
Gennaro Griffo, Son to the old Colonel Barthol; 
mew Griffo, of whom I have formerly ſpoken, 
whom eight or nine raſcals armed, ſome with 
Poniards, and ſome with great Knives, dragged 
on the ground; others the mean while ſetring 
their ſwords at his breaſt, reidy to kill lum wich 
many wounds , I comminded them to leave 
him and be gone, bur feeins thit in ſpight of my 
order they perſiſted, 1 lexpt from my horſe with 
my Swore in my hand, and hiving entered the 
houſe lied about me, to cwſe the.n to let him 
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o The poor Gentleman caſting himſelf at my 
eet beſought me to ſave his life, I embraced him 


with my lefrarm, and with che right put by ſe- 


vera] thruſts the raſcals made at bim in my arms, 
which wirhout extraordinary good fortune had 
ſlain him wich me. T puſhed him into a low 
Chamber, and going out in purſuit of the Vil- 
lains, overtook him that had made the laſt 
thruſt, which 1 had put by, and which had paſſed 
two foot beyond my body, I made ſo violent 3 
thruſt art him that I calt him down two paces di- 
ſtant from me, my ſword having bended even to 
the Hilt without entring, by lighting on a plece 
(happily for him) where one of the skirts of his 
Buff Coat hunp over the other ; and getting 
haſtily up he ran away with his Companions, 
whom I followed laying upon them with my 
ſword till I came to the great Street of the Sub- 
urb, where I found fourtecn or fitteen hundred 


| menin arms, who having paſſed through other 


Gates of the lown came together on the rumor 
of what paſſed in the Suburb. I threatned to 
have them ſeverely puniſhed for returning con- 
trary to my order, aud commanding them in- 
ſtantly to return into the Town, whoſe Gate | 
had cauſed to be opened, I wondered to per- 


ecive they durit not go, and asking the reaſon, 
| tbey told me they were affraid 1 would firike 
them with my Sword : I ſet us point on the 


ground. and leaning upon it, give them my word 
not to ſtrike them, if they obeyed me, They 
threw down their arms, and falling on their 
Ences' begged my pardon. By this teſtimony 
$2 Foe of 
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of Submiſſion I judged I mighe yer do ſomething 
more, and ſending one of my Guards for Gennaro 
Griffo, let him know he ſhould come on my Pa- 
role, and that it concerned his ſafery ſo ro do. 
At his arrival I rook him by the left hand, and 
turning to the people, ſaid, Look on this G:ntle- 
man, I affe& and value him, and have taken him 
into my Protection, in ſuch manner that if any 
of you diſ-reſpe or injure him, the whole world 
ſhall nor ſave the party offending from hanging; 
Where are thoſe that even now would have mur- 
rhered him ? let them come forth, I will pardon 
them for his ſake, but I will have them beg it of 
him on their Knees, and come and kiſs his feet ; 
This they did with all imaginable teſtimonies of 
repentance and ſubmiſſion. Then embracing him, 
I told him in all their hearing, he might reſt fe- 
cure at home, and that if any hereafter gave him 
the lealt offence, 1 would fo ſeverely puniſh ir, 
that the Example ſhoujd make all the people re- 
ſpect him. He withdrew with many acknow- 
ledgements of his oblipation to me, and very 
mren ſirished in fo good a Prote tour IJ got on 
horſcback again, and cauſing all the people to 
return into the Town by Saint Gcanaro's Gate, 
made it be ſhut ag1in, and fetching another 
round :bout the Suburb, finding all things quiet 
returned by the Gate of Capra. 

[ was no ſooner in the Town but. 1 heard an 
alirm art one of the Poſts, whither 1 made hiſte. 
The Spaniards ſuppoling me wholly taken up in 
pacifying the diſorder they heard wis in the 
Virgins Suburb, thinkipg to make advantage by 
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my abſence, intended to attempt ſomething 
about the Quarter of Saint C/aye, but they 
found themſelves much deceived when by the 
cries of all the Souldiers of Long live his Highneſs 
the Duke of Gai/e our ProteRour, they were 
aſſured of my Preſence, which obliged them to 
retreat without any more firing. 

At my coming home 1 found the Wives and 
Silters of thoſe wretches I had ſent to priſon, 
who with diſheveled hair and tears in their eyes 
implored their pardon, This day had been ſo 
Slorious, and I was ſo well pleaſed that I could 
refuſe nothing, I therefore readily granted their 
requeſts, and that very inſtant ſent to: give their 


Husbands and Brothers liberty, on condition 


they ſhould afterwards be more diſcreet. and 
reſpetive. My thoughts highly ſatisfied with ſo 
Slorious a day, I went home to refreſh my ſelf 
after the toil ic had given me, and to conſider 
all night at my eaſe what I was to do next mor- 
ning: and the better to eſtabliſh Government 
and Order in the Citie, I began ſuch a manner of 
life as I thought neceſlary to it which will appear 
very rational though difficult to praRtiſe by per- 


ſons leſs vigorous and liborious thin my ſelf, 


which none could have undergone to whom na- 
ture had given a leſs able body. 

As foon 2s I aroſe in the Morning, whileſt I 
dreſſed me, I took account of all that had paſſed 
at our attacques 1n the night, and the moſt conſ1- 


derab'e perſons of the Town informed me of all 


diſorders that required redreſs,and gave me their 
opinions concerning all that was to be done in 


the. 
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the day; After that I placed my ſelf in my Hall 


under a State,leaning againſt a Table, to give par- 
ticular audiences, my Suiſs Guards ſtanding on 


each ſide to ſuffer but one at a time to approach 
me, that ſo they which ſpoke to me might nei- 


ther be interrupted nor over-heard, a Gentleman 
ſtanding by me, into whoſe hands | gave all the 
Petitions were preſented me, having eſtabliſhed 
the order of making addreſſes by writing , to 
avoid confuſion and help my memory, hearing 
nevertheleſs what every one had to ſay, and gt- 
ving preſent anſwers to all affairs whoſe condi- 
tion would admit them, from thence I was car- 
ried to Maſs in a Sedan,every Wedneſday and Fa- 
turaay to our Lady of the Carmelites, and on 
other dayes to ſuch other Churches where there 
were ſome particular ſolemnities , or to ſuch 
Cloyſters of Nuns where Ladies of Quality 
refided, by their means to hold correſpondence 
with their Relations, to know of them what I 
might do for their ſervice, acquire their friend- 
ſhip, and engage them in my Concernments by 
the care I took to oblige them on all occaſions, 
By the wayI ciufed my Sedan to ſtop, whileſt 1 
ſpoke with all ſuch as had any thing to ſay to me : 
women came with Suits, which I either granted 
or refuſed, according to equity, without delaying 
them, and moſt commonly having a Pen and 
Ink carried along to write anſwers on Petitions, 
I diditas often as I could poſſibly. T1. gave out 
over night where I intended to go to Maſs next 
Morning, that Ladies of Quality might repair 
thither, they not coming home to me, it being 

| contrary 
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contrary to the cuſtom of the Country. Aﬀer 
Maſs was ended, I ſpoke to them to know if thzy 
had any thing to pretend of me, and having 
heard them one after another, IT ſigned on the 
Rails of the Altar ſuch diſpatches as they deſired, 
for their Husbands, Brothers, or Kinſmen ; At 
my return, whileſt my mear was ſerved up, I 
again gave audience to all that pretended to it, 
and then went to Dinner, during which my Mu- 
fick played which was of the beſt in Ewrope. It 
was often interrupted either by ſuch as had ſome 
intelligence to bring me, or ſome other thing to 
ſay, or for the ſigning diſpatches. When I roſe 
from table I called tor my horſes, and till my 
ſervants had dined continued to give audience : 
As I rid I ſtayed my horſe at the corner of every 
Streer, where I ſaw people gather together, to 
hear all comp!1ints that might be made me , and 
inform my ſelf of all neceſlices, that I might 
ſupply them; in this manner 1 rid about the 
Streets, which 1 found always hung with Tape- 
fry, and perfumes were burned, :s1 have former- 
ly relited, andas ſoon as my Pictures could be 
had I ſaw them erected at all rurnings of the 
Streets under States with perfuming pors before 
them. I viſited without failing all the Poſts, and 
gaveall neceſſiry Orders. Afterwards I rid out 
of Town to take the air, and moſt commonly to 
Pogoin Reale where the G:rdens and Fountains 
are the moſt delicious of theWorld : Otherwiſe 
I cauſed my horſes to be ridden in my preſence, 
and many times mounted them my ſelf. Towards 
Evening I went homewards , hearing and diſ- 
courling 


courſing by the way with all that were deſirous of 
it. When 1 came home I again gave audience, 
which being finiſhed, the Officers commanding 
the ſeveral Poſts and Quarters came for Orders, 
and Tickets for receiving Powder, which I gave 
according to the occaſion I found they had of it. 
The Knight de Foxrbin, in whom I hadan entire 
confidence, diſtribured it to them, having pur it 
into his cuſtodie after I found that Anjello de 
Falco General of the Artillery was too free of it, 
not knowing how to refuſe any that demanded it, 
and aſter diſcovery of ſo great abuſe in this par- 
ticular, that it was ſometimes ſold ro the 
Enemie. 

The City Magiſtrates came every Evening 
| according ro the Order I had given them, and I 
then conferred with them of all means for making 
the people ſubſiſt, and ſupplying them with all 
things neceſſary. Wine ot which we had abun- 
dance was fo cheap rhar the beſt coſt but two 
pence a quart, which made a very good amends 
to the people for all ſuch other Proviſions as 
were leſs plentiful. Butchers meat was ſold for 
two pencea pound, only Veal which is there 2c- 


counted moſt delicate for three pence; and in 


like manner Gammons of Bacon, Lard, and other 
Salt-meais; We had from the Country ſo great 
plenty of Fowl and V-niſon that they bore al- 
moft no price. We hac great abundance of Pi- 
Seons more delicious than thoſe of Rowe, In 
ſhort, bread excepted, which was ſomething 
dear, all things neceſſary not onely co eating 
but feaſting were cheaper than in any other 
Piace 
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place in the World, and we had extraordinary 
fair and delicate fiſh at very low rates. I took 
ſo exact care of preſerving our Corn, that I 
reſolved every night with che Magiſtrates the 
weight and price of the bread that was to be 
ſold next diy, appointing what Corn ſhovld be 
ſent to b2 ground, and what quantity of Meal 
diſtribured amongſt the Bakers, ſuffering nothing 
to be drawn from the publick Granaries withour 
Tickets under my hand: and to avoid diforder 
and confuſion, I appointed what Ovens ſhould 


| bake for the Souldiers, leaving all the reſt to the 


uſe of the Inhabicants of che Town. Ar night 
the Bakers paid in the price of the Corn that had 
been taken our of the Granaries, and the Mony 
was laid up to buy more, and ſome Loaves of 
thoſe thit were to be ſold were brought me thac 
I might ſee whether they were according to the 
weight and quility ordained. We never wan- 
red fruir, roots and herbs, and having grear 
quantity of diaz Corn, it was mixed amongſt 
the courſer Bread. which che poorer ſort there. 
fore bouchrt the cheaper. Beſides all which, the 
Country people after we became maſter there, 
brought Bread to ſell in the Town every Mor- 
ning. Fo: O.:ts and Forrage for our Horſe we 
never were in any great want of them. 

The Repulatins of all theſe matters belonp- 
ins to the City Magiſtrates, IT ſpent part of the 
Evenings with them, after which I retired to my 
C ham. ber, where ſometimes going into my bed 
to refreſh my ſe f, I cauſed ſome Officer of the 
Exchequer, a civil and criminal judge, with ſome 

| one

one of the Council of Saint Clare, to give me 
their opinions on the different Subjects of the 
Petitions that had chat day been preſented me, 
which I ordered to be read before me. This 
ſometimes imployed me two or three hours; for 
I nzver paſſed any by without a grant or a refuſal, 


cauſing a Liſt of all ſuch as had been preſented to 


be hung up in the Morning at my <ecretaries 
Office, where every one might Jee whether his 


buiineſs had ſucceſs or failed, and this with ſuch 


punctuahty, that I never delayed any to another 
day. Bur for my refreſhment in ſo great crou-. 
bles, we drank all ſorts of iced waters which 
are made better and more deliciouſly in I aples 
than in any other part of 7raly : afterwards dil- 
miſſing the Magiſtrates I called for Supper, de- 
taining ſome with whom I was moſt intimate 
and familiar, to diverce and entertain my ſelt 
with them. Afﬀeer I had ſupped, walking about 
my Chamber, I had all the diſpatches I had 
that day received ont of the Country. read, 
appointing anſwers, and in my preſence cauſing 
extracts to be made of the principal Matters : 
My Letters were drawing up all night, and as ſoon 
as [waked in the Morning brought me to ſign. 
But for what concerned my Negotiations with 
the Nobility, that 1 might Keep them fecrer, I 
ſhewed no man the Letters I received, and writ 
all anſwers with mine own hand. Three hours of 
the night were uſually paſſed before I went to 
bed, and I appointed my Chamberlains to wake 
me, to ſpeak with all ſuch as had any thing toſry 
to me, which uſually happened five or {1x times 
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in a night : but conſidering the Condition 1 was 
in, I thought 1 ought ro negle&t nothing, belie- 
ving that amongſt many uſeleſs Relations, 1 mighc 
poſſibly learn ſomething ef Importance. And 
of what ape, quality, or ſex ſoever the parties 
werethar delired to ſpeak with me, they had an 
immediate admittance. This was the manner of 
my life, and I may ſafely ſay, that during the ſpace 
of five moneths, I neither eate nor ſlept in 
quter. 

I was deſirous to remedy the confuſion cauſed 
inthe Town by the idleneſs of ſuch as bore arms, 
the inſolencies which Souldiers going up and 
down in troops might the more eaſily ac, che 
inconveniencies cauſed by the ſhops being contt- 
nually ſhut up, the neceſlity ro which handicrafrs 
people were reduced for want of work, and the 
tyranny exerciſed on the poor Citizens, by ſuct 
as ſold Proviſions wich their arms lying by them : 
to which purpoſe I made Proclamation , and 
cauſed it to be poſted up at the Corner of every 
Street, commanding all Artificers to return to 
workin their Callings , and all Tradeſmen to 
open their Shops : forbid all Souldiers co go up 
and down the Town in bodies. to carry any hire. 


- arms, or beat Drums, unleſs at the hours of fet- 


ting the Watch, and all Officers to be followed 
by their Souldiers in Arms when they went about 
their particular buſineſs, or to buy any thing, but 
eſpecially when to ſpeak to the Magiſtrates, or 
ſollicite and receive their pay : that no Butchers, 
Bakers, or others ſelling Proviſions ſhould have 


any fire or other Arms about them, or vpon 
their 
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their Stalls, whileſt they ſold their ware, com” 
pom having been made that ſome of them 
ad been ſo inſolent, as to exaRt on poor people, 
forcing them to take ſuch things as they liked 
not, and at rates they had not agreed on, as alſo 
all frand in weights and meaſures, and enhancing 
the Prices ſet by order on all Proviſions , and this 
on pain of death. 
This Proclamation was ſo exaQly obſcrved, 
that from that day the City of Naples enjoyed 
more repoſe and quiet, than it had ever done 
in time of the moſt ſettled peace : All ſhops 
were opened and' furniſhed with all manner of 
Ware; Treffique went forward with as much 
ſecurity as liberty ; no theft. was committed, no 
arms ſeen, nor: noiſe heard. Artificers gained 
their livings by their work as before the revolu- 
tions, and all people lived with greater eaſe and 
pres than ever. That order the Spaniards 
could never eſtabliſh in the time of their moſt ab» 
ſolute Authority, and which I cauſed to be ob- 
ſeryed at the very inſtant of declaring my plea- 
| ure, ſurpriſed all the World, who could not ima- 
$ gineitpoſlible, and drew from alt. a greater re- 
$ ſpeRandaffeRion. 
7 Things were in this condition when the Spa- 
| miards, that ſought to deſtroy me, by endeavou- 
- ring eyery day to raiſe ſome new Commotion, 
made uſe of the Duke of T zrfi, whom they look- 


3 e<donas very conſiderable amongſt the people, 


for carrying on ſome enterpriſe, He applied him- 
ſelf to a Serjeant Major called Alexio, and ma- 


king uſe of the credit of the Popes — 
or 
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for gaining him a Prieſt, called 7o/eph Scopa, pro- 
poſed a meeting with him : of which an account 
being given me, I could hardly perſwade my ſelf, 
that a perſon of his age and condition could pof- 
ſibly ſuffer. himſelf ro be tranſporced to ſuch an 
excels, by an inconſiderate zeal for Spair, which 
would not have. been excuſable in a young man. 
Theſe two perſons aſſured me he would not 
fail-ro be ar the rendezvous appoirrted, and thar 
they had already diſcovered he had an intention 
to propound a deſign upon my perſon, and at the 
ſame time to grvethe enemy anentrance into the 
Town , That they had well laid their plot, and 
aſſured me the next day, which was the fourth of 
January, to bring me his head. - 1 forbad them on 
pain of death, to injure tus perfon, and told rhem 
1 would have nothing to. do with their buſineſs, 
unleſs they could-deliver him' ro me in pert 
health ; but :abave all char: rhey ſhould be very 
careful rodiſpuiſe nothing, rior engige my Pa- 
role for the-Dmke of 7 w/i's ſecurity, whom 1 
eſteemed roo: prudent to pur himſelf into their 
hands on any other account, or truſt perſons that 
had no claraQer to make authentick the afſy- 
rance they ſhould give him. I pave them leave 
to take all their Afeaſures agiinit the next day 
inthe afternoon, and appointed them to come at 

_ my riſing and receive my farther Orders, and 
give meaccount of all they had negotiated They 
came punQually at the hour, ard told me that the 
Duke of Txrf, with the Internuncio, his crand- 
child the Prince of Awvelli, and Dos John of Au- 
flria*s Secretary, would be at three of the Clock 
| 1n 
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in-the Church of the Fathers of Zaca, in the 
Suburbs of Chiaye- they delired men to lie 
ambuſhi, and: would be reſponſible. upon cheir 
Lives te bring me within two: kours the Grande 
faber, Grandhijd, and Don 7ohy's Secretary, 
and poſlibly him{elf, who they were told would 
be perſonaliy.4 this-Conference. 1 commanded 
them above all co be careful no way to offeiid 
the verſon of the 7ntermgxcio, which ought to be 
ſacred as well to them ag me, for on the Popes 
being for of -aggilt us ablojucely depended.ihe 
ruine or eſtabiſhmenc of our affairs. | 
\::At the hour appointed the Duke of T aſe 
came with his Grand child the Prince of 4vela, 
. about eiglceen or nineteen years of age, and 
Dor Proſpero.Swarao, a Gentleman of much wit, 
and a (great Enemy: of the people; word was 
ſent me that-Don Fohn's, Secretary was gone to 
fetch his Maſter, who, the reſt cold them, inten- 
_ ded to come, t9 confirm all ſuch adyantageous 
conditions-as he had promiſed in behalf ot the 
people, and thac if I would hbaye a lictle patience 
they might take him priſoner with the reſt, I 
judged the - Spaniards would never conſent to 
his hazarding himſelf fo lightly, and that to do 
ſomthing more extraordinary we ſhould looſe 
the opportunity already in our hands, I theretore 
ſent them word they ſhould content themſelves 
with the perſons of the Duke of T rf, the Prince 
of Avella, and Don Proſpers Suardo, and fearing 
thepeoples inſolence, and that ſome of the Plot 
might be barbarous enough ta kill chem by the 
way, I ſent the Company of my Guards for their 
Y z Convoy, 
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Convoy, with three Sedans to bring them more 
at their eaſe, and ordered the Captain to make 
them a Complement on the occaſion of their mif- 
fortune, and bring them co me to the Carmetlires, 
where I would expeRt them. The Duke of Tu«rſs 
did not very handſomely receive my Civility, 
more troubled at his own imprudence, to have 


in ſuch a manner rendred himſelf into the hands 


of the people, than ar his impriſonment; and 
very much tranſported with heat enough told 
Augaitine de Lictothat when with his Gallies he 
met him paſſing in a' Felucca to Naples, had he 
believed him engaged in my ſervice, he would 
have cauſed him to have been hanged at the An- 
chor of the Admiral, The pony were all in 
arms as he piſſed by, and he was fhewed the 
Sh:mbles provided with meat in abundance, 
great quanticy of Wild-fowl, Poultry and Ve- 
niſon, andin the Market-place Tables of Bread, 


which ſeemed the remainder of what had been 


ſold all day; all which ftruck him to the bearc 
having ſeen nothing but mifery and poverty 


amongſt the Spaniards. He found a foot-guard. 


drawn up before the Carmelites Cloyſter where 
I lay, my Suiſs on each ſide the Stairs, and my 


other Guards in the Hall, being retarned from + 
waiting on him, and five and twenty footmen, 


every one a torch of white Wax in his hand, m 

apartment richly furniſhed and full of lights. 1 
cauſed him to be met at my Stair-foot by thirty 
Gentlemen , and Fifry Officers, my ſelf ſtaying 
for him in my Hall, with Gennaro, ſome of the 


Nobility, all the Heads of the people, and the 
chief 
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' chief Officers of the Army : I received him 
with all kindneſs and honour imaginable, leading 
him into my Chamber, where being ſeated, we 
entered upon very ſerious diſcourſe, which began 
by a Complement 1 made him, relating to his 
- misforcune, telling bim that all that wore ſwords 
: were ſubjeR to the like accidents, which ought 
* neither to aſtoniſh nor ſurpriſe a perſon of cou- 
! rage and diſcretion as he was. That whatſoever 
/ advantage I might derive from his captivity, I 
' could not avoid being ſenſible of his afiction, 
which I would endeavour to mitigate by all ci- 
" vilicies and ſervices poſlible, that 1 aſſured him 
of receiving from me ſuch uſage as I my ſelf 
would wiſh, if misfortune had pur me in his 
place : bur if I might freely expreſs my thoughts 
without offending him, I muſt needs tell him I 
could not have believed that a perſon of his 
* years and experience would have entruſted him- 
- ſelf in the hands of a Prielt and a Sonldier of 
- fortune, to whoſe word ſo much confidence ought 
- notto be given, becauſe, beſides thar chey have 
not enough of honour to keep it, they come alſo 
ſhort in credit, not beins in a condition {uffici- 
ently eleyated to enable them to comply with ir, 
nor to give aſſurance for performance though 
deſirous of ir. That ſome days were paſſed fince 
their acquainting me that they had treated with 
him, which they would not have continued with- 
. out my permiſſion ; and that without any deſign 
of repreſenting to him the Obligation he had 
; rome, I muſt needs acquaint him that their firſt 
' intention was to have cut off his head and 
| S 1 brought 
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brought-it to- me, | that abhorring this propoſal 
I torbad them to attempt any thing againſt Ing 
life, for which their own ſhould be reſponſible, 
but if they could bring him ro me without any 
farther prejudice to him, I approved their de- 
fgn, and would recompenze it as a remarkable 


' fervice ; þut on the other ſide, whar profit ſoever 


our party might receive, by depriving our ene- 
mies of a head fo able for Councel, and a perſon 
ſo capacitated by valour and experience to render 
them conſiderable ſervices, I would rather let 
them enjoy him, and looſe all the adyantages I 
might obtain by his impriſonment, than ſee him 
whoſe merit, birth, vertue, and honour, had gi- 
ven me not onely ſo great eſteem, but veneration 
for him expoſed to any danger on my account. 
He thanked me for ſo obliging a diſcourſe, and 
2cknowledged he had very lightly expoſed him- 
ſelf, and plaied the part of a young man, but that 
he would have hazarded much more for the 
ſervice of his King, and that having to deal with 
a faithleſs and rebellious people, it was neceſlary 
co ſacrifice himſelf, ſince there was not a man in 
the Town capable of giving him aſſurance, beſides 
my felf, ro whom he had no reaſon to make his 
overture, the principal point of his negotiation 
being againſt me, as apiinſt the moſt dangerous 
enemy of Spain. on whoſe misfortune or pro- . 
ſpericy depended her good or evil ſucceſs. You 


ſee (I replved) the particular care heaven takes 


of my preſervation, ſince ic ſo ſeverely puniſhes 
deſigns againſt my perſon : he told me he found 


it £0 his coſt, but that I was too generous to with 
him 
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him harm, for endeavouring by all means to pre- 
ſerve a Crown on the head of a Maſter, to whoſe 
interelts his honour, duty and inclinition ſo 
powerfully engaged him. T hat hepitied me for 
having concerned my ſclf in an enterpriſe that 
muſt needs at laſt ruine me, and chat would pro- 
bably coſt me my life and honour. That a per- 
ſon of my quality and merit ought indeed to ſeek 
occaſions of impioying his courage, and per- 
form ſ.ch Gallint ations as I daily did, bur that 
ſhould be more juit and honourable, and in a 
berter c:uſe. That he was aſhamed co ſee one, 
thatought ro be at the heid of Royal Armies, 
(the Command whereof could not be wanting 


to me, which (ide ſoever 1 would follow, whether . 
France Or Spain, ) become the lexder of a re-_ 


vo'ted people, that ſuch an imployment, unwor- 
thy of me, would blaſt all the glory I could ever 
acquire, by ations never fo extraordifiary, and 
chart 1n the attempts 1 made | was to fear all, 
and had nothing to hope for. That the Spaniſh 
Monarchy was fo powerfully eſtabliſhed, and 
firmly ſupported, that none could ever expe to 
ſhake ir unpuniſhed, chat if the Conſequences of 
my g00d fortune extended ſo farr as to diſturbe 
her, ſhe would ſend ſuch Forces both by Lind 
and Sea as would ſoon over-power me; That 
my ambition had already piven fo great jealonſe 
to France,that I was to expeR no more aſſiſtance 
from thence, that tlie depirture of the beet made 
this apparent enough, which refuſed to land me 
any ſupplies, and choſe rather not to deſtroy the 
Spamſh Fleet, which with eaſe and without dan- 

Y4- ger 
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ger it might have done, than to gain a ViRory 
would have been uſeful to my eſtabliſhment. 
That the deſigns of France tending onely to 
poſleis her ſelf of the Kingdom of Naples, ſhe 
gladly ſaw the people deſtitute of all afliſtance, 


_ that neceſlity and deſpair might oblige them to 


caſt themſelves into her arms That 1 ſhould be 
conſidered as her greateſt enemy, my particular 
intereſt obliging me to oppoſe her advantages, 
and looking upon me as her main obſtacle, ſhe 
would by all manner of ways endeavour my 
ruine, as I might have perceived by the Conſpi- 
racy carried on againſt me by one of her Mini- 
ſiers. That the people which now obeyed me 
with joy, would forſake me as ſoon as fortune 
ceaſed to be favourable to me; That good events 
being the cauſes of their affetion, the contrary 
would render me not onely odious but criminal 
that they would make me reſponlible for the firſt 
ill. ſucceſs; That the Example of the Prince of 
Maſſa, mult needs give me continual apprehen- 
ſions, that I was daily expoſed to poiſon, aff1ſij- 
nation, and ſedition, and that he better than T, 
underſtanding their humour to be diſtruſtfu!, in- 
con{tanr, turbulent, and cruel, aſſured me that in 
recompence of all the ſervices I had done them, 


1 ſhould not at laſt avoid being tarn in pleces_ 


and dragged throngh the Streets; That by ſuch 
a bloudie ſacrifice they would hope to appeaſe the 
indignation of Spaiz , that there were in the 
Town perſons diſcerning enough to judge they 
mult one day return to the obedience of their 
acſt Maſter, That the civiller and better ſort of 
' 7 people 
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people were already convinced of this truth, and 
as ſoon as the eyes of the reſt ſhould be opened, 
they would have recourſe to their Kings Cle- 


mency, the effeRts of whoſe bounty they might 


(when they pleaſed) enjoy, for which he would 
be reſponlible, and his head the ſecurity: That 
the care I took to prevent aſſaſſinations and 
Plunderings would deſtroy me, ſince the rabble 
finding no more profit in rebellion would be. 


weary of the toil of it, and of bearing arms 


without reward for their labors, and the firſt to 
ſubmir, as ſuppoſing they had nothing to fear, 
being a victime unworthy their maſters Juſtice, 
who having contempt for them would be fati- 
fied with the puniſhment of ſome of their Lead- 
ers. That the Nobility, without whoſe reuniting 
I could never effeR any thing, whoſe honour was 
equal to their birch, would never be enticed from 
their duty, and would have an eternil hatred for 
me, looking on me as their Countries tyrant, 
and an ambitious Prince that would attempt the 
Sovereignty, that prevented their revenging 
themſelves on the common people, for plunde- 
ring their houſes, maſſicring their Relations, and 
all other outrages received from them. That the 
long friendſhip he had formerly for my deceaſed 
Father, and now for me, obliged him to conjure 
me ſeriouſly to take care of my ſelf, as being 
nearer a Scaffold than a Throne, that as I had 
jult cauſe to complain of France for abandoning 
me, ſo onely Spain could give me ſatisfaction, if 
I would have recourſe to her, and chat he would 
be reſponſible, that as ſhe had moſt powerfully 


allied 
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aſſiſted my Predeceſſors in the time of the 
League, if I had any thoughts of revenge, as 
to ſpeak freely the uſige I hid received muſt 
needs incite me to it, I ſhould find conditions of 
_ the higheſt advantage, I replied that asI hid diſ- 
poſed matters the Spaniards were in greater dan- 
| gers than my ſelf, thar 1 had already deprived 
them of Correſpondence with any part of the 
Kingdom, and conſequently cut off cheir Provi- 
ſions, which I knew they wanted, and we in few 
days ſhould abound with : that in a ſeaſon fo 
contrary to Navigation bad weather would pre- 
yent their receiving any by Sea. That they had 
been about ro have abandoned all that they were 
poſſeſſed of in the Town, and the Caſtles them- 
felves for want of wherewithal to maintain 
them, that they had been reduced to ſo great 
extremity, that Proviſions remained for no longer 
than four and twenty hours, h:d not the Galley 
ſo fortunately ſupplied them ; that ſuch Miracles 
were not ſeenevery day. That though they had 
a powerful Fleet, he knew well it was uſeleſs for 
want of Marriners and Souldiers, of whom they 
had not enow to man their Poſts. That their 
Gallies being by his impriſonment deſticute.of a 
Commander, and none to be found of Expe- 
rience ſufficient for ſupplying his place , they 
could do little or no ſervice. That the French 
Fleet wou'd quickly return its Officers with ſo 
poſitive Orders, that they would not fail of their 
duty, nor any more (as they had done) let ſlipan 
occaſion of deſtroying the Fleet of Spain, which 
would eafily be recovered, ſince at their __ 
they 
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they would find it more weak and leſs. provided 
than before. That I had ſent a Gentleman in- 
to France to give account of all that had paſſed, 
of which they had but confuſed notions ; Thar 
I was aſſured of all manner of ſupplies, that the 
Fleet went away only to water, and joyn with a 
conſiderable number of ſhips that were *arming - 
in Provence, and that it would ſuddenly return by 
cheone balt ftronger than before, That it con- 
veyed me many Ships laden with Corn, Ammu- 
nition, and Souldiers to be landed, and that be- 
fore three Weeks were paſſed I ſhould have a 
conſider2ble body of French, and the beſt Offi- 
cers of our Kingdom, to land when I ſhould com- 

mand them, and in ſuch part as I ſhould judge 
convenient. That the Court was too well ati 

fied in my zeal and fidelity for the Crown td 
diftruſt me, and that I aRed not but according to 
the inſtructions 1 received. That the King had 
no thought of invading the Kingdom of NV aples, 
but would give its people all manner of aſfliſtance, 
without other interelt than that of protecting 
ſuch as apply themſelves to him, as he had moſt 
ploriouſly made appear in ſo many parts of 
Exnrope : that he would ſatisfie himſelf in dri.- 
ving the Spaniards out of a Kingdom they had 
ſo long a time tyranniſed, and leave to the choice 
of thoſe of the Countrey what Government 
they would ereR, and what Maſter ſubmit to, if 
they judged ir neceſſary to bave one, and would 
own and ſupport with all his power, whomſoever 
they ſhould raife to their Throne ;' that he would 
give no jealouſie to 7raly, his deſigns tending only 
00; 
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to its repoſe and liberty. That the ſuppreſſion 
of his enemies ſufficiently elevated his power, 
and he would gain enough by an alliance with all 
thoſe Sea and Land Forces they ſhould loſe with 
the Kingdom of Naples, which were the moſt 
conſiderable that had oppoſed the courſe of his 
Victories. That his Gallies would find little re- 
ſiſtance from thoſe of Spain, now they had loſt ſo 
conſiderable an Admiral as the Duke of Tarſ - 
and that for what concerned my ſelf who was 
more obedient than in former times the Baſhaws 
of T»rkie, he doubted not of my bringing him my 
head with the account of my aRions at {ight of 


the firſt Order he ſhould ſend me. That the ill 


Condu of the Abbot Baſchi was not co be im- 
red tothe Court, no more than the Conſpiracy 
made againſt my life, That our Nation never 

contrived ſo horrid deſigns, which its generoſity 

could not put in pratice. That he, much better 
than my ſelf, underſtood what Genius inſpired 
that Gallant, becauſe he was a Pentioner of 

Spain, that this truth ſhould ſuddenly be made 

_ very apparent, and I blamed to have let him go 
unpuniſhed, which he ſhould not have done but 

for my reſpe& to his Charater. That the power 

of the Spariſs Monarchy was no longer to be 
apprehended as formerly, that it was exhaufted 

both of Men and Money, and could onely make a 

feeble defenſive War in Flanders, Catalonia, and 

the Dutchie of A7i/an. 1 hat he ſhould quickly 
hear of the Siege of Crcmona by the Duke of 

Aed:na's declaring for us, and that he attacquing 

them as vigorouſly there as I did inthis Country, 

they 
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they would bein no condition to make reſiſtance. 
That I was already Maſter of- the Field through 
the whole Kingdom, and- that I would ſuddenly 
be ſo of the City and its Caſtles. That I had fo 
many Forces diſperſed in ſeveral Quarters, that 
whenſoever I pleaſed ro give them a rendezyous, 
I could draw together above twenty five thou- 
ſand men. Thar the enemies no longer daring 
co appear were blocked up in their fortifications, 
which muſt of neceſlity fall ſhortly into my 
hands, becauſe unprovided of all things, and 
without men enow to defend them. That the 


. people of I no longer cruel nor turbu- 


lent, that 1 had: brought them ro my lure, 
Thar my care had reduced them to ſo good order 
and diſciplince, that in ſtead of infolencies and 


' tumults, nothing appeared but reſpeRt and obe- 


dience ; That 1 was fo farr from fearing them 
that they feared me, and the conſiderable ſervices 
I had rendered them had ſo highly recommended 
me, that my power was eſtabliſhed upon the uni- 
verſal :f-Qion and eſteem, That my authori.- 
tie was queſtioned by none, and that nothing was 
diſputed in Naples , neither were there any 
Conteſtations amongſt the people, bue who ſhould 
teſtifie moſt reſpet to my perſon,” and preatelt 


ſubmiſſion to my Orders. That the rabble had 


forgot their outrages and plunderings, and the 
better ſort acknowledged themſelves indebted 
to me, for preſervation of their fortunes, and 
the honor of their families, and had a greater 
zeal, reſpeR, and affeQion for me than the Za- 
zares themſelyes , and for the Nobility he had 

| not 
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noviperhaps penetrated to the' bottom of their 
thoughts, nor 'diſcovered what was in their hearts, 
and ; 2% [ well -perceived he was ignorant of my 
Mmtrigues, ſecret-negotiations, and the meaſures [ 
had taken wirkthem , That they could not much 
longer keep Awer/a, whoſe loſs would be follow. 
ed by the disbanding of their Troops, and then 
the greateſt pare of thoſe Gentlemen would go to 
their houſes, which would very much alarm the 
diſtruſtful humour of the Spaniards, Afﬀter all 
this I left him to judge by my whole. diſcourſe 


Whether I ought to hope-or fear, Thar for-a 


Throne I had: never aſpired to it, and: for 2

He beſought me to let them both 
g0 on their Parole, which I was very farr from 
conſenting to, their preſence being neceſſary to. 
me for many reaſons , particularly on conſide- 
ration that I expe&ted my brother the Knight of 
Aaltz, who, ſhould he uffortunately light into 
the hands of the enemie in his paſſage, I ſhould 
be very glad to have an exchange ready to re- 
deem him. What means is there then, ſaid he, 
ſighing and with tears in his eyes, to ger Liberty 
tar my ſelf and grandchild > There. is but one 
ſnd ], which 1 will not adviſe'yputo, nor durſt 
propound to yoni, if there were pot an example 
forit in your own family, and thar of one of the 
greateſt men of his time , That you do as did Am-; 
drew Doria, whoin the ſight of Naples, left the 
ſervice of Fravce; with all his Gallies, and turned 
to Spain, do you 'thefame ; he thought himſelf 
negleced,of which you may with greater reaſon; 
complain, who have been ſo ſlightly expoſed for 
the intereſts of their Crown. Ah !.he cried ovt;

I ſent 
him Linen by. two of my Chamberlains, with 
order to ſtay and attend him; ' I drew out fifteen 
of my Guards with an Officer to ſecure him, and 
commanded a Polonian Gentleman that belonged 
to me, and ſpoke very good 1ralian and Spaniſh, 
to continue near him, and having a continual eye 
over his ations, prevent his having communica- 
tion with any, and to ſuffer none to ſpeak with 
him wichour my Order. The Officer of my Guard 
was punQually to obſerve all ſuch Orders as the 
Peolonien Gentleman ſhould give him in my name. 
For Don Proſpero Suards I ſent him to the Vicai- 
rie, to be ſhut up and treated as the other Priſo-

it. He replied; that'no cauſe had been given for 
complaints, and:tlat: he knew not any that had 
not exaRly contained: themſelves. within the li 
mirs of their duty..'I-am not pleafed; ſ:id I, to 
hear Guilty perſons excuſed, when:their puniſh- 
mene is neceſſaryto the eſtabliſhing my honour 
and authority, 4 ſhalt very well diſcover the iruth 
of all, and owing. juſtice to choſe thar ſeek ir of 
me, will cauſe my'ſelf:to be beloved by the-inha- 
birants of che:1own,and feared by theSouldiers. 
And the Examples 1 will make before 1 go 
From hence, ſtall cauſe my Orders 'to: be here- 
:alter exaRtlyobſerved by all my:Troops. Atter 
this:I entered the Town very much diſcontented, 
-and :went' to the great Church: to hear Maſs. 
The Clergy received me at the Gate with the 
uſual honours, and afterwards ſang.7e Denm. 
At my coming. our of the Church; a Prieſt caſt 
himſelf at my feer, ro demand. Juitice for 'plun- 
dering the Linen of the Hoſpital of the Annny- 
ciati. I ordered him to name thoſe that were 
cuilty of it without any fear, which having done 
I ſent preſently to ſecure them, and-cauſing their 
bouſe to be ſearched the Linen was found, which

woman all in tears preſented her felf; crying our, 
She was undone, and all chat ſhe had cakeo from 


her, I aſſured her: that if ſhe knew the thieves, 


She 
pointed to: one that by chance flood very near 
me, whom catching by che. Relt I diſarmed, and 
pur inco the hands of my Guards, to carry him to 
priſon, The Canons oppoſed, telling me the 
Church o__ to be a SanQuiry; I anſwered, 
not for ſach aRions, that' if I ſuffered the inſo- 
lence of Souldiers, and my Nrders to be dif- 
obeyed without: puniſhment, 1 could ſecure no 
houſe, nor.the Churches themſelves; that they 
ought therefore to.reſerve their Interceſſions and 
Priviledges for worthier eccaſiors, where pardon 
might not draw on ſo dangerous conſequences. 
From thence I'went through the whole Townto 
.view.it, and as I received Complaints, ſent rhe 
Souldiers16 priſon. Coming to the Biſhops Pa- 
Jace where Dinver was provided for me, I ſent 
for, Bernard» Spirito the Auditor General ; and 
commanded him to have Gallowſes ſetup in che 
principal Streets of the Town, and one before 


the Gare of the Hoſpital of the Arnwniciara, and 


cauſing five Sauldiers that were Priſoners to be 
confeſſed , ſec them inſtantly hanged for Ex-

Benedictions for this ſevere juſtice, was intirely 
ſatisfied, and loſt all apprehenſion of injury from

Sending afcerwards for the Baron of: Afodene 


I ſignified my regret to have uſed him ſo roughly 
in publick, but that he had forced me to ir, by 
a too light confidence in the kindneſs and good. 
neſs I hid ever teſtified for him; that I ſhould 
have hearkened to his remonſirances. had he 
made them in private, but that our Souldiers 
might rake advantage by his diſcourſe, perhaps ſo 
as to become more licentious. That a Camp- 
maſter General: was to ſuppreſs not authoriſe 
their excefſes, which he in ſome manner ſeemed 


' to do, That p:rdons were alwayes to be .d-- 


rived from the ' General, and not from any that 
was ſubordinate. And that another: time he 
ought to be more conſiderate, becauſe being na- 
turally fomewbar cholerick, I might be 1n an 


humour not to paſs matters by fo eaſily; and 


that 1: belonged ro him to give example to. all 


others of acuieſcence in my Orders. That he | 


well knew the confidence I ever: had in-bim, and |

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the particular: aftetion I had: on all . ocraſions 
made appear. - That he ſhould' govern himfelf 
with greater Caution, and nor compel. me , do ' 
what 1 could-to the' contrary, to undo him. I 
commanded him to. be very careful 'to/prevent 
any diſorder in Averſa, and to'innovate- nothing 
without my participation; to-cauſe the Corn very ' 
carefully 'to. be. preſerved, and none of it tranſ- 
ported without my Orders, which he mightrwice 
2 day recelye, as well as in four and twenty hours 
mMy.-Feturns: w'2ll; intelligence.he-ſhould give me: 
that in the: Merning at day break he ſhould ſend 
away-the three hundred Mules laden wich Corn, 
afcer which embracing him, and. che reſt, of the 
Officers of the Army, and chief of the-Inhabi- 
cants I took horſe tor Naples. 

1n the mean.time being good natured he: Ca- 
ſfily gave t00 great credic to perſons ilt affeted 
rowards me, who ſought co exaſperate, :and 
caking advantage by his diſcontent, to ſeparate 
him'trom my jncereiis. They inſenſibly engaged 
him to aRions that ruined him, che apprehen- 
fiveneſs of my humour conſidered, what care ſo- 
ever I rook to Preſerve him co me, of which his 
evil fortune ſuffered him not to make adyintage. 
He had a Sectetary called Pepe Caetano capable 
of all manner of Kraveries; A Colonel called 
Antonis C alco,”a good Souldier, -but. who having 
learned his Profeſii ion amonglt the. S pans cards, had 
full a kindneſs for them, and-fome intention to 
do. them ſervice; a Colonel of Dragoons called 
Marco Piſano, who could not. overcome the in- 
clinations to Pongerings and inſolence, co which 
be 
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' he had been accuſtomed the long time he was 
2 Bandito; Andrea Rama, a Captain of Horſe, 
who continued till the humors of a catchpole 


which he had been in N ples before the revolu.. 


tions : And the Cavalier Michela; his adjutant, 
aperſon of wit and any chat continually de- 
figned my deſtruQion, by 1t to give advantage 
©o Prince Thomas, in his Pretenſes to the Kinp- 
dom of Naples, having ſecter and particuler en. 
aagements to him. The poor Baron of afodene 
placing all his confidence in thoſe dan per- 
ſons, and ſtudying onely tro make himſelf be- 
loved by careffing the Souldiers, and feaſting the 
Officers, found himſelf precipitate ere he was 
aware, by being too eaſily ſwayed by their Coun- 
ſels, and giving them ſuch {iberty that many 
things were done in his name, not only preudi.- 
cial ro me, but to the whole party , which ob- 
liged me to puniſh chem, without any poſſibility 
of preventing his boy involved in their miſ- 
fortune , chough in effe 
Te is eaſily imagined in what manner I was re- 
ceived at Napler, by reaſon of the advantage 
the taking of 4verſa brought us, and the preac 
ſuccors we migh: draw from thence, having 
found there above thirty thouſand charges of 
Corn. 
The eighth of 7anwary the three Hundred 
Mules laden with Corn arrived, which cauſed an 
exceſſive joy in Naples, where nomore remained 
then four or five days Proviſion, I met this Con- 
voy and led it into the Town my ſelf : And 
coming from Capps de Chino, as farre as which I 
was 


& he was not culpable. 
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was advanced, a thing very extraordinary happe- 
ned, which was ſeen by three thouland perſons 
with me. Ac four in the afternoon aStar apyear- 
ed on my left hand, as great as one of the moi 
prodigious Comets, and ſeemed no higher cie- 
vated than they are uſually, it ſtood a quarter of 
an hour without motion, and then falling with 
extraordinary ſwiftneſs, and trav ering towards 
my right hand \ topped inthe midd'e of the way 
rult over my horſes head, and then ſeparating in- 
to three great flames, rejoyned 3 bout thirty toot 
from ground, and falling vaniſhed. This Pro- 
digie was the ſubjeR of much diſconrie, but very 
few explained what it might ſionitie, I with 
much d:ſpleaſure underſtood that the Baron of 
Meadene, by advice of the perſons already named, 
and a too paſſionate zeal, had turned out of Ae 
verſa, tive and thirty Families, ſuſpected to hold 
correſpondence with the enemy , the' Sreatel(t 
part of them of the Gentry (and this by impor 
unity of the people to whom he thought ir ne- 
ceſſary to give ſatisfaction) and withal fequeſtred. 
their Eſtates. I had compaſſion on their miſs 


fortune, they aafling themſelves at my teer, and 


ordered their re-admiſſion, which I gave them 
in writings, figned by my hand , forbidding the 
Baron of Modene, under pain of my difp lex ſure, 
to do any more the like without my participati- 
on and particular order, commandins him to fend 
the heads of their accuſation, with che informers, 
that 'T might take time for examination of this 
buſineſs , which ſeemed of high concernment. 


They returned very well ſatished with me, and

eſpecially with an order Iadded to all ſuch as had 


in their hands any thing of theirs, co return ic 


within four and twenty hours, on pain of their 
lives; and told them that upon notice of the leaſt 
delay, I would go my ſelf to ſee juſtice done 
them, and give exemplary puniſhment. The fame 
Marchioneſs of 4:tatiava, of whom I have al- 


ready ſpoken, ſent to complain to me, that her 


houſe had been plundered, with the particulars 
of what had been taken away: I gave 1n her be- 
half the ſame Orders, and under the ſame penal- 
ties, that ſhe might be righted. 'Bur neither ſhe 
nor the Exiles found the diſpatch I deſired, and 
being impatient of delay ( the Baron of Xodene 
aQing ſlackly in it, by reaſon of his intereſt in his 
Officers exations, who being powerful! in our 
Troops, he thought he ought not co diſpleaſe 
them) I writ him a thundering letter, by which I 


let him underſtand, that if my Orders were not 


ob:yed that very day, I would ſend Amniello Porcio 
whom I had mide Auditor General in place of 
Bernardo Spirito ( whom I neither found vigo- 
rous nor reſolute enough ) to undertake this 

ſineſs and give me information of all that had 
paſſed; and that two days after I would go in 
| perſon, to make examples of ſuch as ſhould be 
convicted, without exemption or conſideration 
of any. That which had been omitted on my firſt 
Order, was now immediately performed out of 
apprehenſion and reſpe&t of my humour natura)- 
ly imperious and impatient of neglet of my 
Commands. And as I had little fatisfaQion in 


their manner of proceeding, I ſuppoſe they had 
nor 
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not much in mine, and that they could hardly for- 
bear murmuring in private, becaufe they obeyed 
me withour precending to juſtifie themſelves, or 
alledging Reaſons, 

A little after this, I gave the Government of 
Nola to Sierr Antonio Tonts a Gentleman of 
Rome, near which place there happened a Skir- _ 
miſh between the Nobility and ſome of our 


| Troops, which I had cauſed to be firengthened 


with the mi/itia's of the neighbouring Towns, 
where Don Ferrante Caraciols, Duke of Caſtello 
de $anrre,a Perſon of great power and highly in- 
cenſed againſt the People, whom he ever treated 


. with much rigour, was ſlain, with a ſon of the 
Earl of C:xverſano, and another of the Prince of 


Ottaino of the Family of AZedici, which cauſed 
their men to retreat and afterwards disband. 
In five or fix days time we received from Avecr/a 
above a thouſand Load of Wheat, which as much. 
aſtoniſhed the Spazxierds as the il] news that c:me 
to them from all parts; They no longer recei- 
ved any Proviſions from the Countrey, and & 
Tempeſt ſome days hindering the Navigation 
of their Gallies, caſting away one with three 
ſmaller Veſſels laden with Proviſions, had redu- 
ced them to what would ſupply them onely four 
and twenty hours. They looked on themſelves 
as loſt, when a Gally laden with Meal arriving 
as by miracle, freed them from this Extremity, to 
which they were afterwards twice reduced. Theſe 
good ſucceſſes much rejoyced the people, and 
gave them hope of a ſpeedy liberty. 

Gennaro that loſt no occaſion of endearorring 
(Aa 2) my 
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my ruine, having notice of a!l that had paſſed be: 
twcenme and the Baron of Afodexr, and that he 
was very fenlib y concerned, hoping to make ſome 
advantace by his diſconcent, ſent a Trieſt called 
Don Carerine Catelli, in whom he hid an intire 
conhdence, to offer hum his ſervice, and propoſe 
ro him, chat if he would eng? ge with him, he 
ſhould under him command all the Forces of the 
Kinogdom,bcing refolved to fend me into Fraxce, 
and again take the authority upon himſelf, which 
he could efily do at the return of the Fleer, if he 
could but be afſured of our Troops, having in or- 
der io it 4 very good underſtanding with the 
Kings Miniſtersthat were at Rome. The Baron of 
Atcacne would not hear of this, but anſwered, that 
when he knew I was no longer ſatisfied in his 
comporcment, he would go home, and pive me 
advice of ut by Pepe Cattano his Secretary. Gen- 
»aro hinding he could not engage him in his con- 
cerninents, "endeavoured to eve ime a jealouſie of 
bum, with £ "Iſe information that they wereagreed, 

and held ſecret conferences ; which was malici- 

ouſly ſeconded by Anguſtino Lieto, who thought, 

the other being removed trom me, he ſhould af- 
terwaras enjoy a greater ſhare 1n ny truft , Not 
diſcovering this contrivance, 1 had ſome difi- 

dence of him, which Anicllo P ercio, Auditor Ge- 
neral endeavoured all chat he could to fortitie,ma- 
king 1t his buſineſs to give me jealoulie of all 
Freachmen , being himſeif a creature and Pen- 
tioner of Se 1:;:,4s the publiſhed after my impriſon- 
ment, and for which he was well rewarded. 

A great geal of Corn came every day from 
£4 Vera 
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Averſa, and thinking it neceſſary to ſupply the 
charge of the peoples Ele, lons v{cant by Cicto 
of Arpaia's abſentins himſelf, choice was made of 
Antonio HMacella,an underſtanding and rich man, 
bornin Procita, who joynins with Fiacenz, Arne 

Area and Gennaro, and holding ſecret Correſpon- 

dence with the enemy, give me encumbrances ! 

had much ado to overcome, as in its time I ſhall 

make appear. After this I cauſed Papers to be 
ſcattered amorsgſt the enemies,in order ro deb .u- 
ching their men, promiſing a Piſtol to every Sol. 
dier that forſook them, employment to ſuch as 
would ferve,and Paſles to thoſe thit were willing 
to retire. Two hundered came to us in eightdays 
time.They made report of che extremity of their 
ſufferings, ind ſhew'd me a piece of their Bread, 


. very black,and full ofSand and indeed fo bid that 


I could not imagine how it ſuſtained them, recei- 
ving but nine or ten ouncesa diy. Amongſt this 
number of deſerrors 2 marter of fxſcore defired 
ro ſerve me, which I diſtributed amongſt the 
body to keepthem aſunder, except ſixty Porra- 


gals, which ]-pur into the Colonels ' ompiny of 


my Regiment, lt T might geta-nnnber ſufficien: 
to forma body.' The Spaniards were very mach 
concerned to hear on our Poſts in the night thei- 
Linguage ſpoken, and invitations to run away, by 
repreſenting the neceſlicy they ſaff:red, and che- 
abundance that was amongplt us. That which I 
thoupht moſt pleaſant, was that they which were 
with us called the other the Rebels of che peoplz 
of Naples. Their moſt prodigious ſufferings were 
every day moreand more confirmed, by our ta» 
(Aa 3) king 
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king ſometimes ſix or ſeven of thoſe wretches, 
who having loſt the ſhape of men, went out of 
their Quarters to cat Graſs like beaſts, of which 
ſome burſt, when ( having come to us) they had 
filed their bellies, This disbanding more and 
more increaſed, and fo farr that apprehending 
they might be met with as they went away, and 
ſtopped to ſtrengthen the Garriſon of Gaeta, and 
ſome others of the Kingdom, I ſhut up in the Vi- 
cairy all thoſe that would not take entertainment 
with us, There was amongſt them a Portugeſe of 


4]l meenbut good wit, who by my Order going 


over tothe enemy never came back without de- 
bauching five or ſix of his Companions, and one 
tine brought me ſeventeen, in this he had ſucceſs 
nine or ten Voyages, but being at laſt diſcovered, 
by imprudently opening himſelf to a Serjeant, he 
was hanged, which broke off this little commerce, 
and for a while prevented the defercion of their 


| Souldiers, 


The Spaniards now pave themſelyes for loſt, 
and reſolved to abandon the Caſlles, and retire 
to Gacta, and the other Forts of the Kingdom, in 
expectation of ſuccors from Spazs; and Provifians 
from Sardinia and Sicilia, from whence came 
three Veſleis laden with Corn ſo opportunely, 
that at that time they had not wherewithal co 
ſubſiſt above three or four days. This great ne- 
ceſfiry put them upon all contrivances to oblige 
me to go out of Naples, believing my preſence a- 
Jone to be the cauſe of all their ſufferings, and that 
my addrefs,vigilance, and ſecret negotiations re- 
duced them to this unhappy condirion, An acci- 

| _ | dent 
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dent, of which I made the beſt advantage, re- 
doubled their jealouſie of the Nobility. The Duke 


_ of Audria having been with Don 7chn and the 


Vice-Roy, to get leave to go home, ſent a Prieſt, 
in whom he had confidence, to ferch him two 
cthouſind Crowns he had left in Naples with one 
of his friends, and ſome Stuffs ro make him 
Clothes. As he returned with all theſe things hc 
was taken and brought to me, as alſo ſome Let- 
rers found about him. After many enquiries of 
his Maſters health, 1 ordered him co make him 
many Complements in my name, and cauſed the 
Money and Stuffs to be found out and reltorcd 
without loſs ot any thing, telling him in the pre- 
ſence of a great many, purpoſely thac ic might be- 
come publick, that 1 would my ſelf correſpond 
with his Maſter, and all Perſons of Quality that 


Had affairs in the Town, or any thing to pretend 


there, and that no man ſhould better nor more 
readily acquit himſelf of all their Commilſlions, 
defiring nothing ſo much as to ſerve them, con- 


_cerning my felt more in their intereſts than in my 


own particular, I gave him rwo of my Guards 
for his convoy, and cauſed him to paſs in ſight of 
the Spaniards, to whom this manner of pro- 
ceeding gave ſtrange ſuſpitions, ſuppoſing it to be 
the conſequence of a particular friendſhip 1 hid 


| made with him at our Conference. He pretended 


himſelf much obliged to me, bur ſtayed bur little 
with the Vice-Roy, who was in a mind to have 
ſecured him; which yet he durſt not do, appre- 
hending that by means of the intereſt his Birth 
and Merit gave him amongſt the Nobility, his 
(Aa 4) IM- 
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impriſonment would be followed by a general 
Declaration in my favour: þut this became ſo 
fixed in the thoughts of that revengeful and di- 
firuitful Nation, that on doubt of ſome corre- 
ſpondence with me at my laſt journey, a few days 
after my return, they cauſed him to be miſerably 
jl4in. ; 

One Morning, Den Carlo Gonzago, who kept 
very near me to get an employment, demanded 
it he might ſpeak freely to me ; which having 
promiſed, he told me, that a very. honeſt man, a 
ir:end of his, intruſted with Credentials not to be 
difowned, had defired him to come and ſound 
me, whether I would hear a propoſal in behalf of 
the Spaniards, on condition nevertheleſs that if 1 
liked it not, I ſhouid not enquire his name; to 
this he cauſed me to make Oath, which I religi- 
ouſly obſerved, I was willing to hear him,that by 
the largeneſs of eheir offers I might judge of the 
extremity they were reduced to, They were to 
give me Einale and the other places of Toſcanic 
in Soveraignty ; with the Principalities of Saler- 
0, Piombino and Portelongowe ., for attacquing 
which they, would ſupply me with ſufficient For: 
ces, belides all fuch as my intereſts could draw to: 
gether in the Kihgdom of Naples, if I would re- 
tire. That they would make what they offered me 


worth three hundred thouſand Crowns a year, 


for which I ſhould have ſufficient ſecurity; and 
when ſhould be out of danger of expoſing my 
zeif, I ſaould be umpire between them and the 
People , and knowing the Pretences I had by my 
Kreat frand-motherg mother co the Dutchy 

| | OL 
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of Modena, they would procure me to be put in 
poſſefiion of it by the Emperour , who ſhould 
ſendan Army out of Germany to. joyn with that 
of the Dutchie of 24i/as, and that to revenge 
themſelves of the Duke of Afodera, they would 
abandon .all affirs in other places, and give me 
the command of ſuch Forces, vhat I ſhould find 


very few rubs in my way, 1:aly having no cauſe to 


be jealous if I ſought to make good the right I had 
tothat Sovereignty. 

I anſwered, ſmiling, that he' had done me a 
pleaſure to make me underſtand by his diſcourſe; 
that the Spamiards were fo near: ruine, that I 
would proſecute them the more vigorouſly, and 


| that though my, own were infallible, I would ne- 
ver fall from my fidelity to the Crown of France, 


nor attacque its Allies, and that T would moſt reli- 
ouſly obſerve the Oath I had made tothe peo- 
ple of Naples, never till death to Jay down the 
Arms I had taken up for their Liberty : that I 
was not offended with him for what he had 
undertaken, knowing that his friendſhip for me 
was the cauſe of it , and that being an enemy to 
the Spaniards, ( as I had been intormed ) they 
having ever uſed him ill,and detained him ſo long 
time Prifoner, IT was aſſured he had an averſion 
for this imploymenz, and that he was too much a 
man of Honour, to adviſe me to fail of my duty, 
and betray thoſe I was oblieed to ſerve : That he 


ſhould give thanks to his friend in my name, and 


aſſute him I would never enquire after him. 
The Town the mean while was divided into 
fix factions, which obliged me to be extraordina- 


if 
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rily ſcrupulous in my conduR\leſt, whil't I inclin'd 
to one, the reſt might joyn with our enemies, 
which would have infallibly ruined me : but 1 
had influence over all thoſe ſeparated intereſts, 
without diſcovering my own thoughts, and kepr 
ſo good correſpondence with them all, that I ob- 
liged them to concur to the execution of my en- 
terpriſe, which was not difficult. The firſt of 
theſe factions was that of Gennaro and the rabble, 
which ever fince their hatred of the Spaniards 
had been ſo habituated to the plundering of 
Houſes, and alt manner of inſolencies, that they 
could not now forbear them. Theſe people were 
enraged againſt me, becauſe by my puniſhing 
fuch aQions, they were forced to obſerve the pro- 
hibitionsI made : but they hoped for ſome dif- 
order and revolution, little caring from whence it 
- came, nor who had the advantage of it, provided 

they might roband murther wk Lnpunity, being 


ſo accuſtomed to bloud, that th preferred the 


pleaſure of ſhedding it above all other advan- 
rages. They continued an irreconcileable hatred 
ag: inſt the Nobility and civilized people, whom 
rhey feared, becauſe they had fo often and highly 
affronted them, they could expe& no pardon. 
I kept this ſort of people low, and was their ca- 
pital enemy, believing that if I permitted di(- 
orders, 1 could not ſubſiſt long, I yer indulged 
them by the care I had to ſupply them with all 
things neceſſary to life at eaſierates. 

The ſecond was chat which deſired to ſubmit 
to Fraxce, made up for the greateſt pare of Artifi- 
cers, who hoping to make their fortunes by our 

Nation,

Nation, and enrich themſelves by our expence in 
Clothes, and all ſuch other things with which we 
are wont to furniſh our ſelves mqre than other 
Nations, and pretending to no Offices nor Im- 
ployments,apprehended not ſubjeRion to foreign 
Dominion ; deſiring that rather than any other, 
becauſe by it they expeted more profic. 1 hu- 
mored all that were of ir, ſeeming to have no 
other thought, nor to labour to any other pur- 
poſe, but as I defired co continue 1n their good 
opinion, I was alſo to be careful to keep ſecret 
that pretence, that T might not reunite all other 
parties to joyn with our enemies, which muſt firſt 
be driven away : after which it would be eakie to 
attain our ends. _ : 

The third was compoſed of Monks and Prieſts, 
and others of the devouter ſort, who deſired the 
| reuniting the Crown of apes to the Papacy ; 
| rhisIletthem underſtand was my principal end ; 
' that I was of a Family highly Catholick, very 
much devoted to the Pope, with whom I had ta- 
ken ſecret Meaſures, and made ſo near a Con- 
junRion that he was well ſatisfed of my inten- 
tions; That they ought to concur with me to 
drive away the Spariards,and keep their thoughts 
very ſecret, leſt we might meet obſtacles, by the 
confederacy of thoſe which deſired the contrary, 
and I promiſed that as foon as we had overcome 
our enemies, we would ſubmit our ſelyes to the 
authority of che Church. | 

' The fourth was more eafily managed than the 
reſt ; for deſirous of a King, and ſignifying that 
they had mode choice of my perſon, they were 
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ſenſible of the neceſſity of Secrecy,and the friend- 
ſhip they had for me, ſecuring them of my ac- 
 knowledgements, they were altogether guided 
| by my Directions, and aRed nothing but by my 
Orders. This Partie conſiſted of ſuch as aſpired 
co the honours and grandeurs of the Kingdom, 
every one according to his Quality, who reſol- 
ving never to become ſubject to a forein Domi- 
nion, deſired no money might go out of their 
Countrey, imagining this the only way to enrich 
themſelves, and re-eſtabliſh craffique, and that a 
Kings whom they had choſen, for his own interelt 
and preſervation, would have no other Countrey 
but his Kingdom, nor any conlidence, loye, or in- 

Clin:tion but for his SubjeRts. | 
The fifth FaRtion was of thoſe that deſired a 
Republick , of whom the greateſt part und. r- 
Rood nor what they ſought, mightily taken with 
the word, which they ſcarce knew how to pro- 
nounce, imagining they ſhould be ſubje& to no 
body, and that the meaneſt of the common peo- 
ple ſhould have credit and power equal with ihz 
richeſt and beſt qualified : 1 perſwaded them that 
fuch an eſtabliſhmenr was my prevailing paſſion, 
char TI looked on ſuch a ſtructure with affection 
and delight, as the workmanſhip of my hands, 
ſince ] had been the firſt propoſer of it; and that 
the Dignity of Duke, to which they h:d raifed 
me, gave me the ficlt place, the principal auchori- 
ty, and all the Honours of a Sovereisn, I moved 
them to conſider how much it concerned us to 
conceal this deſign, that we might not incite a- 
gain(t us all that were contrary, and that as ſoon 
as 
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as ever the Spaniards were driven away, towards 
which we muſt with hazard of our lives ufe our 
utmoſt endeavour; This form of Government 
would in a manner eſtabliſh it ſelf, none being 
excluded, and every man in a pollibility of find. 
ing advantages and ſecurity, and making his for. 
tune by it, of what quality or profeſſion ſoever 
he might be. In this manner every one of the 
five factions took me to. be of their partie, and 
changing like a Camelion, according as 1 ſpoke 
co one or the other of them, concealing my owa 
thoughts, I diſcovered theirs, to get light,andtake 
unerring meaſures, 

The laſt was of ſuch as were addicted to the 
Spaniſh intereſts by reaſon of thoſe themſelves 


| had on the Gabels, where lay the beſt part of 


their Eſtates; I gave them hopes of preſerving 
them in caſe of a ſubverſion of the Government. 
and minded them thar a preater jealoutic being 
had of them than of cthers, they oughr ro be 
more careful of their conduc, fince the leaſt of 
their motions would be made criminal: Theſe 
were obliged to me for preſerving their fortunes, 
and the honour of every one of their Families, 
whereof I : ſſured them to tzke a particular care, 
provided they did nothing to deprive me of the | 
meansof proteQins them. 1 commended their 
zeal and fidelity, and rold them I affected and 
eſteemed them more than the reſt, becauſe they 
were perſons of more honour. Theſe were y 
ſollicitous for my ſafety, which they thought ne- 
ceſſary to their own, and their ruine being infal- 
lible on the leaſt revolution, being hated by the 
common 
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common people, and the Spaniards having no 


jealouſte of them, they gave me notice of all 


conſpiracies againſt me, and all other enterpriſes, 
F-aring my fall and their own with me,if the ſuc- 
ceſs were dubious. Theſe were the men that 
ſerved me to moſt advantage, and which I inſen- 
ſibly united ro the fourth faction, becauſe they 
reſolved, if they muſt loſe their old Maſter , to 
have no other but me. Thus I made advantage 
of the variety of mens inclinations, governing all 
theſe Cabals, every one in a particular manner, 
and with ſuch addreſs that none of the reſt had 
the leaſt ſuſpicion of it. 

In the mean time as all the Paſſages of my 
life have made me appear of an amorous com- 
plexion, all the Beauties of the Town, and ſome 
Ladies. of Quality, ſought to engage with me in 
correſpondencies of Gallantry, ſome ſet on by 
the enemy, to get ſome tie upon me, others by 
the Nobility to diſcover whether they had any 
thing to fear from me for the future, that Nation 
being naturally jealous, and apprehending on this 
account the humour of ours; others ſtimulated 
by their own inclinations, and advice of their Re- 
lations, to make advantage by their acquaintance 
with me, and hoping to govern me by it. But I 
ſhat my eyes and ears againſt ſuch charming 
Baits, being ſenſible that to juſtifie what was 
paſſed, I muſt ſtand more on my guard than ano- 
ther perſon, and be more vigilant over my aRi- 
ons, which were penetrated by all the World. My 
condutt hath given the lie toall the falſe reports 


were raiſed of me, for I refuſed all ar 
that 


an) all 
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that were appointed , nay, to receive particular 
viſits at home, of perſons that would have ex- 
poſed themſelves to engage me in all manner of 
hazards, and which one may aſluredly ſay were 
worth enjoying. One adventure happened ro me 
which will not be impercinent to relate ; but I 
muſt firſt tell that being no longer in apprehen- 
ſion of the popular tumults of the Market-place, 
I chought 1 ought co quit that neighbourhood, 
and lodge nearer the heart of the Ciry, that I 
migkt be readier to tranſport my ſelf to all parts 

where my preſence ſhould be neceſſary. I made 
choice therefore of the Palace of Dox Ferrante 
Caraciolo, one of the faireſt of Naples, which I 
cauſed to be magnificently furniſhed , where 1 
appeared with more Grandeur, and all my Court 
with greater ſplendour. It is ſituated before the 
Church of S. Zohn of Carbonzare, where is the 
Tomb of King Ladiſlaus, and Queen Fave his 
ſiſter, the Founders of that Convent, one of the 
faireſt and moſt ſumptuous edifices of 7:a/j. 
Before this Palace is a Piazza large enough to 
draw up four thouſand men in Battalia; here I 
ever after held my Reſidence. The day after I 
was ſetled there, going to Maſs at the Carmelires, 
where many Ladies were aſſembled according to 
cuſtom , and amongſt the reſt an Advocates 
daughter with het mother, about ſeventeen years 
of age, one of the moſt beautiiul Creatures of 
the Town, as ſoon as I was on my Knees ſhe 
aroſe, and coming bluſhing to make me a hand- 
ſom curtſie. , preſented me an embroidered 


Prayer-book, and afterwards retired. Maſs being 
ended, 
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ended, her mother preſented me a Petition whicT! 


] granted, and ſigned on the Rails of the Altar, 


About ten a Clock at night ſhe was brought to 
my Palace in a Sedan, and ſent in word by one of 


my Chamberlains, that the Party that in the Mor- 


ning had given me a Prayer-book, was come to 
deſire a private audience according to my pro- 
miſe : I ſent her word that I was too farrengs+- 
ed in buſineſs to entertain her as I deſired, that 


I thanked her for her good inclinations, and be- 


ſought her to continue them, and leſt ſhe ſhould 
meet any ill accident going home, cauſed her to 
be attended by two of my Guards. I ſpoke not 
of this advencure that I might not prejudice her 
Repuration, and had the like Moderation on ſe- 
veral other occaſions, that I might not fora little 
Gallantry, which could not have been concealed, 


loſe the good opinion I had taken ſo great pains 


co acquire, thinking my ſelf obliged to give Ex- 
amples of Diſcretion to all, it being my continu:l 


endeavour £0 cauſe others to obſerve it, and con- 


tain themſelves within the limits of their duty, 
One Morning giving audience according to 
my cuſtom Onfrio P:rano Captain of 14 Pictra 
del Peſce, a man very infolent and intimate with 
Gernaro, that never had any kindneſs for 
me, accompanied by a Fiſherman,of ſuch humour 
as himſelf, that was his Alfieres, turning angerly 
every way, brutifhly cold me, it was ſtrange I 
could not be ſpoken to without being heard ard 
crowded, which obliged me to command my 
Swiſle Guards to make place, and ſuffer none to 


come near, that audience might be private, and 
0n- 


% 
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un-interrupted : his Alfieres would needs come 
on, and one of my Swiſſes ſtopping him, he paye 
him ſach a blow with his fiſt on his Sromack chat 
hefell on the ground. This impudence angered 
me, and going to him firuck him on the head, 
which was bald, with my cane, in ſuch a manner, 
thac I laied him all bloudy at my feer. His Cap. 
tain inan arrogant tone told me my Guards be- 
an to be as infolent as thoſe of the Vice-roy. I 
anſwered him fiercely, that 1 would make him 
know what was due to me, and that as much re- 
 ſpeR ſhould be given to my SW#irzers when they 
were about my Perſon, as had ever been born to 
the Vice-roy of Naples : then commanding hig 
Enſign to be ſent to Priſon, I ſwore to hang him 
without mercy. Their inſolence was immediately 
changed to ſubmiſſion, and falling on their 
Knees, they both begged my pardon, and that 
wretch his life which I refuſed, and he was car- 
ried to the Vicairic. Whileſt I was at Maſs, his 
Wife and Children with diſheyeled hair came co 
beg his life, which I pretended to refuſe, but ap- 
plying themſelves to the Ladies to intercede for 
them at their Requeſts I granted what was des 
fired, and conditionally that afterwards he 
ſhould be more reſpeRive, ſent immediately to 
give him Liberty , chis they promiſed for him, 
and went away very well ſatisfied, In the after- 
noon being at the Gate of my Palace expecting 
my Horſes to ride abroad, the People's Elet,who 
ſought nothing more than to embroil me, came 
ina great heat to tell me he would no longer ex- 
erciſe his office, becauſe ir expoſed him to afs 
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froras, and that my Proclamations were o little 
obſerved, thar one of che City Captains of the 
Suburbs of Zoretto, who came followed by thircy 
Souldters to ſpeak with him about buſins(s, had 
injured him in words, and his Souldiers preſented 
ther Mulyuets at him : I promiſed to do him ju- 
ſtice, and the fellow at char inſtance piſling before 
my door, with the fame train, I askxed him, if he 
had not notice of the Prohibition I hid made on 
pain of death, to lead Souldiers in Arms about 
che Town, unleſs at the hours of ſetting the 


Watch, and eſpecially to go to the Maciltrates 


followed by them , He cold me, Yes, but chat be- 
ing a man of credit in his Quarter he might do 
what he pleaſed, upon whick having canſed lim 
tobe diſirmed and carried to Priſon, 1 returned 
to my {odging, to ſpeak about bufine(s with the 
Peoples Elect , and entertain Afarcs Antonio 
Brancaccio, that was come to viſit me. I was 
ſcarce entered into my Chamber when a mulri- 
tude of people aſſembled rumulcuouſly in the 
Piazza, and above a hundred of the hotteft 
came up my ſtzirs, making a great noiſe in my 
Halt, and crying our, they mult needs ſee me. [ 
went © them and asked what they delired 
of me, they told me that the people having no- 
tice that 1 had impriſoned one of their Leaders, 
demanded his Liberty, 1 ſ:id that to come 
in ſuch a faſhion was not the way to obtain 
favours of me; That this might have done well 
with A7azanello, or Gonnaro , but that neither 
my humour nor Quality could ſuffer ir, and chat 
& ſhould coſt their Camrade his life, - That I 

would 
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wouldhave no Addreſles made to me but on the 
Knee, and by Snpplication ; Three of the Ring- 
leaders arrogantly told me, the people would noc 
have him die, and would cake Arms to prevent 
his execution, I drew my ſword and being 


abour to run it into the belly of. the molt inſo- _ 


lent, he fell on his Knees and weeping belougltt 
my pardon. I told them all that to let chem ſee 
feared them nor, he ſhould be hanged immediate- 
ly, and turning to one of my Guards, commatt- 
ded him togive order to the Auditor General to 
cauſe him ac that inſtant to beled co puniſhment, 
and ſee him hanged in the middle of the /arket- 
place, and told the other Murtineers they were 
the caufe of his death,for otherwiſe I would have 
pardoned him, and that I would therefore have 
chem aſliſt at his execution, and be reſponlible 
that there ſhould be no commotion : I will take 
horſe (ſaid 1) immediately, and if 1 do not find 
my ſelf obeyed, or hear the leaſt murmuring be- 
fore I come back,1 will cauſe you all ro be hanged. 
They went away very ſubmitlive and much aito- 
niſhed ; and a little while after I went to ſce what 
patled, and found all things quier, and my Orders 
executed, and they that ſeemed moſt incenſed, 
coming to me, ſ1id, You ſee how we have obeyed 
you, and there hath nor been the leaſt diſorder. 
4 was fatisfied, and told them,Now you know me, 
learn that I may be moved by Supplications made 
with reſpe&, but am ever inexorable to the inſo- 
lent; go and be wiſer another time, and under- 
ſtand better what you owe me, and what I very 
| well know how to oblige you to pay me, After- |

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wards 1 viſited the Town and all the Poſts, and re- 


eurned to end the day at home in my ordinary. 


Imployments. I ever comported my ſelf in ſuch a 
manner, that tumults ſerved onely to adde to my 
reſpe& and authority 

In the mean time Gennaro, Vincenzo Andrea, 
and the Peoples Ele&, endeavoured ſecretly to 


cauſe more Inſurrections, ſuppoſing that chough 
T appeaſed many, it was impoſlible bur at lengch 


I muſt ſink under ſome one; By new rumours 
which they every day ſpred abroad, they incen- 
ſed the rabble againſt the Duke of T #rf5, and pub- 
liſhed thac I was on no other account ſo caretu! 
of his preſervation, but becauſe he was neceſſary 


ro my fecret Correſpondencies with the Spa- - 


#iards, and wy Negotiations with them. Very 
few days paſſed in which I was not obliged to go 
ro bis lodging, and drive away the multitude 


which ſwarmed about it with deſign co do him 


miſchief, 1 was weary at laſt of this perpetual diſ- 
quier, and that I might provide the better for his 
ſafety, and free my ſelf from diſtruſting it, re- 
moved him toa houſe behind my Palace, to the 
end that if the Corps de gaard at his Gate was 
not ſtrong enough to ſecure him from popular 
eumults, 1 mighc reinforce it with that which was 
before my Palace, and which had order to march 
at che leait noiſe ſhould be heard. One day ſend- 
ing the Knight de Foxybir to viſit him, he made 
great complaints of the Polonian Gentleman, who 
on all occaſions was very infokent, My Guards 
confirming this, to ſatisfie him, and puniſh the 
others imprudence, I cauſed the Pole to be ſent 
£0 
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to Priſon, and placed in his Room the Baron 
d: la Garde, a Gentleman of Provence, in whoſe 
Diſcretion and Vigilance we had both of us great 
cauſe to be ſatisfied. ”- 

I am deſirous here to juſtihe my ſelf of an 
accuſation, that my want of Money conſidered, 
I took not the advantage of his Rinſom, whucks 
for two Reaſons I omitted , the firſt is that L 
thought it beſt ro keep him, ro have an exchange 
ready for my Brother, in caſe he ſhould be un- 
fortunately taken in his journey to me. The 
ſecond, that making his offers to pay his Money 
at Genoa and no where elſe, I ſhould have had 
too great trouble in ſending tor it, Navigation 
being very hazardous at that time of the year, 
that] had no Gallies, and thonghr ic not reaſon- 
ableto venture fo conſiderabie a ſumme in Fe- 
lucea*s, and more that he would not pay the Mo- 
ney till he ſhould be arrived in Gerzowa, and 
was a4 man likely enoughto lay a deſign to take 
it back again upon the way from thoſe I ſhouid 
entruſt to bring it to me. 

I was afterwards blamed that I had not ſent 
him to Portolongone, becauſe he and his Grand- 
child would have been conſiderable enough to 
have redeemed me out of che hands of the Sp.;- 


niards, when a while after I was ſo unfortunate 25 


to fall into them, My enemies, chat never loſt 


any accaſion of doing me hurt, would have in- 


juſtly accuſed me, that rejeRing all dependance 
Qn France, I did not enough confide in her to put. 
ſo conſiderable Priſoners into her hands: Had I 
been willing tg have done this it was not in my 
| (Bb 3) power, 
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power, becauſe of che neceſſity of my expeRance 
of the arrival of the French Gallies, there being 
no poſſibility of ſending him by Land, and 
through the Popes Territories, and as little of 
hazarding him on Felacca's,which might eaſily 
have been taken by the enemies Gallies or Bri- 
Santines, neither could I truſt Marriners, who 
might be corrupted with the temptation of ma- 
king their fortunes, or according to the bloudy 
inclination of vulgar Neapslitans, murther him 
and his Grandcluld, when they ſhould be no lon- 


ger awed by my Preſence, All which reaſons 


feriouſly conſidered, make it appear there was 


no more ground for blaming me on this occaſion, 
than on the reſt, wherewith on ſo ſlender proba- 
bilities they ſought to do ſo ijl Offices. 

- The Fpantards perceiving o little ſucceſs in the 
attempts they had made upon me, the extremity 
of their affiirs cauſed them to haye recourſe to 
all manner of ways to preſerye-themſelves from 
ruine, and they conſulted the Nobility for reme- 
dies to ſo preſling miſchiefs : They ſent likewiſe 
ro Cardinal Filomarini for his Counſel, who con- 
ferring with Fizcenzo Andrea, ſounded Gennaro, 
and all of them made this reſulr, that the people 
Mving an extraordinary hatred and diſtruſt for 
the Duke of 2zcos, all that had paſſed being laid 
at his door, and the authoritv taken from him, 
and put into the hands of Don Fohn of AnuFtria, a 


£00d efA might be produced ; Thar the conſi- 


deration of his quality, and of the affeRion the 
K:rg his Father had for him, would obtain credit 
£9 whatſocver he ſhould promiſe on bis behalf, 
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it beins to be judged, he ſhould not be difiyow- 
ed, and thir a young and ambirious Prince, that 
was ſo follicitous a purſuer of honour, would be 2 
religious obſerver of his Word, and facilitate all 
things, that he mighe by any conditions how dif- 
advantageous foever, preſerve to Spaina Crown 
_ that ſeemed already loft, the Spaniards hoping 
that if they could once difarm the pecple, and pur 
an end to their ſeditions, they ſhould in ſuch a . 
manner fortifie themſelves, that they might in 
time re-eſtabliſh their power.# and reſtore all 
things to their firſt condition, and obſerve no 
more of their promiſes than ſuch as they liked, 
eſpecially after the peace with Fravce, rowards 
which their Miniſtersat Aſznfer uſed all poſſible 
endeayors. Though the execution: of this defign 
followed not till ſome time after, yet its Negotia- 
tions and ProjeQs being now ſet afoot, I thought 
it not amiſs to anticipate the relation a few days. 

1 he Nobility entruſted the Prior Zohn Bapriſts 
Caraciola a Knight of Malta, Don Diomede ' a- 
rafa, Don foſeph ae Sangre, and Den Aarco Antro- 
2io Gennaro, underſtanding and credicable perſons 
to negotiate all their aff:irs with Dex 7oha, ard to 
repreſent to him, that he. being in no manner 
blameable for the diſorders of the Countrey, nor 
the tyrannies exerciſed by the Vice-roy, all the 
World would with joy ſce the authority in his 
hands, and hope to receive- all manner of good 
uſage under the Government of a young and 
liberal Prince, that could not be imagined capable 
of avarice, nor of oppreſſins the Countrey to 
enrich himſelf. That hiz perſon ſo courteous 
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2nd agreeable, would win the hearts of all 
men, as well as his birth cauſe all manner of re- 
ſpeR, and that none would apprehend the re- 
ſentments of a Father, whileſt ſo dear a ſon me- 
diated his affairs, and demanded favours would 
be joyfully granted, to gain him greater affecti- 
on and authority : and that this being the laſt 
remedy for Preſervation of Spais, their opinion 
was it ought to be made uſe of, ſo to oblige all to 
comply with their duty; That the Duke of Ar- 
cos being unfortunate, would be eaſily made ap- 
pear guilty; that he could never regain the re- 
putation he had loſt ; That the rcſentment of all 
that was paſſed would eaſily light upon him, that 
ro diſpoſſeſs him , though by his own conſent, 
would look like a puniſhment, which would fati(- 
fie the people, and calm their rage, which uſually 
ceaſes, as ſoon as a ſubjeR is held our on whom to 
divert it, and that they would then without que- 
ſtion, give amore favonrable ear to Reconcilia- 
tion, when in ſtead of puniſhments, no mention 
ſhould be made but of Cleaency,Pardon, and fa- 
yorable Uſage, | - — 

One Morning whileſt I was at Maſs at the Car- 
ewelites, a Prieft was brought to me, one of Car- 
dinal F:lomarini's Domeſticks , who had been 
taken returning from the Spaniſh Quarters, with 
feveral Letters from his Maſter and others. He 
cold me his Maſter had ſent him about particular 
buſineſs, eſpecially to put anend to ſome diſorders 
happened amongſt religious Perſons, and that he 
came from the 1aternuncio, to whom he had deli- 
yereg certain diſpatches from Rowe, The people 
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was not ſatisfied with theſe poor excuſes, and be." 
ginning to take heat, were ſo farr tranſported as 
with great exclamations to ſay, they would kill 
the Cardinal in his Palace,fince he betrayed them 
and held correſpondence with their enemies, L 
read ſome of the Letters, and judging, that whar 
adyantage ſoever I might receive by letting looſe 
the reinsto the peoples fury, and quitting my ſelf 
of ſo dangerous an enemy, the contra 
might be very bad, and the death of a Cardinal 
exaſperating the Court of Rowe, would acquire 
the Popes indignation, with-Cenſures, Excommus- 
nications , and interditions againſt the whole 
Town, which by troubling the ſcrupulous Cons 
ſciences of the people of that Countrey would 
very much alienate their inclinations from us, 
That our enemies might make uſe of this, and 
would rejoyce in the death of a Cardinal, in 
whom they had no entire confidence, and of 
whom they made uſe out of meer neceſſity. 
I reſolved therefore to ſecure him from violence, 
and endeavour abſolutely to gain him, by fo eſ- 
ſential an obligation. Therefore making a ſign 
to the people to hear me, I told them, You un- 
derſtand,my friends, that the Cardinal our Arch- 
biſhop ever tenderly loved us, as a true and in- 
dulgent Father : that he hath given us teſtimonies 
.. Of this upon all occaſions, that he ever diſappro« 
vedthe tyrannical proceedings of the Spaniards, 
who incapable of pardoning him, continually en- 
deavour his defiruRtion, of which they would 
enjoy the advantage, and make us bear the bur- 
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What hath now h:ppened is no more than one of 
cheir uſual Artifices, imagining that without con- 
ſderation we would ſuffer our ſelves to be tran(- 
ported to that which would entirely ruine vs : 
let us avoid this ſnare they have fo cunningly and 
maliciouſly laid ; T1 underſtand the Cardinals 
inclination tor us, which he hath often declared 
to me, ler is love and reſpet him as we ought, 
and diitrniting the malice of our enemies, do 
the conrarv ot all they expe&t: They would 
hve '« deitroy him, ler us endeavour to preſerve 
him co us 1n their deſpite, and diſcoverins to him 
cheir enterpriſes againſt his life, encreaſe his ha- 
ered tor them, and hjs triendſhip ro us. I will go 
ard inform hin of all and you ſhall ſee, that I 
will dexl mn ſuch a manner wi:h him, as to gain 
us the triendihip of. Reme, let us then retort up- 
on the Spaniards, thit odiam they pretend to 


caſt upon us. The people having ever had an ex- 


traordinary affection and reſpeR for him, I re- 
vived it 1n the hearts of them all, who unani- 
mouſly cried out, We own bim for our Father, 
and inſtead of killing him as the enemy would 
have us, we will love him more. He ever pro- 
teRed us, and never g1ve us occaſion to diſtruſt 
him, give him this aſſurance in our name, and 
that we will revenge bim on the horrible perfi- 
diouſneſs of the Spaniards, agxinſt whom for his 
ſake we will mike war without Quarter, and not 
ut an end to our reſentment till we have the 
life of the laſt Spaniard that ſhall remain in tne 

Kingdom. 
Leaving the people in the hymour I h:d in- 
0 ſpired 
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ſpired into them, I went to him taking along with 
me all che Letters, ſending him word by a foot- 
man that I was coming about an offair of extra- 
ordinary importance. I met him as he came 
from faying Maſs, and being ſeated and the 
Chamber door ſhut, that we might rot be inter- 
rupted nor over-heard, told him, My Lord, you 
may judge whether my friendſhip be uſeful to 
you, ſince had it failed, you had not been alive at 
this preſent. I come from appeaſing the people 


ſo incenſed againſt you, that if my credit and. 


diſcourſe had not pacified them, they had come 
cumultuoully to kill you, and dreg you about the 
Streets, It 15 happy for you that the authority is 


no longer inthe hand of a A7azarielto or Genna- . 


70, butin a mans of my condition and inclination, 


that have all manner of reſpe& for the Papacy, 


and Veneration for the Purple inveſts you, with 
efteem and afteRion for your perſon, and that 
being paſſionately deſirous of your good opini- 
on, will make uſe of all manner of endeavours to 
merit it by ſerving you. This diſcourſe made him 
tremble, and drew tears from his eyes, and tranſ. 
ported partly by fear and partly by gratitude, he 
was ready to caſt himſelf at my feet. You ought, 
ſ1id 1, to concern your ſelf in my preſervation, 
for whileſt I live you need fear nothing. I have 
allzyed the ſtorm that threatned you, and I wil 
bring you anon the belt of the people-to- aſſure 
you of the general affeftion and reſpet of the 
Town. I cannot but tell you that you were ſo 


near ruine,that none but my ſelf could have pre-. 


vented it fo eaſily and faccefsfully, One that be- 
longs 
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{longs to you was taken bringing you Letters; for 
your ſake I cauſed him to be diſmiſſed immedi- 
ately, but it is jult that you give me ſome light of 
your Negotiations, and it is unreaſonable that I 
ſhould continue in danger, becauſe I have ſaved 
you from it. I very well perceive theſe Letters 
treat of ſomething elſe than aff.irs of Friers, and 
this Cloyſtera: Canting is only to conceal conſt- 
derable Correſpondencies and Negotiations. 
Theſe words General, Provincial, Prior and Pro- 


For are appliable to more eminent Perſqns, and 


it is not the S»yplice nor Myſteries of Religion 
that are here int8nded ; you ought not to be ſur- 
prized, but to deal with me more frankly and 
confidently, becauſe my eyes are too open to be 
eaſily lulled aſleep in matters of ſuch imporiance, 


which concern no leſs chan my honour, liberty, 
and life. — 


Ar laſt we read ropether all the Letters, of | 


which I demanded the explication. After a long 
amuſing me by inconſiderable juſtifications, and 
frivolous excuſes, he was forced { findingI would 
not be ſo impoſed upon) tv make me a general 
confeſſion, and acquaint me that the renunciation 
of the Duke of Arcos, and putting the authority 
into the hands of Dox Fohy was in agitation, and

pclitans too ſenfible of theſe Verities, to ſuffer | 


themſelves to be lulled aſleep or ſurpriſed, that 


- they could neither enjoy Repoſe nor Safety as 


long as one Spaniard was left in the Kingdom, 
thac affeRion to his Countrey ought to 1nſpirc 


him wich the ſame thoughts, that his ſervices | 
would at laſt be, recompenſed with ingratitude, - 


that recourſe was had to him out of meer nece11i- 
ty, and thar the intereſt he had amongſt ſome oi 


the people would be imputed to him as a capit:l- 
crime, That he would one day ſuffer on this ac- 


count, never beins able to obtain an entire cont1- 
dence, nor (the adyances he had already made 
conſidered ) eſcape the revenge of an incenſed, 
cruel, and bloudy Nation, That I wouid gladly 
adviſe him to concern himſelt no'more (as he hid 
hicherto done) in all their Negotiations, where 
he couid not obſerye fo juſt a counterpoile bur 


one or the other pariy being ill fatished, and 


jealous of him would equally put him in danger 


of his life, which 1 had now ſaved, but perhips 


another time ſhould not be able to effet. Thar 


I conjured him no more to expoſe himlelt to fo 


great danger, but to ſit ſtill in expecition of hea-' 
vens diſpoſal of all things, it being to no purpoſe 


tor him to go about to oppoſe its decrees, 


He promiſed to make a good uſe of my coun-: 


ſel, 
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ſel, and never forget the obligacion he acknows 
ledged he had to me, bur all his life concern him- 


ſelf in my ſecurity and advantage; I cold him 


he might very eaſily give me a convincing teſti- 
mony ot this, by diſcovering to me whar perſons 


of the Town I mighc contide in, and whom I was 


to diliruſt. I cannot, ſaid he, break the Oath of 
zecrecy 1 have mede, beſides that poſlibly you 
would not believe what I ſhould cell you. 1 con- 
feſs, ſaid I, I have preſſed you too farr, and I 
underſtand well enough on whom to fix my ſu- 


ſpitions, and I earneltly beſcech you to comport 
| your ſelt ſo, that they may never ſettle on you. 


He gave me all aſſurances poſlible, and I left him, 
thinking I had done enough, by preventing him 
(out of con{ideration of the hazard he had run) 
from maintaining afterwards any ſuſpicious cor- 
reſpondencies, which he a while forbore, if he 


did not exsRly obſerye all he had promiſed me. 


In the afternoon I carried to him ſome of 
the principal Citizens, who acquzinting him with 
the danger he had eſcaped told him whar I had 
done in order to it, and aſſured him t:ar this acct- 
dent had augmented the peoples confidence and 


_ friendſhip for him, and redoubled their hate and 


reſentments againſt the Spaniards. By this he un- 


_ derſtood how powerfully I could divert mens 1n- 


clinations by my addreſs and credit. 

The great want of Proviſions 2wonglt the Fpg- 
ziards made me reſolve to cut off all poſſibility of 
their receiving any by Lard, yet I apprehended 
leſt deſpair might oblige them ro atcempt to clear 
the way of Capxaffrom whence they might eaftly 


paſs 
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paſs to P4229, but their way from Pmzzolo to. 
Naples was cut off by the Village of Fora Greta, © 


in my poſſeſſion, of which I chought chey mighc 


ſometime or other make themſelves Maſters, it [ 


had not the Tower of Pied de Grotta, and conſe- 

uently the Suburbs of Ch:a;,which,of all choſe of 
the Town, only held for them. In order to this,the 
tenth of Zaxxary, 1 walked co the Conyent of 
Camaldelis, ſeated on a hill, from whence I could 
at my eaſe conſider all that Suburb,and the Tower 
Ideligned to cauſe to be attacqued next Morning. 


The Profpe of this Convent is one of the plea-' 


ſanceft in the World, bur that which belt pleaſed 
me was that after a diligent obſervation of the 
ſituation and avenues of the Tower of Pied de 
Grotta, a Paſs ſo neceſſiry for my deſcent into 
the Suburb, 1 perceived the enterpriſe to be eaſte, 
provided it were vigorouſly attempted. At nighr 
I ſent for facomo Roſſo, and commanded him to 
take three hundered men of his Regiment and at- 
racque it. It is anantient Rowar building, ad- 
joyning to a Convent of Friers, and near /:rgi/'s 
Tomb, where ſomething very remarkable is to be 
ſeen; the Tomb is of white Marble, witha Spheri- 
cal Arch, on che rop of which, time out of mind, 
2 Lawrel hath ſprung our of che Marble, without 
any earth for irs preſeryation, and the old one 
withering ſome years ſince, nature produced an- 
other, as if to eternize the memory of fo great a 


Perſon by the Brodigy of a Lawrel, whoſe 


Branches have in all times been made uſe of, as 
well to crownthe heads of Poets as Conquerors. 
The attacque of the Conyent and of this Tower 
Were 
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were vigorouſly made and ſeconded, from eleven 
in the forenoon till three after Dinner, when the 
Garriſon ſeeing no appearance of ſuccor,and that 
the Gate was fired with pitched faggots, yielded 
co diſcretion. There marched our ten Span;ards 
and twenty Neapolitans, commanded by a refor- 


 medCaptain; The Spaniards I ſent Priſoners to 


the Vicary, and the Yeapolitans took conditions 
with me, This having facilitated the entrance of 
the Suburb of Chas, I commanded Serjeant Ma- 
jor Alexis, (that had takenthe Duke of T ax/; Pri- 
ſoner) with three or four hundred men drawn our 
of Vomero,and Lantignano, ſeconded.by the com- 
pany of Afathes d' Amore chief of Ia Vinara, - 
which conſiſted of near upon two hundred good 
men,to attacque the Convent of S. Lecxara, where. 
above ſixſcore men kept Garrifon commanded by 
7oſeph Riva, Paulo Fioretts ( who became atter- 
wards that famous Banditethat having drawn to- 
gether ſeven or eight thouſand men, in the year 
Ixteen hundred fifty five, made all the Kingdom 
of Naples tremble,and gave fo great apprehenſion 
£00 to the Spariargs ) and Colonel Onofrio de Scje. 
The fight was hot,and laſted an hour : fearingthe 
enemy might atrempr to relieve it with Felacca's, 
this Poſt being of extraordinary importance, and 
the Sea about it not deep enough for Gal- 
lies, I commanded twelve well provided Felxcca's 
to begin a little Sea-fight by beating back ſuch of 
the enemy as preſented themſelves, the advantage 
of which was entirely on our ſide. I had ſent Pore 
Captain of the Zazares with thirty of his men co 
exrry Faſcines, and ſerve as Promers at this little 
(Ce) fiege, 
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ſiege, who beginning to fire the Convent on all 
{ides, the beſieged having no hope of relief, nor 
able ro defend themſelves any longer, were forced 
to yield to diſcretion: The $Souldiers I divided 
amongſt my Troops,and the Officers tarried with 
me till I might have Imployments for them. 


By the taking this conſiderable Poſt, ſtanding . 


on the Sea-fide, and whoſe ſituation makes it natu- 
rally ſtrong, and eaſe to be defended, I became 
Maſter of all the Suburb of Chiay, & the Spaniards 
ſo ſtreight'ned, that they had no more commu- 
nication by land with the reſt of the Kingdom.My 
men encouraged by this good ſucceſs advanced 
to the very Gate of Chiay, where inding a weak 
Guard they charged it ſo ſmartly, that they beat 
the men back andentered pell mell amongſt them. 


They were in a condition to have purſued their 


Victory to the middle of the enemies Quarters, 
if the Baron of Zatteville had not come in with a 
conſiderable body of Spaniſh foot, and reformed 
Officers. A skirmiſh _ which laſted three 
quarters of an hour,the adyantage inclining fome- 
times to one fide ſometimes to the other : but at 
ſalt my men were fain to give way to the greater 
number,and retreat to the Convent of S. Leonard, 


and the Palace of Don Pedyo de Toledo, which we 


kept tothe laſt. This was one of the remarkableſt 
and belt fought ations that happened in Naples 
Curing all the Revolutions. 
The next day I viſited theſe two Poſts and 
v alxed in the Garden of the Prince of Biſgnawe, 
one of the moſt pleaſant of Traly, by 4/68 of 
115 abundance of Orarge-trees, very much ſatisfied 
in 
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1n the acquiſition of this Suburb, as well by reaſon 


. of its ſo greatly incommoding the enemy, as of ics 


fair and delicious Walks. The Garriſon I left there 
began a chaffzring with the enemy, which the ad- 
vantage I made by it obliged me to allow, which 
laſted till the Baron of Batteville diſcovering ir, 
broke it off, by cauſing two or three of his Soul- 
diers to be hanged. It was an exchange of Turnips 
and other roots for Powder the Sp.ziards in their 
extremity of miſery, for this ſmall refreſhment, 
Siving us all that was delivered to them for guar- 


ding their Poſt. 


About thistime a Phyſician propoſed to me an 
enterpriſe upon P:rz9 Falcone, which I eſteem 
more than the Caſtles, it being ſeated on an emi- 
nence, perpendicular almoſt on every fide, it 
commands the new Ciltle, and Caftella d:l Ov, 
and with its Canon flanks all the Vice-roys Pa- 
lace. This Ilooked on as a very handſom deſfitn, 
but having wellexamined it found the execution 
ſo dangerous and difficult, that I thought not fic 
to attempt it, In the mean time the Prince of 
Cellamare, Achilles Minutalo, and Ceſar Blanco, 
the firſtDecon,and the ewo others members ot the 
Collateral Counſel, ſent co me for ſaveguards for 
preſerving ſuch houſes as they had in the Spaniſh 
Quarters , foreſeceing that I ſhould quickly be 


' maſter of them, ſince they could no longer defe -d 
nor continue in them, being unprovided of Virun!, 


anl1 their Souldiers become fo feeble by the mi- 
ſery endured, that they hardly had ſtrengchto per- 
form any duty; I was well plerſed ac this news, 
lexrning by it the extremity co which I h:d re- 
(Ce2 - Que 
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 ducedthem,and my joy was augmented when two 


days after the ſame Prince of Cefamarea Geno» 
veſe, very much addied to his intereſts, fearing 
he had ill employed his Money in buying the 


charge of Poſt-maſter General of the Kingdom, 


the revenue whereof is very great, ſent to deſire 
of me the Confirmation of it; of which I gave 
him hope, provided I might be informed by him 
and his two friends of all that paſſed inthe Colla- 
teral Council, And indeed after thisI had punQual 
advertiſement of what was done there either by 


them or other ſecret correſpondences I had ne- 


gotiated.. 
The Nobilities Army being in a manner all di- 
ſperſed, and the few Gentlemen that continued 


Logether in Cepa unable to ſuffer the command 


of Vincenzo Tuttavills , made continual com- 
plaints, having a very great averſion for him. The 
Vice-roy therefore and Collateral Council re- 
ſolved to diſmiſs him, and leave the Nobility the 
choice of ſuch a General as ſhould be pleaſing to 
them,who by his intereſt might hinder the falling 
off of the relt, and cauſe to return to him a good 
part of ſuch as had retired to their houſes. They 
all concurred to obeyPon Lewss Poderico, whoſe 
Prudence and Valour had acquired him a general 
eſteem. This choice was approved by all men, and 
recruited the body of their Troops before almoſt 
reduced to nothing, and that in horſe and foot 


could make but fifteen hundred men. In fifteen 
days time they made it up three thouſand,and the 


Spaniards giving them order to cauſe Corn to be 
ſent from Capaa, they refuſed to obey it, _ 
they 
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they might not disfurniſh themſelves ofche little thac 


remained, ſcarcely ſufficient to make their troops * 


ſubſiſt, this obliged the Spaniards to ſend to them 
the Baron of Goeſlan with the Burgandian horle, 
they having no more Provender nor Forage, and 
deſirous to _—_—"y themſelves of ſo many mouths, 
being reduced to the laſt extremity, Being very ſo- 
licitous to make advantage of all conjunAures, { ne- 
gotiated an intelligence with a Serjeant and three 
Spaniſh Souldiers, to deliver me the Polt of Dozne 
Alaina, An agreement was made for five hundred 
Crowns, of which I payed them two by advance. 
The day chat this enterpriſe ſhould have been pur in 
execution , the Serjeant cither repenting of his 
treaſon againſt his Nation, or deſirous to keep to 
himſelf all the Money he was to ſhare with his Com- 
panions, went to the Baron of Batreville, and dif- 
covered all, after aſſurance of indemnity, and to 
inherit the Spoils of his Camrades. The day tie 
Poſt was to be delivered, the Baron came thi:!.cr, 
having cauſed the Traitors to be hanged, and iit2itl- 
tuted reformado Officers in their places, who {joke 
with one I had ſent to diſcoyer, whether it v/25 <alie 
ro execute that which had been conirived. | ey 
ſhewed him the weakneſs of the Guard, whic!: B at- 
teville had cauſed to draw off, ſtanding behind un- 
diſcovered with two hundred reformado's. 1 di- 
{truſted the facility that appeared in the buſine!s, «nd 
the negligence of the Guard on ſo conſider:ie a 
Poſt, yet I cauſed the Troops to march at the hour 
appointed, and the diſguiſed Souldiers havins chem- 


' ſelves begun to ſlight their works, I cauſed chem to 


be narrowly obſerved by him that had treated with 
the 
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the former my behalf, who brought me word that 
theſe were new faces, whereupon I ordered them ar 
our arrival to be fired on, that their deceiving me 
might be puniſhed by their deaths: Batteville run- 
ning to the alarm was received by my men with a 
great Volley, and perceiving by their notadvancin 
that he was diſcovered, made it his onely buſinef 
quickly to make up his breaſt-work, a skirmiſhfo]. 
Jowing for about half an hour of little loſs or ad- 
vantage to either ſide, 
A lay brother of the Convent of SaniZa Maria 
Ia Nova, one of the moſt conſiderable of the ene- 
mies Poſts, came to propoſe to me a deſign of ſur- 
priſing it by introducing Souldiers through the 
Formal : this is a certain AqueduRt which paſſes 
under all the Streets of the Town,carrying Water to 
the Houſes and Convents, I ſent a Perſon of Truſt 
to diſcover whether this were feaſible, where he 
was ſheweda place would receive two hundred men, 
and the Spaniſh Courc of Guard, fo weakned by 
, hunger, and tired by continual duty that they could 
hardly ſupport themſelves. As misfortune would 
have it, an old Frier that could not ſleep, having by 
chance ſeen this young Brother bring a ſtranger in» 
to the Conduit of the Cloyſter, gave notice of it to 
Dor og la Torre, Lieutenant of the Camp- 
maſter General, who having cauſed him to be ſe- 
cured, by force of torment made him confeſs all he 
had negotiated , Not coming to me next Morning, 
nor hearing any thing from him in three dayes, I 
oueſſed my buſinefs was diſcovered, and endeavou- 
ring to get information oft, learned that they had 
put him to death, and that I had failed in one ary 
| | and- 
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handſomeſt and moſt important Negotiations that 
had been managed in Naples. 

I reſolved to give alarms on all ſides three or four 
times anighr, to tire out the Spaniards, whom I 
knew to be very much enfeebliſhed by fatigue and 
want, which reduced them ſo low that they could 
no longer handle their arms, nor take alarms. By 
this meansI hoped oneday to __—_ them, by ad-_ 
vantage of the negligence to which I had accu- 
ſtomed them. But ſeeing nothing at preſent could 
be done inthe Town, I reſolved to attempt ſome- 
thing abroad, and commanded facomo Refſo to go 
to «zzu;, the inhabitants having let me under- 
ſtand. the Garriſon was weak, and that being ſe- 
conded, though but ſlightly, they could ut all its 
throats, and letus into the Town, which would give 
me a facility to attacque the Caſtle of Bare, of high- 
eſt importance, by excluding the Spani/> fleer from 
that Haven, that of Naples being ſo open that ſhips 
cannot ride there in ill weather. He marched with 
three thouſand men, and the Townſmen beginning a 
Skirmiſh with their Garriſon, the Marquis of F«/- 
calda, entered in his fight with conſiderable Supplies, 
which obliged my men to retreat after a light Skir- 
miſh. Perceiving enterpriſes of warre not to ſuc- 
ceed very happily with me, deferring them, I had 
recourſe to addreſs and negotiations,and cauſed the 
Governour of Baie, anold and covetous Spaniard 
to be ſounded, who ſenſible of the ill condition of 
the affaires of his Nation, hearkened to =y offers, 
and after many Meſſages to and fro, in whichI ſpent 
fifteen days , agreed to deliver me the place for 
ryelve hundred Piſtols , Ar the ſame time I created 
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to poſſeſs my ſelf'of the Town and Caſtle of Gaera; 
(where Monſiear de Fontenay had been tampering 
before) for a hundred thouſand Livers. Wanting 
Money for two ſoimportant enterpriſes, I gave him

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Two dayes after a Gentleman, that was arela- 
tion of Cardinal Filomarins, who (though of 
the Spaniſh FaRion) was my particular friend , 
never concerning himſelf in any thing that was 
contrary to me , and that had io much kindneſs 
for me , that he had given me very conſiderable 
intelligence of deſigns againſt my life , which I 
 alwayes found to be true; coming to viſitme, 
to'd me, that if I would allow him liberty of 
ſpeech, he would acquaint me with ſomething 
of very great concernment. I heard him, and 
he repreſented , that having conſidered how I 
was abandoned, he looked on me as loſt; that 
the People hearkened after an accommodation , 
it which muſt be, it was beſt ro do it my ſelf; 
for if itſhould be concluded witbour my privity, 
the firlt condition would be my death, fince ic 
could not be done ſecurely whileſt I wasalive ; buc 
that if 1 pleaſed, I might be the Mediator and 
Moderatorof it, and find my advantages in it: 
that if what had been already propoſed came 
ſhort of my ambition, beſides the inveſtiture of 
the Dutchy of Aſodevs , which ſhould be given 
me by the Emperour , Spain would furniſh me 
with Forces ſufficient to put me in poſlefſion of 
it. Hetold me I might have the ſoveraignty of 
the two Calabria's if I pleaſed, all the firong 
places of which ſhould be put into my bands, 
and that I ſhonld have for ſecurity the Pope and 
Colledge of Cardinals, and ſuch of the Princes 
of 1raly as I would make choiceof, 1 made a 
faint refuſal | ſeeming to be obliged by his good 
inclination ; ſuppoſing by ſuch a diſtimulation ea-

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fily to diſcover all deſigns that were in the Town, 
and ll perſons inclined to an accommodation. 
The Peoples Elet, twodayes after came to ac- 
quaint me that che Town began again to want 
proviſions; that the People was weary to have 
continued ſo long in Arms withour making any 
advantage ; that the ſaccors of France being 
flow and incertain, and its t leet likely enough to 
do no more atitsfecond arrival than formerly, it 
was to beapprehended, that Fraxce was glad of 
the extremity they were reduced to, that ſo de 
ſpair might oblige them to caſt themſelves into 
her arms, to which that Kingdom would never 
conſent : more diſliking the French than Spaniſh 
Government. That he thought it beſt to hear- 
ken to the Propoſals of Don oh of Anftria, 
who, he was aſſured, would be more willing to 
treat with me than anyelſe , andthar it would be 
more ſafe for him to doſo, becauſe otherwiſe 
my credic might interrupt all he ſhould under- 
take. That the People freely put all their Con- 
cernments into my hands, becauſe they could 
never diſtruſt my Condu& , that I might obcain 
good effeRts by a perſonal Conference, of which 


| though I failed, the common hatred for Spain, 
which every day became cooler , would be re- 


Kindled by it : And thatin ſuch a Treaty (beſides 
the honour to haye uſefully ſerved the Kingdom 
of Naples , by freeing it from utter deſtruQion) 
T ſhould find for my ſelf eſtabliſhments capable of 
fatisfying my ambition, Thar to this purpoſe a 
Trace of three dayes was to be made, and if I 


_ conſented to a Conference with Don obn of 
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Auſtria , it would be accepted, he being very 
paſſionately deſirous of it; and that Ibeing the 
more able and of greater experience, the ad- 
vantages of ſuch an interview would be certainly 
on my fide. 

As this Diſcourſe ended, Gennaro camein ad 
propoſed a Fruce and Conference, by which I 
diſcovered the bottom of their thoughts and their 
ſecret Correſpondences, and in my heart ſwore 
the death of them both , but I concealed it, 
thinking it too hzzardous opznly to attempt their 
puniſhment , and anſwered them, that I attribu- 
ted their diſcourſe , more to their zeal for their 
Countrey , than their friendſhip for the Spani- 
ards, whoſe humor ( as arrogant in proſperity 
as fubmiffive in misfortune) 1 perceived they un. 
derſtood not. Thar their promiſes onght not to 
be depended upon, nor we to be lulled aſleep 
with their fair words - That we could not for- 
| get, how after a condeſcention to advantageous 
Capitulations , their Fleet arriving and they re- 
cruited , inſtead of the Ratification they had 
givencauſe toexpeR, by ſo many ſolemn Oaths, 
they attempted to burn and ſack the Town, and 
put all its inhabitants to the Sword ; that their in- 
clinations were not any other wayes moderated 
than by the extremity ro which they were redu- 
ced , and that coming ſhort of power to oppoſe © 
their deſtruQtion, that was ſo nearat hand, and 
ſo inevitable , they had recourſe to Artifice. 
That we could nottruſt rhem : That they brea- 
thed nothing but revenge , though their Cruelty 

diſguiſed it ſelf under the appearances of Cle- 
b Aa 3 mency 
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mency and Moderation, Thattheir two Perſons 
would be made the firſt Victims to their Reſent- 
ments : That for my own part I reſolved moſt re- 
ligiouſly to obſerve what I hadpromiſed, either 
to die with my ſwordin my hand, ordrive them 
out of the Kingdom , and procure it thar libe 

of which it had given me the Title of Defender ; 
I therefore exhorted them to follow me in ſo juſt 
a deſign, which would prove more eaſie than 
they could imagine. That I was clear-ſighted e- 
nough to aſſure them of this, and would never 
willingly ſuffer the People to be impoſed upon , 


_ that Iwould unſeel their Eyes, to give them a 


clear Proſpe& of what they were to fear, and 
what to do for their ſecurity and quiet; and thar 
T declared to them, that I would look upon all 
ſuch as afterwards hearkened to any Propoſal 
of the Enemy ( all whoſe offers ought to be di- 
ſtruſted) as Enemies of their Countrey, and that 
I would perſecute to the uttermoſt, and infli& 
Capital Puniſhment on any that for the future 
ſhould make ſuch diſcourſes to me as they had 
done. That Ipardoned the indiſcretion of their 
zeal , that had ſo groſfly abuſed them ; butin 


_ caſe they reſolved tocontinue my friends, they 


wereto comport themſelves more prudently, and 
have more fidelity and affeRion for the good of 
their Countrey. That would advertiſethe Peo- 
ple of all chathad pafſed, bur with ſo much cau- 
tion, they ſhould need to fear nothing, nor be 
ſuſpeted of Treaſon and Correſpondence. 
They gave me thanks , acknowledging I was 
more diſcerning than they , and that nothing was 

more 
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more juſt or true than what I had told them, 
and that convinced by my reaſons, they hearnly 
deteſted the malice of the Spaniards , whoſe de- 
tiruQion they would -for the future, purſue with 
hazard of their lives , and be ever re:dy to ſhed 
their blood tor the Publick and defence of their 

Liberty. | 
As ſoonas they were gone away 1 ſent for the 
Chiefs of the People, and gave them an account 
of this Conference. They ſeemed as much to 
approve my Condu@, as to be diſlatisfied with 
at of Gemvaro and the Peoples Elet : Vincenſo 
Amndrea more crafty and more cloſe, appeared 
not at all in theſe macrers ; but I held him not 
therefore to be theleſs dangerous. I gave charge 
to all thoſe Chiefs (every one in his Quarter) to 
inform the People of what 1 deſired they ſhould 
know ; to obſerve carefully all the. mocions and 
ations of thoſe that had given us ſo juſt cauſe of 
ſuſpicion , and emploied ſuch as I moſt contided 
in, attentively to watch and give me advertiſe- 
ment of all deſigns of the Enemy , who (as [ cont- 
ceived) would ere long ſet on foot ſome enter- 
priſe. I cauſed a vigilant Eye to be held on all 
thatcame from them by our Poſts to return into 
the Town. One morning | had nice ( by 
means of my intelligence amongſt the Spaniards) 
that lictle Scutcheons of their Arms were to be 
diſtributed to all ſuch as were affected to their 
intereſts, that they might know one another, 
and joyning, fall upon ourrear, in two or three 
attaques they intended to make, for facilitating 
theirentring the Town, and revenging at their 
Aazg | plea- | 
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pleaſure the ſedition and diſobedience of the Peo- 
ple. One morning at day-break, a Gardiner 
was taken about the Gate of Means, coming 
from their Quirter with a great Firre-Box un- 
der his Arm , which having cauſed to be open. 
ed, I found ir full of little Scurcheons of the 
Arms of Spain , about the bigneſs of the Palm 
of a Hand , and queſtioning him what they 
meant, he told me he knew noching. But per- 
ceiving him very much aſtoniſhed, I gueſſed the 
matter , and that they muſt necefſarily be Tokens, 
by which choſe of the ym Parry might know 
one 2nother; as Straw had in like manner been 
made uſe of , on the day of the diſorder and 
burning the Town-Houſe of Pars. 1 ſent him 
to the Vicary, and ordered the Audicor Gene- 


ral to go preſently thither and put him on the 


Rack. He confeſſed what I had ſuſpeRted, and 
accuſed a Prieſt and two others of ci tributing 
the like Scutcheons. I cauſed the Prieſt to be 
ſecured , the other two going away tothe Ene- 
my, and a preat number of the like implements 
being was. in their Houſes. They were of thac 
ſort of men that being unmarried , wear little 
Caſſocks,and have their Heads ſhaved,to exempt 
them from ſubje&tion to the Ordinary Ju. 
ſtice , and be liable to thar alone of the Nuncio, 
where their wicked praRices find great impuni- 
ties, Ecclefiaſtical Juſtice being leſs ſevere than 
the Secular. 

The Prieſt, under torment, confeſſed the ſame

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| have 1t examined and determined in my pre- 
ſence; andto this purpoſe ſending for the Audie

In the mean time, their Conflancy (not with- 
out reaſon) much diſquieting me, I cauſed exaR 
ſearches to be made in all ſuſpeRed Houſes , and 
inthe greateſt parr of the Convents , but no 
more Scutcheons were found , nor any body that 
would carry the Armsof Spaiy. This had like 
to have cauſed great diſorders, and they that 
fought occafions of plundering , ſpread reports 
that Arms were concealed in many places; that 
under pretence of ſearching Houſes they mighe 
rob them. 

Gemaro acquainted me that in the Convent 
of the facobins of St. Mary de la Sanita men lay 
concealed in Cellars with a great many Arms, to 
furniſh the B/ack Cloaks of the Virgins Suburbs , 
and that ſearch ought ro be made. The People 
was diſturbed at this news, and Gemnars offered 
himſelf ( accompanied by the rabble) to make 
the Viſit, I ' 260r underſtood his meaning, 
and the danger , leaſt the animoficies between 
the Black-Cloaks and Lazares ſhould again 


bring upon us the ſame inconveniences, which ! 
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I once before found ſo much trouble to remedy. : 


I wenttherefore my ſelf after dinner , forbidding :

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on pain of death any to go before, gr follow 
me, ſuchas I made choice of excepted. Icom« 
manded Matheo D* Amore with his Company to 
poſſeſs himſelf of the Gate of Sr. Gennaro, 
and to ſuffer none of what quality ſoever , togo 
into the Suburb. TY 

Aſter Dinner I took Horſe followed by my 
Guards, and commanded Pepe Palombe, Carlo 
Longobardo, Owſfrio Piſſacani, Cicio Battimiello, 
and Peppo Rzcco,, all Perſons of Credit amongſt 
the People, and in whomIT confided , to accom- 
pany me ; and as I paſſed by St. Gemnaro's Gate 
I rook with me Xatheo D* Amore, and coming 
to the Convent of Santa Maria de la Sanita, 
having made my Guards ſecure the Gate , I 
went in and told the Father Prior and the Pro. 
yincial (who was at that time there to viſit) the 
intelligence Gennaro had given me, and the inten. 
tion I had diſcovered in a great many, under ſuch 
a pretence to plunder their Convent, which had 
obliged me to come in perſon to prevent any diſ-

' which out of reſpe& to Formalities J could noe

The Enemies Fleet disfurniſhed of Mariners, 
wanting carining, and ſupplies of Provifions, P5- 
m1enta its Admiral repreſented that theſe chinps 
could not be made good at Naples, and that ie 
muſt of neceſlicy ſet fail for Spam.

Iearneſtlypreſſed, the recurn of 
the French Fleet, and the journey of my Bro- 
cher the Knight of altha, that I might leave 
him to command in Naples, and go my felt in- 
co the Field, to joyn Forces with the Nobility, 
and returning from thence make the laſt attempc 
rowards the Enemies deſtrution, © _ _ 
Gennaro Anneze all this while holding. ſecre 
Correſpondences with Don Fohnof Auftris , al- 
moſt every night ſent ro bim , of which I had 
punRual notice by thoſe I had gained about 


him ; who having read all Letters. he received, 


gave me account of them.: being certain, as 1 
was, to diſcover all hisjntrigues , I diſſembled 
with him , waiting a convenient time to ruin 
bim,, when I ſhould ſee him at the;point of ex- 
ecuting ſome Defgn, His Negotiations never 
arrived at any Concluſion , become ſenfible of 


the ſweetneſs of power, and his ambition ſo e- 


levared him, thar the firſt ]oint of his Capitr- 


Jation ever was,, to continue Hezd of the Peo- 


ple, to haye Fifty thouſand Crowns Reyenue, 
P b With 
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with the Title of a Dutchy or Principality ,. and 
ro be the next Perſon to the Vice-Roy., to have 
Guards andbe attended: by them , to ſecure him 
from his enemies, and preſerve his life with his 
authority. The Spaniards diſcerning he had not 
credic enough to put the Town into their hands, 
and reduce the People to their obedience, went 
on ſlowly with him, amuſing him by great expe- 
ations , that he might on ſome occaſion be 
uſeful ro: them , principally for an attempt up- 
on mp life; in order to which nothing was ſpa- 
red, ſuppoſiug that while I lived I would croſs all 
their Defigns, and that after my death all would 
be eaſier, rheir fafery or ruin depending on my 
fall or preſervation. 
I was moſt ſenſibly afflied , to learn by the 
Letters he received from Fraxce and the Kings 
Miniſters at Rowe, thit they looked upon him 
as ſo faichfully addifed to the Intereſts of 
France, that by his means only they expeRed 
all the advantages they prerended by the ſediti- 


. on of Napkes , which he ſought co perſwade 


that I oppos'd by my P_ ambition, and 
that my endeavors tended only to my own eſta- 
bliſhment and exaltation ; fo great Credit was 
given to all his fabulous relations , thar the truth 
of mine wasdiſtruſted. The Miniſters at Rome 
verlwaded themſelves that my jealouſte of him, 
which was ſo juſtly grounded, aroſe only from 
ny Opinion of his near Dependance on France, 
and that by it he prevented my being ſupplied. 
his prepoſſeſſion cauſed all ill offices imagins- 
ble to be rendered me at Court, where Ip:ſſed 

for 
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for a perſon that affected independance; that 
ſlighced all that contribured nor cow«rds making 
my fortune, and that endeavored to drive away 
the Spaniards on no other account than to r: iſe 
my ſelf to their Throne. His power was not 
apprebended ſo much as mine , berauſe the 
hought he might more eaſily be dealr with , 
islow birth and little wit m: king him ſeetn in. 
capable of diſlimulation, malice, or :mbirion. 
V incenzo Andrea, much abler thn he, ever 
obliged him to cauſe me to be ſuſpeRed,- foro 
pow my ſupplies, and compel the People by 
ſeeing thetnſelves abandoned) to ſubmit co their 
former bondage. He boaſted the tonfdence 
France had in him , and its diſity of me, 
and by this Artifice every d:y endeavored to 
raiſe new diſturbances and conſpiracies again} 
my life. | 
Many diſpatches from Rowe, which 2tciden- 
tally fell into my hands , diſcovered theſe 1n- 
tripues tome, and tory ſorrow fnade me +: 54 
that Monſieur de Foxtena, believing he ſe:y d 
the Crown, aRed to adyant: ge of the Spanta: ds, 
without perceiving it, and w:s innocently obij- 
ged (by his deſipn to do me prejudice) to betr-y 
irs intereſts, He thought himſelf better in- 
formed in Rome than I that had fonezr a pro- 
ſpe of theſe affiir? , that laboured im them 
continually , and was expoſed to all itn3þinable 
_ dangers, without any thanks for my endeavors 
and all the perils I every hour underwent., He 
boaſted his Negotiations , which ruined all ; 
and attributing to the Peoples animofities and 
Bb z aver- 
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averſion for their antrent Tyrants (though theſe 
languiſhed and were expreſſed only by injurious - 
words) all our ſucceſſes , looking upon me asa 
happy Fantoſie , that contributed nothing but 
my preſence .to my good fortune , anddid no 
more than what any body elſe in my place might 
have done, whileſt Gennaro Anneze thongh ſo 
great a Traitor, paſſed for a faithful and good 
Frenchman, and 1, whoſe refpe&, paſlion; and 
fidelity , were no wayes to be ſhaken, for a be- 
trayer and enemy of my Countrey. 2 
 Aﬀter my coming from Priſon, Iwas told by 
the deceaſed Cardinal Aſazaris , that the Cours 
had been cicher ill or not ar all informed. of 
what paſſed at Naples , but that above all he 
was ſurpriſed at their blindneſs in what concerned 
Gennaro ; when by irrep:oachable Witneſſes 


 T proved his perfidiouſneſs. 1 brought him from 


Spain the Baron of Batteville's Memorial print- 
edin Madrid after my impriſonment, in which 
(pretending recompence of his ſervices from the 
Catholick King) he alledged asmoſt important, 
his ſecret Negotiations with Gennaro before my 
arrival at Naples, andall the while I continued 
there, _ particulariling ſeveral advices of what he 
had managed and undertaken againſt me for the 
ſervice of Spain: and then Cardinal Mazarin 
blamed me that whileſt it was in my power I had. 
not as well puniſhed him as the Abbot Baſqs:, . 
againſt which 1 had nothing to pretend for my 
ſelf but my reſpe& to. France , which would have 
made an ill conſtruction of my intentions, and a«- 


' caſed me to have facrificed .her Creatures to my 


Inte- 
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' Intereſts; and from thence haye faken occa- 
fion to have abandoned me. 1 thought 
I owed this Digreſſion ro my honour , to 
diſabuſe the World of all the falſe reports thar 
have been ſpread abroad concerning me. Buc 
returning to my Narration, I muſt diſcover xdan- 
erous ſnare laid for me, trom which I freed my 
elf by immediate preſence of mind, andan ad- 
dreſs very extraordinary, Gemvaro, by advice 
of Vincenzo Anarea , having raiſed a Tumult on 
pretenceof the kindneſs I had for the Nobility, 


fent fourteen or fitteeri hundred men , which 


drew up in Battalia in the Piazzi that was be- 
fore my Pallace , which fifty or ſixty of the moſt 
faRions entered, accompanied by a Franciſcan 
Lay Brother , who demanded to ſpeak with me, 
about Nine or Ten a Clock at Night, T gave 
him Audience , and he began to expatriate on the 
Nobilities il! uſage of the People, of whom ma- 
ny had ſuftered much-in Fp#/ia and other Pro- 
vinces; that all of them ought to be made aſa. 
crifice to their refentments, eſpecially the Prince 
of Afonteſarchio and the Prince of Troya his 


Brother , for whom he thought 1 had- pirticular | 


conſideration ; finding his diſcourſe to be very 
ſedirtious , andtending only to incite-the rabble 
againſt me, ] led him to the far end-of my Cham- 


ber, that-none might over-hearus, I endea- 
vored to convince him:'by reaſon, repreſenting.

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ſhould not he able to ſtand againſtit, This dan- 
gerogs Frier raiſins big voice, in a very infolent 
rone told me, that my kindneſs for the Nobilic 

was very well underſtood , who being muc 

dearer to me than the People, I intended to of- 
fer up to their animoſities, as I had already facri.- 
ficed Afichael de Santis to the revenge of Don 
Pepe Caraffa's Kindred ; and that ſince I would 


not ſend an Qrder to Sabbato Paſftore to cut the 


throars of the Prince of Afonteſarchio and his 


Brother ( whick he might eaſſlydo ) and to 0- 
ther Bandites to maſſacre all the Gentlemen they 


could meet with in the Kingdom , I declared my 
partiality far them, and conſequently my ſelf to 
be the moſt d:ngerous enemy of the People ; 
becauſe Iabuſed the Authority they had given 
-me for che others deſtraQcion. I anſwered bim, 


That ſuch aviolence could not be without much 


danger., bur that I affured him 1 would puniſh, 
all = infolent, and ſuch as tyranized or oppreſ- 
fed thoſe of our Party. He grew hotter, and put- 
ting his hand in his Pocket to take out ſomeLetter 


. he had received, I perceived that allchar were in 


my Chamber were moved, and near a,Tumulc ,

The Captain of 'my Guards "cauſing him 
co be ſearched in my with-drawing Room,” a ye- 
ry great Knife in a Sheath, with around Handle 


_ and a fittle Guard like a Dagger , was found a. 


bout him ; which being publickly ſhewn, chey 
that were preſent , would have iramediately 
thrown him out at the Window : bur I told 
them it was of concernment to Ive him exa- 
mined and brought to his Trial, to know who 
had engaged him to fo deſperate an attempt ; 
and calling for Pen and Paper , writ to Cardinal 
Filmarini , Thatunwilling to enroach upon the 
Eccleſiaſtical Juriſd1Rion , I ſent a Frier to him 
that would have ſtabbed me; that I beſoughr 
him to caſt him ifito a Dungeon , ſuffer him to 
ſpe:k with no body, and care to betaken that 
he might noteſcape, to the end that ſo black an 
attempt mis"t not-piſs unpuniſhed , and that 
his Confederates might be diſcovered : that I 
hoped this from his goodneſs, which my re- 
ſpe for the Church might very well pretend co. 
Cardinal Filomarini exatly performed what I 
deſired of him , it being the leaſt he could do on 
account of the ſo late Obligation he had to me, 
for ſaving him from fury of the People ; the 
conſideration of the danger he thought I had a- 
voided , augmenting his affection and tender- 
neſs for me. My addreſs gave ſorrow and con- 
fulion to thoſe that had ſworn my deſtru- 
Aion , and ſo well 1:id their defigns , that 
_ thought it impoſlible for me co eſcipe 
CHENET. - - 
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In the mean time all Genmaro's Contrivances 
tending ro my ruin , mine were the ſame in 
his regard , and Auguſftino Moto , who ever 


ſerved me well , though many ſuſpeRed the - 


contrary , having debauched the Captain of his 
Guards , brought him to aſſure me he would do 
all 1 ſhould ordain him, give me punctual ad- 
vertiſement of all his Proceedings, and all theirs 
that negotiated with him ; he proffered to. poi-. 
ſn him when I pleaſed, if 1 would provide bim 
wherewithal to do it ; but would not willingly 
undertake'to ponyard him, becauſe that was to 
declare himſelf too openly,, and not handſome 
for a Captain of his Guard : but I would not 
undertake it in'ſuch a manner«hat I might ap- 
pear the Author of it, leaſt ir ſhould acquire me 
the indignation of Fraxce ; who believing him 
faichful to her, would rather attribute his death 
ro my particular .ambition ( he being the main 
obſtacle in my way ) than to the juſt puniſhment:

would be found in his Lodging, the Captain of 


his Guards having diſcovered co me the place

This Plot ſo well laid , had not failed of ſuc- 
ceſs, but for the difloyalty of a Frenchman cal- 
led the Baron of Rawvrow , who advertiſed him 
to have a care of himſelt, become jealous of 
ſome paſlings to and fro that he had obſerved ; 
and becauſe-ſome that were of the Plot whiſper- 
ed It will not.be impertinent to give here the 
CharaQer of this man, that what he did may be 
underſtood to be the <ffet of a black malice 
and not of imprudence. He was a Gentleman 
of Normandy, of as great wit as little judge- 
ment, very extravapant , naturally as great a 


Cheat as Gameſter , and that would not want 
money, by what means ſoever he cameby it, 


his Father not furniſhing him to his mind; he 
had neither Honour nor Conſcience, yet was 
couragious aud reſolute. | At the Siege of Aire 
he had been a. Captain: in the Regiment of the 
late Cardinal of RcWiew ,- where after having 
Joſt all his Equipage at Dice, -he played away 
his Company.; and apprehending che reſent. 
ments of the Marſhal of Aſei/lerai, coming in 
the gight to viſit his Gurrd, which was on an ad- 
vanced Poſt, he went over to the Enemy and ren- 


gred bimſelt ; where giving out that bisaf&eRion 
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forme hadoblige.| him to ſeek me, and follow 
- my fortune, the Cardinal Infant ſent himto me. 


My misfortune and dependance on the Sedan 


Party, having engaged me in the ſervice of the 


Honſe of Asftri«, in quality of General ofthe 
the Emperours Forces , he gave me advice of 
the retreat of the Marſhal of Afeillcray , who 
having already ſlighted his circumvallation, re- 
folved to be gone as ſoon as che place ſhould be 
taken, His intelligence found to be true , we 
marched withall diligence (forſaking the Heights 
about Teroaxe , where the Imperial and Spaniſh 
Armies had encamped, to prevent a Convoy and 
the conjunRion of a conſiderable body led by the 


fate Marſhal of Geſvre) that we might fall upon 


the rear of the French , which might ecafily have 
been done, but for the precaution of the Ge- 
nerals, who poſting themſelves on aneminence, 


theday was paſſed over in a very hot Skirmiſh 


inſtead of a General Combat , which the Spani- 
ards would not hazard : The Cardinal Infanta's 
ſickneſs, which at laſt proved mortal, having 


obliged me to retire to Br#ſſe/fs , on occaſion of 


diſputes about the Command , Roxvron followed 
methither ; but committed ſo many diſorders, 
that I was fain to ſend him away: he paſſed ar 
hſt into Exgland, where his ill Comportment 
cauſed him to be punt in Priſon , with very great 
danger of his life. A year after he returned 
into Fraxce, his Treaſon unpardoned. One day 
in time of :he Queen Mothers Regency , being 
in her Cabinet , talking with the Marſhal of 
Afeilleray , we ſam him come in , of which the 

on Mar- 
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Marſhal intended co give the Qyeeh notice , thar 
he might be arreſted and puniſhed ; but I be. 
ſoughc him for my ſake nor to doit, to which 


he conſented , on condition he ſhonld never 


afcerwards appear before him. I went ro him 


and gaye him notige of this, with advice to 

to his Houſe, there being no ſecuricy for him ac 
Court. A litele while after his return into Norman- 
dy (ir being impoſlible for him to continue long 
quiet ) he brought himſelf into farther troubles, 
by cudgelling a Perlon of Quality of the Long 
Robe, out of jealouſie ofa Woman, and with- 
out any juſt occaſion of offence. Ar the requeſt 
of the Barl of Aenfreville, my particular Friend 
and Kinſman , I gave him a retreat in Afewaor , 
unwilling to have him near me in Pars, where 
not thinking himſelf ſafe, by reaſon of the Proſe- 
cutions made againſt him , he deſired my Letters 
to my Brother , whom the General Citation had 
obliged to go to Aſalta , out of apprehen- 
ſion that the Turks would come and beſiege 
It. 

He went away with my Letter, and ſlaying at 
Rome, made uſe of it tocoſen the Cardinal of 
Valence, and deſiring Audience of the Earl of 
Ognate the Spaniſh Ambaſſadour in that Court 
told him he durſtnot ſtay in France, that he had 


- wandered three years, and that his preſent ne- 


ceſlicy compelled him to have recourſe to his 
Generolity ; the Farl, a Perſon of greatOſten- 
ration, cauſed immediately a thouſand Crowns 
to be given him: he got ſomething alſo of che 
Cardinals Jfontalto, Albornos , and c—_— 

; That 
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that FaQtion, believing the miſerie he ſuffered 
was On account of his ſervices to Spain. Ha- 


ving made up a conſiderable ſumme , he tra- 


velled the World, topraQtiſe his wonted Cheats 
in other places; and hearing that I was at N4- 
ples, he came to me, having firſt agreed with the 
Spaniſh Miniſters for Fifcy Piſtolsa Moneth , of 
which he received two Moneths advance, to be 
their Spice upon me , perſwading them IT had 
great confidence in him. They ordered him to 


make acquaintance with Gerwaro, and engage 


with him , which it -was'happy for him I diſco- 
vered not till 1 was a Priſoner : Being taken 


with me , he unhandſamely brapgged he would 


ſoon be ar liberty, and full of money , no long- 


er concealing his diſloyalty , and cauſing all o- 


ther Frencl: Priſoners to be ill uſed, but being no 
more ina condition to do the Spaniards ſervice , 
becauſe too well known, he was caſt into Priſon, 
where he continued three or four years, with 
oreater reſtraint and more narrowly obſerved: 
than any of my followers. It was well forme 
that I knew and diſtruſted him at laſt, for he 
had otherwiſe done me a preat deal of miſ- 
chief; rowards which his good will was not want« 
Ing onall occaſions. | 
About this time a Gentleman of Genoua cal- 
led- Fohn Grills, rich and powerful, defired of - 
me a Commiſſion to command in the Plain of 
Sorriento, where his Eſtate hy ; and the Go- 
vernment -of the Town that bears the ſame 
Name , if he could take'it ; it being a place 
from-whence the, Enemy'got part ef. rheir-re- 
TS: on ;  freſhments; 
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frefſhments: offering to make Levies and carry 
on the War at his own Charge, This is one of 
the moſt agreeable and delightful Countries of 
the World , the beauty of its Proſpe& and 
Sweetnels of its Air having invited Tiberixs 
(when to refreſh himſelf after the weighty Af- 
fairs and the Government of the Empire , he 
abandoned himſelf to pleaſure) to make choice 
of it; retiring a nights for greater ſecurity to 
Capri 4 little Iſle, in a mannerdefare, and on- 
ly recommendable by Quails, which are taken 
ig ſuch abundance that they raiſe the Revenue of 
a Biſhoprick ; which gave occaſion to all the 
Hiſtorians of his time to ſpeak ſo much of the 
pleaſures of it. In.a few dayes he drew toge- 
ther a Body. conſiderable enough to take the

vice of this , with a Preſent. of all delicacics

ſtriaUly to receive no Orders but from himſelf, 
and to have no correſpondence nor dependance 
on me. .Butbeing Perſons of Honour, they gave 
me notice of it, ſuppoſing themſelves obliged 
ro an entire ſubmiſſion to him by whoſe Com- 
miſsions only they were to fight.

But I was very 
much ſurpriſed , when taking account of it, I 
found -ane half leſs than I had lefc in the Town 
at my being there two dayes after it had been 


., putinto my hands : and thatunder pretence of 


" coming & ſell it at Naples, a great deal had been 
conveyed away by paſſes, and as ſome endeavou- 
red co perlwade me ſold, to the Enemy. This 
cauſed the -people ro murmure, getting know- 


ledpe of it, what care ſoever I took to conceal 


It. I ſent chento the Barnn of . Mogexe on pre- 
gace of communicating forueching of impor- 
| tance 
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tance with him, he preſently came, and leading 
him into my Cabinet to be more private, aſſe- 
red him thac my long knowledge of him would 
not permit any ſuſpicion of his correſpondence 
with the enemy, nor of his being capable of fail- 
ing in his fidelity to me; but that upon the com- 
plaints and cries of the people, I was obliged to 
inform my ſelf how our Corn came to be waſted; 
- in which I conld not imagine him to be any waies 
faulty, becauſe I did nor only look upon him as 
a perſon of Honor, but would engage for his 
being ſuch if need were, and that he underſtood 
roo much to be ignorant to what dangers want 
of proviſions muſt neceſſarily expoſe my felf and 
him. He anſwered, that he had been no leſs 
ſurpriſed when he found the Corn ſo muck 
diminiſhed:: but chac 1 might conſider, that 
the Town of Avrrſa (being very populous) to- 
gether with the Troops he commanded there, 
had conſumed a good patt : that the neighbour- 
ins Towns and Villages had by my permiſſion 
carried away ſome which tended to our advan- 
tage, the bread made of it having been ſold in 
Naples. Ireplyed thattheſe things might cauſe 
ſome, but not ſo great a diminution , but that I 
verily believed his paſſes had been countetfeited, 
and that his Officers had ſuffered preater quan- 
tities to be carried away than he allowed of , 

thar his Secretary being a Veapoliran.and having 
the reputation to be coverous, might be faulty, 
whom, to ſer him right in the opinion of the 
people, I reſolved to ſend to priſon, and caſt 
_ the fault there, (if any was) it not being & 
Cc nough 
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nough that I was aſſured of his own integricy, 
but neceſlary that ſuch ſuſpicions of the Common 
_ people, as the better ſort would never entertain 
of him, ſhould be removed. 

This propoſal ſeemed hard, ſince his Secreta- 
tary could not be accuſed without ſome reflexion 


| en himſelf, 1 anſwered , that in preſffing ne- 


ceſſities we are ſometimes forced ro abandon 
our Infantery,and afterwards made him ſome lit- 
tle reproaches', ( yetin an obliging faſhion ) of 
what had diſpleaſed me in his conduQ, which I 
- rather imputed ro the niceneſs of my humor than 
his fault, that ſince he underſtood me ſo well 
I prayed him for the future to let nothing be 
done ( though of che ſlighteſt concernment ) 
without my participation and order. That 
' he might aſſure himſelf 1 continued my won- 
red friendſhip and confidence in him , which 
nothing ſhould remove, provided that on his 
ſide he took ſome care to preſerve it - 'that he 
ſhould return to Averſa, and uſeall poſſible en- 
 deayor to find out the cauſe of the waſte 
of our Corn, that he was too good, and oughr 
by my example to learn to be more ſevere, ſince 
' in matter of command we are to conſider no bo- 
dy, but do juſtice (without reſped of friend or 
foe) to all that merit either reward or pumſh- 
ment. That we ought never to ſuffer Orders to 
be negleRed or diſputed : that this was my tu- 
mour and opinion, which I thought very reaſo. 
nable, that he ſtould aRon this foundation, and 
then aſſure himſelf that nothing ſhould make a 
difference between us, how a@ive ſocver malice 

| | _ mighe 
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might prove in order to it, Though Gemnaroand 
I were upon very ill terms, yet formalities con- 
cinuing berween us, I did not forbid him eo ſee 
' him, and (his' endeavours moved by the Cour - 
cil of Vincenzo Anarca tending to diſlatisfie 
all that had dependance on me, or give me jea- 
louſie of them ſuppoſing me to be naturally di. 
ſtruſtfull) be craftily cauſed me to be told that 
the Baron of Aodene had vifited him, with long 
diſcourſe and many compliments , ſo to make 
me ſuſpect that they had made a combination, 
which I afterwards found was not ſo, but had 
been maliciouſly given out and ſeconded by A- 
«ſtine de Lieto, in order tothe defignes I have 
| K+ mentioned. | 
The ſecond of February being Candlemas day, 
having given the charge of Rector of the Hoſpt- 
cal of the Incurable to Father Capece my Con- 


- feſſar, he deſired me I would hear there 


(which being the firft time he was Pontif 
to celebrate ) and order my Muſick to attend, 
There waz a great concourſe of people and many 
Ladies. This Solemnity was very great, butthac 
which made ic moſt agreable to me, was the 
news brought me at the end of Maſs, that the 
Admiral Gally of Naples was cotne in tous; 
She as well as the reſt of the Gallies was very ill 
provided, and Gianettine Doria, who command- 
ded the Squadron of Naples, and ſince his Bro- 
thers impriſonment,all the reſt that ſerved Spain, 
having gone aſhore at Pazzale with all his 
Camerades, and greateſt part of the Officers, to 
bear Mais at a Church of our Lady of great de-. 

Ge 3 vouon, 
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votion, the Slaves ſecing ſo. fair an opportunity 
to revolt, killed their Boatſwain, and forcing 
ſuch Officers and Soldiers as remained abord to 
guard the Gally, to leap into the Sea, carried her 
away, and run her aſhore at a place called /; 
Gayole - 1 fent immediately. co endeavor to pre- 
ſerve her, ſhe being the þeſt and faireſt that was 
in the Megitterrancan, but being extremely brui- 
ſed by her ſhock againſi the land, I was fain to 


| let herbe broken in pieces, being othewaies uſe- 
leſs. Atl the Slaves had their chains taken off, 


and the.Tyrks baving ſome days wandered abour 


the Town, 1 drew them rogether, with ſuch as 


belonged to two other Gallies that had rendred 
themſelves to us, to preſerve them to be made 
uſe of when I ſhould be in a condition to ſet out 
any Gally of my own, and that they might noc 
be idle the mean while, I made a Company of 
a hundred. and fifty Turks, and appointed one 
Salem belonging to the Admiral to be their'Cap: 
cain.. They were lulty and ſtout, and apprebend- 
ing if they ſhould be taken, co be returned 
to the Oar, fought againſt the Spaniards with in- 
credible ardor and animoſity, in fuch manner 


that this Company alone did me more ſervice 


than any four of the beſt in Naples. 

I had attempted nothing in a long time, and 
was now wearie of remaining uſeleſs, & ſuffering 
the Enemy to be quiet. Inſtead therefore of ſmal 
attacques I reſolved to make a general one, and 
at once endeavour to become Maſter of all the 
Poſts the Enemy held in the Town, and force 


them to ſhut chemlſclves up inthe Caliles, on 
PE — ehis 
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this purpoſe I gave' order to Pax! of Naples to 
bring me all che Banditi he could draw together, 
and to Polito Paſtena.to do the like,' and ro the 
Inhabicants of /a Caves and Wocera to joyn me 
with the greatelt number poſſible, chuſing che 
tenth of February for my rendezvous. 
In -the mean time, to wearie the Speviards, 
and by continual fatigue make them! unable ro 
fight, I gave them every night two oÞthree al- 
arms and as many in the day, at ſuch bours 
as I thoupht they repoſed, which added to 
their want of proviſtns, brought them ſo low, 
that in all probability I was like to have them 
Sood cheap on the day of my attaque; in order 
to which ] expeRed the arrival of the Bandit, 
and all the Troops I had ſent for to.cxecute this 
srand deſigne. Hearing every day of Gennars's 
Commerce with the Enemy, and heperceiving 
mine and the peoples jealouſies, ſought to amuſe 
us by a falſe appearance of fhdelity. He came 
therefore to give me notice that he had diſce- 
vered a plot of fome of his men to deliver the 
Carmelites Tower to the Spaniards, The next 
day he caufed Labati Gennaro, Franceſco Gior- 
dano, and his Brother, called Dow Felice Giorda- 
»o, though a Prieſt, to be hanged ; accuſing them 
of correſpondences, in which himſelf was moſt 
concerned, and cogſequently onely guilty. I did 
not yet accept this as current, neither did it abate 
my diſtruſt, being too well informed of all chac 
paſſed; but it ſerved him to pacifie che people, 
' Who perſwaded by it of his good intentions, 
' ontheadyanced Poſts called our in the night to 
| CE 3 the. 
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the Spariards, and asked why they came not to 


the Carmelites Tower, where they were expe- 
Red, and ſhould find ſuch entertainment as their 


| Confederates had already met with. 


Shortly after, there happened a little diſorder 
before my Palace, which was inſtantly remedied 
A Colonel called Caftaldo, a brutal and violent. 
perſon, diſcourſing with a Captain cloſe by the 
Corps de- Gard, heated by words that paſſed be- 


tween them, gave hima box on the ear, which 


the Captain (accompanied by another that was 
his Camerade) unable to ſuffer, drew his ſword, 
and mortally wounded the Colonel in his thigh. 
The Guard immediately endeayoured to ſecure 
them, but their reſiſtance — noiſe, look- 
ing out at the Window, 1 ſaw what paſſed, and 
above a hundred perſons with their ſwords 
drawn; I went down and inſtantly cauſed the 
two Captains to be diſfarmed, and brought into 


my Palace, where I found the Colonel dying, © 


the wound having happened on the crural vein : 
the ſuddenneſs of his death freed him from the 
puniſhment his infolence deſerved. I cauſed the 
ewo Captains to be confeſſed, and aScaffolde- : 
rected for cutting off their heads in the ſame ; 
place where they had been unmindfull of the re- * 
ſpe they owed me. Many applications were 
made for their pardon , on pretence that a box 
on the ear deprives a Man of Honor of all ; 
conſideration : but TI judged an example neceſ- ? 
fary for containing others within the bounds of 2 
their duty, and preventing the like inſolence for 


the farure, which any where elſe chan within * 
ſighe * 
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ſight of the Corps de Gard had been excuſible. 
Diego Perez, their Colonel, repreſented ro me 
that theſe two Captains being gallant men and 
of experience, might do me uſetul ſervice at the 
Actaque I Intended to make, bnt I continued in- 
flexible, and cauſed them to be brought upon 
the Scaffold, and their eyes bliaded. Execution 
being ready to be made, Afexillo Caracciolo ca-, 
ſting himſelf at my feer, begged their lives in 
the nameof all the Gentlemen end Ladies of the 
' Town : I told him, that vnable to refuſe any 
| thing to interceſſions ſo dear and: conſiderable, 
I pardoned them, and after a great repriment 
ſent them to be let blood, of which they had 
| need. | 
| The Baron of A/odene three or four dayes 
/ after his return to Aver/a, ſent me word that 
/ matters had not been ſo much amiſs as I hid been 
/ informed; whether ic really was ſo, or that being 
* of agoodand cafie nature. he would not accuſe 
+ his chief Officers, lelt I ſhould puniſh them, 
+ knowing my ſeverity ſeldom pardoned ſuch 
' faults, eſpecially when made in contradiQtion of 
* my orders, and as well for fear of a commo- 
: tionin our Army, which obliged him to conceal 
? whathe had peradventure diſcovered. I reſolved 
-* ro ſend for him, that informations concerning 
' the waſteof our Corn might be taken in his ab- 
> ſence, the whole Town (which was to be fatis- 
} fied by ſome appearance of Juſtice) crying oyr 
2 apainſt it. He reſolved to obey and come to me ;, 
} and 1 was told that Antonio de Calco, Afarco Pi- 
1 ſane, and Andrea Rama (fearing that if 1 took 
: Ce4 - the 
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the command from him, I might give it to ſome 
body that would be more ſevere, and not allow 
them ſo much liberty) taking leave of bim, aſ- 
ſured him he ſhould ſpeedily return to head them, 
becauſe they would nor obey any other, andthat 
they had credit enough amonglt the Troops to 
oblige them to what chey pleaſed, and compel 
me (willing or unwilling; to continue him in his 
employment, all of them uniting to depend on 
his fortune ; that in caſe 1 ſhould be {till reſo. 
Jute to take it away, they would carry their men 
ro the Enemy, beinp aſſured to be tollowed by 
them whicherſoever they went, The Officers 
rook this la{t reſolution (which they confeſſed 
at their deaths) amongſt themſelves, and would 
not communicate it with him for fear he ſhould 
acquaint me withit; but having given credit to 
the rejations, made me (on fo probible appea- 
rances) that the agreement had been made on 
the day of our attacking the Poſts, which touched 
me very fenib:'y (though with great diſpleaſure) 
I reſolyed to ſecure him, | 
The Tenth of February in the Afternoon, 
Pilito Paſtena and Panl of Naples baving letr 
their Troops on their March, came to me, and 
after many ctvilities and aſſurances of my re- 
' ſentments of the important ſervices they had 
rendered me, I carried them with me to Pop- 
810 Reale , whither the beauty of the day invi- 
red me to tike the air, They preſented me 
their C hiet Officers, whom I was very careful to 
cireſs: and cach of them having given me ac- 
compt of what they had done ſince their raking 


Arms 
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Arms on my behalf, I acquainted them with 
my deſign to make a general aſſault on all the 
Enemies Poſts , at once to make my ſelf Maſter 
of all the Town, and finiſh an affair I thoughe 
laſted too long. | 
Towards Night I returned to employ that 
Evening as I did others, and having diſpatch. 
ed all buſineſs , ſhut my ſelf up in my Cabinet, 
to reſolve the manner of executing my enter- 
priſe, and putting the Orders inwriting : which 
were, That Colonel Dr-go P aſſers falling out of 
the Cuſtor-Houſe, ſhould aſſault the Cora 
Office with Five hundred men , ſeconded by the . 
like number of Nocera, commanded by their 
Officers under the Conduct of Colonel Lander. 
That Diego de Soriento from Porto and Viſita 
Pavert , ſhould altacque Santo Bartholomeo , 
with the Five bundred men of /a Cava, which 
he commanded as Serjeant: Major , ſecond- 
ed by Three hundred men deſigned for the 
Suard of thoſe two Poſts, and two Compi- 
nies each of them a hundred men, of the Mi- 
litia of the People. Thar the Serjeant Major 
chat kept i/ Fando ae Crarangnlo , and he that 
commanded in Cirillo, ſhould make two falſe 
attacques to amuſe the Enemy. That Colo- 
nel Poxca ſhould attempe the- Poſt of Saxta 
Chiara , with his Regiment, . ſeconded by fix 
Companies of the People, each of them One 
hundred men. That Colonel John Dominico 
{ſhould attacque the Convent of Donna Aluinra , 
with Three hundred" men of his Regiment, ſe- 
conded by the reſt and three Comp.nies of the 
| People, 
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People. That Santa Maria la Nova ſhould be 
attempted by a hundred commanded men drawn 
out of the Troops of Polito Paſtena, ſeconded 
by a like number of the Forces of the People ; 
of whom Mellove , Camp-Maſter General þb 

Commiſcion , ſhould have the Command. 
That Polito Paftena , with the Fifteen hundred 
of his men that remained , ſhould attacque 
Mount 0l:verto and two other adjoyning Polts, 


with ſuch numbers as he ſhould judge conveni- - 


ent; cauſing them ro be ſeconded by the re- 
enainder. That Colonel Laxdi with his Regi- 
ment ſhould amuſe the Enemy by falſe attacques 
about the Gates of Alba and Spirito Santo: 
Thar the Peoples Captains ſhould do the like on 


| all Poſts where they commanded , eſpecially a- 
| bout the Gate of Conſtantinople. That Colonel 


Hamibal Brancaccis ſhould fall upon the Ene- 
my about Santo Domizico Soriano , with his Re- 
giment, and cauſe the ſame to be done by the 
Company of Turks at Saxgxe de Chriſto. That 
at the Gate of Medina, Mattheo d' Amore, 
Carlo Longobaras, and Oneffrio Piſſacani , whoſe 
three Companies might make Five hundred men, 
ſhould make a Scalado with thirty Ladders, 
the Town walls thereabouts not being above 
eight foot high. That they of Lantignarne 
ſhould pive the hotteſt alarme they poſsibly 


- could. That Colonel Don Bernardino CaftroCmucco 


with his Regiment, ſhould by way of Yomero 
aſſaulc the Out-works of the Caſtle St. Elmo. 
That three attacques ſhonld be made towards 
Chiaja , each of them by Five hundred men, 

one 
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one at Santa Maria Parede, by commanded 
men of the Body belonging to Pas! of Naples, 
the other at St. Carlo and Les Mortelles, Colo- 
nel Dsego Peres commanding at them both, and 
the laſt at Gl; Angel, a Nurſery of the Jeſuits, 
commanded by Colonel Al-x:o, and ſeconded 
by a Thouſand men of the-ſame Troops , of 
whom Paul of Naples and Colonel T itms de 
Fuſco his Coſin ſhould take care. A Thouſand 
men were to continue as reſerve , from whom I 
would ſend ſaccors as I ſhould judpe neceſlary ; 
theſe were to ſtand in Barragiia behind the 
Pallace of the Dutcheſs of Gravina , where I 
would be my ſelf at day-break, it not being a- 
bove a Musket-ſhot from any of the three at- 
racques\, who were equally within ſight of the 
Terrace of the ſaid Pallace. That the Horſe I 
had ſhould ſtand by Squadrons on the Mar- 
ket-place , or before Porta Reale , that the 
might enter the great Street of Toledo, or pu 
up to the Piazza of the Pallace, as ſoon as the 
way ſhould be opened. In all probability no 
reſiſtance could have been made to the execution 
of ſo greata Delign ( all things having been ſo 
well diſpoſed of ) had my Orders been followed, 
my men done their duty , and my Officers been 
all faithful. 

Having in ſuch a manner diſpoſed of all things, 
I went to Bed to take ſome reſt , believing 1 
ſhould have toil enough the day following. 1 
role betimes, and after giving Audience went 
to Maſs , then taking Horſe, I viewed 2ll the 
Troops that were come to me fromthe Coun- 
frey, 
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trey , which I muſt acknowledge to have been 


the beſt I ever ſaw ; eſpecially thoſe of Paul of 
Naples. They were Three thouſand and five 
hundred men, of whom the oldeſt came ſhore 
of five and forty years, and the youngeſt was 
above twenty. They were all tall and well 
made, with long black hair for the moſt pare 
curled, Coats of black Spaniſh Le ither , with 
Sleeves of Velvet or Cloth of Gold , Cloth 
Breeches with Gold Lace, moſt of them Scarlet , 
Girdles of Velver laced with Gold, with two 
Piſtols on each ſide, a Coutelas (hanging at a 


Bel ſuitably crimmed ) three fingers broad and 


two foot long, a Hawking-Bagp at their Girdle, 
and a Powder Flaske hung abonc their Neck with 


a great Silk Ribbon, ſome of them carried Fire- 


Locks and others Blunderbuſles : they had all 
good Shooes with Silk Stockings, and every one 


a Capof Cloth of Gold, or Cloth of Silver of 


different Colonrs on his Head, which was very 
delightful ro the Eye. Pe/ito Paſtena had not 
above Two thouſand men, having left the reſt to 
guard Salerno; they were as proper men as the 


other, though nor ſo well clad. They of Nece- 


7a and La Cava which were betweena thouſand 
and twelve hurdred men, thouph leſs fine, look- 
ed more like Soldiers: They ſeemed indeed 
very couragious and reſolute , and had very fair 
and good Arms, every one of them carrying 
a Fire-Lock five Foot anda halflong, and good 
Swords , which they knew how to uſe upon oc- 
caſion I was very much ſatisfied in this review, 


and made no queſtion of being next day the ab- 
ſoſute 
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ſolure Maſter of Naples, I ſent them to re- 
freſh themſelves , their Quarter being read 

provided, and ordered them to be ſupplied wi 

all chiugs neceſſary. I returned todine, and 
afterwards raking Horſe viſited all the Poſts, 
where I left in writing the Order of the Ar. 
racque I intended to make next morning at 
break of day ; having commanded all the 


| Troops to march at Two after Midnight, andbe 


ready to fall on, at the Signal I ſhould give by 
ringing all the Bells of the Town , eſpecially 
thoſe of St. Lawrence. I lodged at Marco de 
Lorenzo's, to order all things in the Suburb of 
Chiaya , and to lie near the Pallace of the 
Dutcheſs of Gravins, where I intended to be 
before day. | | 
The Twelfth as ſoon as it was light , I made 
all the Bells be rung, and cauſed the Atracques 
to begin, Diego Paſſero advanc'd to the Corn- 
Office and entered it, but the Cannon of CaFe/- 
ls Novo and the Haven cauſed him for wane of 
earth to abandon it and retreat. Diego de So- 
rients with the Cavaioli, made himſelf Maſter of 
St. Barthelomeo , where the Italian Play-Houſe 
is, and keeping it till I ſounded a retreat, chen 
fired it, They that made falſe Attaques, were 
everengaged ina hot Skirmiſh, and gave all the: 
diverſion and obtained all the effe&s ]expeRed 
from them. Poxra attacqued St. Clare bur 


_ faintly, and meeting ſome little refiſtance, re- 
treated without doing any thing. Fohn Domini- 
co did notmuch better at Dona Alvina, and all 


that paſſed was a very eafie skirmiſh, elore 
who 
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(who betraied us) wouid not make himſelf Ma- 
ſter of Santa Maria la Nova , which the Spa- 
niards diſcouraged began to abandon. Polito 
Paſtena having {tormed the firſt Entrenchment 


. of Mount 0{zveto, kept it not, his men taking 


a frighr , and his Lieutenant, after poſſeſsing 
himſelf of an adjoyning Poſt, being too much _ 
advanced and not ſeconded , was taken priſo- 
ner , wounded by a Musket ſhot in the leg, of 


. which he died three dayes after. The Turks did - 


well , but. ſeeing themſelves abandoned , and 


_ that Hannibal Bravcaccio for want either of ex- 


perience or courage retreated , were forced to 
do the like. Aattheo d' Amore, Carlo Longe- 
bardo, and Oneffris Piſacani cauſed their Lad- 
ders to be fixed , four of which overcharged, 
broke under the weight, being too weak, as 
the other were too ſhort; ſo that their reſolu- 
tion and good intentions became uſeleſs. Don : 
Bernardino Caſtro Cucco took ina Halt-Moon of 
Caſtle St. Elmo, on that ſide that is towards 
Chiaya, Diego Peres was Malter of Santa 
Aaria Parede and St. Charles , and going aboue 
©o cauſe the Banditi of Pax? of Naples to ad- 
vance, they caſt themſelves on their Bellies be- 
hind a Wall, whither I ſent the Knight de Four 
bin to cauſe them to march ; who gave them a 
hundred blows with his Cane, not ſparing the 
Officers , yet could by no means make them 
Ntand up. Alexio took Gli Angeli, which a pa- 


nick fear cauſed him afterwards to abandon. The 


Baron Dxravd , the Sicurs Glandevez, and de 
Villeprewx took a Pallace defended by —_ 
an 
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and were all three hurt ; Yifepreax under the 
Eye by a ſhiver of a Window, Glandrvez by 


a Musket through bis Thigh , and Darazd in 
the Leg; they yet brought me two or three Pris 


oners., 

All this while I did my uttermoſt for refreſh- 
ing my attacques, and cauſing the Troops that 
were to ſecondthem to advance, and ſending 
the Knipht de Foxrbin to cauſe Titus de Fuſco 
to march, it was impoſlible for him to oblige 
him to it ; Fx/co laying the fault on his Captains, 
they on their Alfieres's , and the Alfiereses on 
the Serjeants, and was fain to drap all the Sol- 
diers one by one to poſleſs a Pallace the Enemy 
had abandoned. Caſtle St. Elms all this while 


continually ſhot at che Terraſs, where the Ene« 


my could diſcern me giving Orders. They 
killed ſome near me , at which vexed , I 
drew out Three hundred men to fall u 
on their Out-works ; which were preſently 
carried , and my men advanced as far as Sc. 
Aartins Cloiſter, and lodged themſelyes 
there. The Spaniards became ſo tired by ma» 
king reſiſtance in ſo many places, that they be- 
gan every where to give ground ; when they 
were re-encouraged by the coming in of g 
great ſuccor of ſuch as defended the Poſts of the 
Town; AMellone, Polito Paſtena, and the other 
Officers being gone off either as Traitors or as 
Cowards: Batteville preſently made towards us 
with the Reformado Officers anda Body of Spa- 
niards, to retake the Poſts we were poſleſt of, 
without which they had been abſolutely _ 
5 | | a 
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becauſe we had cut off their Correſpondence 
with Caſtle St. E/mo, and were Maliters of all 
their Quarters , coming on the backs of the 
Poſts they had advanced towards the Town. 
The Fight began to be hotter and more unfor- 
eunate, aud Diego Peres was ſhot with a Muſ+ 
ket through the Neck, and being brought to me, 
I cauſed him to be dreſt in my preſence, and the 
Bullet to be taken out , which was only covered 
by a thin skin on the fide where it had not en- 
tred, 

Ceriſ/antes came to me ſmiling, and ve- 
ry much ſatisfied that I had not the ſucceſs I de- 
fired ; ſaid, you have no good Officers, and 


will do nothing without me : I will bring all 


into order , and certainly ſtorm the Works the 
Enemies yet defend. 1 anſwered him angerly 
that he ſhould conſider that men that boaſt 
like him , and have ſo great a contempt for o- 
thers, ought ether to make good their promi- 
ſes or die. He inſtantly went on, and either 
his heat or ſome other preſsing neceſsity enfor- 
cing him to put down his Breeches behind a 
Wall , a Musket Bullet carried away his greac 
roe; which gangrening, he.died chree dayes af- 
ter: and that his vanity might continue to the 
laſt, he made a Will and me his Executor , 
leaving in Legacies and to Pious Uſes above 
Twenty five thonſand Crowns , though he was 
not worth a Cardecuin all the world, 

Our affairs were not yet in ſobad a conditi- 
on, but if Pa! of Naples had marched with 
his men, and but made a ſhew of ſeconding the 

attacques, 


_ 
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ttacques , the Spaniards had abandoned all and 
retired to Caſtello Newo, and the Poſt of Pitzo 
Falcone there to have capitulated , as they fince 
acknowledged to me, I ſent him Order for 
this by the Sieur de 7a Bottelerie one of my Ad- 
jutants ; but inſtead of it, he fell upon the Pal- 
laces of Chiaye, and eſpecially on thar of the 
Prince of Monteſarchio , which his Banditi be- 
gan to plunder , and being told that 1 would 
not ſuffer ſuch a diſorder, but would come 
in perſon to remedy it, he inſolently an- 
{wered, that he brought not his men to fight, 
but to plunder Naples ; of which if the Duke 
came to hinder him, hewould cauſe his Head to 
be cut off , and putting it ina Baſon,, ſend it as a 
Preſent to Don 7ohn of Auftria. Mad ar ſo in- 
ſolent an Anſwer, I could not forbear to ſay 
that four and twepty hours ſhould make appear 
whoſe Head ſtood faſter on its ſhoulders, his or 
mine. Iwas ſorry for this raſhneſs, judging it 
fit for me yer to diſſemble with him, and at the 
ſame time hearing that Polito Paſtena's Banditi 
committed diſorders in the Town , plundering 
all where they came, Icauſed a retreat to be 
ſounded 2 after a very obſtinate fight for the 
ſpace of three hours , wherein yet there were 
not Three hundred men killed or hurt on both 
ſides , the Adjutant ofthe Regiment of Diego 
Peres being taken prifoner , they pretended to 
hang him ; but I ſent them word I would do the 
like with the Ad jutant of Colonel Cicio Pogerico, 
that we had taken, and they were exchanged 
three dayes after. 
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The Baron of Afodene's ill forrune would fo 
haveit, thatnot having followed me, Anzaſtin 
de Licto, in order to what I have already men- 
tioned, told me he had learned that he had in 


- that time viſited Vincenzo Anarea and Gennare ; 


this gave me a jealouſie that was increaſed by the 
arrival of Father Capece and Cavalier Miched:- 
»;, who rallying my misfortune , told me laugh- 
ing, you ſee what it is to want the Baron of 
Aodene , without whom you can do nothing 
conſiderable, as the People perſwade them- 
ſelves. Iturned my back to them without any 
Anſwer , reſerving my reſentments for a better 
occaſion. I then ſent Order to Polite Paſtena 
to draw his Banciti out of the Town, and quar- 
terthem in St. Anthonies Suburbs, and to return 
to Salernonext morning at day break, He went 
immediately away , without ſaying any thing, 
and left Gennaro fixty of his Banditi to ſecure 
him, and undertake what he ſhould pleaſe to or- 
der them, All went about to perſwade me that 
the People looking upon me to be reſponſible for 
this bad ſucceſs, my life was in danger, and that 
I ought nor to return to Naples : I lighted thoſe 
vain terrors, reſolved to return as I did that 
Evening; and to make it believed that]had a 
con(iderable deſign to execute that Night , I or- 
dered all char coald carry Arms to beat Eight a 
Clock in the Piazza before my Pallace and in 
inthe Street of Saint John de Carbonara. 


Paul of Naples in the meantime came to me_ 


to the Pallace of Gravina with extraordinary in- 


ſolence , and told me that his men not being u- 
ſed 
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ſed to fightin a Town, he reſolved to lead them 
again inco the Field , co conquer Apxlia and all 
the reſt of the Kingdom ; and to this purpoſe 
demanded a Patent as Vicar General , with 
power to give Commiſhons to general Officers, 
Governors of Towns and Provinces, and dif- 
poſe of all Confiſcations of the Goods of the 
Nobility. I cold him he ſhould have icwith all 
my Hearc, andrhar he ſhould go home with me, 
that TI might diſpatch what he deſired ; and to 
prevent his mens diſorders in the City , that he 
ſhould ſend them into the Suburbs, where they 
had quartered the Night before , co be ina rea- 
dineſs for their March in the Morning, He pro- 
miſed co obey me, . and taking Horſe I returned 
to Naples, where I was received by the People 
of both Sexes, with greater Acclamations and 
more Teſtimonies of ReſpeR and Aﬀection than 
formerly, Lights being placed every where a- 
_ vainſt my Paſlage, all crying out that they un- 
derſtoed very well that 1 had been betrayed, 
that T was to be careful of my ſafety , and cauſe 
Traitors to be ſeverely puniſhed. Perceiving 
by this that nothing could loſe me the Peoples 
good Opinion , my diſcontent ceaſed , and my 
hopes augmented , but looking npon my ſelf as 
ſtill in extream danger, Ithought1 was to endea- 
your by addreſs to'tree my ſelf from it. 

Paul of Naples, the mean while inſtead of 
ſending his men to refreſh , kept them till in 
Arms, and poſted them in the moſt conſidera- 
ble places of the Town, himſelf having a Con- 
ference two hours together with Yiacevzo Am- 
| Dd 2 dre 
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drea and Gennaro, Coming to my Pallace, I 
found all the World alarmed, as well Lazares 
as Black C lokes , at the Orders | had indiffcrent- 
ly given to every Body to take Arms; repreſent- 
iog co me, that whatſoever my Enterpriſe were, 
if 1 brought them ro engage in the Night , their 


- animoſities againſt each other conſidered , it was 


to be apprehended that they would fall foul one 


of another ; and theſe two pirties coming to 


blows, which niight infallibly happen , the E- 
nemy would eaſily prevail over both. 1 ſeemed 


toyield to their reaſons, and extreamly to la- 


ment that by roo great a complacency for them, 
I loſt the handſomelt and moſt infallible Deſign I 
could ever undertake ; that when I cauſed are- 
treat to be ſounded, it was not out of any di- 
ſtruſt of the cowardiſe or infidelity of my men, 
but upon advice chatat Midnight two conſidera- 


ble Poſts -would be put into my hands, which 


would ealily make me Maſter of the whole City, 
the Enemies being weakned by their wants, 


and ſo tired with the fight of the day, that a-- 


bandoning themſclves to ſleep all Night, they 
would not be able to take Arms. Notwithſtand- 
ing all this, they perſiſting in their Remonſtran- 
ces, I ſuffered them all co go to their ſeveral 
Quarters , with Order to continue all Night 


| armed .'to reſiſt the Banditi ; who intended ſome 
_ diſorder , and perhaps to plunder the Town. 


I kept no more of my Guards about me than the 
number that were alwayes accuſtomed to paſs 


the Night in my Hall. 
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 Astheſe things paſſed , two Deputies of N#s- 
la came to demand Juſtice of me for the plun 

dering their Town by Paxlof Naples, contra- 
ry to their Capitulations , without obſervance of 
any of the Articles I had granted them, when 
they ſo franckly rendred themſelves ; believing TI 
could do them Juſtice , now I had him with me. 
A Woman alſo caſt her ſelf at my feet, to com- 
plain that raking a liking to her Daughter of a- 
bout ſixteen years of age, and one of the fair- 
eſt inthe Town, whom he ſaw as he paſſed by 
her door, he had ſent fifteen or ſixteen of his 
men , who took her away by force, and brought 
her to his Lodging , that he might raviſh her. I 
cold her her Daughters honours was ſafe enough, 
if all its danger were on his ſide, that ſhe ſhould 
content her ſelf and go home, and bein a readi- | 
neſs to come to me as ſoon as I ſhould ſend for 
her. I ſaid the ſame to the two Deputies of 
Nola, and going into my Cabinet writ three 
Notes, one to the Auditor General, to go to 
the Vicary with a Confeſſor and the Hangman 
co execute what I ſhould command him; two 
others to Oneffrio Piſacani and Carlo Longobard, 
with Order to be both of them with Fifry Muſ- 
ketiers of each of their Companies and. two Se- 
dans, at the Back-Door of che Garden of my 
ng - whcrethey ſhould receive farcher Or- 

ers. 

By this time Paz] of Naples was come to me 
with Six hundred of his beit men, of whom he 
left Three hundred to be Maſters of the Corps 
de Garde atmy Gate, Two hundred to poſlefs 
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the Court of my Pallace and the Stair-foot, and 
a Hundred in my Guard-Chamber, that had 
every one of them Six Fire-Arms. One of my 
Servants came to me very much alarmed ( as 
ſuppoſing me loſt) to give me notice. I ſmiled 


and told him it was the beſt News he could have. 


brought me, then calling the Captain of my 
Guards , and giving him his Orders, I com- 
manded him with twelve of his men to poſleſs 
the foot of a private Stair, by which was a de- 
ſcent from my Cabinet ro my Secretaries Office, 
and to make afign to me of the arrivalof Piſſa- 
cani and Longobardo at the place I had appoint- 
edrhem. Paulof Naples came into my Cham- 
ber , followed only by his Coſin Tits de Fuſco, 
whom he would have his Camp-Maſter General, 
and accoſting me with a ſmile, demanded all the 
favours already mentioned , adding the Confi- 
cation of the Eſtare of the Prince of Avellina, 
whoſe Tenant he was born , and whoſe Title he 
deſired to take upon him. I told him I admired 
his modeſty, that would be ſatisfied ſo eaſily af- 
ter ſo important ſervices as he had rendered me; 
that 1 had fuch eſteem and affeRion for him, 
thar I could refuſe him nothing; that 1 would 
diſpatch for him all he deſired, andin ſuch form 
as he beſt liked , at which he ſeemed to be ve- 
ry well contented ; within himſelf attributing all 
theſe obliging words to exceſs of the apprehen- 
ſion he had given me, Augyſtino de Licto ma- 
king {ign to me that all thic ) had ordered was 
in readineſs , 1 told Paulof Naples that to the 
end his Commiſſions might be to his mind, it 


would 
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would be beſt thit he went and diQated them 


- binſelf; andealling 7rcentio rhe Chief Clerk of 


Hieronims Fabrani my Secretary, I commanded 
him to give Order that Pau! of Naples ſhould 
be obeyed as my ſeif, and all thathe deſired di- 
ſpatched for him, in ſuch form as was moſt a- 
Sreeable to him. Pau! of Naples highly plea- 
ſed thar all went ſo well to his mind , accom- 
panied by Tirzs de Fuſco his Colin, and fol- 
lowed by the Captain of my Guard, went down 
towards mv Secretaries Office, but as foon as 
they were at the Stair-foot , the Guards that 
waited for chem, laid hold upon them , and ſer- 
ting Naggers ar their Breils , threatned that up- 
on the lealt noiſe they would kill them. They 
begged they might not be put to death withour 
Confeſſion , and were anſwered that the puniſh- 
ments I ordered were not ſo ſudden , nor with- 
out the formalities of Juſtice. They ſuffered 
themſelves to be led away without any reſiſtance 
or words to the Back-Door of my Pallace ; 
where they were put into two Sedans that ſtood 
ready for them , and carried to the Vicary, 
guarded by a hundred Musketiers appointed for 
rhat purpoſe. 

I fent immediftely ro the Woman whoſe 
Daughter he had forced from her, and to the 
ewo Deputies of Nola, to go to the Vicary to 
depoſe + mg him. As ſoonas he and his Coſin 
came thither, the Auditor General cauſing them 
co be {tript, in order to their being put on che 


Rack, they caſt themſelves on their Knees be- 


fore him, begging they might no; be Re 
4: an 
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and confeſſed more Crimes than were ſufficient 
to hang a hnndred men. At the appearing of the 
Woman, he confeſſed he had forced away her 
Daughter , who was tl] at his Quarter, but 
that no violence had as yet been uſed roward 
her , having deferred it till his return from my 
Pallace, At the appearance of the two Depu- 
ties of Nola, he acknowledged he had not ob- 
ſerved their Capitularions, and had plundered 
their Town, His Cofin being found to have a 
ſhare in all his miſchiefs, and confeſling them 
in like manner with him, they were both con- 
demned to die , and delivered to two Confeſ- 
ſors, after which expeRting | xecution , they 
were ſurpriſed to {ze themſelves expoſed to the 


Torture ordinary and extraordinary which I 


cauſed to be given them. Amongſt the Tor- 
ments they confeſled , that they came to V aples 
only to plunder it , and not to ſtorm the Pne- 
mies Poſts, not deſirous to ſee ſo ſudden an end 
of the Kingdoms diſorders ; that when they 
threarned to cut off my Head and carry it to 
Don Ffohs , they really intended it, in caſe I 
went about to hinder them from plundering , 
expecting a very conliderablereward from the 
Spaniards for ſucha Preſent; that they thought 
by ſuch a menace to haveterrified mein -, a 


manner, thit 1 ſhould have refuſed none of their 
Demands; that the Authority of Vicar General, 
to which he had pretended, would have given 
him oppertunicy to h:ye ſecurely drawn to him- 
ſelf the money oi all the Provinces, and the ſack 
oi all the Kingiom : after which my Head ſhould 
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(at his pleaſure) have purchaſed his Pardon of 
the Spaniards, or <lſe he would have retired 
with what he had gotten, to ſuch part of the 
World as ſeemed ſecureſt for him ; that diſtruſt 
of my ſecuring his Perſon, prevented his ſending 
his men out of the Town asI had ordered, thar 
he detained them, expreſly to terrifie me , and 
made himſelf Maſter of my Pall:ce, to com- 
pel me to ſuch Condeſcenſions , as he knew 
1 would never willingly yield to ; that in 
caſe of refuſ:l he had reſolved co have ſtab- 
bed me , of which he had agreed ( before 
he came to me:) with Gennaro and Vincen- 
20: Anarea ;, that before the attacque of the 
Poſts he had ſent an Old Woman to Don Fehn 
of Auſtrig, to know whar he would give for my 
Head. 

He afterwards confeſſed Crimes, Sacriledpes, 
and Abominations ſo horrible, thatthe reading 


| his Depoſitions amazed me. 1 cauſed him to be 


queſtioned about his plundering the Caſtle of 
Avelliaa, cauſed an Inventory to be made of all 
he had taken thence , and the names of the pla- 


- ces to which he had tranſported it, and where 


he had beſtowed that which in the Morning he 
had taken out of the Pallace of the Prince Aſcn- 
teſarchio, and other :djoyning Houſes ; which 


he conteſſed wis at his Quarter to be packed 


up and carricd away next Morning, with all 
elſe that was good in che Town , which he 
owned he intended to have p.undered before tis 
departure. The Auditor General perceiving no 
more couid be drawn from hin, caufed him co 
Gl1E 
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die, with his Coſin, and preſently ſent me word 
of it. 

In the mean time the Baron of Moderne ha- 
ving asked my leave to return to-the Army, I 
bid him have a litthe patience, and I would di- 
ſpatch him at Night. And Antonio de Calco, 
AMarco Piſano , and Andrea Rama, having been 
deputed by the Garriſon of Aver/a , to deſire 
meto ſend them back their Camp-Maſter Genes 
ral, in whoſe place noother would be pleaſing 
ro them , the Sieur de Mallet commanding du- 
ring his abſence. Itold them I wo..1d do reaſon 
to their demand , but that they ſhould expe a 
while ; that I hid extraordinary News to ac- 
quaint them with , which was chat ] had ſecured 


 Paxlof Naples and afterwards cut off his Head, 


demanding their Opinions, and whether they did 
not believe I had done well? They anſwered yes, 
but looking upon one anocher ſeemed very much 
ſarpriſed. Cauſing a Servant to take two Lights, 
I went into the Hall, demanding of all I found 
there , what their buſineſs was ſo late ?. They 
cold me , they waited fortheir General. I told 
chem that muſt be whomſever I ſhould ſer over 
them ; becauſe I had cut off the Head of Pas! 


of Naples, for the many Crimes he had com- 


mitted ; and they not being much better , ought 
to apprehend the like puniſhment ; but that if 
they would promiſe me to change their manner 
of life, and become better , I would willingly 


pardon them , and cheriſh them as a good Fa- 
' ther does his Children, They fell all on their 


Knees, and beſought my pardon; after which 
I 


J 
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I commanded them to retire, and let th:ir Com- 
panions know, that not one of them ſhould be 


inthe Town next Morning at Eighr a Clock, on 


peril of their lives ; and that they took care they 
carried not the leaſt plunder away. with them. 
All this was ſo punRually obſerved, that they 
ſeft behind them all that they had taken , which £ 


cauſed to be rendered to the Owners , atter it ap- 
' peared to whom every thing belonged, 1 ſent then 
two of my Guards to reconduR rhe Maid that 


had been forced away, to her Mother ; no vio- 

lence having been ated 2gainſt her. | 
The Captain of my Guards bad cauſed a great 
many Sedans to be brought to my Stair-head, as 
I had ordered, and. going into my Cabiner , I 
told the Baron of Aodeve, and thoſe that ac-_ 
companied him , that it was too late to diſpatch 
them ,. that they ſhould therefore return in che 
Morning ; that Ihad done enough that day to. 
ob'ige me to go toreſt. As he paſſed through 
my Hall, he was arreſted by the Lieutenant of 
my Guards, and Antorio de Calco, Marco Pi- 
ſano, Andrea Rama , Cavalier Aichellini , the 
Sieur Deſpnare, and his Secretary , by other of 
my Officers ; and carried all Priſoners to the 
Vicary. I writ a Note to Cardinal Filomarins 
ro acquaint him,” that having cauſed my Confel- 
ſor Father Capece , a man turbulent and ſediti- 
ous, to be arreſted , I fent himto hisPriſon, that 
I might in nothing encroach upon Eccleſiaſtical 
Juſtice ; deſiring he might be kept cloſe priſo- 
ner, without converſing with any. Finding the 
Confeſlor in my Chamber, I made him a relation 
— of 
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of all chat had paſſed. He was very much ſurpri- 
{-1 when he heard the Baron of AZcdene was Pri- 
foncr, 10!d him he needed not think it fo ſtrange 
fince himſ<1i was partly the cauſe. He went abour 
to juiittte himſelf by plauſible diſcourſes, which 
T interrupted and reſerved to the next day, ha- 
ving great defire as well as great need to go to 


bed. As he went outof my Hall at theStair- | 


head the Captain of my Guards ſecured him, (ar 
which he was much ſurpriſed ) and putting him 
into a Sedan, ſent him to the Priſon of the Arch- 
biſhoprick, accompanied by the Enſigne of my 


Guards, with the Note I had written to Cardinal 
 Filomarins. | 


Thus ended the day of the attacque of the 
Poſts, which I may ſay was very great and very 
extraordinary, not ſo much for what happened 
on it, as what followed, my eſcaping by my re- 
ſolution and addreſs ſo many different dangers, 
and my ſo boldly and ſubtilly making my ſelf 
Maſter of a man, that chought my fortune and 
life in his hands. ” 

Next morning the heads of thoſe that had 
been executed were ſet uponthe Poſt in the Mar- 
ket-place, and each of their bodies hung by one 
foor, with an inſcription importing, That they 
had been convicted of Murthers, Sacriledpes, 
Rapes, and burning houſes, of correſpondence 
with the Enemy, and attempts on my perſon: 
that they had broken the Capitulation made 
with the City of Nola, refuſed to fight out of 
cowardize , and deſigned to plundet Maples. 
Their Treaſon publiſhed, the people ran in _ 

| titudes 
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titudes to ſee them, ſo abominating them, that 
they could hardly be hindred from tearing their 
bodies in pieces. And as I returned from Maſs 
over the Market-place, I received a thouſand 
Benedictions, the people kiſſing my feet, and 
making (if it were poſlible) greater teſtimonies 
than uſa of reſpet and affeion : ſo that by 
means of this unlucky ranconter, and of our ill 
ſucceſs in the attacque of the Poſts, I ſaw my au- 
thority increaſed, with greater affeRion for me, 
and more hatred of the Spaniards. This may 
make appear how great my fortune was, ſince e« 
ven my misfortunes proved advantageous to me. 

I next of all ſent away the Auditor General 
to take informationof the waſte of the Corn of 
Aver(a,and theill comportment of the Officers ; 


and it being neceſlary that ies government ſhould 


be provided for, I gaye it to Pepe Palombe on 
pretence of confidence in him, to abſent him 
from Naples, where his negotiations with the 
Enemy gave me jealouſie, and place him where 
he could do me no hurt, and wherel could cauſe 
his comportment to be more narrowly obſerved, 
leaving him only a ſhadow of authority. 1 gave 
Calco's Regiment to the Sicur de Beawvais 4 
French Gentleman ;, and ro Sr. Maximm 
(afterwards Quarter-maſter of my Guard ) 
a gallant Soldier, and very faithful , a Com- 
pany in the ſ:me Body, and two others to two 
other Freachmen : leaving this Regiment, 
which I made up eight hundred men, in Garrt- 
ſon there. I cauſed ..:;che reſt of the Troops to 


march gut, whom, under command of the Sicur 
| Ae 
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de Mallet, in quality of Serjeant Major General 
of the Army, I ſent to Sr. Maries a league from 
Capna, I ſent de Fargis with a ſufficient Garri- 
ſon to Caiaſſa, having on the other ſide of it 
Aarchianeſe and Luficam, which I had fortified 
wich the Tower of Patria, expefting only the 
arrival of the French Gallies to make my ſelf Ma» 
fter of Caſtle Valrarno, which thongh not very 
ſtrong, being feated at the mouth of the river, 
might be relieved by Sea : butT cauſed continual 
cruiſings to be made, to hinder the paſſage of pro- 
viſions , which might eaſily by ſea be tranſported 
ro the Enemies from Capaa. 

The Spaniards wants increaſed daily, getting 
no ſubfiſtance Þut what was brought chem fron: 
Caſtelamare by theit Gallies, who could not al- 
wayes pals by reaſon of ill weather, and were 
ſometimes a fortnight ere they returned, which 
reduced che Caſtles and Quarters of the Enemy 
ro the urmoſt extremity : and when the weather 
was fair, the Gallies were ſo ill manned, that 
cauſing ther to be followed by Brigantins and 
Fellucca's with Soldiers, they made no voyage 
without great hazard, being forced to make uſe 
_ ofthe Citizens: (for the moſt part uſcleſs) inſtead 
of Souldiers : they theretore preſſed rheir Cor- 
reſpondents to anatrempr on my perſon, itbeing 
the only way left for their preſervation. 

The Nobility was in the mean time very un- 
quiet, ſome of them having poſſeſſed themſelves 
of Towns, and the enmity between the Duke of 
Atartina and Earl of Conver/ano, rendring them 
uſeleſs, mott adhering to the lacter, they buſted 
themſelves 
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themſelves only to oppoſe one another, inſtead 
of application to their common intereſt : buc 
their jealoufies, which increaſed every day, were 
attributed to my ſecret correſpondencies, and it 
was thoughe that choſe that retired to fortified 
places, or raiſed forces, did it chat they mighe 
make more advantageous conditions with me, 
in which perhaps men were not very much mi- 


 ſtaken. 


Two dayes after the _— of the Poſts I 
went attended only by my Gards and Dome- 
Riques to give God thanks at our Lady de Arm 
co, a place of great deyotion, to fee the miſchief 
had been done by thelaſt eruption of Yeſavins, 
and to conſider the miracle of the deluge of 
flames came from it, and made towards the Sea, 
which ſeparating rejoyned after having left that 
lictle Chappel, as if in an lile, chough the natural 
channel, formed by the manner of the hils de- 
ſcent, muſt needs have ruined and carried it away. 
At my return I went to refreſh my ſelf at the 
houſe of Caſpers de Romero, whoſe Garden is 
the moſt delightful of thoſe parts. Gemnaro hear- 
ing I was there, came preſently thither with in- 
tention to kill me, followed by a hundred and 
twenty Banditi , but whether it were chat my 
time was not yet come, or that he wanted reſo- 
lution for ſo bold an attempt, I happily ſecured 
my ſelf, and he with no leſs fortune avoided the 
ſnares I had laid for him, which according to 
probability was impoſſible. I diſcovered himup- 
on the way ata grear diſtance, and left but tew of 


my Gards without the Gate, placing all the reſt 


Within 
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within the Court, where they appeared not, I 
ſent the Captain of my Guards to receive him, 
who having brought him into the houſe, cauſed 
the door to be ſhut, not ſuffering above three 
or four to enter with him. In the mean time 
ſent order to Onoffrio Piſſacans and Carlo Bongo 
bards with their Companies to poſleſs St: Mag- 
dalcnes Bridge, by which probably he was to re- 
turn. Theſe were men 1 confided in, and his 
enemies, and of the greateſt credit in the Town, 


that might have killed him without danger, or 


any diſtruſt that it was on my account, but only 
becauſe of his correſpondence with the Enemy. 
There was another way by which he might re- 
turn to the Town by the Gate of Capxa, where 


by my order ſattheo a Amore, and Cicis Batimi- + 


ello expeQed him with their Companies to the 


ſame purpoſe. I led him round the Garden, and 
chen going with him to a Terrace on the top of 


the houſe, where there is the moſt aprecable 
proſped of the world, he became pale and very 


much ſurpriſed ro find himſelf ſo lightly accom- 


panied amongſt thirty Centlemen that belonged 
to me, and as 1 conceived repented to have ha- 
zarded himſelf ſo lightly. Seeing thoſe that be» 
longed to him with their arms in their hands, I 
cold him they ought not to be in that poſture in 
preſence of my Guards, and that he ſhould com- 
mand them tolay down their arms and g0 off, 
the fear that poſſeſſed him makins him very o- 
bedient, he called to them to dothe one and the 
other, which was immediately performed. All 
that belonged ro me, ſucceſſively asked me if 


they 
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they ſhould kill him orcaſt him off ofthe Terraſs, 
which had been performed at the leaſt ſign I 
could have given. I poſitively forbad this, and 
out of two conſiderations. The firſt that it be- 
ing very apparent that I was the Author of his 
death, the _ Miniſters perſwaded of his good 
intentions to ſerve the Crown, and believing he 
loſt his life on that account, and thac 1 ſacrificed 
him comy ambition, would have taken occaſion 
co have done me bad offices, binder the return 
of the Fleet, and ſaccors. The other that 
I had not confidence ehough in the coutage of 
my Guards, for a hundred and twenty Banditi 
appearing, and he perhaps having more which 
I had not diſcovered, the hazard would have 
been too great; believing it might bee done 
moreprivately, and that his death would be in- 
fallible at his return. After two hours diſcourſe, 
which as much as poſſible he could, he ſoughe to 
abbreviate, andI to prolong, that ſuch as 1 had 
ſent to way-lay him might certainly be arrived, 
we parted ; he took horſe very glad tobe out of 
my hands, and reſolved (as be afterwards made 
apparent) never to truſt himſelf in them again. 
Being very unreſolved what way to paſs, at laſt 
riding round about a great Marſh, he reentred 
N aples by the Gate of Nole. After my diſcovery 
of this I had not time enough to ſend to overs 
take him; and in this manner both he and Imiſ- 


ſed of our deſign. Sending before to diſco- 


ver whether any ambuſcade were in my way, 1 
returned home by the Bridge of /x Magdalena, 


where I found Piſſacavi and Lergebardo mad to 
Ee have 
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have toſt ſo handſome arr occaſion ; which we 
muſt with incertainty wait for another time. 
Vincenzo Andrea cameto me in the Evening 
to tell me that their time being expired; a new e- 
leQion wasto be made of Captains of the Qnar- 
ters, and that it was bf very great importance 
ro make a good choice; I anſwered him , That 
by the Capitulations made with the Duke of 4r- 
cos, the nomination belonged to the People, 
and reſolved not to infringe any of their privi- 
ledges, I referved to my ſelf only the right of 
excludin$ ſuch as I had cauſe to ſuſpeR, He res» 
plied , that: it: belonged ro me alone to make 
the choice, and that in'the morning hewonld 
bring me three Breviates of the Duke of: Arcog, 
by which 1 might evince he had done' the like , 
her he had fgned the Arricles that left this to 
the People. Lappointed all thoſe I confided in, 


to brinp me the Names of all the Pretenders, 


thar we might carefully examine who were moſt 
proper fot us. He failed not to preſent me in 
the rhorming the three Breviates he had promi- 
ſed , and employed allthe reſt of the'day in ma- 


king Cabals and incenfing all men againſt me, 


by repreſenting to them that I played the Ty- 
rant, anduſurping an abſolute Authority , ated 
as a Soyeraign, without any conſideration of 

the Peoples advantages, depriving them even of 
thoſe the Spaniards had allowed chem : he ho- 

_ ped by this means to have cauſed me to have 
been ſlain in a Commotion, not doubring bur 

the Breviates he had delivered me, would have 
incited me to a Conteltation that my Authority 

ought 
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ought not to be leſs than that of a Viceroy. In 
the Evening baving cauſed a great many People 
.t0 draw together 18 the Piazza before my Pal- 
lace , he came to me at the head of the Magi- 


| ſtrates ,, baving caſt off his diſguiſe, ro declare 


himſelf, bur I had luckily fuch friends-about me, 
as were not ſuſpected, who having greater cre- 
dit than he , did me good ſervice qn cis occaſi- 
ON, -, He told me, that the People very much 


. admiped- that I-made. Captains 0 the Oriarters 


on -Jy;own Authority., the EleQiog Belongi 

eo : - that nothing could more highly offend 
them than.tq deprive ghem of a Priviledge for 
whoſe preſervation rhey.had taken ,Atms; that! 
ought to conſider well, that this eltroyedthe 
Ciges liberty jnſtead of reſtoring it ; making me 
appear rather its Tyrant than ProteRor, 1 im- 
medately diſcovered his deſign,, becauſe if I fell 
from .what I had pretended , the chanks would 
have been his, and perſiſting, -be Hoped to have 
cauſed. me to.have been ſlain by the People. I 


anſwered him calmly, that I could het have ima- 


ined his malice a black, nor his impudence ſo 
great; that he ought to recolle&, that when he 
ſpoke; to me of this affair, I told him1 would 
meddle no farther in it but co-exclude ſuch as we 
confided not in ,. and that inſtead of leſfenivg the 
Peoples Priviledges; I pretended to augment 
them, daily bazarding my life for, the advan- 
tage and liberty of. Naples, fo tar 1 was from 
though of oppreſingit: that he ſhauld recol- 
le& that-he had told me of how' great import- 
ance it was that I made the Choice of the Cap-

them ſhould be ill affeRed or hold 
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eains of the Quarters, to avoid the diſorder and 
misfortune that might follow, if wy oog 


rreſpon- 


dence with the Enemy ; and that to let me ſee 
that none could juſtly take offence at my making 
the Nomination after the example of the Duke 
of Arcos, whoſe power was not equalto mine, 
he himſelf had _—_ me three Breviates, 
which (taking out of a Book where I expreſly 
kept them in readineſs) I ſhewed to all the 
World, which was by it ſofficiently convinced , 
as well of his malice as my innocence. All that 
were affeted to me, began to cry ont, Thar 
it was very hard that 1 ſhould be ſuſpeted and 
calumniated without cauſe ; that the People 
ought to look upon me as their Father, being 
ſo tenderly affected towards them , and daily 
expoſing my ſelf to ſo many dangers on their be- 
half to procure them liberty and quiet , that 
they could not therefore have too great reſpet 
or compliance for me : to this there was the 
general aſſent of all that were preſent. Yivcen- 
zo Anaxea perceiving matters went not accord- 
inp to his expeQation , craftily diſſembling, told 
me, He had delivered the words he had been 
encharged with , but that never having had the 
lerſt dittruſt of my proceedings, he intended to 
have publiſhed my Condu& to the People, and 
their Obligation to me , for leaving that to 
them , which'l might with ſo much reaſon have 
pretended to, by the example of the Duke of 
Arcs his Breviates, which he himſelf had. 


brou: ht: to me!, I replied , That I was moſt 
| ſens 
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 enſibly obliged to him on two accounts, the 
firſt for having = me opportunity to fatisfie 
the publick of che ſincerity of my proceedings; 
the ſecond , that he had diſcovered bis ſubrilcies, 
which ] freely pardoned, but that I aſſured him 
I would another time ſtand better on my Guard, 
and uſe greater precaution, when he propounded 
any thing to me, or when I had any affair to 
treat with him abour. 

In the meantime I beſought thoſe that were 
aſſembled, ſince they were a number capable 
of proceeding ts the Eletion, ro doit in my 
arc , that I might ( at leaſt) give my ſenſe 

or the excluſion of ſuch perſons as I ſhould ci- 
ther ſuſpe& or diſlike, They all made proteſta- 
rion that they preſented me their Votes, and 
beſought me to nominate ſuch as beſt pleaſed 
me, with aſſurance that they would all ſubmit 
coit. Ithought good to make a civil uſe of their 
reſpet, and taking a Liſt of the Precenders, 
read all the Names. and (the Friends I had be- 
fore-hand prepared , excepting againſt all ſuch 
as they knew I diſliked ) writ before chem 
fuch, as had a general approbation, all be. 
ing very well ſatisfied wich the EleRtion, Then 
] took out of my Pocket my own Liſt of 
ſuch perſons as I thought ficteſt for us , and 
reading it to them , they found it agreed with 
the choice they themſelves had made. On 
this occaſion I expreſſed a great deal of joy, 
chat all our intentions were ſo good, which ap- 
peared by their being ſo conformable. I pur 
the Liſt jaco their ra, og they might cauſe 
:"MEY a2 
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an At of the Nomination tobe drawn up in the 


uſual Forms ; and at parting deſired them all (e- 


very one in his Quarter ) toſet the People un- 
deritand the manner of my Peony , and the 
cauſe they had to approve my Conduct. ,, 

This malicious ſubtilry of Vincenzo Andrea, 
inſtead of ruining, having augmented my cre- 
dit, and loſt him. his ; he was afterwards. as 


much diſtruſted by all the World as he had juſt-. 


ly been by me. Remorſe of Conſcience gave 
him ever after continual apprehenſiens. He 
durſt no longer go abroad inthe Evenings, nor 
eat nor drink-in my Pallace, as he formerly uſed 
to do; equally fearing Sword and Poyſon , be- 
ing ſenſible that he deſerved death in what man- 
ner ſoever it might be given him. He never af. 
terwards ſpoke of buſineſs to me but in publick, 
and ( when poflible ) out of my Pallace , we 
being equally cautious of each other, and each 
of us deligning to prevent the other, 

Next day about Noon the Citizens complain- 
edtome, that the Butchers, contrary to my 
Proclamation, kept Arms on their Stalls whilelt 
they ſold their meat ;- affronting the inhabitants, 
and cauſing them by force co take that which 
they deſired to be rid of , in ſuch quantities and 
at ſuch price as they pleaſed. I preſently ſent and 
ſecured one, who having committed more inſo- 


 lencies than thereſt, had not only given ill lan- 
- Fuage, but ſiruck a Tradeſman that had retuſed 
ro buy ſomething: that pleaſed him not , or that 


be thought cainted. The reſt of the Butchers 


mutinied and .took Arms,, of which having 


nog- 
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notice, I ſent Xfatthes d* Amore with his Com- 
pany to poſleſs himſeſf of one of the Streets 
char went co the Shambles, and Onffrio Piſſa- 
cani and Carlo Lonoobardo with Two: hundred 
Musketiers of the other. © I preſently went thi- 


ther followed by my Guards , and cauſed, Six» 


ſcore Butchers to be difarmed , and tied two 
and cwo, and in thar poſture led chrough all the 
Town, ſwearing that if ! hanged nor all of them, 
the tenth man at leaſt ſhould becomeanexam- 
ple. Their Wives came and cat themſcJves at 
my feet to beg their pardons, which I a great 
while refuſed , but at laſt condiſcended that 
none bur he that had committed the greateſt in- 
ſolence ſhould die : but 1 was moved by the 
tears of his Wife and five or fixlittle Children , 
who begging only his life , and that 1 ſhould 
cauſe him to be puniſhed in ſuch manner as I 
thought fir , I contented my ſelf to have him 
whipped abour the Streets, followed by all his 
Companions tied two and two as I already re- | 
ated. His Family gave me thanks as for the 
greateſt Clemency I could have uſed, and this 
exemplary puniſhment had ſuch an effeQ , that 
after it none had eyer the inſolence to a cor.- 
trary to my EdiQs. 

Vincenzo Andrea ſtill contriving my ruin, 
made uſe of an artifice , againſt which he 


thought it impoſſible for me to ſecure my ſeFf, 


He came to me accompanied by the Prince of 
La Rocca a Colin of Cardinal Filomarini, moſt 
piſſionate for the intereſts of Spain, to ſerve 
which he never negleRed any occafion. He 
Ee 4 was 
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was that year Graſſiero, which is an imployment 
that gives him authority over all that concerns 
Vituals , and is pans,” 4 every year alterna» 
tively by a Gentleman and Gownman, They 
cold me great abuſes were committed by the 
inhabitants of the Villages about Naples , who 
every day brought plenty of Bread to ſell; bur 
held itacſo high rates that the people ſtarved. 
They told me this muſt neceſlarily be moderated, 
or the Town could not ſubſilt. I quickly under- 
ſtood how malicious this Propoſal was, becauſe 
dy refuſing a Regulation I ſhould incur the pub- 
lick hatred , and if Iorderedit, no more Bread 
would be brought from the Countrey. I ſeem- 
ed not to diſcover the malice, and bid them 
draw up a Proclamation, which I would publiſh. 
This having been done , no more Bread came to 
Town ; and the next day I was told that the 
rabble in all Streets cried out , Bread or Span. 
I immediately crook Horſe, and ſhewing my ſelf 
;n all the Streets, my preſence cauſed this noiſe 
to ceaſe; and Ipromiſed them all that before 
night they ſhould have plenty, informing the 
Pcople of the defign to have tamiſhed them ; 
then ſending my Guards to all the Villages , I 
commanded the Coyntrey people to bring in all 
the Bread they could , which they ſhould ſell ar 
their own prizes. Three hours after ſo great a 
quantity came in, that during all the revoſuti- 
ons ſo much was never ſeen together, 1 had a 
thouſand benedi&ions from them all , which 
were redoubled by the expedient I found to pre- 


yent the Breads being ſold roo dear, which was 
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by forbidding any to be carried back ; and thar 
all day they mighe ſell ic at as high rates as they 
could, bur that all that remained at night ſhould 
be confiſcated. In this manner hope of protic 
made it come in fram all parts, and the Cirizens 
not being too haſty to buy , but ſtaying till to-+ 
wards night, obliged thoſe that ſold it to take 
a reaſonable price. This Order ſucceeded ſo 
well, that I cauſcd it to be obſerved ever af. 
Ter, © EE 
Intending to viſit the Countrey , and fearing 
leaſt in the mean time the Spaniards , very well 
informed of what paſſed , ſhould make ſomcat. 
tempt in my abſence, I ordered Oneffrio Piſſa> 
cani, Carly Lombardo , Cicis Battimiello , and 
Aattheo I Amore, to make continual rounds 
through all che Poſts , to re inforce and ſecond 
ſach as- might be attacqued. The laſt of theſe 
oing to the Gate of Medina, and finding the 
Enemy fallying repe}led lim briskly , but en» 

Faging too far, and perceiving he was cut off, 
caſt himſclf and his Company into a ſtrong 
Houſe , in which he defended himſclf above 
two hours ; but his powder failing, be found 
be could no longer reſiſt, and reſolving to die, 
refuſed Quarter: of which as ſoon as1 had 
notice , reſolved to fave fo gallant and faith. 
ful a perſon, I commanded the Guard of my 
Pall ice to run and diſ-ingage him ; but] found 
no Officer to whom to give my Orders, the 
Captain being accidentally abſent : but Colon? 
Diego Peres ( this being the firſt time of his co- 


ming abroad after his hurt, which wasnot yet 
healed) 
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healed)thinking I would not ſend him,out of con- 
deration of his weakneſs, went down Stairs with- 
out ſaying any thingto me ; and taking his Sedan, 
cauſed himfelf co be carried thither , where his 
courage ſupplying his want of ſtrength, drawing 
his Sword, and creeping as well as he could, 
he not only diſ-ingaged Matthes d' Amore , bur 
ſtruck ſuch a terror in the Spaniards, that they 
abandoned all the Poſts they held on that fide , 
he advancing to the Court of Guard of the Vice- 
Roys Pallace ; which I could not have believed, 
nad not the Spaniards themſelves acknowledg- 
edit come inthe time of my impriſonment. ET 
ſaw then the recurn of two perſons that were 
very dear to me, and to whom I was obliged 
for their valour and zeal to my ſerviee : I failed 
not (by careſling them) to ſipnifie the eſteem I 
held themin, and my joy , that Heaven had pre- 
ſerved them to me. 

1 was very glad that Bread (though dear) 
was plentiful , but /incenzo Andrea would have 
deprived me of chis ſatisfaQion, by making it 
uſeleſs to me; and did his beſt that the moneyl 
had coined, by his advice might be no longer cur- 
rant ;, apreat deal of it having already paſſed, 
and being inthe hands of poor people in a ſtar- 
ving condition. But this was eaſily remedied. 
by a Proclamation that none ſhould refuſe it 
on pain of death, T was fo abſolute ard 
ſo much feared , that none durſt diſobey 
my Orders; they which did ſo, being with- 
out remiſſion , immediately puniſhed. Thus 
his :!| deſignes c:me ſhort of effeR, m_— 

| miſ-_ 
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miſchief was prevented almoſt before it ap- 
eated. = E 
. There were no more diſorders heard of in 
the Town, no robberies, burrings of Hoy- 
ſes , nor any other viofences 3 but I ſatisfied ngr 
| my ſelf with that which ſeemed ſo little rome, 
though any body elſe would havebelieyed hey 
had effeRed. impoſlibilities, and I reſolved top 
| re-eſtabliſh Juſtice , and make appear that I 
' knew how to ere@her Throne in the midſt of a 
Civil War, and the Noiſe of Arms. I aſſem- 
| bled ſuch as had formerly been judges or were 
perſons capable of it, and in two dayes ſettled 
the Exchequer, where I made 7hn Camillo Ca- 
raccicls Preſident, a man of great experience, 
and the ficreſt of all others for that Employment, - 
and Fx.mciſco de Pati to aflift him, in recom- 
pence of the advice he had given me of the de- 
{igns of the Abbot 3a/qui ; and appointed all 0- 
ther Officers neceſſary tor'that Court. TI reſto- 
red the Council of Sr. Clare , formed the Civil 
and Criminal Vicary , ordered the Judges to 
wear their Robes, and not fail daily to aſſemble 
at the Tribunals : and all butinefles of this nature 
were ſo carefully managed that more Law-Suits 
were decided and terminated in two moneths, 
than had been formerly diſpatched inten years, 
and with ſo great equity and punctuality, that 
all Sentences and Pecrees made during my Au- 
thority, were valid afterwards , without any 
pretence and leſs reaſon of appeal from tham ; 
which gained me ſo much eſteem , that as lon 
az Naples ſands, my memory will be honoura- 


ble. 
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ble. The fame of chis went vhrough all Italy, 
cauſing admiration that ina time of ſo great dif- 


ficulty, and a place of ſo much confuſion and 
diſorder, I1could in ſuch a manner regulate af- 


fairs; of whoſe effeRts I quickly became ſenſible. 


But that which obliged the Judges to be ſo exact. 
in their duty , was that every Wedneſday and 
Saturday I took an accompt of all their determi. 


- nations, and finding a Sentence defeRive or di- 


ſputable , I cauſed a rehearing in my preſence , 
and none was put in execution till I had conſi- 
dered and approved it, Twice I altered what 
they bad done, and gave Sentence my ſelf with 
Soveraign Authority ; which appeared to be ſo 


' juſt and reaſonable, that none could obje& a- 
 FKainſt what I haddeclared: which was put in ex- 


ecution after my impriſonment. 

 That]1might get greater light of all the Ene- 
mies praRices, 1 ordered Amnguſtino Mello, and 
two or three of his friends, whom I could truſt, 
ro fend to deſire the Viceroys leave to accept the 
Charges I had given them, by this means aug- 
menting the Enemies confidence in them, to en- 
able chem the more eaſily to give me good and 
certain intelligencg : and inlike manner, by my 
Order, they ſometimes acquainted him with my 
ſecrer intentions , when they were ſuch as I 
thought it an adyantage to me to diſcover them 


'ro him. This proved very uſeful, but cauſed - 
the ſaid Aſolb to be ſuſpeRed of Correſpondence, 


and made the People jealous of him : but I muſt 
needs give this Teſtimony of him, that no man 
in N«p/cs ſerved me more faithfully 3 m—— 
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diſcovered two or three Conſpiracics againſt my 


life, apd ſecured me from many dangers thac 


without his counſel (which was ever ſucceſsful to 
me) 1 could not haveayoided, 

The Nineteenth of February, the Spaniards 
received great mortification, and my ſelf and 
People extraordinary joy, by the arrivalof Don 
Zohn of St. Severine, Earl of La Saponars, and 
afterwards Prince of Beſignano, chief of the an- 
cienteſt and nobleſt Family of the Kingdom , 
and whoſe grandeur could not be ſuppreſt by 
the perſecution of tnany Kings; and particular- 
ly - Ladiſlaxs , who cauſed two and twenty of 
it at once to be ſlain in the Caſtle of Lana, 
( whither they came on his Parole ) incenſed by 


their having drawn into the Field ineightdayes 


Eighteen thouſand Foot, all of their lenants , 
and in four and twenty hours Seven thouſand 
Horſe, by them to have ſecured themſelves a- 
 B$ainſt his opprefiion. As he paſſed over the 

| Market-place , the People ran to kiſs his feet, 
and I received him with openarms , he broughe 
me the beſt News imaginable , which was the 
general diſſatisfaRtion of all the Nobility, who 
expeRed only the example of fome of the chief 
of their Order to follow it; and very few or 
none at all being comparable to him in the ad. 
vantages either of Birch or Riches , he was de- 
ſirous to be the firſt in demonſtrating his affeRi- 


on to his Countrey , by hazarding his life to ſe- 


cond my good intentions, and contribnte to its 


repoſe andliberty. He told me he came to re- | 


| ceive my Orders, and obey them with as _ 
bu - 
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ſubmiſsion as fidelity ; that his Family had been 
the laft that followed the fortune of that of As 
59% , from which being well informed char I dev 
ſcended, he came to reverence in my Perſon the 
Blood of his ancient Kings ; ſince whoſe time 
the Countrey had been fo crnelly oppreſſed by 
Tyrants, whom he reſolved to ſuffer no longer. 
that perfons of his quality ought never to to 
occaſions of breakiny their Fctcers , 'when Hea- 
yen and Fortune plves them mednstodo it, thad 
the Spaniards had done all that 'cended: ro the 
Kingdoms deſtru&i6nh ; that heiabandoned thenr 
not, till rhey had #batidonet themſelves, and 
that neither reaſon ndr honour obliged the No- 
biliry co ſuffer themſelves to be involved intheir 
ruin , fince al chings well eonfidered;;they wers 
rather Ufurpers din lawfol Maſters, 'that being 
well informed of the'conditioh of «their affairs. ; 
he perceived theit riftn to be infallidle;; 'beingite 
a Seneral want of *ll things and nqfuceors to be 
from any part expe&ed, thatnothing was need- 
fill rowards cotnptearing ſo great an- enterpriſe 
as mine, which I had carried on wirh ſuch re- 
ſolution and good'condutt ; bur {beſides the re- 
turn of the French Fltet) the poſfleſbing my ſelf 
of one of the Caſtles of Waptes ; and then the 
Fitft of May; wheii the Nobilicy ſhould be diſ- 
engaged from. their Onrh of Fifteficy, by the 
Proteſtation they, had made, ''they-would moſt 
cettiinly declare with'us;, for which he coutd 
be reſponſible, by the certain knowledge he had 
of their intentions { and thar.then the ruinof 
the Spaniards was infallible : that Fn nns

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there was another way to the ſame end, more 
ſpeedy andno leſs ſafe , which was, that aban- 
doning the Town I ſhould march into Apuliz, 
the fitteſt place for a rendezyous , becauſe tn the 
middle of the Kingdom ;, that as ſoonas I ſhould 
be there all the Nobility would come in ro me, 
and place me at their head ; that 1 ſhould then 
immediately raiſe a great Army , with which re- + 
rurning to Naples, I might at once deſtroy the 
Enemy there ;' 'that by this means I ſhould 
free the Nobility from diſtraſt, who , coming 
to me , would ſuppoſe they re-united themſelves 
with the People, whereas they deſired I ſhould 
owe my fortune co them alone, that apprehen- 
ſion of the fortified places of the Kingdom ought 
to pive me no trouble, for they were entirely 
unprovided of all things neceſſary for defence ;

my ruin , for if I had rcceived my money time- 
enough, after my Levies haq been compleated, 
I would have changed the Guards of all the Poſts 
every night, by drawing of lots, by which means 
it would have been impoſlible for the Spaniards 
to haye taken any certain meaſures fince they 
could not foreſee who they were to deal with, I 
now wanted not good and experienced Officers ; 
for beſides many Frenchmen which came daily 
co me, moſt of the. Neapolitans that ſery=

Troops; and (had not my ruin been ſo ſodain) 
not one of them would haye continued in thoſe 
Armies.

The Ninth of Afarch Auguſtine de Liets po- 
ins to Pofil;ppo toembark wich my diſpatches, 
Vincenzo Andres that waited an occaſion to 
make the People riſe againſt me, ſeconded by 
Genuaro and the Peoples Ele, thought he had 
met the beſt imaginable; giving out that —_ 
pillaged che Town, I reſolved to be gone, ar 
thac by the Felucca's that were ready to ſer fail , 
Lent before me to Rome , whatſoever was rare 
and prectons.

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them. Idifabaſed very manyofthem, and ſent 
Orders to Angnſtin de Licts not toſet ſail, be. 
fore he received an imporcant diſpatch from me, 
which I weuld go about immediately after din- 
ner, WhileſtT waswriting, Hierommo Fabra» 


| m1 my Secretary, came in great diſorder to telj 


me, that there was an inſurrection, and above 
Four thoufand men in Arms in the Market-place, 
all whoſe talk was of coming to cutoff my head 
in ny Pallace. He was enraged to fee thatin- 
ſtead of concerning my ſelf at this advice, I 
laughed at ir asa trifle : another perſon came 
immediately to confirm it with no leſs diſqui- 
et and apprehenſion than the former : I rhere- 
fore called for Horſes, and ſending for the 
Knight Je Foxrbin, gave him Order to go to 
the Market-place, and ſee what paſled, and 
carefully obſerving the countenances and attions 
of all , take notice what Leaders appeared at 
the Head -of theſe Mutineers , and what he 
could hear them ſay. I called for Boots, but 
my ſervants were in ſuch diſorder , they knew 


not what chey4id , and fought all upand down 


Yor what-cheykad in their hands. By that time 
I had put en my Boots, -che Knight de Foxrbin 
came to tell me that Five or Six thouſand men 


_ were in Armes in the Market-place , and Gez- 


aro and Fineenzo Andrea at their Head, that 
they were muchincenſed, and continually cried, 
God and the People. This News pleaſed me, be» 


| cauſe nothing of Spain being intermixed , I 


knew it was no morehan a'Commotion , which 
my preſence would caſily pacifie, He haſtened 
| me

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me to go down and take Horſe, that I mighr 


be in a condition to appear and defend my 


RE | | 

Ar the arrival of the Mutineers, I heard a 
Oreat noiſe before my Pallace , and looking out 
of my Window , faw all ſuch of the People as 
had no Arms run away for fear, and made a 


| fign with my Hat to them to ſtand , crying our, 


That it was nothing but a little diſorder , which 
I would inſtantly remedy. I went down and 
maunting a great and fiery Courſer, took with 


- me fifteen of the beſt Musketiers of the Guard, 


which that day was of Diego Peres his Regi- 
ment, he himſelt went along, and I command- 
ed him to keep ſtill before my Horſe , to do 


what I ſhould appoint him : Ichen ſent to all 


ofir Poſts , that care might be taken of their ſe- 
curity , and that they might be very vigilance, to 
prevent the Enemies taking advantage by the 
greatneſs of the diſorder was likely to be in the 
Town : afterwards I marched, and had hardly 
gone Two hundred Paces , when, hard by the 


. Gate of Cepxa, over againſt a Chappel called 
St. Catharines , 1 perceived Vincenzo Andree 


with his Sword drawn, on an J/abel/a coloured 
Horſe with a white Mane and Tail, which Po- 
lito Paftena had given Gennaro, who was like- 
wiſe himſelf at the Head of che Mutinters on a 
Black Courſer , continually crying our, God avd 
the People, As ſoon as I came withm Thirty 
Paces, IT fired upon them, minding my 
Musketiers to take good aim," which they 


periormed fo ill, that none wageither ſlain or 
; burr, 
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hurt, yet Vincenzo and Gennaro ran inſtantly a- 
way : the laſt of theſe regained the Carmelites 
Tower, where he ſhuc himſelf up with fo much 
fear , that he appeared no more that day, nor 


| ſuffered any to enter, the other by the ſwittneſs 
of his Horſe got to the Market-place , from 


thence to ſeek a ſecureretreat, I immediately 
rid upto this revolted People, and asking them 


who had cauſed them to take Arms, and on 


what pretence ? they told me they had been in- 
formed, that I intended to go away and aban- 
don them to the fury of the Spaniards, carry- 
ing with me all that was rich and precious in 
their Town : Ireplied, They might have eaſily 
obſerved, in thetime I had been amongſt them, 
that avarice was not my vice, of which they 
ſhould never have a ptetence to accuſe me, bur 
if they thought me guilty , and gave fo eaſie be- 
lief to Traitors , that cried me down, in order 
to their immediate deſtruction, or were diſſati(- 
fied with my Condu& and Service, they might 
have let me know it without coming tumulty- 
ouſly to murther me; and that having Felucca's 
ready at Pofilippo, and the wind favorable (if 
my misfortune rendered me diſagreeable to 
them ) Iwould embark immediately , and they 


| ſhould afterwards become ſenſible whether 


Gennaro and Vincenzo Andrea ( who had a (ufft- 
cient influence oyer them to cauſe them ro take 


- Arms againſt me ) would prove more faithful 


and uſefulto them , and whether they were able 
to ſave them from the revenge and cruelty of 
the Spaniards , prevent theplundering and burn- 
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ing their Houſes , ſecure the bonour of their 
Wives , and preſerve their lives, as well as their 
Childrens, as I had to that time done , or aſſure 
them of the liberty and quiet I promiſed them, 
if they would afterwards have more kindneſs for 
me , a greater ſenſe of my ſervices , and leſs 
confidence in Traitors, that ſought my deſtructi- 
on, only in order to reduce ther under the Spa- 
niſh Tyranny. - 

All theſe Mutineers were mollified by my dif- 
courſe, and criedout, They deſerved not the 
afteRion Ihad -ſor them ; that they would all 
dic for me, and that all ſuch as vos og nor, 
or refuſed to obey me , were to be dragged a- 
bout the Streets and hung up bythe feet. Fol- 
low me then , myfriends, ſaidI, and ler us to- 
gether pacifie- the diforder of the Town, I 
will eſtabliſhquiet, and employ the remainder 
of my life , ro obtain you a _ freedom 
from oppreſſion. I kept on towards the Mar- 
ket-plice , followed by them all with a thouſand 
benediRions and acclamations of God and his 
Highneſs, without once mentioning the Peo- 
ple, to make ir appear that they looked on my 
intereſts as the ſame with their own, 

Coming to the Market-place I ſpoke much in 
the manner I had done before, to ſuch as I found 
there, which was heard with the fame demon- 
ſtrations of reſpet and kindneſs. Oneffrio 
Pegane , one of the highlieſt affeRed to Genna- 
vo, andallorhers thatI ſuſpeted, was brought 
to me with twenty Rapiers points at his breaſt, 
and I made his Company lay down their 

| | Armes, 
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Armes , after a ſevere reprchenfion for his ha. 
ving cauſed them to take them up without my 
Order , andfor his having been one of thoſe thac 
marched at the head of ſuch as came ro atcempc 
my life ; giving me ſome marks of his penitence, 
or rather of his fear, Ipardoned him, with or- 
der to go £0 his Quarter, and take care thac all 
might be peaceable, | 
As I went out of the Market-place, I ſaw a 
Sreat concourſe of people come the length of a 
Street , and perceived it to be the Peoples Elect, 
who with as many as he could draw together , 
came to joyn with Gemaro and Vincenzo. He 
was carried in an open Sedan with his Sword 
drawn, and inſtead of appeafing the Tumulr, 
endeavoured by his diſcourſe ro make a new 


 Commotion. His furpriſal at meeting me was 


great, and augmented when he ſaw all his com- 
panions joyn with thoſe that followed me , and 
cry out, more than the reſt, God avd his High- 
eſs. The people looked upon me, and by a moti- 
on of their hands demanded my permiflion ro 
cut off his Head, anddrag bim abont the Streets, 
bur by another ſign let them know I would not. 
have it done; and-percetiving him a little come 
to himſelf, asked him what he pretended ? and 
whicher he wene > He told me, that having 


heard there was a diſturbance tnthe Town, he 


went to ſeek me to receive my Orders, and 
know what was to be done; Ithen appointed 
him to cauſe all the Inhabitancs co lay down 
their Arms., and aſſemble the Magiſtrates ar 
St. Auſtins , and from thence come home to 
me, 
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me, to know what I would command him far- 


_ ther. : 


The Knight de Foxrbin meeting Vincenzo 
Andrea, preſenting bis Piſtol ro his Breaſt, ask- 
ed, Who hewas for? the other anſwered, For 
God andthe People, andthis being that which 
was ordinarily ſaid, he durſtnot fire ; but thought 
ro bring him to me, which theother apprehend- 
ing, eſcaped by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe. It 
was my misfortune that I had not enough open- 
ed my ſelf ro the Knight de Fonrbin in this parti- 
cular, who apprehending I might blame him 
for uſing any violence without order, failed of 
ridding me of the moſt dangerous Perſon of 
Naples , and whoſe death was the molt neceſſary 


ro me. | 
I afterwards rid round the Town, which my 


. Preſence and diſcourſe quieted, and returning 


to P5rta, | was told that ſome were intrenching 
themſelves at La Pietra del Peſce, Onoffrio Pa- 


. $an's Quarter ; I fent two young men, Bro- 
hers, called che R5ga's, that were well beloved 


in the Town, to tell the Captain, that if as1 
came thar way Ifound not the Trenches lighted, 
or if 1 perceived the leaſt murmure or diſtur- 
bance , I would cauſe him to be hanged by the 
foor. He obeyed my Orders with all marks 


of reſpect and entire ſubmiſſion. Thus leaving 


all quiet, Ireturned to my Pallace, there to ex-_ 
pect the Peoples Elect, with the Captains of the 
Quarters, whom I had commanded to come 


thicher, to hear from me what they were to do 


o3 an occaſion {0 difficulcand dangerous. 


This 
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| This greac Tumulc vaniſhed like a Fire of 
Straw , and as it began without occaſion, ended 
withour effuſion of bloud , though in all appear- 
ance, its conſequences were likely to have been 
very fatal. The Peoples Elect coming to me, 
followed by all che Captains of the ſeveral Quar- 
cers and Magiſtrates of che City , I complatned 
of his proceeding, and that his endeavours had 
tended more to incenſe than ippeale the People; 
relling him that if tor the future any ſuch diſtar- 
bances happened , he was ro know of me how 
he ſhould comport himſelf and receive my Or- 
ders; that che buſineſs being ſo well paſled 0- 
ver, I would once again give Teſtimonies of 
my Clemency , but they ſhould be the laſt, for 
at the next diſturbance that-happened I would 
make exemplary puniſhments. After he had cf- 
tentimes beſought my pardon , he alſo begged 
it for Vincenzo Andyca, to which at the requeſt 
of the Captains of the Quarters, I condiſcend- 
_ ed, with ſecurity to come and acknowledge 
his fault, and caſt himſelf at my feer. He came 
preſently after, and falling on his Knees before 
me , at firſt pretended to juſtifie himlelt and 
make excuſes , but afterwards acknowledging 
that his Crime deſerved the ſevereſt puniſhment, 
proteſted, thatin conſideration of his life that L 
had given him , he would afterwards be the 


moſt faithful and ſubmitlive of all men. I rold 


him he was to thank the Magiſtrates of the 
Town that had interceded toric, fox whom 1 
had too grear a reſpect to deny then any thing ; 
_ that his actempr ypon my life mericed the, moſt 
£ erue} 
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cruel puniſhments ; that he ſhould take care of 
his future comportment , that no fiults of his 
could be pardonable after fo many relapſes, and 
that he ſhould be mindful of the teſtimonies he 
had received of my goodneſs, aud of his own 
ingratitude and obllinate malice , chat I would 
watch him narrowly , very well underſtanding 
all his deſigns and intrigues, and that the leait 
falſe ſtep ſhould expoſe him to be punithed 2s a 
Diſturber of the publick quier, a Traytor to his 
Country , and Correſpondent ot its Tyrants : 
afterwards beginning to rally with him, I adv 
ſed him never to take Arms, ſince he c:rried his 


Sword fo unhindſ>mly , that he ough: no no 


to appear in ſuch 2 ridiculous poſture , bur cone 


tent himſelf with his Pen,which he cou'd 1c bet- 


ter and which bercer became him, 


I ſent to Gennaro to come to me on my Parole, 


and that he ſkould make hafte whileſt 1 was in 
the humor of pardoning, He was willing ro 0- 
bey me, but fearing the People would tear him 
in pieces by the way , ſent to deſire my Guards 
for a Convoy, which was no more than neceſla- 
ry, the Women railing at him}, and the Com- 
mon People every moment ready to fall upon 
him. Athis arrival he fell on his Knees before 
me, and kiſſed my feet , weeping and trem- 


bing, being naturally very timorous; I Jer him 


continue a good while in this poſture, uniÞble 
to fay any thing more to me , than conjure me 


for the ſake of our Lady of the Carmelites and 


St. Gennaro to ſpare his life , embracing my 
Knees with all his renpth, Ar laſt I cauſed him 
0 
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toariſe , with aſſurance thar I h:d forgot all his 
Crimes, and that he need. fear nothing, provi- 
ded he became more faici:tul and more diſcreet 
for the future. I reproacbed him that he could 
not deny that had not my errival at Vaples pre- 
vented it, he had been pur to dearh the nexr 
day; that this was the chird ſfedition 1 had par- 
doned him for ; that he had feveral times intend- 
ed to attempt agunit my life, and that I knew 
the occaſion of his .oming to ſeek me at 7aſper 
ae Romero's ; that w:s not ignorant of his Cor- 
reſponderice with the Enemy , all particulars 
whereof 1 could tell him , chart I had'informati- 
on of his Negoriitions with France to ruin me, 
by which he h:d hindered me trom being aſſiſted, 
and che People ſupplied ; that himſelf ſhould be 
judge whar his ingratitude for me, and difloy- 
alty ro his Countrey merited. He anſwered one- 
ly with tears, and falling again on his Knees , in- 
cel] ncly cried. Mercy, Aercy. I told him that 
for the. kes of the Magiltrates I granted it him ; 
but !er him know it was the laſt time, and that 
for my betcer ſecurity I would place a Garriſon 
inthe Carmelites Tower ; but would not never- 
theleſs tike its Command from him , where he 
ſhould continue with his Si:\core men for his 
Guard ; but that I would ſend ore of the Peo- 
ples Compantes thither , which ſhould berelic-- 
vedevery night. By this, ſid I, weſhall be our 
of fear of the Enemies practices, you ſhall be 
Maſter there as long as you remain faithful , and 
if you ceaſe to be ſo, both your Tower and 
Perſon ſhall be in my lands, I immediately 
Go 2 com- 
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commanded Xatthro a” Amore to march thither 
with his Compiny, and Gervars to ſend order 
for his reception , for ſecurity of which I kept 
him wich me , till I ſhould have notice that I was 
obeyed. Thus I drew from this ſedition an aug- 
mentation of my credit, and poſleſt my ſelf. of 
the moſt important Polt of the Town, Afar 
theo d Amore ſending me word that his Company 
had admittance , 1diſmiſſzd the Magiſtrates and 
Gennaro , who never afterwards came arc me, 
alledping for excuſe that he was no longer ſafe 
inthe Town, that che People ( on occaſion of 
this laſt Tumult) had fuch a hatred for him, they 


could neither ſee nor hear him named withone 


horror, Ifentafter Aguſtine de Lieto, that he 
ſhould make all the haſte he poſlibly could to 
bring me Money (which would ſecure and ſoon 
compleat my enterpriſe) and publiſh in Rome 
the good ſucceſs of this happy day. 

1he Auditor General being in the interim 
returned from Averſa, with the informations, I 
cauſed the Tri:ls of Colonel Antonio de Calce , 
and the Horſe Captain Axdrea Rama, convicted 
of detign todebuwch my men and carry them to 
che Enemy to be made an end of, and they 
were condemned to die, and though they offer- 
ed I'wenty thouſand Crowns ( of which I ſtood 
in very greatneed) for their pardons, Ithonghe 
an Fxample more neceſſary. Marco Piſano, who 
had been ſhaved 2sa Clergyman, appealed to 
Fccienaſtical Juſtice, which 1 would not allow, 
ſ:yiug, Tcould not look upon him asa Prieſt, be- 
105 2n Officer :tu:lly in Arms, and atthe Head 
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of Troops. The Twelfth of arch Executi. 
on was publickly'made in the Market-place , 
with general appliufe, and their ERtares being 
confiſcated , I uſed all endeayonr to difcover the 
money they had offered me , but they had hid 
it ſo well [ could get no news of it, and had no- 
thins belonging to chem, . bat a very fiir and 
00d Horſe , which 1 gave the Knight de Four- 
bin, that was killed under me the day 1 was ta- 


.-ken Priſoner. 


The Spaniards reduced to extreameſt want, 
not having Viauils ſufficient for their Troops 
and G:rriſons of their C aliles, deſirous to free 


themſelves of all uſeleſs mouths , permitted ll 


people that lived within their limits, to go to 
us ; by which means ſo many arrived 1n the 
ſpace of two diyes , as made a great diſcovery 
of the general inclination, We did our ſelves 
prejudice by the reception of ſo many perſons, 
who muſt otherwiſe have eaten upon the Ene- 
my : bur after two dayes refuſal, we .not being 
in ſo preat ſcarcity, I had compaſſion for fo 
many people periſhing by hunger , and at the 
requeſts of their friends and relations received 
all chat came , beciuſe being of that Countrey, 


the Spaniards had ſo great hatred for them , rhar 
they would pladly have feen every one of them 


exterminated. I now thought my aff:irs in ſo 
g50d a condition , that (with a little patience) I 
might aſſure my ſelf to ſee them arrive ata h p- 
py concluſion. I uſed all poſlible endeavour to 
get Corn en'ugh to reſtore plenty to Naples, 
and promiſing payment to the POO A 
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hundred and fifty thouſand load was provided 
in Apulia , and fourſcore thouſand in Bufilica- 
74, on which a moderate price was fer ; but 
there being ſome difficulty for bringing it co me 
by reaſon of the Town of Ariana that lay in 
the way , Lendeavoured to become Maſter of it 
which proved caſte, by a Treaty with the Mar- 
quiſs of Bozalbergo, which (tomy great ſorrow) 
proved fatal to him: He ſent a Friar to aſſure 
me of his ſeryice, and propound the beſieging 
ir, thatdelivering it to'me,he might become my 
Priſoner of War, and thatafterwards being ſet 
at liberty on his Parole, never any more to bear 
Arms agiinit me, he might unſuſpeRed paſs in- 
to Calabria, and making his friends and relati- 
ons declare , poſſeſs himſelf of the, greateſt 
part of the ſtrong places of that Province, where 
he had very preat credit, being rich, and of the. 
Noble and Ancient Family of Spine//i, The joy 
I recetved at this welcome News may eaſily be 
imagined. I preſently canſed Six thouſand men 
to march, one thouſand of them of Ta Cara, 
commanded by Diego Sorrentino, whom 1 h:d 
made < olonel after the attacque of the Polts, 
where he had b-haved himſelf very well; 25. ma- 
_ ny of MWecera under their own Officers , and 
the reſt were of +t. Severin 3nd the Troops of 
Paul of Naples, wha ater his death obeyed 
Horatio Vaſſalls , aad Diego Vaſſallo his Uncie, 
and zppointed the Siecur de /:leprenx (0 pre- 
ſent Mayor of ZBoexrdeaux, whom, [ acquiinted 
with my deſign ) tro command the whole, -Ag 
152 2s Ariana was inveltcd, te inhibiting 
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rook Arms in my favour, and killingat the-Gate 
the Auditor Carlo Reffo , that pretended to de- 
fend it, with Yeneroſo Secretary to the Duke of 
Salſa , Prefident of the Province of Afonte Fuſ- 
celo that came thither , after his baving abandon- 
ed Monte Frſcolo, when Petro Creſcentio pol-. 
ſeſſed himſelf of ic, After the death of thoſe 
two perſons Ariana yielded and was not plun- 
dered. . The Duke of Sal/a and his two Sons , 
the Marquiſs of Bonalbergo, with his Son Don 
Carlo Spinelli, Don Lews Cavaniglia and his 
Brother , retired to the Caſtle , which they 
yielded on Articles, that their lives being ſa- 
ved, they ſhould be. ſent priſoners to me ; but 
our ſoldiers getting drunk at the joy of ſo good 
ſucceſs, they that belonged to St. Severine, ac- 
cultomed to all ſorts of villanies, diſorders, and 
cruelties, by the examples of Pax! of Naples , 
ſeiſed on theſe Gentlemen., and ( what ever the 
Sieur de Filleprenx couid. do to the contrary ) 
drappged them to the Market-place , where theſe 
raskals having diſarmed and bound them , kil- 
led the Duke of Sal/a in cold blood with..chree 
Musket-bullets , and cut off bis head , doing; the 
like afterwards to the Marquiſs of Zonalbergo, 
the beſt of my friends, and from whom 1 ex- 
peed preat and conſiderable ſervices, the Ca- 
vaniglia's and the Duke of Salſa's Sons, 3bout 
fitteen or ſixteen years of age, with Don Carlo 
Spinelli; that was but fourteen, bardly eſcaping 
the fury of theſe Barbarians : . who after this 
borrible action caſt themſelves at the feet of the 
Sicur de Fillepreax , to beg pardon for the vio- 
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lence offered to his Perſon : proteſting to be e- 
yer after obedtent to him, and thar they had 
not gone ſo far , but out of fear he would have 
prevented the Maflacre they had reſolved, at- 
cer which he diſmiſſed them, reſerving no more 
chen' ſuch a Garriſon as was neceſliry for the 
defence of Ariane ( whoſe Government 1 had 


given bim ) making choice of the beſt and dif 


ceetteſt of the ſoldiers. Ir is eaſe to conceive 
my ſorrow at receipt of this ſtrange News, which 
deprived me of all reliſh of ſo important a Vi- 
Rory, ' which at thar inſtant nor only freed me 
from Want, - but ſecured me ſuch plenty, as could 
no more-'fail, the way being open to bring 
without” Convoy enough to ſerve us rwo 
years. 

Two dayes after the priſoners were brought 
me,” the two Cavanirlia's bound , the others 
not fo, hecauſe,Children, I inſtantly difcharged 
tne Cavazizlia's, on condition never more fo 
carry Arms :gainlt me, T ſent the Duke of Sa/- 
fa's Children to their Retirions, after had let 
them underſtand my ſorrow fot the death of 
their Father , and proffered them all manner of 


Civilities, with promiſe by ſerving them to mi- , 
tigate the ſorrow of the loſs they ſo palionate- 


ly reſented. I moſt affe@ionore)y embraced 


Don Cart, Spirells , wept for his'Farhers ivisfor- 


tune, my Obligations to whom TIpromiſed to 


make good to rhe Son,” and to be ever hisſer- | 


vant, I kept him with me till] heard from his 


relations, to whom 1 ſignified by [etters9 the 


great ſhare I had intheir af: tion , they them- 
os | ſelyes 
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ſelves not being more fentibly concerned. The. 
poor youth , very handſom and very witty, 're-- 
ceived fo well theſc teſtimonies of my kindneſs 
and forrow, that he promiſed never to forger' 
them , but to remain all his life inſeparable from 
my intereſts. Afrer ſome dayes 1 returned lim: 
to his Grandmother , the Princeſs. of St. George, 
that ſent for him ; and I muſt confets that one 
of my greateſt regrets during my unprrfonmenr, :: 
was that I wanted time to punifh the Authors of. 
ſo horrid a Cruetty , on which account whileſtt - 
live nothins can comfort me. | 
The Bandit giving me new diſturbances by. 
the like actions through the whole Kingdom, I . 
reſolved ro take an opportunity to diſcharge - 
my fel: of all their Leaders , who by their out- -_ 
rages and plunderings, made uſeleſs all my en- 
deavours to gain the Nobility , as ſoon zs any of 
whom ſeemed affeted to me, they ſought to 
diſpuſt them by ill uſage.

was of Paul's of 1V aplrs. But 1t- for the future 
he become more ſubmiſlive and obzJient, I will 
cheriſh and conſider him as formerly , and give 
him more Auchority and Credic thin ever, His 
Meſſenger carried lm back this Anſwer , which 
made him tremble , notwithſtancing his great 
confidence, which I perceived by his proceed- 
ing, cauſing inſtantly to be rendered all char had 
been taken away , and without reply or delay 
complying with all I ordered him eyer ſince. . 
The diſfimulation of his diſcontent diminiſhed 
1cnot, but obliged him to a nearer friendſhip 
with Gexraro, He ſent him a diſpatch to be 
eonveyed to the French Miniſters', offering - 
thetn, in caſe they would ſend the Fleet to Sa- * 
l-xno ,; to put it into their hands: and to draw - 
together all rhe Banditi of St. Severine , La 
Cava and 1Vocera,, tothe number of Six thou-: - 

ſand men. This cauſed the misfortune of the - - 
enterpriſe of Prince T homas , of which the Spa- 


niards baving notice by this diſpatch (which fell 
into 
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into their hands after my impriſonment,) at the 
arrival of their Fleet, they poſſeſſed rhemſelyes 
of Angri, which is the paſs of the Mountains, 
and by it preventing the meeting of. the forces of 
the three Towns above-mentioned, . cauſed him | 
to diſtruſt ſome treacherie, ſince nothing they 
had given him hope of had been performed.. 
This obliged him to reimbark with a great deal 
_ of haſte, and but ictle honour, of which I can- 
not but acknowledge 'my ſelf to have been very. 
glad, to ſee that (with all this powerful corre- 
ſpondencies, the Kings Fleet, and a conſiderable 
Body of men to have landed} he could effed no 
thing, whereas I alone, and without any aſli- 
ſtance ſubdued a great Kingdom, and ſubſiſted 
five moneths, chough my Conduct was decried, 
and1 deprived of the honour of an atchieymenr 
ſo extraordinaryand incredible; 

The Peoples Ele continuing bis correſpon» 
dence with the Enemy, I reſolved co puniſh 
him, but it being dangerous co do it publickly, 
and by the hand of Juſtice (the autbority his 
Implovment gave him conſidered) I reſolvedon 
an indire& way towards it, which ſhould be per-.

As ſoon as I came home, I went into my Cie 
binet to entertain A{grco Antonio Bravcaccie, 
with whom I bad not a quarter of an hoursdiſ 
courſe before my Servants came to tell me, that 


 agreat noiſe was heard of abundance of people 


thachad tumultuoufly flocked about my Palace, 
Looking out at the Window I perceived they, 
carrying a head on the point of a Pike, and drag- 
ing a naked body by one foot, the boyes having 
corn off the dothes by the way, I called tothem 
to ſtand, and aked what ſpeRacle that was ? 


They told me it was the body of Antonio A{a- 


zella rhe Peoples Elet, and that his bead 
chae was carried on the Pike * Cicero Batimells 


and Peppo Ricco marching amongſt the formoſt, 


] asked them hew they durſt cake the boldneſs, 
after the prohibition 1 had made, to undertake 
ſuchan aQion, for which 1 had a great mindto 
canſe them to be hanged : Falling on their knees 
they begged my pardon, and my leave to come 
ſecurely to me, which I granted chem. They came 
up to my Halj, whether they brought Azronio 
Aſazella's two Brothers-in-law bound, telling 
me that after ] had appeaſed the Tumulc of Perro, 
they had advertiſement of a new treaſon of the 
Peoples Ele, and ofa conſpiracy of his againſt 
my life, which was to be put in execution the 
next morning. That incenſed by this they had 
Immediately puniſhed him , apprebending thar 
my over great clemency would have pardoned 
him ; that they willingly ſubmitted to what ſoe- 
. yer 
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ver I pleaſed to inflit upon them, and would 
die contented to have piven a teſtimonie of 
their affeRion to me and their Country : I 
pardon ſaid Ihe indiſcretion of your zeal, but 
if you ever do the like I will make you ſuch ex- 


_ amples, that none in Naples ſhall afterwards 


dare ſuch an attempt. For terror to others I 
commanded his head to be ſet on a Poſt in the 


. Market-place, and his body to be hanged on 


one foot; One of his Brothers-in-law I cauſed to 
be diſcharged immediately, being aflured of his 


fidelity, and the other (to exempt him from fury 
'of the people) I ſent to the Vicarie, and tv:o 


dayes after ſent him a paſs to go whether he 
pleaſed, provided helefr the Town. 
The Spaniards were very ſenſibly concerned 


.at this tragedie, loſing by it a Perſon they very 
\ much depended on. Gennaro was moſt furiouſly 
alarmed arit, and to avoid the like, reſolved to 
embark with all his treaſure on a Felucca, and 


retire to Venice; . I cunninply ſent him Maſters 


_ of Feluccas that pretended to ſerve him, but thac 


ſetting me know the time of. his departure would 
Siye me opportunity to ſeiſe upon him with all 
his weaith, which would have ſupplied my ne- 
ceſlities, and ina few dayes have made an en 

of our buſineſs; and ſurpriſing him in the very 
act of abandoning the Town, and carrying away 
the beſt things that were init, 1 might have cau- 
ſed him to have been hansed with the general - 
applauſe of all the people. He could not have 
avoided this fnare that was ſo handſomely laid 


for himif che Baron of Rovrey, a diligent Spie | 


upon 
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upon all my- ations, that be mighr give him an 
account of them, had not told him thac I had gi- 
ven ſecret Audiences to Mariners, of which be- 
ing jealous, he ſo particularly informed himſelf} 
that he diſcovered they were the ſame he in- 
tended roembark with, which made him aban- 
don the deſign he thought to hove put in execu- 
tion the next morning. This diſcovery driving 
him to deſpair, obliged hiv co lend one he con- 
fided in to conclude ſomething with Don Fobm of 
Auftria and the V iceroy,of which being inform= 
ed by Anguſtino lo, I thought I ought to rid 
my hands of him at wht rate foever : but this 
was not caſte, he never going out of his Tower, 
and being on that account ſecure from being u- 
ſed as the Peoples Lic&t had been, neither could 
any thins be undertaken apzinſt him but by o- 
pen force, ard great effuſion of bloud, his party 
within being equal ro my Garriſon. 
Aneuftine Molloto free me trom this difficul- 
ty, came at-nighc and told me, I have broughc 
you that will tree you from Gennaro + his Trea- 
ſons merit dearth, and in what manner Juſtice 
be done on bim is not very conſiderable : look 
on this Vaal ful of fo clear and beautiful water, 
in four dayes time 1t will puniſh all his inndelities ; 
the Captain of the Guard ſhall underc2ke to 
Sive him, wichouc his ditruſt, it having no raſte 
at all. On the next day, which was Friday, be 
cauſed him co drink it all at dinner, but whether

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immediately, which freed him from a danger 
ſo evident, and that appeared fo certain. He 
eſcaped with a head-ake and pain in his ſto- 
mach: for four or five dayes, without any ſuſpi- 
cionof the matter. I diſcovered ſome abuſe in 
my Secretaries office, of which complaints had 
been formerly made, and a difpatchI had there 
refuſed, being a fourth cime preſented co ſigae 
amonglt ſeyeral other Papers, 1 ſent for Hierox;- 
20 Fabrani my Secretary, and after a ſevere re- 
priment threatned to hang him if he ever com- 
mitted the like fault. He layed the blame on 
his Clarks, whom 1 cauſed to be all immediately 
turned away (exept [nccentio in whom I had a 
great deal of confidence) ordering him to ſeek 
others, aſſuring him that another time his Clarks 
ſhould not excuſe him, but his own perſon be 
reſponſible. Underſtanding that in the time I had 


been at Naples he had gained forty thouſand 


Crowns, I asked him to lend me twenty thou- 
ſind, promiſing co pay him ont of the money 1 
had ſent for tro Rewe. He told me that report 
was ſpread abroad to do him a bad office, and 
that he had no money, the contrary of which was 
very hard for me to make appear, he having 
hid what he had g1ined, the greateſt part of it in 
Religious Houſes, that he might ſend it to Rome 
at the firſt opportunity. His avarice cauſed my 
ruin ; but he himſelf went not ſcotiree, 1t cotitng 
Him not only his wealth bur his life, the Spa- 
”:;ards in the time of his impriſonment dilcoyer- 
ins that he writ to Cardinal Mazarmn (his Letters 


having been taken ar Rome and returned to the 
\ 1ceroy 
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Viceroy by Cardinal P»ſirollc ) cut off his head ? 
be gave intelligence of the facility of ſurpriſing 
Caſtello novo ar the return cf the Fleet by a ne+ 

otiation he had manyged. — | 

The triz1 of the Priſoners of the Garriſon of 
Averſaand the Baron of Modena went forward : 
] had ſet it a foot to ſarisfie che people, though 
I reſolved when a handſome occafion ſhould of- 
fer, to ſend the Baron into France, finding him 
to be innocent, and guilty of no other crime but 
the misforcune that oppreſſed him by reaſon 
of his good nature which betrayed him ro faults, 
though his intentions were alwayes good. 

A Frexch Phyſitian that belonged to me, being 
convicted of many pilferings and cheats, I reſol- 
ved (becauſe he was my domeſtick'): ro have 
him hanged for an example , bur rhe women of 
the Town perſiſting many daies to beg his pardon, 
I could not at laſt refuſe them , 1 therefore kept 
him in priſon till 1 conld find convenience of 


ſending him out of the Kingdom. 


The peoples affeRion for me increaſed daily, 
with their joy and the Ereries deſpair at the 
arrival of corn from Apalia, the firſt Convoy 
bringing three hundred Mules, the ſecond three 
dayes after five hundred, which ſtill continued 
augmenting till Thurſday in Paſſion-week, when 
there came fiſteen handred, which made mere- 


ſolve on the firſt of ay to abate the price of 


bread, to what it had been at inthe moſt plen- 
tifal times. I would nor at once ler the rates 
fall ſo low, leſt 1 wig afterwards be obliged 
co raiſe them, and char 1 might ger ſomething 
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abovethe price it coſt me, toward a Stock of two 
hundred thouſand Crowns, which had wont al. 
wayes to he kept in a readineſs: to ſupply the 
Mapazins. Beſides that there mult be a conſide- 
rable ſumm. to make the firſt purchaſes; I 


' thought - therefore of an expedient, which 


was to demand a liſt of the names of a bundred 
of the beſt Merchants inthe Town, repreſenting 
to them, that if want of proviſions ſhould once 
again imbroil us, they would be the firſt ſuffer- 
ers, becauſe their houſes and eſtates could not 
eſcape plundering, That to avoid ſuch an incon- 
veruence, every one of them ſhould lend me a 
thouſand Crowns, and that for ſecurity of this 
money, they ſhould nominate any two of their 
number to keep the Keys of the Granaries, and 
repay themſelves-as the Corn ſhould be vended ; 
that in this manner they would run no hazard, 
and fifreen dayes return them the whole ſumme, 
and 1 gain fifry thouſand Crowns, | Fats oe for 
a third part more than it coſt. T 

rally approved, and to put it in execution with 
greater order, I cauſed Devato Grimaldi to be 
made the peoples EleR inthe place of Antozio 
Ataxella, to the ſatisfaction of all men, he being 
a very rich Merchant, anda very honeſt man, 
not ſuſpeRed of any correſpondence with the E- 
nemy, who in the mean time uſed all poſſible 
endeavoursto avoid their ruine that appeared fo };

os ok of Sr. Severin mad2 a conſiderable 
progreſlion in Calabrie; and art laſt becoming 
Maſter of the whole Province , drew together 
the Troops he had promiſed, laidup Oil, Salt and 
Fiſh to the value ofa millioa of Gold; and rmade 
Sreat proviſion of Saltpeter and Powder, _ 
Qing an occaſion to draw me into Appulia, t 
he might come thither to me, and bringall thoſe 
things with him, He made the Bar Dirand 
Governor of the Principality of Sr:l5a4, who in- 
creaſing daily in ſtrength, had taken Tordeware, 
a very important Pok in Baflicata. A little diſor- 
derhappened, to which gave remedy that very 
inſtant, Sabbato Paſtore baving drawri men out

kindneſs for me. 1 ſought not to diſabuſe them 
of this error, which was advantageous to me, 
it giving occaſion of a perpetual jealouſie that 
made them diſoblige perſons of quality, who, 
what ſervices ſoever they rendred them, could 
not ſecure themſelves from it. 

The whole Kingdom inclined to me, and1 
every day heard of ſome or other that came in, 
ſo that I wanted nothing but our Fleet or the 
arrival of my brother the Knight of Malta, to 
end all in a day. I continually watched oppor- 
tunities of all deſignes that ſeemed attemptible ; 
and having ſent to diſcover the condition of the 
Cuſtom-houſe of Oil, and finding the enemie 
had no body in it, 1 thought of an invention 
yery extraordinary. I cauſeda way to be made 
under ground from a remote and abandoned 
Garden, near the Convent of St. Sebaf1ar. 
Men continually wrought upon it, and carrying 
away the earth by Sellers,in ten dayes 1 had made 
a Mine of fifteen handred paces, wide enough 
for two men to paſs a þreſt, which led'to the

£0 be three or four dayes bathed with Vinegar 
and Brandy, which by this means ſoftned, and

This manner of proceeding ſo contrary to 
the Maxims of the Spaniſh Policy , increaſed 


the Nobilities affeRion and eſteem for me, and 


ſo ſenſibly moved him , that he embraced my 
knees , and made his acknowledgments interms 


ſo reſpeQive and paſſionate , that I perceived 


there was no diſſimulation in them , and that I 
had intirely gained him : but he repreſented to 
me that the Peoples animoſities would be a con- 
tinual danger to bim whileſt he ſtayed in the 
Town, and therefore beſought me to ſuffer 
him to leaveit , ſwearing never more to draw 
his ſword agiinſt me ; and that as ſoon as per- 
ſons of quality took horſe to follow my for- 
tune , he would not only himſelf be one of the 
firſt, but endeavor to engage his friends and re- 
lations. I then fent four of my Guards with 
an Officer , to conduR him ſafely to one of our 
adyanced Poſts, that he might from _ 

| _ paſs 
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_ paſs to the Enemy. His Mother and Kinſmen 


made ſo paſsionate and grateful acknowledg- 
ments, that I want words to expreſs them , and 
I doubt not but as long as he lives, and inwhat 
part of the World ſoever he reſide, hewill re- 
ſerve in his heart on my bchalf a preat deal of af- 
feRion, eſteem, and gratitude, | 

For Ottaviells Brancaccis ,, a perſon whom 
poiſons and affaſsinations, in which he had been 
concerned through the whole courſe of his life, 
had rendered odious to all his relations (he be- 
ing the diſhonour of his Family) as well as tothe 
ts 154. I uſed all endeavours ro get him into 
my hands, being a moſt fir perſon to be made 
an example of with univerſal applauſe. Bur all 
the care I took to this purpoſe proved in 
vain, he eſcaping with the reſt of his Confede- 
rates. 

The next day , which was the Twenty fixth of 
Afarch, Cicio de Regina was ſacrificed 1n expia- 
tion of his deteſtable Crime. He was drawn on 
a Sledge to the Market-place, attended by my 
Guards, to prevent his being torn in pieces by 


, theway, and his body hanged by one foor after 


his head had been cut off, and ſet upon the Poſt 
in the Market-place. The rage of the multitude, 
even of Women, was ſo great, that they tore 
him with their teeth, and rhe Children ſucked 
his blood. 

After this 1ſhewed my ſelf to the Town, ac- 
clamations and benediftions being redoubled-on 
my account, as well as imprecations againſt the 
Spaniards, Their condition at this time ſeemed 
| alrogerher 
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altogether deſperate ; having neither Vianals 
nor « redit, nor ſcarely any Troops, which de- 
creaſed daily ; but a ſhip which unexpeRedly 
came to them from falaga, brought them Four 
hundred men , commanded by Colonel Don 
Alenzo de Minroy. I on my ide heard good 
News every day :- All the Towns of Sictlia', 
particularly Afeſſina and Palermo , ſent me aſſu- 
rance that they reſolved to follow the example 
and fortune of the Kingdom of Naples, and I 
received a Letter from the King , by which he 
congratulated my advantages, and the Peoples 
EleRionof me to be Duke of their Republick. 
I was promiſed the return of the Fleet, which 


' I might expe daily, with Gallies accompanying 


the Ships , ſo that I could diſcern nothing to be 
feared, and much tobe hoped ; and was more 
confirmed by Cardinal Filomarizs, who viſiting 
me on the Eight and twentieth of arch, as 
ſoon as we were alone in my Chamber , made 
me a long diſcourſe of the miſeries of a Civil 
War not yet near an end ; of the dangers I 
had already eſcaped and was yet to undergo : of 
the jealoufies France had of my exalſtation, the 
uncertainty of her ſuccors, and of the arrival 
of her Fleet, though ſhe gave me daily hope 
of it; withthe aſſurance of the return of thac 
of Spain , with conſiderable forces, and how 
much better it were, by layinghold on a favou- 
rable opportunity, to apply my ſelf to an ho- 
nourable and ſecure fortune , though ſome- 
wayes moderated , than to glorious and high in- 
certainties, attended alwayes by much __, 
an 
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and moſt commonly by few or no adyantages or 
profits, I gaveear to all theſe plauſible diſcour- 
ſes withour interrupting him , te diſcover to 
whar ſo long an Oration tended, which ſeemed 
to have been very ſtudioully premeditated : My 
ſilence encouraged him, andchinking me waver- 
ing, hetold me, My Lord, you have it now 
in your power to make your ſelf che happieſt 
inan of this Ape , reſtore quiet to this unfortu- 
nate Kingdom and all 7:ay , with peace and ſe- 
_ eurity to this City, and a ſolid eſtabliſhment to 
your ſelf, capable of ſatisfying your ambition , 
which is not only ſo bigh , but ſo well grounded, 
that it were not reaſonable to offer to a Perſon 
of your Birth and Merit, any thing below a 
Crown; and I amnow to preſent one to you : 
This is no illuſion nor artifice to deceive you; 
I have Commiſſion from the Pope , Colledge of 
Cardinals, and all the Princes of /taly, to tell 
708 they will be ſecurity for the performance of 
whe I amentruſted to propound to you, Firſt 
of all. the Spaniards make you the ſole Arbitra- 
tor of this Kingdoms differences, for ſettling 
whoſe Peace, and eſtabliſhing whoſe Crown , 
which hath been long rottering , they will be 
obliged to you alone. They will give you Sar- 
dinia , the trons places of which (during a Ceſ- 
ſation of Arms ) they will put into your poſle(- 
ſion; till which be performed, you ſhall conti-

change you offer, I ſhall not eaſily condiſcend to, 
I know to what extremities they are reduced,

for me, all Provinces apply themſelves to me, 


and know not what other courle to take. Be-_ 


fore ſix weeks be over I ſhall receive Six huns«

I have the value of a Million of 
Gold , in Silk, Oil, and Salt, drawn from Ca/a- 
bria. I have in all parts above Five and twenty 
thouſand men, which I can draw together in 
eight dayes, with great ne of Powder 
and Salt-Peter. You may therefore tell them the 
Conquelt of this Kingdom is compleated , that 
this Camparia will with eaſe make me Maſter of 
every part of it, by the end of which I will nec

Campania 1 will drive them our of Szcily ; atter 
which I will not ſatisfie my ſelf by taking Saras- 
»1a fromthem , butere two years be over leave 
them nothing in the Aedirerrancan, that all this 
and more is to be fearcd from a man, that alone 
and without any aſliſtance, hath reduced them to 
the preſent extremity; and that if they deſire 
co purchaſe my friendſhip, it muſt be onother 
conditions than thoſe you have offered me;

being unſecure inche Bay , would be forced to 
retire, wanting both the Haven of Baie and 
the ſhelter of Nicita, of which I ſhould be 
deprived when they had fortified theſe Poſts. 
Theſe three defigns were long deliberated on 
without any reſult, but plurality of Voices in- 


clined to the laſt ; and all the reſolution they 


took was ( in caſe ſuch of the three as they at- 
rempted ſhould not have ſucceſs) to blow up the 
Caſtles, and retire to Capra, Gactta, I/chia, 
Baie, and other Maritime places , which they 
would garriſpn with ſuch Troops as they had , 
and there attend ſupplies from Spain, and the re- 
turn of the Fleet. 


I received the news of this with a great deal © 


of joy, and conſidering the three Propofitions, 
judged the firſt in:poflible , our Poſts which 
they had fo often in vainattempted, being ſo 
well fortified and in ſo good a condition, that 
I thought I had nothing to fear on that account, 
nor ſuſpeRing any Treaſon, nor ſeeing any ap- 
 pearance of it. The ſecond ſeemed no leſs fo, 
being aſſured the Nobiliry would no more take 
horſe aoviinſt me , believing the Spaniards 
ruined, and that to arm in their behalf, was 
to expoſe themſelves to the entire loſs of their 


fortunes, by making of none effect their Ne. 
GOLLations 
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cotiations with me ; that they would therefore 
content themſelyes to fit ſtill in expeRation of 
what the Moneth of April might produce, to 
declare on the Firſt of May, as they had re- 
ſolved , on that ſide that ſhould ſeem ſtrongeſt 
and moſt ſecure. And I thought they would 
certainly fix on. the laſt of the three, which I 
admire they were ſo long ere they reſolved 
on ; there being no other means of getting 
Proviſions , and rendering our Fleet uſeleſs : 
I thought alſo that TI was ( without loſs of 
time) to attempt NVicits , that I might re- 
move all pretence of retarding the return of our 
Gallies, when 1 ſhould have a ſecure Haven 
to preſent them. Having ſeriouſly conſider- 
ed the neceſlity of inclining to this reſolution, 
I applied my ſelf to nothing elſe but to putir. 
In execution,

Riday the third of April 1 went to viſit 
In che Poſts, cauſed all ro beadded that I 


| judged wanting , and made them ſo de- 
fenſible, that Women might without 
danger have kept chem againſt forces much 
ſtronger than thoſe of our Enemy. Ienquired 
of all Officers what they ſtood in needof , gave 
them Powder enough, and three dayes advance 
for ſubſſtance of their men ; recommending to 
them to be exaR in their Guards, and ferve me 
with the ſame affeQion and fidelity they had to 
that time teſtified, and then thought I might 
£0 out of Naples without apprehenſion or dat- 
ger during my abſence. The Gate of 4/bs 
above all the reſt ſeemed ſo well fortified , that 
Idid not judge any poſybility of attempting it ; 
and Colonel] Landi, whom I ever found the 
moſt careful, faithful, ard zealous of my Ofhi- 
cers , ſoy well confirmed my confidence of him, 
thatTI ordered him ſtill to keep men in a readi- 
neſs, as he had wont todo, to ſecond allother 
Poſts, as they might have occaſion to bere-in- 
torced , after which I went bome very well ſa. 
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tisfied to leave Naples in ſo ſecure a condition. |, 
Sending for the Peoples Elet, and Captains of 


the City Quarcers, 1 ordered them to increaſe 


the weight of Bread and diminiſh its price, fo | 
to ſecure my ſelf againſtany tumult or ſedition, | 


by contenting the People ; and to give me ſpee- 
dy notice of the lealt alteration that might hap- 
pen. I commanded Onffrio Piſſacani, Carlo 
Longobardo, Cicio Battimicllo, and Mattheo d' 
Amoye, to viſit our Poſts twice a day, andto be 
ready to march with their Companies at theleaſt 
alarme, ro make re-inforcements whereſoever 
they ſhould be neceſſary. I charged Augaſtino 
Mollo to hold a vigilant eye over all Gennaro's 
ations, to obſerve his Correſpondence with the 
Enemy, and to give me notice of all that paſſed 
in Naples, IT provided Powder (of which I 
had lately received ſome quantity) for my 
march the next day , with four Pieces of Can- 
non and five or fix hundred foot , choſen out of 
the beſt I had in the Town, 

 Saturdaythe Fourth of Apr:/, after dinner, I 
cauſed my Foot and Artillery to march, and ha- 
ving taken leave of Cardinal Filomarini , and 
made my Prayers before the Head of St. Genna- 


ro, and kiſſed the miraculous Viol of his blood, _ 


took Horſe, and followed by my Guards, 


marched right to Poſi/ippo, and from thence, till | 


my Troops arrived , took a view of the Iſland of 
Nicita: I obſerved there was a Tower in the 
midſt of it that contained the greateſt part of 


' Its Garriſon, and between the Iſland and Con- 
| tinent, 
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tinent, on a Stonie Arch, or rather the point of 
aRock, a Houſe called the Lazaretro, where 
ſuch as come from places ſuſpeRed of infeRion 
are obliged to continue forty dayes, that near 
the Haven there were five or ſix Houſes, in 
wihch the Enemy had poſted five and twenty or 
thirty Musketiers , and two Field-pieces, to pre- 
vent landing; that the arm of che Sea between 
N'fita and the Point of Poſfi/ippo, which is cal- 
led de Coroghio, was not above two hundred pa- . 
ces over, [I reſolved to place two Pieces of Can- 
non at this Point, by means of ſuch a Batrery 
co diſlodge che Enemy chat was poſted 1n thoſe 
Houſes, and in Felucca's paſs over ſuch men as 
i ſhould command ro attempr a landing. I 
\ cauſed alſo another Battery of two Pieces of 
Cannon to be made lower ar the Sea-fide, ro 
beat on the Flanck of thoſe Houſes, and 
drive away the Musketiers that defended the 
_ paſſage. | 

As ſoon as my men arrived, Iſet them to 
work on theſe Batreries, and leaving enough 
ro-puard my Cannon, night coming on, and no 
attacque to be made without Felucca's, Iorder- 
ed all to be ina readineſs againſt next morning, 
contenting my felf for that night to have dif- 
lodged the Enemy from the Lazaretto, and pla- 
ced thirty Musketiers there. I went afterwards 
to ſup and lie at Po{lippo, all the inhabicants 
whereof 1 commanded to be ready to march 
with their arms, incaſe of an alarme; having 
inteſligence that the Enemies that night in- 


tended to make themſelves Maſters of Yomero. 
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The next morning having fent for ten armed 
Felucca's , n y Cannon played from both Bar- 
reries at d. y-break, which had not been fired 
above twenty times over , betore they diſmount- 
ed the rwo Ficld-picces the Enemy had in the 
Iſland. - They ſuffered much by my Artillery, 
which beat down all thoſe little Houſes , and 


| overthrew their Corps de Gard: perceiving chem 


in diſorder, I ſent thirty men in Felucca's, to en- 
deavour to land under favour of my Cannon , 
and the continual fire of thirty Musketeers I had 


| lodged in the Lazarcito, and others from the 


Point of Corecglio; They found ſome reliltance, 
and inclining to come back again, I command- 
ed the Sieurs ae St. Amonr and St. Andre Cla- 
pied , Cornet and Quarter-Maſter of my Com- 
p:ny of Light Horſe, with thirty French Horſe- 
men to force a Landing, cauſing then to be 
followed by thirty or forty Musketeers ; SL 
Amoar had his right arm broke by a Musket- 
ſhor, of which hedied four dayes after, and 
two or three of the Horſemen were wounded, 
but St. Amnarc Clapied leaping aſhore with his 
Sword in his hand, followed by his men, after 
a Skirmiſh of half a quarter of an hour, drove 
the Enemy from thoſe Houſes Being thus be- 
come Malter of the 'Landing place, I ſent an 
hundred and fifry men to paſs over, who forced 
the Enemy to retreit to the Tower that is in 
the middle of the Ifland, to which they had 
made ſome ſlight Our-works , which were 
ſtormed with very little reſiſtance : I cauſed my 


men to be ſeconded , and we lodged at the 
: | foot 


tempt this night, 
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foot of the Tower with ſmall loſs. I ſummoned 
thoſe that were in it ,, bur expeRing relief , they 
refuſed to parly , pretending theniſelyes to be 
reſolved and in a condition to defend it, 

About this time Gemars ſent me a Comple- 
ment and his deſires to learn the condition of 
my little Siege , but not ſo much out of curioſi- 
ty of this, as to get aſſurance whether 1 would 


come back to Naples that nighe , that he mighc 


give the Enemy notice , with whom holding 
Correſpondence , he knew they were to have 
a Poſt delivered them , and that they would 
endeayour to enter the Town, and make them- 
ſelves Maſters of it. I told his Meſſenger that 
I hoped to take N#/ta in two hours, and in- 
tended to return. fohn Battiſta Tiradani Pays 
Maſter of my Troops in place of Nicolo Maria 
Aſannara , whom , after the death of Pietro 
Creſcentio his Kinſman; I had ſent to command 
the Baxaiti he had aſſembled in the Province of 
Aonte-Fnſcolo ; gave me notice, that he had 
heard at Cardinal F:lomarixi's, that the Enemy 
were about ſome attempt , but could get no par- 
ticular information what it might be , which 
perſwaded me they would ſeek ro make them- 
ſelves. Maſters of Yomero, and obliged me to a 
reſolution of ſtaying where 1 was, that I mighe 
be the readier to oppoſe them. Preſently atter

of any relief, judging the taking of Nita to 
be of great importance. I know not whether I 
ought co impute this reſolution to good or evil 
forwune , and the more I conſider, the leſs able I 
I find my ſelf to determine ir. | 

Gennaro weary to be any longer incertain of 
my reſolution, ſent a ſecond time to endeavor 
to diſcover it, and I was told, in my impriſfon- 
ment, that as he deſired not my return, leſt my 
preſence might binder the Spaniards from execu- 
ting their enterpriſe, ſo he wiſhed it that he might 
certainly kill me, intending atthe firſt alarm to 
ſend ſixſcore Banditi, who pretending to rally 
about me, ſhould ſhoot me inthe fight. Half an 
| hour before day I diſcovered two Gallies making 
towards Nicita, whom I ſaluted with: two Can- 
nons, which I levelled and fired my ſelf, ſo hap- 
pily, that one of them being ſhot through be- 
tween wind and water, was fain to go off core- 
fir, andthe other had three or four ſlaves killed. 
I cauſed the Guns to be immediately charged a- 
1in, and did them miſchief with two other ſhot,

Knight de Foyrbin, ſuppoſing it might be the E- 
nemies cunning, by falſe alarms to make me 
£tve Over my Enterpriſe; I therefore reſolved to 
le all night in my Batterie, to prevent the arrival 
of any relief, judging the taking of Nita to 
be of great importance. I know not whether I 
ought to impute this reſolution to good or evil 
fortune, and the more conſider, the leſs able I 
I find my ſelf to determine ir. - X 
Gemmaro weary to be any longer incertain of 
my reſolution, ſent a ſecond time to endeavor _ 
to. diſcover it, and I was told, in my impriſon- 


ment, that as he deſired not my return, leſtmy 


preſence might binder the Spamiards from execu- 
ting their enterpriſe, ſo he wiſhed it that he mighe 
certainly kill me, intending atthe firſt alarm to 
ſend ſixſcore: Banditi, who pretending to rally 
about me, ſhould ſhoot me inthe fight. Haif an 
hour before day I diſcovered two Gallies making 
towards \Vicita, whom I ſaluted with: two Can- 
nons, which I levelled and fired my ſelf, fo hap- 
pily, that one of them being ſhot through be- 
tween wind and water, was fain to g0 off core. 
fir, and the other had three or four ſlaves killed. 
I cauſed the Guns to be immediately charged a- 
1in, and did them miſchief with two other ſhot, 
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which made them turn back, and perſwaded me 
that 7Vicira was mine, after which nothing could 
retard the arrival of the French Fleet, ſince the 
excuſe of the Gallics wanting a Haven could be 


alledged no longer. | 
The Knight de Foxrbin had ſent me word in 


the mean time, that he found all our Poſts and 


Guards in a better condition than uſual, that our 
men were all in armes and yery reſolute, eſpe- 
cially at the Gate of 4/ba, where Colonel Se- 
baftino Land; appeared more zealous and aQive 
than ever; the Captains Oneffrio Piſſacani, Carlo 
Longobardo, Mattheo Damore, and Cicio Batti- 
mmiells had gone Petrouils the greateſt part of the 
night through the whole Town : this very much 
troubled the Enemy, and cauſed them to reſolve 


if the Rounds continued an hour longer, to de- 


ferre the execution of their enterpriſe to another 


time. But as ſoon as they had notice that they 


were given over, and by that time Fourbis had 


given me account of the good condition of all - 


things (which very much ſatisfied me) they ad- 
vanced to the Gate of 4/ba. Part of the wall 
had for eight dayes togerher been continually 
waſhed with Vinegar and Brandy, that it mighc 
at once be reverſed: it was, anda breach made 
ſufficient for horſe ro piſs; all this was done 
without noiſe, and Lanai keeping continually 
thereabouts, to prevent bis mens ſufpeRing any 
thing (ſo that I could have no intelligence of it) 
the Enemy entered, and became Maſters of three 
works without any alarm bur ar the laſt, where 
a Captain being killed, the Souldiers chatran a- 
ge | way 
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way fired only three Muskets. As foon as the 
Enemy got into a broad Street they drew up in 
baceallia, and marched ſtreight to- Sr. Arie/lp, 


- which they poſſeſſed. I will not trouble my 


ſelf to relate the order of their march, nor in 
what manner they became Maſters of the whole 
Town, it not being my buſineſs, and they ha- 
ving more than enough divulged it in all their 
relations : I ſhall only tell th:t they gave out that 
I had agreed with them, and was art that inſtant 
with Don Fohn of Auſtria, My abſence made 
many believe this, by which the People 
became dejected in ſo extraordinary a manner, 
that none of them went about to make defe: ce, 
They continually cried out, Peace ! Peace ! no 
more Taxes - Let Spain live, and France and 


| the ill Government die : and the Soaniards wa- 


ving their bandkerchiefs, the women out of the 
windows anſwered with n:pkins, and every mans 
buſineſs was to hide himſelf, The Spaniards at- 
terwards ſet Guards in all parts of the Town, 
and marched to the Vicarie to make themſelves 


' Maſters of it; Vincenzo d' Andrea placing him- 


ſelf at their head, their next buſineſs was to 
poſſeſs themſelves of my Palace, where ſome op- 
poſition was made by my Domeſticks; I cannot 
forbear to relate here the reſolute action of a 
young French Tailor,who having fortified himſelf 
alone in my Chamber. perceiving the door to 
be broken open upon him, ſhort dead Captain 
Don Joſeph Moya that entered firſt, and after- 
wards giving fire to a barril of powder he found 
there, he blew up the Roof with ſeven or cighe 
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of the Enemies, and afterwards leaping out of a 
window broke both his legs, of which he died 
twoor three dayes after for want of looking to. 
My [Palace was plundered , and the Knight de 
Fourbin having taken horſe at the alarm, and 
noiſe of the bells of Se. Lawrexce, which the Spa- 
:ards cauſed to be rung as ſoon as they entered, 
went to get together what men he could, ſend- 
ing one called Chis, to tell me what bad paſ- 
ſed, who was taken by the way, before he came 
eo me : He met only Cicio Battimicllo, with a- 
bour four and twenty men that went to guard the 
Duke of Turf, who was eſcaped before they 
came, and gotten to Nox 7ohx with the Prince of 
Avells, who received them with much joy, and 
great teſtimonies of eſteem and friendſhip. B as- 
r1miells with Ins men got behind a little wall thac 


| ſerved asa breſt-work, and the Knight de Fowr- 


61's horſe falling under him, he forſook him, and 
before he had gone a hundred paces met a Bat- 
tallion of Spaniards, and a Squadfon of horſe 
that demanded who he was for, he anſwered the 
People and his Highneſs, and endeayouring to 
fire his Piſtols, they both miſſed, whilſt nine or 
ten Muskets were diſcharged againſt him, one 


| whereof wounded him in his thigh ; a Surgeon 


that had fojlewed him from his lodging ſeeing 
the Enemies in ſo great numbers ran away, and 
he perceiving himſelf to be alone and wounded, 


| Bot to the Arch-biſhops Palace, where finding 


the door open, he bolted ir after him. The 
Spaniards went about to fire it, but a Prieſt com- 
ing in accidentally opened it for them, Souris 
| cnen 
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then going about to defend himſelf with his 
Sword, the Officers offered him quarter, which 
(being ſurrounded with a hundred men) he was 
forced to accept of. Aatheo a' Amore, galiant and 
faichful, wich chircy Souldiers of his Company rag 
valiantly to the alirm, and meeting three hun. 
dred Spaniards, gave no anſwer to their zho 
are you for, but his Highneſe and the People, and 
refuſing quarter (crying out he would die for me 
and his Country) was {lain fighting, after hEhad 
been wounded by ſeven or eght Musket-ſhot, a 
dearh too glorious for a man of fo mean de 
{cent. 

All their Troops being by ſeveral paſſ:ges ar- 
rived at the Market-place, Den Fobn and the Earl 
of Ogvate prayed Cardinal Filomarizi, that was 


come to them, to go to:Gennaro, and give him 


their parole for his ſecurity, and the punRual 
performance of all that had been promiſed him, 
and ſending three hundred men to poſſes them- 
ſelves of the Carmelites Tower, -in this manner 
recovered Naples, without reſiſtance, and al- 
moſt without any any effuſton of blood, incited 
by deſpair, which caſt them upon an enterpriſe, 
of which they expeRed not any good ſuccels, 
reſolved (had it failed) to have abandoned the 
Caſtles the next day, and have retired to the ma- 
rime Towns there to wait for ſupplies from 


Spain, having proviſions left them but for four | 


and twenty hours, and no hope of relicf from 

any part. This they often acknowleged to me in 

the time of my impriſonment. 

Whilſt all theſe rhiogs paſſed] ( any 
| nOWs 


de Ia Bottellerie, one of my Hield-Adjurants to 
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knowledpe of them) attended the marching out 
of the Garriſon of Nicira, till the Adjutant of 
Landi's Regiment Tame to tell me that the Poſt 
of Alba was taken, and the Spariards entred the 
Town; which he did fo loud, and in fo deſpair- 
ingan accent, thatl had like to have cauſed him 
to have been killed to prevent his diſcouraging 
my Troops, 'as the Prince of Orange did at the 
Bactail of Newport, to him that in the morning 
brought him news of the defeat of his Van: 1 
immediately ordered Colonel AZeleni to draw off 


the menlI hadinthe Ifle of Nicira, and putthe 


relt in order to follow me, going before my ſelf 
to ſee if there were any pollibility of giving re- 
medy to ſo great and unexpeRted a miſchief, I 


| croſſed through the Townof Peſſilipps, where I 


found all the Inhabitants in tears and a mor- 
tal aſhoniſhment; I c2uſed them to recover 


their courage , and re:ſſume their arms, and 


marching towards Yomero perceived the Souldiers 
had abindoned ther Polt , and prepared to 
be gone : and they ſeemed to me to conſult 
whether they ſhould not fire upon me. 1 
rid up to them , and demanding whither they 
went, they told me they thought of nothing 
bur ſecuring themſelves ſince the Spaniards 


were become Maſters of Naples. Itold them 


It was a falſe reporr, and commanded them to 
their quarter ; that there had indeed hap- 
pened ſome diſorder in the Town , but that 
] was. g0ing to-put an end to it by my pre- 
ſence, Upon the tirſt report I had ſent the Sieur 


ſee 
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ſee what paſſed, and return to give me account, 


to which purpoſe I ſ:nt ewo of my Guards with 
him, that he might diſpatch chem one after an- 
other, till he himſelf had made a nearer difcove- 
ry of the matter : He paſſed by the Schools, and 
advancing as far as St. Gennaros Gate, perceived 
' a Battaghon of the Enemy, and thar all the Vir- 
Gins Suburbs had already rendred to them, in 
his return to make me this ſad report, his bridle 
was laid hold on, and his Cane ſnatched from 
him ; but making his way with his piitol in his 
hand, he haftened back te me as faſt as his horſe 
could run, ſeeing in his way the heads of my two 
Guards that he had ſent before him. I perceiy- 
ed by him that I could not chat way get into the 
Town, and met Marco de Lorexzo, that had 
Sreat kindneſs for me, who cried out poor Prince 
fiye youare loſt, you have been betrayed, and 
the Spaniards are Maſters of the Town, 1 go 
home to endeavour to ſecure my houſe from 


plundering, then weeping and embracing me, 


Salloped away. 

The Knight des Eſſars propounded to me 
me to return to Poſſilippo, there to get Felucci's 
to carry me to Rome, Lllooked angirly on bim 
and told him, till now I ever thought you my 
friend, but I find the contrary : there remains no 
more to be thought on, but to die with our 
ſwords in our hands; and] ſwear that ifany be 
hereafter ſo bold as ro mention an eſcape to me, 
I will run my ſwordthrough him, 1 ſtruck into 
the field to fetch a compaſs about the Yirgins 
Suburbs, and endeavor to get into the Tow 
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by the Gate of Nola, and paſling a deep way 
berween two high banks, ſawa very ill looking 
fellow on the top of one of them, with fourteen 
or fifteen Muskteers, who asked me for his High- 
neſs, not knowing me becauſe my Cloak was 
thrown over my face. Ilasked what his buſineſs 
was with him ? he anſwered, pay him my re- 
ſpeRs and kiſs his feet : I replied he was coming 
\ behind, and kept on my way : the fellow ſoon 
after ſeeing a Captain of horſe called /a Breche, 
with a Buffcoat, and Sleeves and Breeches em- 
broidered with gold, cauſed tive or fix Muskets 
to be fired at him, by which both he and his horſe 
were killed. Having recovered the plain, I rid 
| freight co the gare of Nola, which I found to be 
in the Enemies poſſeſſion, and turning rowards 
the entrance of Ft. Anthonies Suburb I met two 
Gipſies, who told me that the Gate of Capna was 
not only taken, but that I ſhould find Muskerteers 


- atthe Barricade that was attheentrance into the 


Suburbs. I reſolved to ſee whether they told 
me truth, and was quickly confirmed by a voley 
as ſoon as I came near it. I thought it was poſſi- 
ble the Enemy might not be advanced fo far as 
the Market-place, and that paſſing through the 
Suburb of Loretto,and entring by the Gate thar is 
under the Carmelires Tower, by rallying ſome of 
the people, I might either die at their head, oy 
repell the Enemy, cauſing by my preſenceall the 
Inhabitants co take arms, and the general con- 
ſternation of the whole Town to ceaſe, by means 
of their confidence in me : but coming to the 
Suburb of Zorerreo, I ſaw ſeven or eight Spaniſh 
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Colours planted on the top of the Carmelites 
Tower , by which underſtanding my misfortune 
to be irrecoverable , I reſolved te make ro«= 
| wards St. Maries of Capra, to dil-engagethe 
Sieur de Mallet , and rallying all the Troops 
he commanded , endeavour to paſs the River 
Voltorno near Caiazzo, where ] had a Garriſon, 
tro go from thence into Abruzzo, to joyn with 


the Troops that carried on the War there by my. 


Commiſſions, 

Some Neapolitans proponnded to me. to take 
the way of Bexeventro, from whence Imight af- 
rerwards paſs to any part of the Realm ]ſhould 
chuſe , but I was nor of this Opinion, judging 
that the Enemies had poſlefſed themſelves of 
the Streights'of La (erra, by which they mighe 
probably expeR I wonld paſs. All that were 
with me began by degrees to go away and ſhife 
for themſelves; the Abbot Laxdati was ſollict- 
rous to provide himſelf of a ſaſe retreat, Fomo 
St. Apollino , the Maſter of my Horſe, returned 
to Naples, on a very fair Courfer he rid , hoping 
not only to obtain indempnity but a good recep. 
tion , by preſenting him to Don 7ohn of dm 
ffria, My Neapolitan Guards ſlipped away otit 


after another, after they hadthrown their Co- 


lours into a Ditch ; and before>1had rid rwo 
Leagues , one half of the Sixfcore Norſe thar 
Had attended me, left me. - Sn 
Coming in ſight of 7wliana , I thooghe nor 
to take the way of Averſ4 , diſtruſting 

Pepe Palombe that was'Governot; and having 
Jeft my men about five hundred pacesfrom 7ali- 
| > - aA, 
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4a , Whileſt Irid alone very well mounted to 
enquire whereabouts I might p:ſs a little Brook, 
I heard the noiſe of a fierceskirmiſh, and met 
the Nephew of 7acomo Roſſo, whot.Þld me that 
. his Uncle a ſworn enemy of Pohx Andrea, Cu- 
rate and Head of the People of that Town, a 
' man couragious. and reſolute , was gone with 
ſeven or eight hundred men he had drawn to- 
gether, to kill him, he having revolted co the 
Enemy ; that his Uncle had already forced two 
- Houſes , where he had ſl:in ſome of thoſe 


that oppoſed him, and amonelt the reſt cut off 


the head of Captain Ta/b, fohn Andrea's Bro- 
ther in Law , whom he had beſieged in his 
'Houſe, which he vigorouſly defended. I told 
| him chat 1 was very glad his Uncle in that mah- 
-ner executed my Orders, that he ſhould make 


ſure to take him dead or alive, that he mighe be 


puniſhed for his many Crimes , making a ſhew 
that he ated by. my Order, and the other (of 


_whoſe fidelity TI was aſſured } -in oppoſition to 


-me. Heasked the if the report were true that 
the Spaniards were Maſtersof Naples, of which 


-they had notice by the ringing ot all the Bells of 


the Town, [Itdld himjt was true that by means 


| of ſome Correſpondence , they had been letin 


at the Gate of A/ba, and. advanced as far as 
the Schools ; but that Iarriving with Troops 
from Poſilippo , had beat them back , and forced 


-themito forſake the Town, with loſs of many 


-of their men ; for joy whereof I. had com- 
manded all. the Bellsto be rtmg; He asked 


whither I went ?. I anſwered him that the 


freat- 
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greateſt parc of the Garriſon of Capxa being 
marched out on ſome enterpriſe , the peo» 
ple raking arms had driven the remainder into 
the Caltle ; that they had ſentme word of this, 
that 1 might come and tike poſlceſlion of the 
Town, which they wou'd nor deliver but into 
my own hands , for fear my Troops might com- 
mir ſome violences , which my preſence would 


prevent; that forthat reaſon Icame ſo ſlender. 


ly accompanied, that] might arrive the ſooner; 
and ſince I intended not to go to Aver/a, where 
I knew I ſhould be obliged co ſtay ſome hours, I 
| told him he would do me a pleaſure to ſhew 
me where I might paſs the River. He pointed 
to a little Village on my righc hand , where was 
a Bridge hard by a Mill, 1 ordered him to ac- 
quaint his Uncle with the good news I had.cold 
him, and returning to my men, went forward, 
very glad to have been informed of the way I 
was t0 follow. 5 3 | 
As I paſſed through this little Village , 1 was 
met by a Countryman that knew me , who 
preſently carried news of it tO Fepe Palombe Go 
vernour of Averſa, which perſwadced him of the 
truth of the report thac the Spaniards had centred 
Naples , he therefore writ immegiately of it co 
Don Lewes Poderico , that commanded in Ca- 
Pua , and chat if he ſent ro ſeture the piſlages of 
Yeltorxo , he muſt needs take me Priſoner, : that 
being the way I took for my eſcape; the com- 
paſs I was fain to take to avoid paſling by Aver- 
{a , gave him time enough to ſend this diſpatch 
by an Officer he confided in, accompanied by 
[uree 


_ 
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three other perſons. As ſoon as I got into the | 
great rode to Capra , diſcovering at a good di- ; 
ftance four men a horſe-back that went before |! 
me, I took along three of the beſt mounted. of | 
my followers, and having commanded them, | 
( obſerving me very well) to do in all things like | 
me, gallopedafrer and quickly over-took them, | 
and my ſelf riding fide by {ide with the Officer, | 
_ each of myfollowers inlike manner accoſted his | 
man. I enquired what news at Aver/a, and | 
after a little diſconrſe ſurpriſing him , clapped | 
tny Piſtol at his head , and commanded him to 
alight , every one of my tollowers doing the 
like to every one of his Companions; 1 made 
him confeſs that Pepe Palombe had ſent him to 
Don Lewis Poderics, with Letters, which he 
delivered co me. As ſoon as the reſt of my men 
came vp , I cauſed all che four ro be ſearched, to 
fee if they had any more Letters" than thoſe they 
had given me. I would not ſuffer them to be 
killed , but to prevent their carrying any news 
of me, cauſed them to be boarid hand and foor, 
nd thrown into one of the Dirches on the High- 
way-fide. I comtnanded ſuch of my men as 
were worſt mounted to take their horſes, and 
cauſing thoſe that were left to be ham- ſtringed , 
rid towards St. Maries of Capua , being cer- 
tain the news of the ſurpriſal of Vaples could 
not be arrived chere, and that I muſt needs ſee 
and ſecure any Meſſenger that ſhould paſs by to 
carry It. | | 
As ſoonas I came within a quarter of a league 
of St. Maries , LI fer the Sieur de Borzillerie be- 
} fore, 
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fore , to delire the Sieur de 71allet to meet me, 
becauſe I had ſomething of very great import- 
nnce to acquaint him with, He could not ſo 
readily obey this Summons, by reaſon of a ve- 
ry hot Skirmiſh at thattime between our Horſe 
and thoſe of Capwa. The Sieur de /* Tſola a 
Neopolitan , that had quitted his employment 
inthe Dutchy of Ala» to come to me, hoping 
co obtain pardon by bringing news of my re- 
treat, being mounted on a very fair Courſer of 
mine , leaped a great Ditch that was on thelefr 
hand of our way, and deſired my permiſſion to 
ride up to two of the Enemies Centries , which 
appeared on a little Hill , which Igranted be- 
cauſe it would have been to no purpoſe to have 
forbiddenir, He was the cwuſe , by the intelli- 
gence he gave , that Horſe were ſent to follow 
me, and Orders to all Villages on my way, to 
take arms _ me ; and thatthe Prince of Fo» 
rino was ordered with his Company of Dragoons 
co poſlefs himſelf of the Paſs of the Ferry. Hie- 
ronzmo Fabrani my Secretary, went into St. A{a- 
ries of Capua fo affrighted and beſides him- 
ſelf , that it was very diſcernable he brought ull 
news. | 

The Sieur de all:t at our meeting acquaint- 
ed me that our Troops being engaged againſt 
the Enemy , it would be very hard to draw 
them off, without obliging them to follow me ; 
that it was therefore beſt whileſt they were bu- 
fied , to get over by the Ferry' before it were 


ſeiſed on. Icommanded two Captains of Horſe. 


that accompanied him , whoſe Troops were in 
L! their 
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their Quarters , to cauſe them to mount aud fol- 


Jow me; and the Sieur de aller ſerving usfor 


Guide, we took the way to the River. As we 


c1ime near the Caltle of Caſerta I perceived a 
Squadron of Horſe come out of a Wood that 
was on our left hand, and immediately pur all 
che men Ihad with meinorder , who made not 
above five and forty or fifty Horſe , the reſt 
having Yefc me ; and perceiving the gray horſe 
I rid to be weary , who at his belt. was nor 
very fleet, I gave him to the Baron of Rowvron, 
and taking another on which herid , very good 
and extraordinary ſwift, rid up to view the 
Squadron that came towards us. As ſoon as 1 
c:me within thirty paces of it, the Officer ad- 
vanced towards me with his hat in his hand, 
telling me that was the Company of Cicio Fry- 
bingere,, General of our Horſe, whoſe Lieute- 
nant he was, who had commanded him to take 
horſe accordins to my Orders , and that he 
came to know whit I had co command him, I 
told him he ſhould {ullow me as a Rear-Guard. 
This Company had already revolted from us, and 
the Officer advanced to me on no other account 
but to prevent my ſeeing an Adjutant of rhe 
Enemies called Bttimicilo, whorid at its head, 
but at my approach fell bick into the firſt 

Rank. | 
As ſoon as I was returned to my men, I cau- 
fed chem to march, and after half an hour ( de- 
icendins a very ſteep and flony bill, hard by a 
Villare cilled Afornns) heard ſome behind we 
cry Kill, Kill, and looking back, perceived _ 
| [EC 
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the Company that brought up my Rear charged 
me with Sword and Piſtol, diſcovering three 0+ 
ther Squadrons of Horſe onthe top ot the hill , 
I called to my men to gallop as hard as they 
could out of that narrow and difficulc way, to 
S4in a Medow I ſawatthe foot otic, where caſt- 
ingoft my CloakI drew themup, and charging 
the Enemy that purſued me dilorderly , routed 
them, and whilelt they rallied having diſcover- 
ed a great Ditch about a thouſand pices from 
thence, we leaped it and placed our ſelves in a 
Body on the other fide, charging the Enemy as 
. he attempted to come over to us, and having 
diſordered them in the like manner as before, we 
0. over another Ditch , this Countrey being 
cut off by frequent Pitches and Torrents , ti!l 
rurning head as foon as we had piſſed any of 
them , and having diſordered the Enemy get- 
tins to another ; in ſuch a manner making our 
retreat three quarters of a league, Ar laſt come 
ins to a Bank covered with ſtubbed Wood, where. 
we mult needs fall intoalile, and having on 
our left hand a Hedse lined with thirty Muske- 
reers, I thoughr that coming hindmoſt I could 
not eſcape their Volly, wherefore caſting the 
Yridle on my Horſe neck, and taking my two 
Piſtols in my two hands, I rid right up to them, 
to cauſe them to fire with greater precipitation; 
it ſucceeded according to my expeRation,, for 
firing all at once and very high , the Bullets paſ= 
ſed over my head , hurting only two of my. Com- 
pany of thoſe char rid lait and one horſe, Aﬀe 
ter this we advanced another halfleague, the 
£13 _ Ene- 
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Enemy till preſſing upon us, and we defending 
our ſelves as before - In the mean time the 
Countrey was raiſed , by ringing the Bells of all 
the Villages, and the Countrey people poſle(- 


ſing them'elves of all Paſſes, we could neither 


come near hedge nor buſh without being fired 
on. We were to paſs through a Medow en- 


compaſſed with a little ditch, and ahedge lined 


with Countrey people, which was very diffi- 
cult; the men had lain under contribution of the 
Sieur de Aallet, and knowing him and calling 
by his name, deſired him to come and alight and 
ſpeak with them. He pray'd us to ride on as faſt 
as we could , whileſt he amuſed them , and (a 
grey Mare he rid beings very good and very 


| ſwift ) overtook us. The Horſe that followed 


us, told allthe Countrey people they met that 
we were French Traytors , that were making 
our eſcape after we had plundered the Countrey, 
that they ought not to give us Quarter, and 
commanding them to fire upon the Sieur de 


Matt , that rid from them as faſt as he could, 


they broke one of his Mares legs, which fell up- 
on him , hefinding no poſlibility of recovering 


himſelf, Hearing this, I cried out, it were un- 


handſome to ſuffer ſo gallant a' man to be loſt, 
that had ſacrificed himſelf forus, and that ſuch 
as had honour ſhould follow me to diſ-engage 
him , which 1 did with bur five to accompany 
me ; when I came within twenty paces of him, 
the Knight ge /a V:ſſeclerre ſeeing him on the 


_ ground without motion , rold me he was dead, 


and that therefore it was to no purpoſe for us to 
hazard 
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hazard our ſelyes, and that we loſt a great deal 
of time, The Country people having indeed 
gained time to charge apain, fired upon us and 
hurt ſome of our horſes, and mine amongſt the 
reſt, I know not whether it was by a ſhot of 
the Carabine of Y1ſconti, Lieutenant to the Cui- 
raſliers of Do» Diego de Cordona, who command- 
ded the Enemies Scouts, or by a Musket-ſhot of 
thoſe Country people. 

I muſt needs here relate the propoſal made 
me by the Marquis ds Chaban and the Knight 
de la Viſſecletre to ſtay both of them to make 
good ſome of the Paſſes, to gain me time for my 
eſcape - Though they preflcd this very much I. 
would never conſent, and told them that 1 had 
not ſo great a value for my life, as to preſerve 1t 
by the abandoning two ſo brave and generous 
perſons, and that I would either die with them, . 
or they ſhould eſ@pe with me. 

Inthe mean time the Country being very much 
incloſed with ditches and hedges lined with Mus- 
ketiers, we were fain to paſs through a diſcharge 
they made upon us. The Baron of Rovrox's horſe 
was ſhot through the rains, which obliged him 
to leave him, and creeping intoa hedg cover him- 
ſelf over with leaves, and almoſt enterr him-. 
ſelt to avoid the Country people : The Sieur a: 
Graville received a bullet on the crupper of his 
Saddle, that ſo much ſtrained his rains, and made 
ſo great a confuſion, that he a great while 
chought he had been ſhot. The horſe of the 
Sieur Afinere , a young man of Paris, fell intoa 


ditch, and his Maſter uſing no endeavor to get

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him out, followed us a foot with ſo preat appre- 
henſion, that he became diltraQted, and (nothing 


prevailing to recover him) died mad : He cried 
out to me that the enemie purſued him, - and be- 


ſought me to command ſome one or other to 


alight and give him his horſe : I told him all the 
curteſie I could di> him was to cauſe another to 
r:ke him up behind him; which I commanded 


the Sieur de Bar to do, who rid a great bay Cour- 
fer of the race of the Srilliam, The 


horſe of the Sieur ac /z Chaiſe beins ſhot, fell, 
bur he raiſcd him again by ſpurring him in the 


buttock, and leapirs upon him endeavored to 


follow me. Then the Siteur de AZarcfts, one of 
the Canons of St. 5h of Li:ce, my Almoner, 
came up to me to know it I would be confeſſed : 
T anſwered him it was too ſoon, and tharl had yer 
a great many other things to do. A black Spa- 


niſh horſe of the Knight ates Eſſars had loſt all 


his ſhoocs, as his Maſter ſaid, by riding (till be- 
fore to diſcover the piſſes. We were now come 
to the Marthes, and wanted bur a quarter of a 
league to the river and fafety; our Troop by 
reaſon of ſuci as fled and died couid not mike 
above five 2nd twenty horſe, when mine was ſhot 
jnto the body with a Musker, which made him 
fail cothe ground, yer I got him up, but found he 
had not ſtrength co ſupport himſelt. Turning then 
to my Company, -Itold them, you ſee Gentimen 
we cando no more, all our horſes are lime or ti- 
red. let us joyn in a Body and dying handſomely, 
ſel! our lives as dearas wecan; we are purſued 
by tive or {x huadred horſe, all the wayes are

flanked by foot, and all the paſſes cut off : then 
rurnirs to the Sicur de /a Chaiſe, £0 laid I and 
demand of the Enemies if they will give us good 
quarter, if ſo, we mult accept ir, if not, let them 
know they ſhall not Kill us ſo eafily as they 1ma- 
Sine. He had no ſooner ſpoke to them but they 
cried ont Al manner of civittiy and goed quarter. 
T asked it there were an Officer, becaufe I would 
not yield to any other. Ji/conts a Licutenant of 
Cuiraſtters advanczns to ſpexk to me, a Country 
fellow, fired his Musket within ten paces of me, 
crying No quarter. I would have rid upto him

co get him out ; the Country fellow ran into a 
Wood, and F:ſ/conti firing his Carabine at him 
miſſed him. Coming bick to me we began to 
pirly, when two men arrived, one of them ona. 
Sray horſe with a black Velvet Caat, the other 
in Mourning ona bay. F:{coxt; told me that one 
of them was Carlo ae F.lco, and the other Dox 


Fernando de Montalvo, Coulin to the late Mar- 
quis of Sr. 7«liava, fl:in at the skirmiſh of 


Averſa, that they were both Caprcains, 
and therefore his authority ceaſed. I offered 
them my Sword, bur they told me they had too 
creat reſpe& for me to diſarm me, and that they 
would have preſented me theirs, if mine had et- 
ther been loſt or broken. I offered them my 
Piſtols, which they refuſed, telling me they would 
not take them till I alighted, But each of chem 
deſirins fome token that I had rendered my 
{elf ro them, 1 gave them two ribbands out of 

- Bis my 
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my hat, one green, the other Iſabella. I deſired 
them to ſecure ſuch as were wich me from being 
ill uſed or plundered, which was punQually ob- 
ſerved, They took only their Swords, and not 
viſiting their pockets they nught have kept their 


 fnoney, had not they themſelves very much 


Preſſed an acceptance of ic. The Knight ats 
Eſſars had a Croſs of Diamonds worth a thou- 
ſand Crowns, which he let fall into the field, and 
was very much troubled next morning atter he 
had ſent to ſeek it to no purpoſe. 

The Baron of Gox/avd, Colonel of the Bur- 


Fndian horſe, came in quickly after, with Dos 


Proſpero T attavilla, who commanded the Party ; 


as alſo Don foſeph Cartans, and three or four 


other Gentlemen, who offered me many civili- 
ties, with another horſe, mine own being una- 
ble to !tand any longer. I gave them thanks, 
relling them, that he had done me fo good ſer- 
vice that'I ſhould be glad not to alight from 
him, but thac he might die between my legs , 
that my haſte was not fo great to £0 to priſon, 
and that how preiſing ſoever their occaſions 
might beI knew they would no: icave me be- 
hind. They coui'd nor tforbear laughing at this 
anſwer. The Knight 4 14 /iſſeclets mounted on 
a vigorous Courſer which he had preſented me, 
and I retuſed, becauſe he was reſtie, and would 
never leive his company, told me (whillt [ was 
inthe miadic of theſe Gentlemen) that as long 
as he chought my life in danger he forſook me 
nor, and ſtaid ro have died wich me; but ſeeing 


ghar ſecured, and thinking he might be more = 
| fu} 
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full to my ſervice at liþery than in priſon, he at- 
tempted to eſcape, and ſpurring his horſe, which 
contrary to cuſtom ſtarted freely, and with an 
incredible ſwiftneſs, though followed by above 
fifty horſemen eſcaped them, and alighred a 
league off, where he cur off his hair, and getting 
 toa Convent of Capuchins, pur on one of their 
habits which was charitably given him, and in 
that equipage had the good luck to getio Rome. 
Three other perſons that attempted the ſame 
thing were ſlain by the Peaſants. I was broughe 
to Capra, With the Sieur Marfilli, a Gentleman 
of Bollonozs, and foſeph Scopa an Italian Prieſt, 
that had cauſed the Duke of T x;/ to be taken, 
with ſeventeen Frenchmen, who were the Knight 
des Eſſars, the Baron de Canſans, the Marquis. 
de Chabans, de Canherou, de la Chaiſe, a Enrenx, 
de la Botelerie, de Sonillac, de Bar, de Beauchamp, 
Larche, de Graville, de Mimieres, Compagnon my 
Steward,. Deſmareſts my Almoner, 5ranin my 
Surgeon, and Dominico my Chamberlain. 

After we had rid a league, thoſe Gentlemen 
asked me if I would drink, and eat a bit of bread 
with ſome fruir, which | readily accepted being 
very dry. ?oſeph Scepa ſentible they ſpared bim 
bur in order to hang him, with an hundred Chee 
quins that he had-about him deboiſed a Brroun- 
aran Horſeman, that willing to $o for his Coun- 
try was glad of fuchan occaſion, and faithfuily 
conducted to Kime. We heard a noiſe in a Hog- 
tie, and as ſoon as the dore of it was opened, 
(not without preat joy) 1 ſaw the Steur ae A7al- 
{ct come forth, whom believing dead I had molt 
pzſlionatly 
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paſſionately lamented, as one that had endeayor- 
ed to fave my life and liberty. I tenderly em- 
braced him, the Gentlemen whoſe Priſoner I 
was doing the like, having had a very preart 
Kindneſs tor him ever ſince the Conference they 
held wich him. Idefired to hear his adventure 
and he ro!d me that his horſe having been kil- 
jed,and fallins upon him, he counterfeited himfeX 
dead to eſcape the furie of the Peaſants, till ſee- 
ing an Officer of his. acquaintance paſs by, he 
rendred himſelfto him, who brought him co the 
plice where we had found him. Wepaſled the 
way in diſcourſe very gallant and pleaſant, D. 

 Foſeph Cactano going before with a naked ſword, 
and cauſing all the Peaſants to crie Fa la 
. - Spags. - I could not bur vex my felf' ro bear 

thele Riſcals lament they had miſled carrying 
my hed to Naples, imagining to have gotten a 
con{iderable ſumme for it, though it made my 
i! fortune very ſupportable, in thatT wasfalken 
mto the hands of people of quality. 

By that time I came withina mile of Capaa 
it was night, where l tound Don Lewis Pcarrico 


with torches and 1 Coich to receive me; hea-- 


lighted ro meet me, and as I did the like, my foot 


was no ſooner out of the ſttrrup but a trembling. 


ſetſed my, horſe, after which he fell dead at the 
B »ot of the Coxch. Many embraces having p2ſ- 
ed berween us, we took Coach, and I was re- 
ceived into Capxa, not as a Priſoner, but with 
_ all honors | could have expetedif | had made 
my entrince as Maſter of it, Monſteur 4: Ps- 
acrics brought me to his Houſe, before his door 

*» | I found 
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I found a Company of Spani/5 toot , he preſent- 
ed me the Captain,and atterwards all the Gentry 
and Officers of his Troops, and having broughr 
me to my Chamber, cauſed the Captain to tay 
at the door, that he might not be troubleſome : 
he asked whether I would ſup privately or in 
company,and leavingit to his choice, he ſaid if ir 
Were ACC epcab! eto me, the chiet of the Nobility 
would be overjoyed to wait on me.

then taking his leave, and none bur: Frenchmen 
remamings withme, he ſent me Paper and Ink, 
and ordered a fire tobe made : and as ſoon as 
he c:me down cauſed to be proclaimed, that all 
Frenchmen -that could be met with ſhould be 
br ought tO Capra, not milufed nor ſtript on pain 
of death + he ordered a liſt to be taken of all 


 Prifeners, and lodged the Gentlemen amonolt 


the beſt of the Nobility, and the reſt by biller, 
allotting. excb of them a Centry to follw them, 
that fo they might vitic one another, and come 
to me as often as I pleaſed. Every man ſoughr 
to Five £o0d entertainment tO His Priſoner, ftri- 
vins withemulation who thould pay them grea- 
tet reſp:& and civility. As ſoon as I found 
m_, ſelf alone, my firit care was to burn a 
Lett r I had received in the morning, which if 
taken would have colt the lives of many perfons 


of quality, and which I durſt not tear leſt the 
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pieces might have been recolleted. Then 1 


writ to Rome for money, with the account of my 
misfortune, and ſome Letters into France, after 
the ſtile of France the Firſt when be was taken 


priſoner at Pavia, that I had loſt all but my life 
and honor. I ſent chem open by the Knight des 
Fſſars to Don Lewis Pederico, with my ſeal to in- 
cloſe them when he ſhould have peruſed them, 
but he would not look on them, and immediately 
ſealing them, ſent them away by an Expreſs to 
Rome. We uſed the Paper that remained to make 
Lampoons on our misfortune, and fuch as had 


fhewn moſt fear : all that were taken with me can . 


bear witneſs, that no alteration couldever be ob- 
ſerved in my countenance, neitheryin my retreat, 
whilt I was taken priſoner, nor during the time 


I was at Naples, the different accidents of my_ 


Sood or evil fortune never giving me any di- 


 ſturbance, acting continually with as much tran- 


quillity as if I hd been no wayes concerned : 
which is rather to be attributed to a natural 1n- 
ſenlibility, than to a conſtancy of reſolution that 


armed me againſt all events. 


After this Don Lewrs Poderico ſent to know 
whether he ſhould not incommode me by a vilir, 


and having returned; that he ſhould do mea ve- | 


ry great favour, he came followed by many per- 
ſons of quality - he firſt ſignified his forrow that 
his reſpe&s were to be paid me on ſo diſplealing 
an occaſion, and that he was no leſs ſenſible of 
my misfortune than I could be my ſelf, I an- 
{wered, that men that wear ſwords, being ever 


liable to ſuch accidents, ought not to be _ 
c 
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ſedat them : that good and ill ſucceſs depend- 
ing more on fortune than merit, perſons of qua- 
liry and courage that are above her ſhould never 
be concerned in her inconſtancy : that my great» 
eſt ſorrow for my impriſonment was, that L was 
no longer in a condition to be uſeful to the inte- 
reſt of the Neapolitan Nobility, which I prefer- 
red above my own, and that my only conſolati- 
on was the good uſage I received from them, 
being naturally pleaſed to have obligation to 
perſons I efteemed, and paſſionately defired to 
ſerve. Some of the Company replyed , that 
though I was to be pittyed, they themſelves 
were much more ſo, becauſe my loſs of liberty 
brought them into fetters, much heavier than 
they bad ever been loden with, Don Lewis Po- 
derico interrupting this diſcourſe, told me, That 
having received no order from Naples to ſecure 
me, nor yet any advice of what had happened, 
at the time of my arrival at St. ſaries of Capaa, 
if I had ſent hima Trumpet ts have delired to 
paſs into the Popes Territorie, he ſhould not 
only have granted it, but himſelf with all the 
Nobility would have accompanied me thither, 
and after he had given me his word, no autho-

All were yery pleaſant at Supper, and now

them, I ſhould no longer have appretended the 
power of Spain, nor have feared all Exrope joyn- 
ed rogether, All choſe Gentlemen obliged by 
my ettcem and good opinion returned «their 
thanks, as well for my care in preſerving their

ſelves and their relations from rhe peoples inſo- 
lencies during the time of my command, After 
this, olaſſes were called for, and my health cere-

my liberty. Don Lewis Poderico ſent to enquire 
of my health , and whether it would not be in- 
convenient to viſit me as ſoon as I ſhould be 
re:dy , ſending me linnen and a Coat, know- 


. 1ng 1 had nothing on bur Buffe in which I had 


been taken , and the weather being yet cold. 


A little 2frer he came into my Chamber, with 


the Prince of St. Severe his Nephew , the Prince 
de Foriaa , the Marquiſs de /a Bella, the I'rince 
de Spina. the Prince de Chinuſana , Don Cami- 


loCaraffa, Don foſeph Caetano, Don Caſar dt: 


Capna, and many other Gentlemen, He asked 
if I would go co Maſs, whither they would all 


accomp:iny me, cauling the Spaniſh Guird to 
ſtay behind as unneceſſary , whileſt ſo many Per- 


ſons of Quality went with me. All the French 


Priſoners came to me , and we went to a Church 
heard by, wherel received all Honor and Cit» 


lities I could have expected if at liberty , and 


all 
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all about me ſeemed rather perſons that fol- 
lowed to make their Court to me, then lich as 
had a care to guard and ſecure me. 

After Maſs and 13 Walk I was brought home, 
and Monſicur Pederico having driwn me aide, 
cold me, that care ought to be taken of preſer- 
ving my life, the worit being to be diſt: uſted 
from the crucl and jealous humor of the > pani- 
ards; that the Nobility were coo much obliged, 
and had too great eſtcem and aff. &ion tor me, 
to ſuffer me to run any hazird, thac i;ey would 


_ aſſured'y all racher periſh, thin ler me continue 


in danger : but th.c ] muſt be helptul ro my ſelf, 
and ſeek to get time, the belt remedy on ſuch 
occafions : that | was therefore to expreſs grear 
diſlitisfaRtion againlt Frarce tor having aban- 


doned me, witli equal intention to revenge my 


-ſelf : that I muſt mike a ſhew of eng- ging with 


Spaiz, and above all ſeek to perſwade them of

it being impoſſible. for me to be biaſed from my 
duty : that all my endeavors were recompenced 
with a Priſon : that by ſo unjuſt and hard ufage 
I was diſcharged both in the ſight of God and 


men of all Obligation and Allegiance : that my 


reſentments were as preat as juſt : thatT would 


therefore caſt my ſelf abſolutely under the pro- 
tection, and into the intereſts of Spain, who, 
by what I had done againſt her , might eaſily 


judge what I could undertake againſt France , 


(even at the point of an inſurreftion) when ſe- 


conded by her power : that 1 had friends and 


relations verv much diſſatisfied , who would 
- concern themſelves in the wrongs I had received, 


my fidelity having been diſtruſted, and the ad- 
vantages of the Crown nepleted, only jnor- 


derto deſtroy me :. that in ſome Provinces I had 
Pl power- 
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powerful Confederates : that 1 had ſome Towns 
in my own poſſeſlion, and could engage ochers 
very conſider.ble , ic being now become a 
cultom rather to lerve our tricnd thin our King; 


that I offered in order to my revenge, to make 


uſe of whatſoever was in my power : that none 
culd be more fit to puniſh che Duke of . Afo- 


dena , aginſt whom they were more jultly ant- . 
mated than aS:init me : and to make appear 


that [ would be very ſ{:rious in this Eng:gement, 
(if they thought fit to make uſe of and put con- 
tidencein me ) 1 would begin by the p:cification 


of the Kingdom of Naples, the int -llible-wayes 


ro effet which 1 underiiood : th't my Prepo- 
ſals carried their ſecurity along with them , be- 


cauſe being a priſoner my life was to be reſpon... 
ſibie for them - then deſcending to the particu- 
[zrs of what I have reported, they appeared fo 


advantageous tO Spain, that he aſſured me ihzy 


would be received with open arms, and ihithe_ 


thought } ſhould obtain ail manner of ſatisfa- 
Rion, and my liberty, which he would go and 
endeavour with a moſt zealous application and 
affeRtion : that be hoped to bring me anſwer in 
three dayes it I ſtayed ſo long at Capxa, orele

My life being concerned, 1 omitted nothing 
thit I choughe might flatter the Spaniards, and

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temp: of other Nations andall power but their 
own, inclines them )) I perceived my Propoſ.1s 


would be ſeat ro Madrid , where matters never 


being readily determined on, during an infinite 
number of 7-to's and a great deal of time , 1 
might ſet ſo many hands on work towards my 


preſervation , that my life would be ſecure, 


fearing only the firſt heat, which cooling, } 
could have no apprehenſion of their cutting off 
my head at the end of three moneths. Having 
thus gotten time I entertained hope. 

The Expreſs ſent to Rome being arrived 
there, the Cardinals of the FaRion of Spais, 
and its Miniſters aſſembled often to deliber te on 
an affair of ſo Feear importance - the Pope ſo 
renderly affeRed me, thathe wept ar the report 
of my misfortune, and knowing that my gret-

ruin, of which he was deſirous , to quit him- 
ſelf of an enemy his Condu& had dif: obliged , 
and that could never pardon him, as indeed my 
reſentments could not have been overcom but by 
the mediation of p:rſons of very great power, 
whom I valued fo much ] cond deny them no- 
thing , with che conſideration of an alliance te 
made 'into a4 Family I particularly love and 
eſteem ; with which yet I complied not with- 
out very great difficulty and conteſtation with-

not ſatisfied to have told the ſame to all the Car- 
dinals and Miniſters of that FaRtion, and enga- 
ged them to write to Naples that nothing ſhould 
be attempted againſt my perſon without che Or- 


ders of the Catholick King, himſelf diſpatched 


an Expreſs to him in the moſt obliging and preſ- 


ſing terms imaginable , begging my life}, as the _ 


oreateſt and moſt ſenſible favour he could poſſib- 
ly receive. | 


The Court of Rome ( alwayes in a-perfet. 
tranquility) is a place where aff.irs are more at- 


rentively conſidered than in any other part of the 


world, and where greaterreſpe& is had to the 


conſequences of them ; theſe Cardinals ſollicited 
by all their Companior's , who had a great deal 


_ of kindneſs for me , became very moderate, and 


writ to Spain and Naples in ſuch a manner as 1 


my (elf could wiſh, This gave France time not 
| only 
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only to own what I had done, but to threaten 
the like to all the priſoners in her hands,” or 
that ſhe ſhould take afterwards, if my life were 
attempted.

I made my Con- 
felſion to the Sieur. de ares my Almoner., 
ard accuſing my ſelf to have put many perſons to 
death, to which perhaps I had been more mo- 
ved by conſideration of my own ſafety , than 
zea! for juſtice, he anſwered in choler , I wasat 
N aptes with you , and know you cauſed. not 
enough to die, and can bear witneſs that had 
you not ſpared ſo many, we might have been 
there ſtill, and not priſoners here.

Two 
hours after he came to tell me in their names,

I might make uſe of their arms : that which I 
thought moſt ſtrange was , that the Lieute- 


nant of the Camp-Maſter-General continual- 
ly railed at che Spaniards, by whom he ſaid he 
had been ill uſed : chat he came fo ſhort of a re- 
compence for thirty years ſervice , that he had 
hardly bread toeat, and that he ſought only a

Some of our People walking on the Haven 
ſaw there ſix Felucca's provided with Sails, Cars, 
and Rudders, of which they preſently gave me 
notice. The Sieurs de aller and d'Exrexx, pro- 
pounded my eſcape, which, after having brought 
a little victuals aboard, might be done in an hours 
time. The Sieur D'Earexx a good Seaman, 
that had a long time commanded as Lieutenant 
of one of the Gallies of Fraxce, aſſured me that 
| putting offat the beginning of the night, which 

we might do without oppoſition or difficulty, he 
would land me the next morning in the Popes 

Dominion. The eaſineſs of this deſign. diſcou- 
raging my attempting ir, and recolleting the 
Spaniards ſubtilty in preventing the people of 
| Naples from taking armes, and. defending them- 
ſelves that night chey made themſelves Mallers 
of the Town, I could not imagine it poſlible for 
them to be guilty of ſuch negligence as to leave 
things ina condition of giving me ſo much faci- 
lity ro get out of their hands ; and that therefore 
many people would perſwade themſelves that 
this was a connivence, and done expreſly, toge- 
ther with che order given to the Troop of horfe 
that conducted me to Caſtle /"«torne, to return 
as ſoonas they had ſeen me there, and the pla- 

_cing in Garriſon there a foot Company of Lor-

what d inger ſoever |] might undergo, rather to 
continue Prifoner, than to get my liberty fo ea- 
fily, and by a way that mighc give ſome jealou- 
fie that 1 had net ated with fidelicy and honor. 


Ithink yery few perſons in the world have done 


as 1 did. but I am'ſo ſcrupulous on ſuch occaſions, 
that 1 cannor ſuffer the leaſt ſhadow of diſtruſt, 
I conjured all my Camrades to make their e- 
ſcape, it being unreaſonable they ſhould ſuffer 
for my obliin.cy and nice humor. Their gene- 
rofity ſuffered them not to abandon me , but 


they uſed their urmoſt endeavors (though in 
viin) to convince me, by R—_ that time 
and my ations would ſufficiently juſtifie me, and 


thac I had »cquired too high an eſteem to be loſt 
ſo eifily, neither could any part of it be hazard- 
ed by making uſeof a favorable occaſion, pre- 


ſented me by heaven and my good fortune, which 


once loſt w:s irrecoyerable. I continued. un- 


moved by all theſe reaſons, and notwithſtanding 


the rediouſneſs of my ſufferings, when I mike re- 


flefion upon it, I cannot repent my doing as[ 
did, 
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did, to have preferred my honor before my life 
and liberty. 

 Nexc morning the Spaniſh Galley appeared, 

\ butthe ſhallowneſsof the water not ſuffering her 
to-come near the land, ſhe kept her ſelt abouc cwo

tor after a very ſlender Complement in the 
name of the Viceroy, he told me he hadorder 
to take but two perſons along with me, namely 
a Chamberlain and a Cook ; but having no Cook, 
and the permiſſion being for two, I deſired ir 
might be a Gentleman and a Chamberlain. He 
rudely anſwered it could be no more than one 
of them, and the Knight des Fſſars being alrea» 
dy come into the Boat, unwilling to oblige him 
to go our I took my place, and they rowed off, 

_ allwhom I left on the ſhoar deſpairing of ever 
ſeeing me apain, by their cries and tears expreſſed 
ſo much ſorrow, that I was more ſenſibly con- 
cerned at it than at the unfortunate condition to 
which I found my ſelf reduced. A Capuchin 
was ſeated 'next me, which1 looked on as a bad 
omen:and I over-heard a Spaniſh reformed Cap- 
tain called Ambroſio Fermanaes lay it was — 

| they 
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they ſuffered me to live ſo long, which 1 could 
never forgive him to this day. I continued a 
while ſilent, making reflexions on my preſent 
misfortune. Dox Alvaro ae la T orre, naturally 
very uncivil and very indiſcreet, applyed himſelf 
then and eyer after to give me all diſcontent ima- 
Sinable, of which taking little notice I began to 
rajly, in which he interrupted me to tell me, thar 
the Councel had aſſembled twice to deliberate 
of my life, and had not Don Fobn of Auſtria 
oppoſed it, (my death being neceſſary towards 
the ſettling the affairs of Spaiz, and reeſtabliſh- 
ing its authority in the Kingdom of 1V aples) 1 
had already mounted a Scaffold to puniſh my in- 
ſolence for pretending'to a Throne : that the re- 
ſult of this was deferred ill the return of an Ex- 
preſs ſent to Rom?, for the opinions of the Mi- 
niſters and Cardinals of that FaQion ; that I was 
therefore to prepare my ſelf for all events. Ian- 
ſwered him laughing, that it was happy for-me 
that his opinion had not been demanded, ſince 
I perceived it would not have been favorable ; 
but that.my head was too well ſettled on my 
ſhoulders, to be ſhaken by the humor of private 
perſons, and that the blood of thoſe of my qua« 
lity uſed not to be ſhed without the parcicipa- 
tion and preciſe order of Kings. 

This entertainment, not very agreeable, end- 
ed not till we came to the Gaily, which did not 
ſalute me, and into which they cauſed me to 
aſcend nor only without ceremony, but com- 
mon civility , the Spiniards uſing very little 


with Priſoners of what quality ſoever. As ſoon 
| as 
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as I came into the Cabbin, they ſeated me be- 


tween two Capuchins, who buſied themſelves to

yet all thoſe Ceremonies gave me no alarm, they 
ſeemed too affected ro be much apprebended,

my life being in the bands of God, I would make 
. no. inquiry into the duration of it - but of this I 


was .reſolved, that whilſt 1 could preſerve it 
would make it as agreeable and pleaſant to me 
as poſſibly I could. 

The Knight. des Eſſars ſomerbing more appre- 


| henſive than my ſelt, was not at his eaſe, the 


Companion of the Capuchin that entertained me 


. telling him, that my life was at anend, and thar 


he being a Switzer, and on return to his Coun- 
try, would willingly take upon him to go into 
France to carry my laſt Teſtament to my relati- 
ons. He could not hear this without extraordi- _ 
ons concernment, and came to tell me of it 
with a great alarum, I anſwered; (burſting out 
into laughter) that he was very ſilly to contribute 
ro the diverſion of thoſe people, that ſtudied all 
our poſtures, to deride afterwards the weakneſ(- 
ſes we ſhould diſcover, and turning to Don Fran- 
ciſco de Ia Cotera, Captain of the Gally, told him, 
Sir, our diſcourſe is very ſerios for perſons that 
have nor dined, I fared very ill at Cafe Voltor- 
0, and am very hungry, and you will —

and revenge me of Frarxce tor haying abandon- 
ed me, and thwarted my fortune, which would 
have raiſed me to be the molt glorious perſon of 
my age had I received the leait afliſtance : That 

I therefore deſired nothing ſo pailionately as to 

kindle a fire there by an Inſurrection, which 

would not be difficult ro me; This diſcourſe met a

Two dyes after , having received Letters 
from the Viceroy , he cold me that point was 
to be no more conteſted, nor referred to any, 
that the Earlof Ognate would be obeyed, and 
ive no other reaſon tor what he did than his 
will co have it ſo; Ireplied he was not Maſter 
of my will , nor could diſpoſe of it , though 
my perſon were in his power; and that ſince it 
came to a Conteſt which of us two. ſhould be 
moſt obliinate, I would yieldinnoching, reſol- 
ved to preſerve the only liberty that remained to 
me , which was thatof my will. This laid me 
liable to a great deal of ijl uſage ; they refuſed 
to dehiver me the Clothes and Linnen that bad 
been ſent me , and for the ſpace of three 
moneths 1 was all in rapgs, wearing the Boots 
] had been taken in for want of ſhooes, eating 
nothing bur Bread and alittle freſh Pork (and 


not my Belly full of that) unleſs on Faſting.

His ſpite aFinlt me was augmented bya very 
pleaſant adventure, The Greac Duke ſending a 
Gentlemin to complement Lon 7ohn of Au- 
 Pria and the Earl of Ognate ,: on their happy 
recovery of the City of Naples, writ to me ab- 
ſo on occaſion of my misfortune, and fearing it 
might give ſome alteration ro my health , ſence 
me a Cabinet of Medicaments of his own Labo. 
ratory. Don Alvaro de la Torre had Order to 
deliver me both theſe, and receive my anſwer 
inroken of ir, As ſoon as.he underſtood that 
Gentleman was gone from Naples, in order co 
his return for Florence , he ſent Captain Franci/- 
cod Herrera to me one morning, to demand 
to hive the Cabinet in his cuſtody, of which I 
might keep the Key. I aniwered | wou'd fend 
for it after Ninner to giveit hun, and doing fo, 
 Trold him, I ſee Sir that you are afraid there may 
| be ſomething in this Cabinet to .poyſon my 
Guards, or caſt them into a ſleep, or to mollifie 
the Iron Bars: of the Windows: I aflure you ic 
contains nothing but defenſive arms , and if you 
had any ſuſpicion , it had been handſomer ne- 
ver to have delivered irme, than to demand ic 
ag1in afcer ſeren or eight dayes ; but I will ſaci 
fie you, as itis reaſonable I ſhould , and open. 
ing it beforc him, having read ll the fuper- 
ſcrtptions of the Viols and little Pots.that: were 
inic, broke as many of them, one afcer anocher,

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as were for Wounds, Cholick, Il Stomack, Burn- 
ings, and the like, but findingan O1] and Pow-

ro my coſt , but my good fortune ſecured me. 


| He replied in heat, If the King my Maſter had 


any intention torake away your life , he needed 
not have recourſe to ſuch a manner of doing ir, 
for if he commanded me , I would ponyard 
you. Then looking on him wich contempt, I 


told him, Your Nation reſpeRts too much ap- 


pearances, to a& ſo publick violences, and do 
not think that I either fear or eſteem you the 
more for what you have told me, yoy have on- 
lylet me know that you are fic to do that which 
the Hang-man does commonly. He went enra- 
=ed out of my Chamber, to write a Letter of 
much complaint , to which he received no 0- 
ther -anſlwer but that he was to blame, and 


that he ought to have more diſcretion than 


to ſay any thing that might provoke a diſpleaſing 
anſwer. 

We had another quarrel five or ſix dayes af- 
ter, ſomething hotter than the former. Ha- 


ying been bred Page tothe Duke of Medina de = 


los 
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les Torres, he could not imagin that under Kings 
there was any thing in Emrope equal to his Ma- 
iter,and told me very unſeaſonably, that he could 
nor: comprehend what it was to be a Prince , 
which well conſidered was but a Chimera and 
meer imagination ; and that the Grandees of 
Spain were at leaſt equal to Princes. IT told him 
1 pitied his ignorance, and therefore would in- 
ttruRt him, char Tchought he was not ſoill in- 
formed but he knew what ir was to be a Soves 
- raign : that to bea Prince it was not enough te 
be deſcended of a Soveraign Family, and from a 
Soveraign Head, but there muſt be a capacityto 
mherit a Soveraignty - that there was a greac 
deal of difference between Princes and Grande's 
of Spain, becauſe Kings could not make Princes 
| butinBed, and that for making a Grandee of 
Spaix, there needed no more but to cauſe the 
meanelt fellow in the World to put on his Hat : 
that therefore they gave their Infanta's to Prin- 
ces, which they never did yet to any Grandoe. 
He tranſported himſelf roo far on this SubjeR, 
and perceiving him begin to talk very imperti- 
nently , Irold him_, that the misfortune of a 
prifoner of my quality was great enough , with- 
out the augmentation of diſreſpet', which I de- 
fired he would not continue , leaſt he made me 


forger that I wasa priſoner , and be more ſenſe 


ble that I was a Prince : and that to what condi- 
tion ſoever I might be reduced, I could very well 
cauſe that to be rendered me that belonged to 
me, He making aninſolent reply , Iftruck at his 
head with the Candleſtick , which 1 had —_— 
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had he not had the luck to have ducked betimes. 
He made haſte out of my Chamber, and draw- 
ing the door after him, locked mein, He ſaw 
me not in two dayes, in which time he waited 
for the Viceroy's anſwer to his complaints, which 
was not very fatisfaftory tro him , becauſe 
he was commanded to come and ask my pardon, 
which he did putting one knee on the ground as 
I went to Maſs two dayes after. I embraced 
him with aſſurance that I had forgotten all that 
had paſſed, and very willingly pardoned him, 
provided he would be more diſcreet for the fu- 
cure.  - 

I could never paſs oyer five or fix dayes with- 
out ſome ſuch encounters either with him or his 
Officers, whoſe humor when I had diſcovered, 
I reſolved to ſuffer nothing from them , but on 
the contrary to hold them in a great ſubjection. 
The Spaniſh Genius being alwayes infolent to 


thoſe that live civilly with chem, and fawning 


ro ſuch as uſe them with contempt. 
- Iwill not repeat all Negotiations that paſſed 


_ during the time of my impriſonment ; not de- 


ſigning to extend my Memoires 1o far ; I ſhall 
enly relate ſome more than ordinary adyentures 
that happened, for my particular ſatisfaRion , 
and to publiſh my uſage and the impertinence of 
my Keepers , with the manner alſo of my deal- 


ing with them. Three or four moneths after, a 


man called Zarpin was fent by my relations to 
viſit me , he was admitted, and bronghe me 


Three hundred Crowns for three Moneths Diet, 


I got permitting any more to be ſent me , be- 
_ cauſe 
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cauſe my Guards would have it, co whom I had 
no obligation, they nortallowing me ſo much as 
liberty to walk on the Terraſſes of the Caſtle, 
and inſtead of diverting gave me ſtill the incon- 
venience ( notwithſtanding I was locked up ) to 
be maliciouſly looked upon by three or four ill- 
favoured and very uncivil fellows. After Har- 
pix had made me the complements he had been 
encharged with, Don Alzaro very hungrily 
asked him what money he had brought ? He 
anſwered only Three hundred Crowns for three 
Moneths Diet, the King not conſenting that I 
ſhould pay my Guards. Don Alvaro replied he 
would take that ſumme upon account for himſelf 
 andthem. I forbid the Meſſenger tor pare with 
it, and commanded him to return and carry it 
back with him. I had forgotten to tell how , 
{that I might be no more ſeen in ſuch diſorder 
as formerly) they had delivered me the Clothes 
that had been ſent me from Rowe three Moneths 
| before. Don Alvareenraged to find nothing to 
content his inſatiable avarice , turning towards 
Captain Ambroſio Fernandez, that had the over- 
ſight of my proviſions, told him, to morrow 
let there not be ſo much as a loaf of bread for 
the Duke of Gaziſe. I ſaid, His Nation 
would loſe roo much by the death of a priſoner 
of my conſideration , and that I was ſure he 
would not refuſe meammunition bread , which 
wasallowed to the meaneſt ſoldier in the Garri- 
ſon of Gaeta. He replied , He had no Order 
for it, and], That Ireſolved to trie whether he 
| Pp would 
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would ſlarve me. Harpin having taken leaye 


reedineſs of the little money he had 
brought, obliged Don Alvaro de /a Torre to 


fend Captain, Ambroſio Fernandez after him, to 


demand the Three hundred Crowns in my name, 
celling bim I had changed my mind for fear of dy- 
ing for hunger ; which he himſelf acquainting 
me with, I ranted him for baving made uſe of my 
name contrary to my intention, and he replying 
:njolently thac I uſed him very ill for a Reforma- 
do Captain, laying my hand on the guard of my 


Sword , which they had not taken from me, I 


went up to him threatning to make him leap 
the windaw , which cauſed him to make haſte io 
the door, in ſome dayes after never daring to 


_ appear before me. 1 deſired leaye to pawn my 


Clothes for Victuils , which was permitted, 
and Ididit, even to Silk-ſtockings , pieces of 
Ribbon, perfumed Gloves, and Hat-bands, 
which 1 fed on almoſt three monechs , after 
which writing ro Rome to have my Clothes re- 
deemed, it was done conditionally , that I ſhould 
pawa them no more. ” 
In the mean time the Prince of Cell:mare, to 
whom I had Order co addreſs my ſelf in my 
concernments, Writ to me co oblige me to ſub. 
mit tothe Viceroy , after which heaſſured me 


1 ſhould be better treated, and allowed more 


liberty. My anſwer confifted in tart raillertes, 
co enrage them againſt me. He ſent me m 
week from Naples Lemmons and Sugar , with 


which I made Lemonade, with Cheeſe, and ve- 
| wy 
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ry good Wine which I kept in my Cloſer. Once 
he fent me ſix Capons and as many Gammons of - 
Bacon, On which 1 feaſted as long as they would 
hft : beſides which , 1a what indiſpolition ſoe- 
ver I found my felf, Icould not obtain fo much 
as a meſs of Broth - and he was fent to to make 
me no more ſuch preſents, Donna Elvira 
wife to the Lieutenant of the Caſile ; that had 
ſome kindnefs for me, and was touched with 
compaſſion to ſee me ſo illtreated , furniſhed 
me with Wheat, of which my Seryants made 
me paſſable bread, and now and then ferit me 
C hocolate and ſome diſh of meat that ſhe pre- 
pared very deliciouſly, but this was not ſuffered 
lons, : 

There were not above thirty men in Garriſon 
in the Caftle of Gaeta , ſome of which were 
Portugueſes : this cauſed me to reſolve to en- 
deavour to giinthem , and try whether I could 
make my ſelt Maſter of it, IT wrought fo eun- 
ningly and with ſuch ſuccefs, that, notwithſtand- 
ing the ſtrickr Guards that were upon me, I 
made ſure of nine ſoldiers, the moſt of them 
Portugueſes , of two Serjeants of my Gaard, 
and two other of the Garriſon, which joyning 
with us five Frenchmen , made in all eighteen 
perſons; my deſign was when we went to exe- 
cute our enterpriſe , to ſet at liberty five or ſux 
Neapolitan priſoners , and art thereturn of the 
French Fleet, which was a third time expected 
ſend one of tt ole Serjeants ( which often "aſſed 
between Gacte and Naples to carry Letters) to 
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vive notice to him that commanded , that he 


ſhould ſail right for Gaera, where I had ſo well 
prepared all things ,-that nothing could prevent 


my making my ſelf Maſter of the Caſtle, by cut- 
 tingthe throats of all che Garriſon. I intended 


ro begin with the four Officers that lay in my 
Chamber , whom the Knight ot Eſſars, my 


' man and I were to kill in the night while they 


ſlept , having provided rafors to that effec. 


| But having waited two monerhs for this without 
_ "any news, the Serjeant 1 mvit truſted, and 
-- that had libercy of going to /Vaples , . appre- 


hending that the bulineſs would be at laſt dif 


|. Covered , defired his Paſs and became a Ca- 


puchin. | 
This deſign ſo well laid , and which I chought 


_ infallible, tailed in this manner, after havin 


been carried on with ſo much fidelity and ſ(ecre- 


cy, that there was no diſcovery , nor the leaſt 


ſuſpicion of it + which makes appear that no- 
ting 1s impoſlible co reſolution and courage ; 
and that Priſons enlarge mens inventions, and 
cauſe them to undertake ſuch things as they 
_ never once itnagine if they were at li- 

erty. | 
My ſervants troubled to ſee me fare fo ill, 
could not forbear murmuring ; and Dou Alva- 
+0 that treated himſelf very well in his Chamber, 


_ and came afterwards.for form's ſake toeat with 


me, one day atdinner complained of it, and 
asked if it were by my Order that my men ſaid 
it was impoſſible chat ir ſhould be by command

_ of the King of Spar, or conſent of the Earl of 
Ognate, but chat probably it was himſelf that 
obliged me co thoſe Faſts, that he might keep 
the money appointed for my Table, I anſwered 
him that perſons of quality would never value 
the diſcourſe of ſervants, and thar mine were 
more exculable, if the irkſomneſs of the priſon 
made them utter ſome impertinencies , he 
knowing | converſed not with them , and there- 
fore could not be reſponſible for their words. 
I prayed him to ſpeak no! more of it, becauſe 
not worth the © tray bur perſiſting to repeat 
over and over the ſ:m: thing, and earneſtly de- 
manding of me what Ithought of it, 1 anſwer-

Don Alvaro de la Torre, hearing that I was 


to betranfported into Spain, made haſte from 
Reme , that he might have the conduct of me, 
expecting ſome great reward before bis return, 
which the Prince of Cellamare having acquaint- 


cd me with, Itold him that though my joy was 


- great to begina Voyage that probably might re- 
_  Roremeto liberty, I would not go (unleſs com- 


pelled tot) with a man that had dealr ſo ill 
with me; and that they muſt carry me bound 
into the Galley ; or I ſhould never embark. 
He anſwered , If that perſon were diſagreea. 


ble to me, another ſhould be appointed, be- 


cauſe. they reſolved to give me all manner of 
fatisfaRion ; They therefore choſe in. his ſtead 
Don Amntonio de Areazano, who ſhortly after 
obtained the government of Gazte, vacant by 
me death of the Prince of Aſcoli. Dom Alva- 
teſt 74 Torre,, who by his ill comportment had 
zed himſelf both with me'and the Viceroy , 
i1yery great confuſion, augmented by my 
refuſing 


pre 


refuſing him to take leave or come in my pre- 
ſence at my poing away. He was abſolutely 
loſt, and had nothing to pretend , when Don 
Fobn de Mergareio Lieutenant of Caftello iNo- 
vo in Naples , died happily for him, and the 
Duke of Aedina do los Torres his Maſter , who 
is perpetual Governor of.it , made him Lieu- 
tenant. | 

I drew this advantage. from my impriſon- 
ment, that I made it apparent to all Chriſten- 
| dom ( what opinion ſoever had paſſed to the 
contrary ) that my credit and particular conſide- 
ſiderxtion only maintained all in arms in the 
Kingdom of Naples; for at the news of the ta- 
king the Town by the Spanizrds none were diſ- 
couraged , but as ſoon as ever they heard of my 
reſtraint, they laid down their arms, in teſtt- 
mony that my intereſts alone and not the pub- 
lick hatred kept alive the war; and as ſoon as I 
was out of condition to aQ, they all returned 
to their fetters, without any thoyght of de- 
livering themſelves, but under my ccmmand and 
authority. |
